King Ptoiomy^ Father to Queen Cleopatra^ 
built an Amphitheatre in Alexandria^ uking 
Pattern from that of Rome ,- he dying, Qi 
C/eopatra 9Xid the Mnhimnztc Anthony y during 
abode they made in that proud City, bad ts 
care for the abfolute finiihing and adorning c 
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and pii^Dg cyvct' three (everal Years in the he^ht 
of dclighft, .they had not omtcced ^ught chat any 
Dtray heighxtd their Edjdf niencs, a« endeavouring 
«rhat lay in- their Power to ratie a (econd Reme m 
^leximdyia, le afforded at this Timeat lead what* 
ever wa& r^qaifitefor the Sights, •order being giveti' 
th^ct wherevef the Emperor went ' there iKoakI 
ibliow a certain Ntimbec of Gladiarors and (avage 
iBeafls, and all Things fub(ervient to h\s Pleafures, 
which was as punctually obferved as what' con* 
cerned Things that were mod nccc(&cyr And this 
was generally lodk'd on as a Pan^ilio o£iRoman 
Magnificenoev The Emperor, and the Empre(s, 
and that Noble Af&mbly of both Sexetf, where- 
of a great part attended them thither^ though not 
without (bme Violence to their Difpofitions, took 
op the Seats affignVl them> after which alt placM 
tnemfelves with Gonvenience enough. TheEntec- 
taidmenc bceaft with the 'Engagentint of lavage 
fiea(ls, whien made ezcellene good Spot^. There 
w«c Lions, Panthers, Tygeijs, Leopards, Bears, 
-and other kind of dreadful Cfcatiircs, which 
they mateh*d together wkh as mueh Equality as 
they could, as Tygcrs againft Leopards, Panthers 
againft Bears, and Lions againft a fort of Bulk 
-that were more than ordinary furiotis, and bred 
'up -to that ExerciCe. Hitherto the Blood which^ 
was fpik occafioned tio great Honbur : But not 
>Jong after, they brougbt in^o x\it Arena thoft un- 
merciftrf Oladiators, whofc favagc Countenances 
and Eyes full of Blood did in a manner frighren 
the SpCfSlators. Their Heads were covered wich 
a lirrlc Head-piece, according to thtGreek Mode, 
having to guard the left Arm a large Buckler, and 
in the' right a crooked Scimitar, the reft of their 
Bodies was in a -manner tlaked^ that rhey might 
fight with greater Adivity; The Engagement of 

the 
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rfic two firft that came upon ihc Stage; gave very 
much Divarriftmcnt to thofe who were taken with 
chat kind of Sport," and the weaktr being fallen, 
thcConqtJcronr expcdleda'IcctiiidAdvcr&ry, who 
Diras foon brought Mm, and- over whom afier a, 
Tcry doubtfiil Combat, he obtained a like Victo- 
ry. Having nbt.rctcivcd any Woimfls, he would 
needs try his Fortune once more, and (he prov'd 
fo kind to hitn,' that with rhe fame good Succefs 
he made a Ihift to difparch the third. The Info- 
lencc fie concciv'd- at thcfc happy Succcflcs, a»d the 
Demoriftratioiii bcmadc of his Valour, obIig*d thofc 
^ho were the overfcers of the Excrcifa, to bring 
againfl hith a ftomer Adverfary than any bf the 
former, telling him by way of Encouragement, 
upon his Tunnmg that new hazard, that if he over* 
Game the 'fourth, he might hope, as a Recom- 
mence of hisTktraonjinaTy Valour, that C^r would 
tet him at Liberty, 

iizvmgfiatter*d him into that Expe^ation, there 
eomes up a Min clad ahd armed as the form^, 
but one the Spedlators took much more No- 
tice of rhan any of the reft ^ he was call above the 
ordinary pitch, of a free make, of a very fair 
Coutnenance, though ic was eafily obferTable be 
was much altered from his wonted Poflure ; his 
light- flaxen Hair being of great length, and natu- 
rally of amende curl, nung down over his Shoul- 
-ders i for his Age, he could not be at mo(l above 
two and twenty 3 but beddes the natural Fierce* 
nefs of his Looks, there fcemed to be in his Eyes, 
upon chatOccafion, fo much Cholec and Indigna- 
tion, as forced out of them all the Mildne(s there 
might be in them upon any other, and made him 
appear more terrible than he ordinarily was. This 
young Man, on whom the whole Aflcmbly carft 
their Eyes, but with Sentiments much dinerenc 
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from thofc chey had for che others, difcovering in 
his Countenance che Shame and Indignation he felc 
within, indead of lifting up hfs Eyes to che Spec- 
tators, faftened them on che Ground, and inucad 
of making forwards to his Adverfary with any 
ConfidencCt as chey had done who were gone be- 
fore him, he fat him down oo che loweft Staii: 
of che Arena, and leaning his Head on t)Oth his 
Hands, he concinu*d there Come Time in the Pof* 
ture of a Man o'orburthened wich Sadnefs. 

The Gladiator infoknc upon his three Vi^oiies, 
and afpiring to the fourth, comes up to him in a 
proud manner, wich Eyes threatning nothii^^ buc 
Blood, and feveral times challenged nim to fighc t 
But the ezafperated young Man (eemed to be lie- 
tie mov*d at his SoIlicitations« and hardly turning 
his Eyes towards him, * Go Wretch, /aid be to 

* him) go feek thy Death from other Hands than 

* mine, and force me not to difhonourmy Arms 

* by fo Ignominious a Vidbory*. The barbarous 
WretcH (cornfully fmil'd at this Difcourfe, attribute 
ii^ it to the Cowardife of his Adversary j and 
perceiving chat Words could not move him» he 
gave him over the Head-piece liich a hearty blow, 
as might well have awak'd hhn, had he been found 
aCIeep, and threatned to kill him, if he endeavour-* 
ed not his own Defence. The young Man's Cou- 
raige needed not that Provocation, fo that his Anger 
over-powering the Shame he conceived at fuch a 
Combat, he rofe ug in Fury, and went towards 
char unworthy Enemy in a Pofture thac made him 
repent his Confidence, and (Iruck a mortal Cold- 
nefs to his Heart. However, he ftood upon his 
Guard, as a Man refolutc and well skill'd in chat 
ExcTcife, but his Adverfary gave him but little Oc- 
cafion to make ufeof his Knowledge.) for perceiv- 
ing chat he held up his Buckler to ward ofFa blow, 

j which. 
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which, ill all probability, would have faiku upon 
his Head, aiid chac his fide lay all open> he chang- 
ed his KefolucioH, a^d by a cruel back-blow, earn- 
ing his S word to the difarmcd fide, he bya dread- 
ful Thruft ripp'd up his Belly, upon which he im- 
raediatelj fell down wehring in his Blood and 
Bowels, which came forth «at chac enormous 
Wound. There was a general ifaout among the 
Spectators at Co uncxpe^cd a Change, as bein^ 
much troubled ac an Accident, t hat ihad reduced to la 
wretched a Condition, a Man> chat it) all Appear- 
ance (eemed to have the greater Advfincag^s of- the 
two. He chac uas engaged againft him next, met 
with a Fortune not much unlike that of the former* 
lofing at one Hngle blpw his Sword with che Arm 
that held it. A third received, his Death ty*.*u.i 
rhrufl through the Body, and thefe three Vido- 
ries coft the terrible young Man bm Co many blo^s. 
But it was not in his Heart, nor yec in his Coun- 
tenance .that the ViC^ory wrought its ordinary 
Effeds, making it vifibly appear, that what heighc- 
ned the Infolence and Hopes of his Companions, 
filled him with Grief« Shame and Confuuon. Hd 
had Aay*d a li:(le Tiib« in Expectation of another 
Adverfary, when accordingly there is one brought 
into the Arena y upon whofe Appearance Quinti- 
liui Varusy wl^o Knew him, aiid had fent both 
him and the other to the 0>ger/ecrs of the Gladia- * 
tors, crying out aloud to the Emperor, told jiim 
that Combat would be very pleafant, for tH|K the 
Gladiator laQ come in was little, ifat^,jnfe-. 
riour in point of Valour to:hi^Compauioa. Tisac 
bifcourfc oi Varus obliged thofp ths^c tverc rnotc; 
a'stentive to thdiie Sights, to cake more particular 
Notice of the laQ, and ^c% found, that as to his 
/Perlbn the other had not much the Advantage of 
bim^ though he ^xCaiyiti^ lefs Ficrccnefs, and 
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chat thece i^efned to be a greater Mild nets both 
in his Eyes an4 Countenance^ They were in many 
Things much like one the other, efpecially in 
their Faces, though it might be thought the lactec 
was feven or eight Years eider than his Compa- 
niou. The young Man nofeoncr (aw him appear^ 
but iifcing up his Eyes to Heaven with an Adbion 
foil of Grief and Refeiitraeiit, * Oye Gods! (cryd" 
' ke) O malicious Fortune.i is it poflible you can 
^ reduce us to (iich deplorable Extremities?' With' 
which Words there broke forth at his Eyes a ri- 
▼ulct of Tears : Nor (ecmcd there to be Icfs Grief 
and Tenderne(s in him that was newly come in» 
who, after he bad by certain Words, proceeding: 
from the heigiit of Pa/lton^ charged Heaven with 
die Scrangenefs o£ their Misfortune, both cading. 
away theic Swords and Bucklers upon the Sand,, 
mutually embraced each ocher, with To much Af- 
fedioii, and accompanied their Carcflcs with Words 
fo ptcfling, that the mod hard-hearted prefcnt 
were moved to companion thereat. It was rhe 
general Imagination of the Spe<3;ators, that they 
Siould be deprived of the plcafurc they pxpcdej 
from the Engagement of thofe two valiaot Gladia- 
tors. And indeed the King of Scytbla^ -^grippa^ 
Ayn^a»y Arkbarzanesy Pbildde/pb^ Drujus^ and 
divers others who were mov*d to Companion at 
what they hadfeen, were intreacing the Emperor, 
that'thoft two Men, whom they thoi^ht worthy 
a better fortune, might befpared, whenthofe wha 
had the'evcr^fight of tlije Shows, out of a Defigii 
CO divcrr the Company by atyother'kind of engage- 
ment, 4ll forth- oat 6t thofc Haces where they were 
kept for tfciit pUrpofe^ ^Tygbf , oflc.of the gtcatcft 
MifdviAok ftftjous that ifV^r camcioat oi Hyrcania. 
*rho]fe¥hat concerned' iHeinlblvcs in the Misfortune 
. ^f -ibafe two Menj -were tr rean^ly troubled at rhe 
;;^- i *^ Sight 
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Sight of thac dreadful Creature ^ nay, Auguftus 
himfelf, rnovM thereat, was not well pleaied to 
fee them cxpofed to that new Danger: Bat he had 
tfot Time to confider- what courfe was ficceft to bc' 
taken for their Safety, and the A{/proaches of thac 
terrible Enemy having interrupted the Embraces 
of the two Gladiators, they both ran to theic 
Swordss and prefented thernfclves to the furious 
Bead with a Refolution that difcovcr'd they were 
not to be daunted by any kind of danger \ but ia 
that Adidn they exprcflcd no Icfs the Greatuefs 
of their Friendlliip than that of their Courage, 
either of them being dcfirous to ipit himfclf be- 
fore his Companion, fo to expofe himfelf to alt 
the danger for the Safety of his Friend. * Let mc 

* alone {faidtbe elder of the two that came Uf\ 

* fafftt me, over-confident young Man, to have 

* (bmc part in the Anions of this Day I Thou 

* haft Ipilt Blood enough already, and I would 

* fay thou haft gained Glory enough, had the 

* Occ^iion been but HonourabJe : Let me intreac 

* thee by all our f ricnJlbip to keep back, and 
■* hazard not in my Sight a Life I value much 

* beyond my own.* The fierce young Man would 
iiavc rtade fome reply, and their Contcftatioti 
-wotik haply have lafted longer,* if the preilin^ 
Oaafion had permitted it j- but the fygec was read y 
to feften on the fotnncr,' who put her off with hii 
•buckler, and with his Swocd had made a great 

gap In bet fide. The fury of the cruel Beaft was 
aagfcenred bjr the V^Qwi\ but inftcad of bcin^ 
reveng'd ofi bim that' gave it, the turned towards 
his .Q)mpanK>n, who immediately caft himiejfc 
befdrid his friend, and was' ^o fortunate as to cue 
'off oile ofirs unmerciful Claws. That done, the 
Vidory ptov'd fo much the lefs difficult to the two 
i^aliauc Men 3, and afier they had avoided the faft 

attempts 
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Rcccmpts of the cruel Animal by two blows wbiclt 
tliejr gave both at the fame Time, they Jaid k 
along on the Sand breathing its lail. 

The Enterprize being over, they ran one to 
another, with eqaal Tenderness, to fee if they 
were wounded, and having fpent fome little Time 
in new Embraces accompany*d with Tears, the 
younger of a fudden lifting up his Head, which 
fill rhcn he had not fo much as turned towards the 
Aflcnibly, and addrefling himfclf to the Emperor ^ 

* Cafar [laid be to him^ with a geflure height" 

* ned by a noble Flercrnefs) thou thinkft it a 

* great Glory, to expofe to thy Gladiators and thy 

* Savage Bcafls, Princes who have not any way 

* defetved fuch Misfortune, and thofe (uch as arc 

* not inferior to thee cither in Birth or Virtue I Con*- 

* fummate, confummate thy Cruelty, and find one 

* (bmc Death or other for thofe who arc not dcfi- 

* rous to live after the Shame thou hafl expofed 

* them to. It may be our Deaths were but requificc 

* in order to thy Safety and the Quiet of the /?ow<7»j, 

* to whom this Indignity makes us irreconcilca- 

* ble Enemies : And if Fortune once reftore me 

* the Fortune flie hath deprived me of, I promife 

* to the revenging Gods Rivers of Ro/w/iff Blood, 

* to walh oftthe Stain of that unworthy Blood 

* thou haft occafioned me to fpill this Day. 
Thefc Words, though proceeding from a ftrangc 

Confidence and Threats, were fo far from incenfing 
the Emperor, that they wrought in him much 
Companion, and raifed in him a certain jcBiorfc 
and confufion, fo that the Mediations of thofe 
Princes, who at the fame Time begged the Liberty 
of thofe two Perfons, was more than neccflPary to 
obtain ir. He with a Gefture of his Hand filenc'd 
the noife that was among the Spcdators 5 where- 
upon addrcflinj^ his DifcoCirfc to the valiant young 
^ ^ Maa 
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Moo who luid fpoken to him ; * If chou , arc of 
fuch nicth as thou pracnded, (faid be to bim ) 
I condemiv with much Grief the Treatment thoa 
haft rccciv'd ; nay, if thou wert not, thoudc&rv- 
eft for thy Valour the Liberty which Inovr give 
you both. The Gods are my Witnefles, and 
you alfo are convinced in your Thoughts, that 
both your Names and Fortunes were unknown 
to me, aud that I could not by any DiG:overy 
difcern you from ordinary Gladiators, among 
whom it (bmetimes happens that there are Per* 
fbns of great Courage and Handlbmncfs of Body. 
This wane of any Account of you may well clear. 
us from your Reproaches 3 and chough you were 
born among the moft Powerful of our Enemies, 
yet ihall it not hinder but you may freely and 
{afely return to them, and put yourfelves into a 
Condicioo to execute the Revenge you threaten 
us with. 

Thus ran the T>i^co\xi^t o^ J uguft us 10 them, 
upon which the Elder of the two exprefled by 
his Adion a certain acknowledgment of the fa- 
vour he did them, but the younger was not at all 
inov*d thereat, aud darting out of his Eyes the 
fame Indignation that had been obfctvable in them 
before, he went with his Companion to a dooc 
that was opened for them, without fpeaking one 
word, or difcbvering the leaft motion of py ac 
the change of his Conditio li. The Emperor call- 
ing Co mind it was Varus had fenc them to the 
N}after of the Gladiators, fentfor him, and having 
commanded him to reveal what he knew of their 
Names and Fortunes 5 * My Lord, {replies Varus) 
' all the account I can give jou of them, is^ that 
' I am of Opinion they were born in Germany ^ 

* and that in che laft War to which Tiberius hacb 

* put a Period in thofe Proviuc<!S| wherein I had 

' the 
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* the command of a Legion, my Forces being 

* join'd with tho(c of the King of Streviy whc> 

* was of out fide, and encamped alons; the Rivcir 

* Aibisy they one Night with incredible Valour 

* broke into my Tent, put to the Sword moft of 

* thofe were about me, and bad taken away my 

* Life, bad I not been relicv'd by a fupply that 

* came opportunely in, and defeated their Fofccs*. 
•^ All chat accompanied them in that Enterpcizc 

* were killM, but I was dcfirous they fliould be 
^ taken ahve, and (ince, not able to learn any 

* Thin^ of their Fortunes, nor prevail with them - 

* to take up Arms with us, though 1 had follicitcd 

* them thereto by very advantageous propofals, I 

* lent them, among divers other Captives that fcU 
'' to my ihare, up into hafj^ whert meeting with 

* Rut tit us ^ who was. buying flavcs to com pleat the 

* number he was to provide of GIa<fiators, I gave 
' him thcfe twa Men, as fuch as I cdnceiv'd fit 
^ for your Diverfion in that Excrcifc, by reaTon 
^ of the extraordinary Valour they had cxpreflcd 

* when they were taken. You Ihould have had 

* other tefpedls {fays the Emperor to bim) for (o 

* great Valour, nay, you might have difcovercif 

* thofe nwffks of Grandeur in their Perfbns which 

* fliould have prevailed with you to put fome dif- 

* fercnce berween them ind thofe that are dcfign- 
« ed for this Exercile. You have by this adiori 

* raifed us Enemies whom the Romans may feel 

* heavy, if Formne pro^e confonailt to the greac- 

* nefs of their Courage, and you know not what 

* Extremities you may.be reduc'd to your felf, .if 

* it be One Djy yX)ur thancc ro engap;e again ft 

* fiich valiaiit Adverfarics. * What C^far thetv 
(aid to Varus prov'd fome Yearfs after but too 
true : So putting, an end to the eirerrainment up- 
on that Adventure, he rofe up, and returnU ro 

the 
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Che Palace wich the lllu(hious Company cbac fol* 
bwed him. 

Mean time the two grangers, as they wete 
going from the Amphitheatre, were (biyed by 
certain Of&cers of Agrippa^ who by their Mafterg 
order conduced them to his Houfe, and having 
immediately caufed them co put ofF the ra^ they 
had about them, which hardly covered baK their 
Bodies, furniHied them with Clpaths fuitable to= 
their ' Qual!ity, that they might accordingly make 
their Appearance. The younger having, not yet 
quieted the indignation he was in by rea(bu of 
the fhame he had undergone, and being otherwiie 
tormented by a violent grief, could not for a Time 
be perfwat^ed to accept of^ that civility of Agrif* 
pa^ as unwilling to receive any courteiie from tne 
Romans^ among whom he had beoi fo unwor- 
thily treared : But the compliance be had for the 
reprefentaiions of his Companion, prevaiPd with 
him at laCl to abate of (lis refentment, and to ctir 
terrain the affiftances of Agripfa^ whofc Virtue 
was celebrated in all Nations, in thofe Garments 
the Handibmneg of their Perfons was fully re* 
markable^fo that alt were faiisfy'd as to the Truth 
of what they had faid of their Qualky. 

They were thus changed as to habit, whcD 
Agrifpay who would needs give them that leilure, 
as unwilling to lli^w himfeU to them while they 
carried about them the Badges of their Misfortunes^ 
enters their Chamber^ and embraced and court- 
ed them with thofe Demonftradons of Tendernf^fe 
andEdeem, which the incenf^d young Man could 
not but expcefs a (enfe of, and return what might 
be due to a Perforr of the Ra;ik and; \yp'tth of 
Agiippa. * I am fo much afhamed (at the treat- 

• ment you have received among the Romans^ that

be Co prevalent with )i5» as to force out of oar 
minds all memory of tht injuries have been 
done us. Nor indeed is ic that refencmenc 
which hirrders us from concinuing with you, 
when ydur Protection and your Friendfhip muft . 
needs be advaRcageous to fuch Princes as have 
any need thereof: But there are very preffing 
coiifiderations chat force our attendance cKewhere, 
(b that we cannot To far comply with youc 
kindnefsas^o accept of the afliilanccs you pro£^ 
fer us to return into our Territories. You may 
be aflured {replies the generous Agrippa) yoa 
ihall not want any thing to carry on that defign> ^ 
and that you ibaU, when you plcafe, be &r- 
nifhed with things reouidte for your fafe tranf* 
portation : Only be pleafcd to repofe your fclf 
with OS for the remainder of this Day> and on 
the morrow purfue, as you Iball think mod 
convenient, the refokitions you have taken.

Agrhppa looking on the two Strangers with a.

the fame Armintus and Jngutomery the one 
Son, the orher Brother to the Prince of the 
Cherufii: Ah I 1 am now abfolutely farisfiei 
you arc fbch as I was in a manner by the ap- 
pearances ptrfwiided you were j'and though Ar^ 
mini us hath known the World but few Years, 
yet have we heard of his Name, and glorious 
appearances in military Anions, as well as of 
the Valour of Inguiamer* No doubt but you 
have hitherto had much reafbn to conceal your 
feives from the Romans^ to whom the liberty 
of two fuch Enemies cannot but be very dange-

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rous^ bar after Crfar^s word once pad, you 
need not fear any things ;nay, I dare ^ive 
yoo my own, chac thoo^h yon were known to 
him, he would 'berfoKff ironi doing yon any 
injury, that you «woaid^nd from him allftip- 
pofc and affiUance, as your Brother the young 
Piaviiis harh, who, as yoo* know, wasbrooghc 
op ainotig the Rpmaui, I doabc not (rtplies 
Jrminius) hoc tbat through the influence you 
have over Aiigufias*% di^ofition, we might 
hope all tfiviticy and good tnraicineut'froni him : 
Buc you will be pleaud not to take it amifs, if 
we avoid 4he occafions of being obliged to him, 
while the OMia^riBnienis of oar Country and

Agrifpa thought this anfwer of Arminius ^o 
fall of ^neroficy, that ic heightneid hisefteem for

« Virtue^ and it will be highly lo my Satiifa^ion, 
< that yon make a diftiii^ion between me and

* make your Enelnies. 1 fliall anfwer this par-^ 
*• ticukr efteem as 1 am obliged ro do, both in 

* rea(bn, and out of my own ihclination : But in 
' the mean time, you will give me leave to tcH

-• I am very much defirous of that of your Ad- 

* ventures, and that you ought in fome meafure 

* to recompenfc the concernment 1 take therein, 

* as not doubting but that it is upon fome cr-

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chance of War, thac you fell into io gteac a 
misfbnanc as that of Slavery ^ beiides chat, 1 ima- 
gine to my fclf, I have obferv'd in the counte- 
nance of ArminiuSi that his Thoughts are tak«d 
up with fooKthing more violent than the love 
or Liberty ) and ic is iu patticularitiies of that na- 
ture chat I have abundance of curioficy, which I 
hope you grant pardonable in a Per(bn to whom 
you have promiled your Friendfhip. 
Upon theft: words or Agrippay Arminius failen- 
ed his Eyes onee more on the countenance of /n- 
guigmer^ who perceiving his intention: ' It is 
but juft (faU be t^ Agrippa) that -we give yoii 
the facisfiidion which you promife your fclf 
from an account of the Adventures o^Armimur^ 
and my concernment therein ; but in xegard vaf 
thoughts are much more free from the pafiions 
which put his iotp fome diforder, and I am ac'^ 
quainted with the particulars of his Life, even to 
the lead Circumirances, nay* his moft ieaet re- 
flciSlions, ii (hall be from my mouth that yott 
ihall, if it be ypur define, be informed of thofe 
traverfes of Fortune, whereto, even before he 
had overgrown his YoUch, he wasezpofed} an^ 
I Ihall entertain you with the dtfcourfe of ir, 
when you ihaU be pleafed to command it/ 
Agrippa being chen at leifure to hear that rela- 
tion, and imagining it might be over before Sup- 
per-time, wouki not have it put off to another 
time: But Inguiomer conceiving that Arminius 
could not be prci^nt at that difcourfe, without 
feeling frefh afTauIts of gtief, advifed him to walk 
abfoad, and Agrippa appointed £og\z of the moft 
eminent of his OfHcets to wait on him, and to 
fhew to him the mofl rcmatkable places in Alex^ 
andria. W hich done, having fenc word to the 
Gate, that he was in fecretconKrcucewich the two 
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Strangers, he takes Inguiomer along with hitn 
itiro a Clofcc,. whereof l6clfmg the Door, ih^ 
German Prince, not expelling any fntiher iti- 
treaty fro«i dgriffa^ began his Oiicourfe in. this 
manner.

T Hough the Country which is one Day to 
come under the Jurifdi^tion of Armi^^ 
niusy be not of an extent equal to (bme Monar- 
chics of Europe, yet is it not on the other (tde (o' 
iticoafiderable, but that it may (land in competi- 
tion with (eVeral others of more than common 
Note, fifice it contains a very great part* of Ger» 
many, and is inhabited by the mod Warlike Peo- 
ple of all thofe Nj^tions. lArminius may farther 
pre(iime, there are few Princes in the World de-^ 
Kended out Of a greater Series of Sovereigns thati 
liim&lf, whence it came that he flood to muclv 
upon his Extra^ion before Augufius. 1 fbould 
fay more of him« did-not the fame 'Bbod run ia 
my Veins, and if 1 thought his MoJefty would 
pardon^ my initfting on tho(e advantages without 
any neodiffy. You know, thai during the Cala- 
mities o£ Germany^ whereof the' gteaceft parr, by 
a Fate common to them wtthib many other Na- 
tions, hath been reduced under the Yoke-of the 
Rpman Empire, the Cberufii- have ever maintain'^ 
cd their Liberty with. extraordinary Conftancy and 
Valour } and if ibmetimes they have been forced 
to fubmit to the coiurasy Fortune, yet have (hj^y 
at (ome other, by anun vincible Courage, recovered 
thooiielves Again,-and have in tine defended rheit 
Rights (b well, thae ibey are at this Day in a con- 
didoiK'ecpdd to what they were in bcFoBC-thc. R^- 
cR^iPowec vnfas known in Gtrmanj, it was in 
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cho^c Provinces tha^ Afmimus was born, amoiig^ 
thq Cberijch where I alfo had my. Rirch fome 
fevcn Years before, and (vreucy Years aftcc the 
PriooehU Father apd ray Eldei: Brother* Thoi^h. 
I am really his Uncle, yec is not che diiieceufie 
between our Ages fo great, but chat I may (ay wc 
were in a manner bfougbt up tog)£tker ^ befides, 
that Arminius having out ot a transcendency of 
Courage, fiiom his v^ry Infancy fliglrted thoie 
Employments thac are ^ardonabk ix% fuch an Age^ 
grew b^ degrees ^ore ainl more ambitious o£ 
the Convetfattoti of Men, coneraded HoM Friend^ 
ihips, and perform'd chofo Things which xnigibe 
well become a much more mature Age. l>>lliail 
lay of him, ^nce he is ab(ent, that he was born 
with the greateft and nobkft inclinations, and fuck 
4 height of. Cour^Q as nothing could evec abate* 
Nay > that which was mod laid to bis^ charge wa« 
a natural excefs of fiercenefs, and before Love had 
moderated what Teemed fomewhac harihin hi» 
dlfpoftcion, he was ge«ierally locds^d on, a^onera* 
t^ber hewii Quc for rhe War&, chau defign*d fee the 
enjoyments of a eivil Life. And indeed it was ou 
the War tbat ail his Thoagbts wetc bene, and 
amoiigA: thofe Things which he was rat^ht as re«v 
qpfite.^iid: commendable, in a Pfancej he was 
much more dciiroftis to be well skiU*d in the exef« 
C&ier of the Body^ than in. the Sciences^ though is 
might boifatd he. is; no^tignoranc of tioe moft* ne% 
CeiTary, and particularly what concerns the Lan^^ 
guages, wherewith he is well furnifhrd } but in 
fine, he was much }e(s inclined to read^ than to 
ride a Hor(e, or be raeddhng with Arms, whick 
ga've all tho(e that (aw. him occafion to conclude, 
that his inclinations were wholly Martial. He 
accordingly became Mafler in chote Things where- 
to his A£edion naturally \t6, him, infbmuch that 
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i'a the fifteenth Year of his..Ag9 it might have 
hocB rai4, ^e was not aoy Mftii yi Gerjtmtpj^ 
commanded a Hoife with; nfiote Grace ami Yigoat 
than be^ wasrmore exfieit sa the cadidgof a Darr^ 
or better knew the u(e, pf all forts of Arms in all 
kinds of Ei^agea^cu^is* He ws^ alfo defirous to 
harden his Body by Laboriourners, accuftotping 
himfelf to the Weight and< loQQnyenktKfQS of Ar«> 
^our, fa(Bng,awfliy; wholci Ni^hta aud Days- to 
gethcf oB l&tk'biifik^ aoid fligktng thofe Deli* 
caoes whefQiq sk PriiHc of' lits %AtAi. might have 
been broqghiC HP* . 

Buc 1 i^aU fay no mpre of hioii asro^tbat par- 
ticokff) and were hc' prefeiH, his Modefly would 
have been mu^b exerci(ed to bear with this Dif- 
Gourie. His Brother Blaviusy, youogcc than he 
by two Years, hadibceo (ent to R^wc a Hoftage> 
for the Perform aiKe of a, Treaty made betwcco us 
^ the R<miattts-, whik yet a very Child, aiid 
hath been 'bred up- there everiliKe*, ib that as ie^ 
is reported) he hath lliaken off all the IiKlinacion^ 
he fiiiigbt have to his own Coumry* to eno brace 
thoie of the Nation wherein he hath had his 
Education. For my parr, (luce you expe<fl I ^ould 
^ive yovi fos^e Account of myfeif io this Difcpurie. 
I tm to reii you, thap hayi^g^been broaght up by 
the Prince my Brother and. Sovereigt^, with as 
much Tendernefs as* if 1. had been his ow<i) $oi\^ 
and having in (bmen^e^&re as>fwered his £zpe<!^^ 
tioQs froQ> me, as foon as I was arrivedtoan Age 
& to bear Arms, I went iiKo ihofe Parts of G^- 
many wh^re the VVar was then hotted;, as PatmB" 
nia 2i]iADaJffU(tiffy wl^ere,- in (bnne Engageneuts 
of- AID (n\a^^Caii^tte{]ae> I was fo fon^M^are as to 
gain fomerepotp ii>.oi»rfJati()i». .Thz Cher ufcih^A 
%ioyed a Ideate, of foBie\>ars,; when t,heir Prince 
<l<6j;otts of A'faft Oorreipondence with his Neigh* 
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boar Princes, and to cuter into a kind of A(Ib- 
elation with them againd that Power which had 
fo long attempted our Liberty, made an Alliance 
with Segeftest the ncarcft of them, Sovereign 
Prince of the Ingriones and the CafuareSj a Peo- 
ple lying between the Rhine y iht Adranay and the 
Mountains of Melibocusy a Perfon of verv great 
Name and Authority in Germany, Segejtes is a 
Man born with great Endowments, of abundance 
of Courage, conftancy t6 his Refblutions, and much 
Experience in Military Affairs, but of a violent Na« 
turc, and implacable when once inocn(ed. There 
had been for many Years together between him 
^ndC/earcbus a very intimate Friendfhip, andchey 
thought the fured way to make it indiflfbluble and 
eternal, and withal to unite their Interefts againfl 
the common Enemy, was to negotiate a March 
between young jirmhti us and ^^^^j^w's Daughter, 
of whom there were Miracles reported all o^er 
Germany y though (he were two Years younger 
than Armtnitts, Having taken that Reloiution, 
with a dcfign to cxcaire it, when ArminiuSy who 
was then but fifteen Years of Age, were come to 
greater "Maturity, Clearcbus' and Segefles were 
jointly dcfirous he iliould be brought up for fomc 
Years in Segefles*s Court, the better to accommo- 
date his 1 ncliuations to thofe of the Princefs defign- 
ed for hifh, and to work in thofe two young Pcr- 
fons that Confonancy of Afft^iion, which the Fa- 
thers wifli'd in them as an Introdudion of their 
future happy Marriage. Upon the(c Terms was 
Arminius fent toSegefies^sCourty with a Retinue 
fuirable to his Quality % and being myfclf not long 
before returned from the Wars c^ Daimatim, and 
having contracted a Fricndfhip with him, much 
different from that which ordinarily finds plae^ 
in Perfons of his Age, he dcfired my Company 
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along with him, which finding me as willing to 
gram him, he was cxcreamly ucisfied thereat. We 
were very oohly received hySegeftesy magnificent- 
ly lodged in his own Palace, and Armlnitts look- 
ed on as a Prince of great Hopes, and'defigned te 
marry the Princcfs. ^ 

But it is now Time I ^e you fome Particulars 
of that excellent Perfou, fince ilie is the onljr 
caule of all the great AdYentnret of Arminiui t 
And my only Fear is, I StaSX not be able to fpeak 
worthily enough of her, nor ooofermably to the 
Paffioo of Arminius* Cenain it is, chat there is 
no Beauty in all Germany^ cbac yields not the pre- 
cedence to that of JJmensa; nay, chat (he may 
find a Place among the moft Eminent in the Uni- 
yerfe: But the Excellencies of het Soul are yet 
much more eonfiderabk than thofe of her Body, 
and perhaps there neves was Lady in whole DiC" 
pofition there was fuch a noble Emulation of Mild- 
nets, Courage, Serenity, and folid and finoere 
yirme. Her Mother, firom whom (he had hec 
Education, was a very yirtoousPrincefs, aiKl dead 
about a Year >befoce our .coming to Segeftess Court. 
With all the Inftrudlions tending to the Cultiva- 
tion of that Excellency of Wit and Undcrftanding 
Namre had beflowed upon her, (he had entertain- 
ed all the noble Impreffions which might be in- 
ftilicd into -her by the bed Examples, and fuch 
luquiHtion into the Scienoes> as was cdo(i(lenc 
with her Sex* Never was there any guilty of a 
greater Evennels and Moderation, or exercifed a 
greater JuAice both towards herfelf and others $ 
and that exprefled a more Vivadcy, Prudence and 
Freedom of hehavipnr ^ in a word, (he was in aH 
Refpeds fuch, that the Per(biis mofl hard to be 
humoured, would not eafily have found any Thing 
which they could with reafoii condemn, cirhec im 
Vol.. Yill. B hff 
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her Sentiments or her Carriage. She was (b young 
wbcp wc caoae to her. Father's Court, that all het 
excellent Quialities bad not had the Time to break 
forth to bet Advantage, as they have done fince s 
but Ihe wai already fuch as 1 was dazled and afto- 
nillicda:t-, and young -«^rwi»/«^ whoft Apfrehen* 
iions of things were modi beyond his Age, not 
only approved his Father's Defign, and thought 
the Princcfs fuch as he could wilh her, that%c 
might withoiK any Violence to himfclf comply 
with his Father's Defiles bot he found her (bami- 
fiblc and atcradivc in all Things, that notwithftand* 
ing theTcodetnefs of bis Years, he feJl pafHonare- 
3y in Love with her upon his firft coming thither. 
His Heart being in all Things ^pen to me, he im- 
inedi^tely acquainted me with bis Padion, fuch as 
he felt it in himftif; and whereas there was all 
thereafon inthc World I (hould approve it, I gave 
bim all the Encooragemenc'l could to profcaitc 
it. Never haply was there an AfFc^ion begun 
imder a more happy Omeiiy nor with greater 
Hopes. All Things feemed to further it : Clear* 
ehus was-extrearnly fatisficd at the News of it, Se* 
gefies beheld the firft Overtures of it with Abun- 
dance of Joy J and Jfmenia^ who was the only 
Pcrfbn Arminius. might fear, was fo perfwafibJc 
aiid (b comptiaut to theDifpofal of her Father,' 
that it was not much queftioned but ihe would 
fubmit to what he (b much approved and dcfired. 
On the other fide, Arminius was fuch as to his Per- 
(()n, that there was-groimd enough to hope bislii«^ 
clinations would be fiiitable ta his Duty, and that 
Ihe would without any Averfion entenain a Lo- 
ver dcfigned her by her Father. 

Accordingly, Things came to pafs as was expec« 
ted, buc whereas this part of the Sr^ry is not that 
which yinoft ceqaixesyour Atcenaonj 1 Iball {lightly 
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p^fsoyct n to the iUJatton of Things of greater 
Conlequence, telliog you .only by the vray, thac 
Jfmenia emercaiQC^ the Di(coveries of ^^rrtf/»/Wj 
Affed^ion, « kbouc any marjc of Repugnanaji that 
Ihe could not difkf prove any Thing in the Gaflion 
of a Prince^ who with her Father's Conlenc was 
one Day to be her Husband; and in confecjueiics 
to this,. theexoellctttQua^ties of.^mr/if/0ibothas 
to Body and Miod« working chat Efied in her 
which ije .was hoped they £oDld, ibe gave us 
ground to caoficlude, as. much as coiold be ezped^K 
ed from the TeDdernefs of her Age, chat ihe Woold 
iiot be infeufible of the Paffion ike had railed vk 
another, and for which ihe might entertain Sen- 
timents not only innocent, but (iich as were ap*' 
proved and defired by Segtftts and his People. She 
entertained the firft Difcouries which Armmiut 
made to her upon that Occaiiony with a Prudcncs 
infinitely above what might be expeded &om hec 
Age> and only gave him to underilandy that- ihe 
i^ for thcDifpofal of .her Father a Refped; than 
ihould oblige her to (iibmit thereto witfaouc Repugn 
liance : Bui it 'wxs w tth - fuch * a gnrce, as' mofe v t- 
olendy enflamed .the Heart of young Afminiuti 
and bis Paflion cncteaiiiAg upon the 'daily Difco« 
verieshe made of the admirabfsand aroiableQ^a* 
lilies of the P^ocefs, became at laQ: (o violenr, that 
I was myiclf' much adoniihed at ic,'and could 
hardly comprehend, tkat^iu che Heart of aPerfoii 
Co young, 10 'earned: a. Pafiion could find place* 
cipecially one attended by whatever 0€ca(iot>«he 
greated Oif-enpyments and Didurbances. 

Gercain ic i$> that while Arminiat- could coii*' 
tent bimlclf only wi^h the Comt^liaisce which he 
expe^ed Jfmenia fhonld^ have for the Will of het 
Father, he had all U^e ReaXbn in the World to be 
iatisfied>' by the Rffitdiiiefs fae> found i:u the Difpc^ 
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fition of that difcreec Prince&y abfbluccly to coa- 
form beifclf co cbofe Things whkh fhc choaghc 
heifclf in Duty obliged to do: Bnt when he would 
have prtfled h^r further, and trouble the Serenity 
cf iier Soul, by mailing 4n it a Pa(fion fuirabk to 
ibis owos be found it a Bufinefi of «»ich Difdculcy^ 
and (iich as engaged him in great Inconvenien*- 
cies. The Inclinations of Jfmenia were4n (iich a 
.Ca]m» as it was not eafy to rai& any Tenlpeftin $ 
and as ihe. was willing to firbmit to reatbn, (b 
did ihe as Yioienrly oppo(e what flte thought ez* 
ceedcd it» or was at ever fi> Ittile diftance frets a 
icvere ReCerTednefs and Mbdcfly. So that while 
Armmius dcfiied only co be well received, and to 
derive from her Words and Anions an AfTurance 
that fhe had no Averfion either for his Perfbn, or 
ihe DcHgn of Segeftes^ he was the bappieft Man in 
the World : .But when Jie would engage her into a 
Love e<]nal to what he felt himfelf, he found it a 
Jiaf d attempt, and it was a long Time ere he could 
move that coufiant folid DifpoGcion out of its or- 
dinary Teoiper.

and Compliancr. Btx do you not obferve [tf 
ker BHftnriPtir fvwttfids jov ) that Ihe obey^ 
wnhoot any Rept^nance, and confequeiidv that 
that very Defire of doing wharihe thtnKs hec 
Doty, if the Efifed of fome fodinations in hct 
cb eodeaTOtir yoar Satisfai^on, - finoe^ they pro* 
cted from her with (b inoch Freedom. I hnnft 
confeis {,rtpfy*d Jrmhtfiti) chat 1 was at fitft 
as^ kindly reorivcd by J/menia-^ as a Man des* 
figned by her Father to be her Husband, oookl 
exped to be from adifcceec and modeft Prince6 
as ihe is t' But is ic not very ftrange, that during 
the (pace of a whole Year that I have fpent here^ 
wherein ihe hath upon allOccafions rccciredthe 
Diiccyveries ofa Tioienc and refpedful Afiedliou^ 
I ihoold' now find myfelf in the (ame Conditi- 
bn I wa» in-the firft Day, when upon my Ar- 
rival in this Court, I was brought to her by 
Sigeftes;^ that I oonld never yet by any Adlioil 
of hers (acisfy myfelf that her Heart was any 
way ni0Te4 at the Addrefles of a Lover, Vhoirl 
ihe fees languiihing and confuming himfelf ^ 
and that ihe ihould abate uothipg.or hec Sere^ 
nicy and Enjoyments, even while I am ready 
to die ac her Feet, and.fufier for her Sake what 
another would chink ab(bkeely infbppoctabfe ? 
For in fine, imagine- not that I now confider the 
^ lotereds pf our Provinces, or the Defigo of 
[ Ciearcbus to fecurethe funire TrauquilUf y thete^^ 
^ of by a Matriage) I minded nhat while I aded 
^' onlv upon the Account of Duty and Obedience^ 
^ said dario2,that Time I. was in the fame Pi»ftut€

^ her cho (ame Sentiments which fhe now ha£ch

Theie wore the ientitnrncs of the yoabg) Ar- 
fninius for the fair, and not much fcniibk ifme'- 
nia^ and being one Day alone wick her, (a free- 
dom hd was permitted at any tinte^) after a Con- 
verfation wfaereby he wa$ confirmed in the Opi- 
nion he had that be was not happy co his defires ; 
^ Is it poffibic {frid he to h^r, *Wfth nn oBlon 
^ nsholly pajffionau) that fo many eipcefl^oiis of 
my Affection, which you may ealily have dif^in- 
gniihed for the com^iamce I have for the wilf 
of C/earchusy ihoald prevail nothing on a heart , 
which by your own acknowledgment was noe 
prepo(&fIed with any- inclination oppofite td )iiy 
happinefs } and (hall lever find you fuch as you 
etpreiled your fclfxrpon my nrft'iddrcflcs'ro 
you ! What rcalpn^ have you to complain, ( r^- 
flies the Prineefsi ^fter a m'aHner naturally 
thearful^ and^ much taking hp her ) a'nd from 
whsit a<^k)n of mine do -yoU take occa(ioi> co 
thar^ me 'as you do, if T have not been hither- 
to a-watiting as to any thing you mighty ratio- 
ally defire orme ? You are indeed {replies Ar- 
itriniu^ ivithafigb) very dmifol towards Se^ 
gefies^ but you have no Affed):ion for Armtnius : 
and it is the Love of Ifmenia for Armtnius chat 
1 am much more debrous to fee, than the obe- 
dience of Ifmenia towards- Segeflef. There is 
' ' Ma 
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in chac word Lovt ( replied the Princefs ) fomc- 
what that fpeaks more freedom than may fland 
with the modcClf of out Sex, and there is in 
that pafGon (bmcching too irrep;ular to be con- 
ftikeat wick pmdence : Bui if you may be fatif- 
fied with a moie moderate af&dion, &€h a? 
juight be ezpcded from a difpodtion fomewhac 
regulated and dircded by reafon, 1 do dot- think 
you haye any ground to complain, nor con-^' 
found a voluntary Obedience with a forced duty. 
Ah I £air Jfmenia ((repHed ibe amorous Armi* 
oius ) what a fmall diftance h there betwceti 
that moderate Affedion whercwicii you would 
reoompeale a viokiit pafSon, and infenfibiUcy 
it {elf, nay, cmeky $ and; what injuftice is it in* 
you, to imagine that a Love, (uch as that I have 
for you, a Love char aliows HM not the leaft en- 
joyment of Sly Ltfet can be fatisfied with a^n- 
*' pie adknav^^mem of it, fiich as railes nor 
the leaft dif<fnec in your Seul ? What, Armi'^ 
nius (ySrl^ tfmeiMa to him fmliing) if k then 
your &(igii CO difturb my quiet, and you tkkik 
it a great argument of the fiiioerity of your Love^ 
to wifh r may be deprived of chat trancjuillity 
wherein I place all the happitiefe of my Life t 
No qoeftion (replied Arminius) but 1 fhould 
wifh you were more (cnfible of the Love t have 
fbr you, than you leem co be^ as conceiving, that 
though your quiet were a little diltorbed by fochf 
a fympathy, yoii would not be ever the mdre 
unfortunate, though you made me thereby the 
mod fortunate Man in the World. 
They often had difcourfes to this purpofe, and' 
conteftations of this Nature \ but at iaftt after 
mach ^((eting, after mudi (ighing, the Love of 
Arminius y the merit of his Perfon, and the re- 
tnonftranccs of ^egeftes^ overcame that calm of 
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Jfmema^s DifpoiGtiony aud made way for fo mach 
Affedion in her for Jrminiui, as he could defire 
from fuch a Pecfon as Ifmema* He had thefadf- 
fa£tion, not wichont eiceffive delight and crauf- 
portation, to find hxmfeif fiftoesely loved, and to 
be aflured ic was no longec oat of pure compli- 
ance, but oat of the force of an earned and fohd . 
jAf&dlion chat Iffnenia conftnted to his Happiness. 
She loved him tenderly, and- being of a Nature 
full of £ncerity and nobk freedom, ihc made a 
real difcovery of her (eaciments to him^ and ab- 
iblutely fatisfied .him, that he had in the Hearr 
whereof he (b much condemned rhe caimne(s and 
iudifierence, the place he was fo^mnch defirous 
of: But though ihe freely acknowlodged what 
Thoughts (he had fbr him, yet did Ihe ftill behave 
ber fclf with (b. mach prttdeoce) dixumfpc^kiony 
and refcrvedsiefs, that from even the commands 
of SegepMy who was extfea,mly pleafed to ice the 
union of thofe two Hearts, ihe took not the en^* 
couragement to eiant Armmus even the lighteilf 
Javours (he might ha^ve done. He Sometimes took 
it very heavily, but he found his comfort in thr 
xefped he had for her Virtue, and thought him- 
lelt happy) both in the good fuccefs he already^ 
liad, and what he was for the future in ezpe^- 
tion of. 

Thus flood his Affairs, when I took my leave 
of him, having bee& called home by Ckarcbus to 
4>ppor6 the advance of ibme Roman forces, who 
were come into the Territories of fome of our 
Neighbour-Princes, and contrary to the Treaty 
which had been concluded feveral Yeats before, 
made itruptions into our Frontiers. The Prince 
who was then in fome indifpolition of Body, was 
pleafed I ihould command out Forces, and gave 
me order to march ouc againil the Eiiepay } atid 
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k was apon xhcfc Occafions, if I may prdiime co 
fejr fo iBnch of my fdf, that I gamed foniercpu- 
QuioD, chitoiigh the many Advantages which For- 
tune and the GaHantry of the Men I commanded 
gave me» In a word, thofe of our Neighbours 
whp had fided. with the li0mtf»i,«>nay, di^ Ro^ 
mans thesifelves were in many engagements de-^ 
feared, and upon the bkaks of Vifurgls I gainedl 
a Y idiocy over the £orces commanded by Suipi- 
tu/Si with the iofs of Jiis fide of above ten thou-« 
iaiid Men kiiied upon the Place, which fucceft 
made the Name of Jng^iamer famous in Gcf'^ 
many* 
* ,Tis .very tree i/ajfj Agrippa interrupting

\ us, juid that your Repucationwias fprcad among* 
'. the Rmnans vnthan efleem, fuch as ranked yoa

Company, .ti^^e. being no<;King to diflurb it buc- 

his impatience and dedres of greater happineffes- 

tliaa thofe; he enjo^edj and wKich were denied 

him 
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him upon no ocher Account than that of bis youth* 
Ic was bis Hope indeed chey ihould not be d^ 
kyed much longer, as being now avriv'd at the 
dghteeiith Year of his Age : But then was it, 
Fornuie thought fit to crofs his Defigns hy (bch 
Traverfes, and Obftades^ as he couid hoc hawe 
forefeen, Xhe Love of Glory, and chat whtdi 
he naturally had. for his Country, had already 
-wrought nuichupon his Martial Inclinations } and 
if' the Paflion he had for Jfnitnia had not detain- 
ed him, he would hardly have fpent his Time 
iA\f in Segefiess Court, when he heard of my 
Succefles againd the common Enemy, and that I 
made, my wayCc^ that Fame which he was no 
kfsjnXQYe with than Jfrmnia, He was already 
engaged .upon (bme Thou^^s of » return to C/e- 
archuSi as well to procure his-Mtdiatioft to Se- 
gefies for the Acoomplithmeiit of his Felicity, as 
to comt, in the Occasions of fighting for the Li- 
berty of iiis Country, that of > iigualizing his own 
Valour, when he meets with Employment for it 
in ithe Place where< he was, and that for the Con- 
cernments of ^^je/?^j and Ifmmiai which were 
indeed no ocbep ^han his own« Th&' Reman'^ot^ 
ces that were in Germany meeting toeet'het from . 
all paits into tmo Body,, took rliSe FieM, in expec- 
tation tif TihriuSf who was to come with a very ' 
powttful At my to give the laft aiTattlt -to the. Li* 
bcrty of Germany ; and fbme paf t of th6ft Forces,' 
being under the Command of Curius^ entred the 
Territories o£ Segeftes, futprized him (b much,) 
through his. not^bte-fecing that Tcmpc(b, that up- 
on the fitft Thoughts of iCj he was in very gi^cat 
Extremities,' However, he to6k order agaiiift rhcm 
with fufBicient Diligence V ^nd being a Per{bn of 
great Courage, he quieted his People^ aiid raifel 
forces withall the Expedidon.he couid. ' - 
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Ic was a cenaia Sadsfa^bion to Arminius to meet 
with that Opportunity to cxercife his Valoar, 
which was much abated by the Peace wherein he 
had fpent his youager Years y and Segeftes hav- 
ing, as his firft Employment, given him the Com- 
mafid of the whole Cavalry, he undercook it like 
a youDg Marsy and Teeming in the War as it were 
in his proper Element, he wichin few Days be- 
came remarkable for thoTe A€ti®ns> which, at ait 
Age that few Perfons have 'drawn a Sword in, goc 
him the Repucacion of one of the mod gallanc 
McQ in the World. There happened no Engage* 
ment wherein he did not Things extraordinary » 
where he- grew ooi famous either for the Death^ 
of the molt coniiderablc of the Enemy, or by 
fome: other remarkable A^ion, and wherein it was 
not generally acknowledged that his Noble Exam- 
ple was that which made his Parry vidorious* 
One Time with a Party of eight hundred Horfe^ 
he pot to the rout a Legion commanded by f^or* 
banus^ .leaving above two thoufand Men upon the 
Place. Another Time,, at the pafHng of a fmall 
Rtvery having' charged (he Enemy upon their re- 
Ucai, he puriued and cue in Pieces a* great pare 
c^ the S^ear,' and got all the Baggage, whtx:h he 
4iilEilNitodj>amoiig hdsSoidters. Some Days after; 
i^aliri«i<haviiig hid a Sibgebefoi^ a Place winch he 
koped 'Within few Day& tier reduce, as being but 
W€ikly £afrtified> Aifnimus fell upon him in the 
Ni^ iti his Camp,' kiii'd* above three thoufand 
Men, and pat fb cbnliderable a Relief into the 
Piacse, that Cttrius defpairing thetaking of it, and 
alhanocd ac the Lo& hediad^ t'cceived, railed' the 
5iegi two Days afo« ^^g^/J^r looking on thcfc 
Beginnings with Admiration, and Ifmenia^ who 
-Jhad a Soul cittly greair and gencrouS) uoderf!o9d 
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them with a Joy fuiiabic to the AfFcAion flic hac^ 
for Arminius, 

: By tbcfc Adions dJdJrminius pot ^egeftesint^ 
a Capacicy to maintain his Country with a Power 
c^ual to that of his Enemies } and by thofc which 
folJowed he fo ftreightcn'd his Party, that at laft, 
afrer mauy Engagements of Icfs Importance, he 
amc to a pitchy Battel againfl Curiusy and gain'<^ 
irby the Condud and Valout of Artnmtusy who- 
commanded the right Wing of his Army, and^ 
that Day twice faved his Life,, and relieved him 
ivith his own Hands oat of the Pbwer ^Curius. 
I gitc you the briefer Account of the noble Adionsi 
ci ArmMuSi as not doubting but they arc come to^ 
your knowledge, and fo (hall only addj that at* 
hH Segeflesr^zs free from, and- vidorious over his' 
Eneinics, when News came to him, that Ttbirius* 
was in Piiffnonia with an Af my coBfiding of the? 
bcft Legions, fuch a Powei as whereto in Pioba- 
bility all Germany was. to fubmit.. Heunderflood 
that the Bo$j^ the Viftdiiieiy and thcCuriongr^ up- 
on the noile of his Advance, had (ubmiteed to the 
Yoke they bad ftakenofF^ and thatltis next Neigh«» 
bours the Vangiones were already treating wirkf 
theRifmansy and were finding out away to recede 
from the Alliance they had made with him ; (b' 
that he was with fomc Riea(bn afraid that thae 
Temped would in all* Hkelthood &U heavy npot» 
him , and that he was too weak to oppoie it. Though 
he was a Perfbn of much Courage^ ycD was ho 
fiarcled at that News, erpecially< when he was in* 
formedi that the Vang/ones' had condnded their 
Treaty with the Romans j'^nd that there was only 
the Mein that divided the Places under their Jurif- 
didion and tho(e under his. . ^ 

^, While he was in this Uncertainty as towwhat 
Xefbluciou he Ihoold cake^ thofc who had con- 
cluded 


cladcd the Agreement with the Vanf tones, upoi>' 
Conditions honourable enough , made an Ovcrture- 
ofan Accommodation with him, propofiog, rhar 
if he woald-enter into^ ai^ Alliance with the Ra» 
mam^ an^join Intecefts with them a^inft tbo(e^ 
of his Neighbours who acknowledged not cheic 
Empire, he ihould not ovlj continue cpiet Poflef^ 
fpr of his own Coamry confined by the Rttnef 
the AilranOy the Meiny and the MDuntains of Mr- 
iikoeuiy but that he ihoold have withal^ part of the 
Country of the Catti^ who -were thofe of bis 
Neighbours whom he was. moft jealous of. Thefe - 
Propofitions and divers others which tbe Romans 
made to bim^ inching in him wkh Difpofiticms- 
oon&nant tO' their Purpoles, firft put him into 
fofpenfe, and afterwards prevaird with btm fo* 
far, that he abfohitely refoived to embrace their 
Party. Tbis.Ncgotiatiou . was carried on foot with 
£b much Sbcrecy, tliat Arminsus had noc>the ieaft' 
Notice thereof:. And whereas, upon his Heturn- 
from the War he wholly minded his Love, and re»- 
oeived hoailfmenU Dtemonfkanons of Kindnefs^ 
Co much the greater, by how much the Fame of 
his Noble A^ons hadr added to the Affe^on oF 
that exoelleot Princcfs, he (eemed to confider na 
other Jntcrdft than that of his Pa/fion, which he 
made it his only Boiinefs to improve, and enquire 
ed not after any Thing, but what might comri^ 
bate to bis gaining more and more upon JfmeniaSi 
lochuatioQs. 

On the other iide, Ssgeftes Gxisfy*d^£ the Crc^t* 
ned of his Courage, the Love he had for his Coun- 
try, and the Averiion our Houfe had ever had for 
the Roman Ufarpatron, had been afraid Arminius^ 
if acquainted with. his Dciign, would have oppo- 
led it,, given Notice thereof to his Father, and laid 
fiich Robs ia his way, as it would have been hard 

for 
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fqr him to avoid>. and upon thofe Confiderations 
had very carefoll^ concealed all £rom hitA, Hpp- 
iug that the Love he had for iCnmia would eafiiy 
rednce him to his Party \ (b chat the Bafinefs was 
To. ^lofely cartted on, that all Things were con- 
cluded and (ig^*d €m the' Part di Sigefies^ before 
Arminii^ had the lead Jealoufy of it : The Man 
it (ecms, either dwnted by the Power, or drawn 
in by the Prof&rs of his Enemies, dearly fo^gec«' 
tiug his old Friends and ancient Allies^ and de- 
claring him(e)f either out of Fear or InteteO;! con« 
crary to his Honour, and againft' the Liberty of 
his Country. This, though concluded, was yec 
kepfi iecret for. a Time, out of a Dcfire Stgejhs 
had, that Arminius ihould underftand it from 
himlelf, ratber ithan from common Report : Que 
fueling within him the griping Reproaches of his 
Itigracimde towards^him, and toyrards the Prince 
his Father, and kvcit other Princes whofe Allian*; 
ces he unworthily forfook, he refolv^d not to let 
him know ir» till fuch Time as he cottid keep ir 
eo^ longer {occet, noc hinder hLm from «9ming tO' 
the knoiwiedge thereof. Then was ie that het^ 
thpug)it fit 10 -.acquaint him with that Trwh, afidi'^ 
to^rhat oad taking himione Day along with> him- 
a walking in the Gardens belonging to hi» Palace, 
he got him.iv)t5>-onc of the Walks, whence heotv 
dered all .others to retire, that he might entertaitV 
\iifn with greater Freedom. Seeing him therefore 
ready to^ give the Attention he cxpedlcd -, * Son| 

* {faid. be to bimyfor he never called him other" 

* ouz/J in tbofe times) I doubt not but you w^II 
^ take it i\\ at my Hands, that I have • conceal*ct 
*■ fcom you the Ne^odatioo of a Treaty I hate 

* newly made, if I had not tloiw irotJt of Mo^ 

* tives not difadvantageous to you, and had -ma* 

* nag'd the Bufinefs fo, out of the knowledge I

Upon which Words perceiving that he hearken- 
ed to him with a Silence that was cheEfFefl rathec 
of bis Aftonifhrnentthan Approbation, he acquaint- 
ed him with all that had pafTcd between him an4 
the Romans^ eicufing his change of Party, partly 
upon the Fear he wias in of a l?ower which he wa5 
not in a Conditiot! to oppofc,. and partly from 
the Advantages he found in that Alliance, as welj 
for tb«Qaiet it procured him, by ridding his Hands 
of fuch powerful Enemies, as the Dilation bf hi$ 
Territories by an Addition of a great part of thti^ 
Country of the Catti. 

Arminius hearkened to his Difcourfe with great- 
er Patience thin Segefles had expeded from him^ 
moderating, upon the Rerpe^nbrance of IJmenia^ 
the Indignation he felt himfclf tranfported witha^ 
the ftf ange Drfcovcry of Segefles ) But perceivihg 
he had given over fpeaking, and eipt<fted his An- 
fwcr with fome Impatience, doing a certain Vio- 
lence to his )uft Rcfcntmcnt, to keep within thq 
Refpedl he was defirous to obferyc * towards th^ 
Father ori/m?»/> ; * My Lord {/aid be h km \

* over my heart and refblutionsj hut JJ^m^ hath 

* too great a love for Glory, to wifh my diiho- 

* Boar, and 1 hope (he will not lay any on me that

* my doty. No queftion (replied Segifius) but 
' ihe will advi(e you not to be an Enemy to her 
^ Father, and you will in all likelihood have (or 
*- ranch affe^ion for her, as to think it no Icfs a

^ than to engage againd our Party. 

A Thcmder-clap could not have (Iruck Armimui 
lAto fi> (iich di(2$rder as thefe words did ; fo thaC 
looking on Stgefies with a Countenance wherein 
might be oUerved a coafufion of grief and indig- 
nation : * What, my Lord (/aid be to bim) is itr 
*• then inevitably ncceHary, that 1 muft either 
*■ quit Jfmenhj or renounce the interefts of my 

* Father, my Country, and my Duty I And isf- 

* the change of your politick inclinations come ta 

* Extremities fb infupportable to Arminius^ who- 

* would have facrific*d his Life in your (crvice i 

* I ezped however from you (xcplics Segefles)) 

* that there niay be a countenance of oar Friend- 

* fhipj but you know your fclf, that It were un- 

* haudfbme for you to pretend to- the Daughter of

* my to them. ' Your change (replied Arminiusjj 

* fliall no^ produce any in me ^ and thoiu^h Jfme^ 

* nia were born of the meft^ implacable Enemy t 

* had in the Worlds I OmU inviolaUy perftfl: in 
< the affedion I have for her, and the dcfire I have 
^ to be only hets,^ ihalincvcc kave. mc but with

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* my Life. You*II give mckave to be of another 
\ opinion, (replies Segeftes) and to declare to you, 

* fince I nebds-muft, chat a Man of a Party con- 

* trary to mine ihall never ca'py Jfinenia, You 

* may think of it at your Icifuw (cominuedh^^ 

* pergelving his colour changed at thefe Whrds) 

* and I think I fhall do you no difcourtefy to 

* leave you at liberty to confider what rcfolutions-

With thofe words he left him, but in (uch an 
aCloniJhment and afHidion as hardly allow*d him 
the ufe of his reafbn. Some few moments before 
this auel conference, he had thought himfclf cfae 
happieft of Men,, and in the infiouatioos of the 
hopes he flatter*d himfelf withal, he would nf>r 
have cbang*d conditions with thoTc of the mod 
Fortunate, when of a fodden he is. rediic*«l to a. 
cruel neceflity of either quitting all thofe dear, 
hopes, or preferving them by a bafenefs wheceofi 
the very thought was infupportable to him.« 

* What (faidke^ miking ftiil ieifurely itttit 
< Plact 'where Segeftes had left htm) What, raoft' 

* I either lolib Ifmenia, or forfeit ati Honour no 
' \tk dedr to me than Jfmenta ! Am I awake, 

* or iol dream, and i<t it poffible that I have 

* really heard thofe cruel words from the Mouth 

* ofSegeJles? l^o doubt {/idded he) but 1 heard 

* them, and that without . any illufion, and the' 

* quel Man, after he had uttered them, * bad lefr 

* me to the mercy of Defpair. O Ifrnenla ! O' 

* my deared hopes, mud I now bfe you*. O :ny 

* Father^ O my Father, O my G)imtry, O my 

* Glory I Muft I now renourrce you to prcfeiYC 

^ Ifmenia? Indigeftible neceflity of my Fonune I 

^ to what an inhuman choice have you reduced 

^ me ? O my Love I to what a hard trial would 

* you put my feeble Virtue ? O my Virtue I what 

« Tyrany 
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* Tyranny would you cxcrcite on my Love? 

* Shall che af&dlion of a young Lover, cnflam'd 
' CO the grcatcft height, (ubmic to the Laws of a 

* and Duty? Or fliallthevinueof a Prince nobly 
' born be pvcr-power'd by the Force of a Pallion, 

* which cannot excufe an unworthy 2^ ? I 
During this agitation, through which, how 

uncertain foever he might be what refolncion to 
take, he faw his misfonuae unavoidable y he (liil 
walk'd to and fro, and had palled away feveral 
hours alone in that melancholly Pofture, if at a 
P]ace where tivo Walks croiled oner he other, he 
had not uuezpe£bdly met with Ifmenia. The 
iighc of her was fo dear to him, and which he 
preferred before all the Enjoyments of his Life, 
was now his afBtdion, and aggravated the grief 
he before felt heavy enough upon bhn, fince it 
irai(cd in him a difturbance which he had never 
U)ade trial of before. He had hardly MkcA trp his 
Eyes oil JJmtniay but immediaccly lookingoff her 
upon the Ground, he continuM in that pollure till 
Jfinenia had fainted him, call'd mm and fpoke 
to him» before he could fo much zi think to^e- 
turn her the civility he ow*d her, Jfmenia, who 
knew him not to be wanting in thofe Ceremonies^ 
vakCs his thoughts were in fome more than ordi* 
nary diflurbance, and read in his countenance all 
the marks of a ^nortal Gri^, was infinitely trou- 
bled thereat, and oat of the (inccte affection fhe 
bad for him, k\t fome part of theafHidion which 
he fiifiered. Her converfa^on towards him, was,, 
by the confenc of Segeftes^ with the greatefl free- 
dom that modedy would permit; and having 
then about her only (bm'c of her Women, who 
out of rcfp'^dk kept at a Confiderable <iiftarice, Ihe 
went to Arminiusy and taking him by the Arm 
as it were to lead him, * What ails Arminius 
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* {fiysjbt to i^/m) and -what accidenc faath hap- 

*' pcncd that you ftcm to me much difiirent from' - 

* what you arc wont to be? 1 hare, Madam » 

* fiys Arninitts to bety I have rtccived a mortal* 

* Wound in my Heart,- and if throogli yonf 
^ goodnefs I have hitherto thought my felf but' 

* too happy^ you now ftc me the moltiinforta- 

* nate, and moft loft Man in the World. 
Thefe words troubled //m^»ij» extteamly, and^ 

out of the violent and fincere Afie£lion (he bad'^ 
for Arminiw^ fhe could not but fympathize withv 
him in his grief, and ask him the reafbn of ic 
with no (mail difturbance. The Prince continaed^ 
a certain time ere he was able to put himfelf into 
a pofture to^ive hec fatisfadion ,- bat having ac 
hft, in order to obey her, recovered himfclf our 
of that difVradion of thought which obftrnftedthe^ 
fceedom of his Speech : < My unhappinefs, Madame 

* {fiid betoher)'\s ytt much greater than it ma^ 
' feem to you either by my countcnaBoe or difi 
^ cour(e, and that you may the (boner compre-^ 

* hend it, Fam td tdl you, that I mnft- cither re* 

* nouncc my Honc«iff> or ]o(e IJmenia, and thae 

* in both extremities I meet with fuch infupporw 

* table difficultiet , that I (hould prefer death bc-i 
^ fore the choice I could make/ . Wliereupo» 
though with much violence to- himfelf, he ac« 
quainted her with his misforaifie» and gave her 
an account word for word of the conference her 
had with S€gefles\ but he did it with fo manyt 
marks of grief, and found her fo much iocltoedto 
Bear her Inare thereof, that a great part of what 
he feklpaflcd into the Soul of the lair /^#if/tf« 
and brolce forth thence into her countenance, whctio 
it was in a manner as obfecvabk^ as in that of 
drmini^s. himfclf^

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It was CO him a gcticle abacemcDt of his affli^i*- 
on, CO Derceive thac ihe was moved to Ca much 
compamon chereac -, atid feeing her filenc, oac of 
rbc greacnefs of her aftonifhrnenc, * Pardon me, 
' Madam, (faid he to ber^ continuing his dif^ 
courfi ) chat I dare Aand in fufpenie becwceci 
the love* 1 have for you, and thac I have lot 
Glory i no doubt buc I (hould value Honour 
lefsy if I chonghc a Perfon wichouc Honour 
were not onworchy to (erve jor, and were not 
hoc coo well iacisfiedy that I cannot flight Glory, 
without being ny felf (lighted by Ijmenia. I 
ihall not only tell you, that a Slave of the fio- 
mMs deferves not co be yours, nor is it the 
avetfion I have for thac ^oke whence proceeds 
my greateft nnhappinefs : Buc being confident 
that my Father will tun the hazard to lo(e all 
his Dominions, with kis Life into the bargain , 
rather than fubttiit therao} 1 cannot em&ace 
it with Segiftes^ without proving fal(e r> a 
Father, and renouncing a Duty, wherein my 
Honour is infcparably concerned. *Tis there- 
fore this Honour that I muft part with, oi; 
quit thofe dear hopes of being happy in the en- 
joyment df Ifmenia. See, my faiteCl Princef?, 
what a . misrortune I am involved in between 
thele two ctud Ezcremicies, and command me 
to do what I oughc, by all che power you. have 
over my Uearc : For, in fine, though Love and 
Honour may be at differenoe in my ^pprehetir 
fions, yet do I feel « certain. /uggcftion chat tells 
me, tne obedience 1 owe you wiU decide it, and 
^ iettle all my irreblucions. 

Tq this eS*e^ was the di&cfurle of Arminius^ 
.delivered by him with fuch a. grace, as rendered 
,hini more amiable than ever in the Eyes of the 
£cneroHS Jfmnia* And when he iiad given ovec 

fpeaking. 
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fpeaking, the fair Princefs looking on him with 
an AAion in£niccly obliging: ^ Arminiusy {faid. 

* Jhe to bhn) 1 equally panicipace.wich yoa, as 

* well in your grief as your generous fentimencs, 

* and I am not more troubled at our common 

* misfortune, chan I am fatisfied as to rhejudice 

* of your' Sufpcnfe. Love Honour, ^ Arminius; 

* no lefs than you do Jfmenia^ and adtire your 

* fclf, that ic is only Honour that Ifmenia' esLit 

* Jove as much as ihe does you. I have for yo& 

* an AfFedion which I dareiicknowledg« before alf 

* the World, fiuoc ic is cdfuntenancVi by the coiv- 

* (ent of my Father, nay, it is fucfa, as I Ihould hap- 
^ ly be as much troubled at your lofs, as ybu 

* might be at mine: But in regard t fee an equal 
' value on your Perfou and your Honour, fear 

* not, I ihall» upon any account of the Power you 
*■ have given me over you, determine aught againfl 

* either. As Daughter to Segeftesy I cannot ad- 

* yiCt you to cnj^agc your felf in a Party contrary 

< to his; as feunbic as 1 ought to be of youc Af^ 
^ fedkion, 1 cannot out of any confide ration de- 

< fire you i]K>ul(i • leave me ; ■ and aS'- having a 

< great ccndernefs for your glOry, I cannot con^- 

* demri in you, what you Ihall do for the prc- 

* (crvation of it. Whether you will be guided 

* by the infpirarions of your Love, or tho(e of 

* your Virtue, be it your confideracion •, but be 

* withal afTured, chat what fide (bever you 'Cake^ 

* the AfFedions of Jftnenia arc inviolably yours. 

. .^jirminius -was i4i»^ a manner tranfponed at this 
generous difccurfc of Ifmenia^ and when he had 
heard the conclufioji of it, and found it fo (oblig- 
ing and fo conlbnaiit to his own defires : * Ah ! 

* Madam, (cried he) how fliall I be able to ac- 

* knowledge the obligations I receive from this 

« exccrtivc goodnefe in you, whcteby. you raift 

* my 
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my cruihed hopes: And what fear, or what 
iDcercA can move me, if nothing can deprive 
me of my Princcfs? What I have faid (replies 
Ifmenia) reiates only to my Afftdions, ai^d noc 
ro my Pcrfon •> this is in the power of a Father, 
who may difpo^e of it as he thinks fit -, but he 
hath HOC rhc (ame right over my AiTcdions ; 
And having commanded me to beflow them on 
you, it vrcrc in vain for hira by a (ccond com- 
mai)d> to order me to difpofe of them to any 
other. Be therefore confident, that no confidera- 
lion of merit, (crvice, intcrcft, no, not of any 
command my Father may lay upon me, fhall 
ever engage me to love any other than Armi' 
nius : But imagine not 1 fhall beflrow my felf on 
yon againft his confcnt, and think not I forgec 
my owrn Duty, while I advife you to do yours* 
Ah Madam \ (refltes the afflifled Prince) how 
tniJy great and generous is what you fay \ but 
howr difl^ent is ir, as to me, from what I 
choiight I had underAood : Yet is it fo rational, 
(repued Ifmenia) that I am contident you ap- 
prove it, and by the repugnance you find in 
yoar felf to quit the party of your Father, and 
renounce your Duty, yon but too well knowj^ 
at leafl to condemn it, what I am obliged to 
in rdatiori ib my Father and my Duty. Tis 
very true, Madam, (fays Aiminius to her) that 
I have difcoviered to you the averfion I have for 
unworthy A(5tions 5 but I think I have withal 
declared to you, that my refolutions depend on, 
your commands, and 1 ihould not be in any 
(ufpenfe whether I ought to obey, had I the 
knowriedge of them. You cannot therefore 
with any juftice alledge that unhappy example 
to dcftroy all my hopes j and how great focvcr 
may tc the lovcl have for Liberty, Country, my

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< Father^ and my Glory, all fhall com ply with th^ 
« afTedion I have for yoU) and there's nothing I ihaM 

< not renounce to preserve it inviolably yours wKtle 
« I live. It will be better ( replied the prudent Jfine" 

* nia) chat we both do what we are duly obliged 

* to, and continue our AfFedtion, but unchargeabfe 

< even with chat reproach which we may make 

< tO'Our felves. Fortune will not haply be Co ma- 
« licious againfl us as we imagine (he may ; and 

< the inclination of Se£tfles which hath ahead/ 

< fuffercd (b fudden and unexpeded a change to 

< thwart ou^ Dcfijgns, may fuilcr a (econd to far^ 
« ther them : But if that happen not, it is not im* 
« poffible but that the fame Confiderations which 
^ have prevailed with my Father, may alfo with 
«;yours, and that he will of himfelf be inclined

« chey oficr it him upon advantageous and ho- 
« nourablc Terms. If Things come Co co pafr,

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* aher whicfoever^ but that I cannot iiCooCt of 

* my Perfon wtcbout the con(eot of Seg^Jtet, 
Armintus found (b mnch Prudence and Yirtoe 

in this Difcourfe of J/mema^ that he could not 
coiidemn her ^ and that fair Priocels cxercifed the 
power ihe had over him with (b much Oi(aaion» 
that he could not but approve the Defign ihe had 
to keep within the Hmits of her Duty, while (he 
left him at liberty on the other fide to do his, pro- 
mif^nghim withal, that ihe would oppo(e the in- 
tentions of Stieftesy if they were prejudicial 10 
him, as far ihe copld with Refped^ a|)d Honour 
do it^ and ^hac flie wpuld never entertain into hec 
Heart any other Af&i^ion than what ihe had con- 
ceived for him. Upon this, they jointly refblved 
atiTX, ^Armlnius ihould with the firft opportunity 
acquaint his Father with all had pad, and do all 
that lay in his Power to work a change of inten- 
tions in Segefies. Accordingly, that very Day he 
diipatcfaed away a Peribn to the Prince or the Cb^ 
rujciy with a Letter, wherein he gave him an Ac- 
count of all the Traofadions at the Court of Si* 
geftesy together with his own unfortunate concern- 
ment therein, in fuch Terms as. whence he might 
(cafily di(cover how much he was troubled thereat. 
Clemrchui with no froall aftonilhroent received the 
News o^ Stgeftes^ defe£lioo, and cxprefled fuch a 
Grief at it, as was (bon fpred among his People^ 
and commuiiicated to ail his Friends. I was new- 
ly retuitied to the Coun, from the expedition I 
men:ioncd to you, and had participatedf with him 
in the Joy he had coufcived» upon ^he report of 
the noble Anions of the young Armimun xiay^ 
he was juft upon a Rerolatioo to lend tnc ^ith 
Ibme Forces to the relief of S^tfles^ had he noc 
been diverted by Segefles himMf,, wJiQ had fent 
hini an Account or the Advantages ^c had ovee 
Yot. YIII. C his 


1ms Enemies, and the toral defeat of Cur i us ami 
the FdrcetfifmcJet hfm. Charcbus nuide h^ ccttn* 
faints litothto ^ods and hH^ upon this tttachecy 
bf his Wljr, and difcovereS to srli that faw him, 
^hc T^gret w'dlnccitcd tO ba^c the enntify with a 
>Man ^r "vrh^fe AlliSince atrd Friendfhip he had 
«nOrc Aah ordinary Itefpedsrj ^Btit he opttily de- 
clftfcc}, that 'no Man's example fhould nlake him 
ibr^et what he ought, upon* the account of his 
Coiimty dn'd 'his HOnotrr, to do, and triis no left 
.^efiroUs dian Segeftts hithfeff, to break bfF rhfc 
Martiace of ArininlUs and ifinfpta^ \{ Segeftis 
f^rflftcd in his Refolocion; ttijfoHtcf to tndeavour 
Segeftes's rcdocemtnt w (biitc re:ifoH, to bring 
liim again 'into the patty^tjeforfook 5 and eon- 
ceiving that my Negotiatfon of fuch an Afiair 
fftiight prove more cffcdualthaii that of the Am- 
balhidprs he might htiVe feht thither, as well lA 
•regard of my quality, sts the Friend Ihip Segeflk's 
TwprefTed towards -frtc 'during my refidcncc in his 
Goiirt, hfe defired nit to imdcrrake that Journey, 
and to endiravour ail that lay in my Power roper- 
* fwade^hitn to a more h6ncQrabIe chance than the 
former, atid-if aftier all wavs tried Icduld nbt pre^ 
vail with him, openly to nrtaic the AUiatice nad 
1>een bctweeti them, 'and to bring home Prince dr.*

«a pirticular tnftrtidlion frdm CknrcbUs^ thdt I wUs

and YcCentment, that it bad been knpoffible for 
hhn t6 diflemble it to Smftesy or txpteb towards 
him the Refpe^b and Aftcdion whicn he had fot 
him befoK that a»el change. Segeftes, who had 
lakca notice of ie, was the more eatafpenned there- 
at, and had in a manner forgotten all the noble 
Adlions be had done in his Service, all the (en* 
timents of lendernefs he had had for him, and 
ail the confiderations npon which he had been Co 
deiirocts of bis AUiance. Yet coold he not loofc 
on him without feeling a reproach which gave 
him no fmall conftifion, and difcovering by his 
deportment, that he was convinced of the iujuftice 
and unworthinefs of bis procedure. However, he 
would needs fafVen on him one Day as he came 
cut of i/ifr^M*6 Chamber, at whole Feet he {bug be 
ail the Comfort be was capable of, and fpeaking to 
him with a certain cbMnefs and anflcricy in his 
Carriage-: * Well, Arm mi as {f aid be to birri) have 

* you con^dered what Refblution you fhould rake 

* upon the difcovcry I made you of mine, aii4 

* are ybu fatisfied as to the choice yoci ihoulj 

* make'? My Lord, '( relied be) I cxpcA Grdtrs

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Opiotoiiy I conceive my (ejf as free, in wlui^ 
conoeuis the difpofal of my Daughter, as you

if 1 tcli'yott ( replied Armiuius ) chat that Liberty 
is not equal,- and that 1 never engaged my wordl 
to quit my Father's Party, and fubmit to the 
Romans ^ as yoii have to bellow Jfmenia on me. 
^Vhen I promilcd yon J/meniat (replied Scgtd^ 
cs) 1 thought, and indeed could cbink no ocher^ 
wife, cbau that you preferred the enjoyment of 
her, and my Friendihip^ before all Things ^ but 
fince other Confiderations are more prevalent with 
you, it ihould not be (Irange to you, that I pre- 
fer before thoie who ic£pc^ me fo tittle, inch 
Perfbiu as ihall imphciteiy engage on my Party« 
*Tis indeed in yoi^r Power Ifays the Prince^ 
reaffy. to burft wtb grief and refentment) 'tis 
in your Power to difpof^of the Pxiucefs i/»#f»/tf , 
and To I coufefs it is in your Power to difpofe 
of my Life and Fortunes \ but in beflowing 
JJheniat you wichal difpofe of the Life of ^r- 
miniuSi aad while Aiminins ihall live^ there is 
no Man ihall be fecure and poflefs Jfmenim* 
You have uot liv*d fo long {repiifs Segeftes, 
'wi$lt afcornful and malicious fmt^e) that Life 
£bould be fo bunhenibme ;co you,^d fo 1 hope 
you will he careful of it, fiuce it is yours tioc 
mine \ and that I fhall be ac Liberty to difpoft 
9f Jfmenia^ becaufe ihe is mine, as being ape 
to think the never will be jouis. 
With thofe Words he left him, and that juft 
upon the point that he felt his refped give way 
to his juft refentment, and was afraid he fbouU 
not have had that command of himfelf, as to fup« 

trefs the agitations into which he was ready to 
reak forth. Segefies little regarding the grief 
ivhercin he left him^ goes into Jfmenia's Cham* 

ber» 
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Dcr, and cxafperaccd by the lalt coiiKteiice, ana 
more abColmdy refelvcd than ever he had been, to 
conrummate Jrminhs's tnisfbrtone, he difcovered 
his intcotions to JfinefftM^ and oommandcd her to 
difcngfl^e her Heart of the Afiedioos (kt had for 
Armipius^ and to prepare it to receive another 
imprefGon^fiKh as the intereft of his Affairs (hould 
oblige him to give tt> if within (bme few Days 
Arminw and Charebui did |iot declare for the- 
party be had embra«ted. 

The Prrocefs was as k were Planet- ftrucken ac 
Ais order of SegtfteSy and knew not vhat ro an* 
fwer, in an Occafion wherein (he oould not make' 
any oonlboaot to her Sentiments, and obferve her- 
ordinary Rtfped and the Duty flie owed her la* 
tbcr $ bat preffixi by him to (bme reply, and ta^ 
declare whether Jlie were not without any repug*' 
nancetefohped toobey him, fipothering her pief to 
find out. words fuicable to her indinacions, and 
doc able to ftifle her great Cdarage in the cnxl 
iniaftice and yiokooe was done her : * I ihall,' 
my Lordy ijkidjhe ip him) I (halt obey you, 
as (atisfied there is not any Thing can exempt* 
me from the obedience I owe yoo ; bat ic wilL 
be through the cxa^efs of my fobmifiion ta 
yoor former orders, that 1 fhall find it the great- 
eft difScohy to execute the latter, finpe that when 
yoa oommanded me to love Arminius^ I re* 
orived that Afiedion into my Heart, as that only

My Jpurncy thirher bchig- undcrta- 
keu with a great deal of Precipitation-, arnd; with- 
out airy Obtervacion of ordinary Ccrenronics, ^ 
gefies could norbavc had any Nbricc ofrr, and ac- 
cordingly was very much furprfztd ar my conring. 
However, having formerly bad no mean Efleem 
ibr mc, and that it was not fafirfof him cb ezaf- 
perate fuch Neighbours as we were, he gave mc a 
lecming kind reception, though not without fome 
Violence to himfelf, an J viftble Difcoveries of the 
Coofofioo he was in. The firft Day I gave him

lepreiented to her according to my Aftdion, and 
the Troth \ < What Madam, {fatd 1 19 her) can

' while I live {ftidjbe to me) and yon would 
^ infinitely oblige me, if yoti could but find out a

ioi Fear of raifing any Jealoufy in Segefief^. whoj 
might well take it ami(s, as our AttairsV(l6di}«| 
we ibottld have any long Conferences. , 

The next Day havii^ demanded Audiena to ac^ 
quaint him with the Occafions of my coming to- 
his Court, I was brought to him into his Ck>(et» 
where he permitted mc to entenainhim all' atone j^' 
and finding in myfelf (bme Remainders of tha^ 
Freedom which I had formerly taken wiih him, 
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together vrich that I might derive from the Re- 
membrance of our ancient Alliance, I conGdtmly' 
took Occafion to reprefent to him the Injury he 
liad done his Reputation, and the iUuflrious Biped 
of (b many Kings whereof he wa$ defcended, in. 
volnmarily fubmittingto a Yoke, to avoid which, 
all generous Men maincainM their Liberty to the 
JadJGafp, in making hi mfclf, of a King, as he was 
over a great Country, a Slave to the People ofRome^ 
ih abandoning the Incercds of Countries which 
in aH Nations were dearer than Life, and break- 
ing the Alliance he had made with his Neigh- 
boars, confirm'd by him with fo many Promifes 
and Oaths, and particularly that ofC/earcbus, his- 
ancient Friend and Brother, by the Union which 
had been made between them, and the Alliance 
they bad contra<fled. I reprefented to him what 
all Germany would in all probability judge of it,, 
what the Rvmans them(elves. Enemies to Ra(ene(& 
and Changes of that Nature, might think of it^ 
and what he Ihould juftly fear bo:h from God» 
and Men, in ezpofing'himfelf by fuch proceedings,. 
to the Reproaches ot (bme, and the Revenge oC 
others y and in fine I exhorted him with all the 
Jlemonftran€e$ which the Paffion out of which I 
i^oke could fuggeft to nie» to recover himfelC 
^bik he was yet in a Condition to do % to be 
xnoiie render of the Serenity of his Confciencc, 
-which upon chat change of party could not but 
Isc in fotne Diflurbance, and to have fome regard 
to common report, the Friendihip ofClearchusy and 
Services of -i4n»/«/«j, which had not dcferv'd a 
Treatment Co nnfuitable to the hopes he had con- 
ftived thereof^ not omitting any Thing wliich 1 
imagined likely to prevail wiih him to taJke Things 

&C0 better Confideration. 
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Stgiftes gave me the hearing wirh much Pati^ 
cooci hoc being before-hand provided as to the 
Anfwct he inceudcd me, as harine forcfcen (bmc 
part ofche Tfainfrs I might have (aid to him, he 
fonod it no great Dimculry to infid on many 
wretched Realons to excufe his ehange, which he 
reprefoDted to me with the greateft Advamage h^ 
ooald, as well in regard of what was added to fair 
Territories, as the Quiet he enjoy *d by following 
a Party whereto ^WGermMny mud in time fubmit» 
and to the Power whereof all the Eanh had given 
ways that he could never have hoped any fucb 
Thing, while that had been oppofite to him, an4 
that he had (buebt a Peace which he not been ac*^ 
quanted withal from the firft coming of the R#- 
mans into Germany ;. that it was his Hope Char" 
thus would follow his Example, as/well Out of a- 
Confideration of their Friend lliip as the Advar\- 
tages he might make of a Compliance with the 
fame Party ^ that uj>on my Arrival, he was' in 
fome Thoughts of (ending au Ambaflador to r^- 
preienc to him the Grounds of his Proceedings 
to make fuch Proportions to him as were worthy 
his Acceptance, mgether with Ekcuies that he had 
maoag'd xhe Bufinefs of -the Treaty with ^6 muc(i 
Secrecy, out of Gonfidersiftons rfiat were not diC* 
advantageous to bim s concluding at lad with an 
Kchonatioi) no lefe' earned to mc than mine had 
been to him, to embrace their Party, and to en- 
gage CUatckus zud Armittius in ah Alliance with 
the Ramans, as the only means Whereby' Vhey 
might hope to' goyetn their People with Tranquilli- 
ty. 'Twas wkh'muth ado I had the Patience to 
hear the Conckifionc^ bis Difcoarfef'and looking 
on him as a Perfon ito whom I no longer found the 
Chatader for which I hadedeem'd him $ ' Think 
*- not {Joid J tQ hm ) to (educe Princeir whofe: 
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Hearts are equal to their Eztradion, a^id in 
whole Apprebendons Honour hath the Prcce- 
^aice of all Cotifiderations. Yott {hall find Ckar- 
chuty Arminius-y and Inguiomer^ rather withoor 
Life, than without Glory and Liberty \ but after 
what manner will you be obliged to treat with 
Jrminius, to whom you arc obliged both by 
ybur\yord, and the Services he hathdoneyou? 
Arminius . ( reply d Segeftes^ 'with much more 
Ftere^nefs than at the beginning of our Con- 
verfation ) is engaf^ed in the Imerem of his Fa- 
ther, and hith cxprefled to me, that that Con* ' 
(iHeratioQ was more prevalent with him than 
the Love he had for //9»<if//i; but though be 
iliould change his Intentions, and refolve to quit 
Clear cb us for Jfineniay he (hall never marry her, 
but condicionally that he bring Clearebus into 
our Party. It is not in the Power of Armi' 
nius (regh^d J^ very much incenfed at bisDif- 
courfe) to hx'm^learcbtts into your Pany, and 
I am inclined to believe his Virtue to be fuch 
as not to admit any (uch Intemion in him» Noc 
but that he loves Jjkema fo far as to prefer licr 
befote all Things j but I/menia herlelf loves the 
Honour of ArminiuSi jUid would not he ilioiild 
pu;;i;^bafe her by Adieus contrary to Virme. Let 
him then think of (bme othei: ways to gain het 
{replies Sefiittcsfomei»bat mort enraged i) Ibrhe 
nuiy Ix cbnjfident ihe fliall neyet be his with the 
Coufent o£ Segefies. Befides {added be) I have 
given you my laft Refolution, i^d you may let 
me know youfs when you think fit. Since I 
amojbligedrheretb, (faidJtobimt t^ithaCoun" 
tenanee as full of Animofity as bis ) 1 am upon 
the Obligation of my Docy, and your Proceed- 
^ingy to tell you, that my charge is to break Al- 
^ liaucfE wiih you^ to bung back Atmimus to bis 

* Father^ 
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* Father, and to declare to you, that Charcbui 

* will require of you for ArmMus, fhe perfor' 

* au^nce of your word. I am fuffidencly CcnQ" 
^Ue {» ep/icd SegcS^j fptaking Uudcr than be 

* bad dwt before) chat you come to denouocc 

' Men War agatuft me, aiid I accept ic, fall the . 

* Extremities thereof how it will ; and from this 

* Moment looking on Arminius and your (elf as 
' my profefled Enemies, I command you to lea^e 
' my Dominions within three Days. We Ihali 
'not delay our departure fo^long (repUedJ) as 

* conceiving that to take leave of you and Ifmenia^ 
' Atminins will think the remainder of this day 
' fiiffident* He may fpare himfelf that trouble 
' if he pleafe (replied Segefles) but fince yon de« 
^ £re it Co much, he may acquit bimfelf of that 
' civility, as being the laft time he ever is likely 
.* CQ do it. 

With tho(e words- we parted $ and going to 
Arminius, who expeded me with an impa:ieuce 
l^reater than he was ordinarily guilty of, by/ea« 
ton of the diftradion he was in, and giving him 
an account of the ill fuccefs of my Negotiarion, ic 
pur him to fuch Extremities of Grief and Indignar 
don, as ic wete hard for me to reprefent to you. 
But being naturally impetuous and fiiU of fire, he 
couJd noc forbear breaking forth into bitter ez" 
preffions againft Segeftts, thrcatning his Domini- 
ons with Fire and Sword, and whatever confe-^ 
quent to War thatjs moft calamitous : But noc 
long after re a({iimiDg (bme thoughts of mildnefs 
opoo the remcmbrcUice oUfineniay it troubkd.him 
cnat I had made Co fudden a breach vrith Segeftes, 
and would have quatreird at the precipitation of 
my procedure, had he not been (ktisned I )(yas 
forc'd tor it by that of Segeftes^ and could not hare 

done otherwife) wichoQt violence co my Ducy» 

and 
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and dcrogadoo from the Dignity ctf Ciearcbus, In 
fine, baving rccovcr'd himiclf, and oat of the . 
greatncis of his Courage, and npon the things I 
nrpreiented to bim, rc(blv*d fbt ail accidents, he 
would (lay with Segeftes no longer than till the 
next Day, and giving order immediately ro bis 
Officers CO prepare all things for his departure, he 
reeeiv*d the vi&ts and farcwels of a great num- 
ber of Friends, which his Virtue had aoquir'd 
b^m in Segefies^s-Conrty and whoeoold not think. 
on his leaving that place in a condition fodiJIerenc 
from the hopes they had conceiv'd, without via- 
ble discoveries of grief. He fmother'd his own in 
their presence as much as lay in his power, But tc 
was apparent enough in his Eyes, to acquaint: 
them with fboie pare of what had pafled in bis 
mind. In fine« having di(eiYgag*d hjmlelf out of 
the Company ofchofe who had exprcHed Co much' 
geneioficj, as not to fear falling into difgrace with 
their Prince by vifiting him (ror there was a great 
number of others whom that cdnfideracion bad^ 
deterred) he would, having the iibeny to do rr, go 
and take leave o? J/menia^ which xcttattvly mud' 
needs be the fadded in the World, coming after 
£ich happy beginnings, and a progrefs much on- 
fiiitable to the condition be then was in. Hav-*^ 
ing the greateft confidence that could be of me, he 
would needs have my <}ompany in that vifit td- 
Jfmwisi di^ t^^ I fhould be ptefent at the dit^ 
courfe they had together. The Torches were 
lighted, and the Princefs was laid oH her Bed^ 
tnct better to conceal from the Perfons [that might 
come into her Chamber the changes of her coun« 
tenance, and the tears, which, not with (landing hef 
conftancy, ihe could not forbear upon t1)at dole* 
ful reparation. We were brought to the Bed-fide, 
and fouud her in iuch a condicioa as whence w« 

could 
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could not but conclude hcrfcnfible of rhc di (grace 
of Arminius^ as much as couH be expelled. The 
bqginniDgs of their ConvcrGition were teiidcrlyt 
ai&5bionate, infbmuch chat Arminlus couM not 
with the affidanoe of alliits Courage fofbear tears» 
wherewith he watered one of the fait hands of 
Ifhienia. lor my parr, I was Co much iiiov*d at. 
both their grief, chat the difcoveries 1 miide of it 
were not much diSerent from what they did, 
and whiki adrifedthem to exercife their courage 
opon chat occafion, I had much ado to make any 
advantage of my own. In fine, Arminius hav- 
ing (pent a good white in fbbbings, complaitics^ 
and iil-coDne£ked difcourfes, doing a violence to 
his giicf> the betrer to difcover his intentions -^ 

* Madam, {/at^ he to the Princefs) I leave yon. 
^ in the condition you now (ee me in, and through 

* the Croelry of a Man I cannot bate becaule^he 

* is your Farher, I quit a place, where in all dp- 
^ pearance I fhould one day have been the hap* 

* pieft Man in the World ! But think not I leave 

* yoa according to the intentions o^ Segejles^zvi^ 
*■ that with jout fight I lofe thofc hopes that are 
^ dearer tome than a thoufand Lives. No Madam, 

* imagine not that any confidcfation of Party, 

* Blood, or Duty, could force me from you, if 

* I thought my departure could not be without 

* lofing myPrincefs: And bepleafed to have (bme 

* adurance, that though I go hence by Order 

* from Sege/fes, 1 carry with mc Affedlion and 

* Coura^ enough to difpure you againft all the 

* World to the laft dtop of my Blood. I fhali 

* fee you again, my dearefl Princefs, if tlie Gods 
^ are fb pleafed to order it, and fliall not quit 
' aught of my legal prerenfions, what Enemies

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all the Paflions that difturb the Sereaicy of ic«

' oo the point of my Sword » rather than leave you, 
' and therefore Ij^ ^om you with a fetled'at 
^ furance chat I mall accompliih one part of my

' What eUe is to be done I expe6t from you, and 
^I (hall little fear the Cruelty of Stgeftesj and the 
^ Power of all the Worlds if in my misfortune 

* you continue me your precious afreiflions. Nay» 

* you might haply do fomewhat more for me, 

* (ince that after the Confenc of Segtfies in order 

* to my Jiappinefs, and the commands you have 

* (cveral times received from him , to love me as 

* the Perfon deCgned by him to be your Husband* 
^ you might, without fear of any blame, continue 

* thac firfl obedience, as being not obliged to 

* change your inclinations co comply with his 

* Fantaftick humours, but ought in reaibn 

* Tis enough, (yjiyj Ifmenia interruffing bimy 

* for Heaven's fake, Arminlusy keep to thejuflice

No 
qneftion (reolied Arminius) bat it is in the power 
of the Gods to change our Fortunes ^ W it 
muft be acknowledged, that Men mav d(bcoa« 
cribaie thereto j and jron will not take it amils 
if I fliould endeavour it by yigj>e ways that 
Honour and Love ihall encourage me in. I doobr 
not bat Ciearcbus will ufe all the force he can 
make to revenge the injury he hath received 
from Stgeflesy and if he be once engaged in (iicli 
a defign, it would not be in my power to idi- 
vert him, as I fliould, out of the refpe^ I have 
for you, be de(iroas it were. But not (eeking 
my revenge againft a Fcinee who is your Fa- 
ther, you will give me leave to take ^hcourfes 
as may induce him to keep his word, and yoa 
will not oppofe my gaining of fjfmenia with the 
deareft of^ my Blood. I uiaiMn all the erner- 
gencies conicquent to the misfortunes of War, 
look on the Farher of Ifimnia with the refpc^t 
I ought, and if I engage againft him wich fome 
rcfentmenc, it (hall not be'becanfc he is an Ally 
pf i^C Romaniy but bccaulc he dctaius Ifmtms

Gould Armrnius 
haift fofowod Im own indkiatton', he would hare ^ 
fotborft that G^rcmoirf, tet it w^ iu^h as* there ' 
was feme neeeflity to obfirre, tt;v\.v|3»nng:i^^ 
Doioiaiotts oraSoTeftignPrinde,flicli as Segeftts^ 
and cm the other fide, Armtnfus confiderrn^ him 
as the Father of Ifintmay was dcftteu^ in anthiriff^ 
to esfcefs the efteem he had far her. Stge^t 
received ns wtrfi -a- eerwinr Indignaritjn, antf what' 
violence foever Atin'inius had rdblirctf to do him- ' 
(Hf upoit that oecafion, yet cbwid he not approach ' 
him with a fentencft iofedor xxi his.- '* Wy'

thc\ of Ifmenia^ tluii I Aall ftar yoiY iit the 
hea^ of the Ingrioitgs^ and k kt not unlikely 
th^y may remtntber^ fince you have forgot kr 
that I carry a -Sword by my fide, where vkh 
they have ieen me do tho(e thin^ in your fir- 
vice, which wiH not CuSbc them to conteinn k.

to detail^ OS} aadindeed, we have been informed 
£ncc, chat for the fpace of fome^ hours dtcc chat 
4^pttf^ ^P^'^^^^ internkm to do k, as tm^k^ 
w ' iSr *" ' ^ ' Mg ^it the offlfy^way to prevent what the Prince of 
the Gberufci might attempt ag^ioft him, by keep* 
kig us as Hoflages for his.fecurity y aiid had |mi 
k in £zccucion» had he not been- afraid,, that ii» 
violating in that manner the Law of Nations to- 
wards Perfons of our Qiialicy, to incur the hatred, 
and haply draw on himielf the Arms of all G^r* 
many \ io/i conceived withal, that the Romams^ 
among wliom the National prerogative was held 
facred, would not approve the A«ion, nor coua* 
tenance him io k. .^ 

Thus came we away from Sege/fes, crofled the 
Countries that were in his iurildi^ioa, and ar- 
riving among, the Cberufci^ prelented our (elves 
to Ctearchust who had not (cen Arminius^ in 
AUny Years before. He received him wkh all the: 

AficSiba 
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jKSc&ion which the afloraace he had of bis czoel- 
knt endowments might add to the tendernefs he 
naturally had for him i and finding him admira- 
bly acoonipiilhed as to body and mind» and fall 
of glorf ux the gallant Adionr which had Signa- 
lized his firft appearances in MiUtary tranla^ons, 
he conceived fuch (atisfadkion theceat, that ififbmc 
mcafare moderated the grief he felt upon the un- 
worthtners of Segefies* He promifed him to raife 
all the Forces his Dominions were able to make* 
to profecuce their common revenge, and accord* 
ii^y fending bis Orders every way for the Levies 
ofMcDy he in a Ihort time got tomher a very 
fowerfol Attny, and marched in the head of k 
towards the Frouciers of the Ingrhms. I fhall noc 
infift on the particulars of that War, out of a 
confidence, thac you bave had an account of ir, 
and that the Romans concerned thcm(clves but too 
much in it, to be ignorant of the mod important 
emergencies thereof. *• Tis very true, (fays 
^^ ^gripfd to Inguiomer) that what was of moft 
* confequence reUtiug to the War, (bon came to 
' our knowledge } but as to what concerns the 
' bafioefi of love, I am utterly ignorant, and 
' therefore intreat you not to contrail your dii^ 
' courfe concerning that, though you do in things 
^ chat have reference only to the War. 

Since you fo much defire it, (continued 1ngut$» 
mer) I ihall briefly cell you, that marching to- 
wards the Frontiers of the Jngriones, we were far 
from fiirprizing SegefteSy who having received in- 
telligence of our preparations for Wat^ and our 
march towards his Country, got tCHgether certain 
Troops he had not diibandcd, and having inoreaf* 
fird their number with fbme others which he rai(cd 
ivith great diligence, he bad an Army a- foot, 
lufficicot to diipute out entrance iu;o his Terrirc^- 

tics i 
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tks'y befides his expedacion of a fopply from 
what was tkon artitiig, and cfae afiift&iioe ke liaj 
Jknt foe to Qmntilhts Vmrm^ who witk a Legion; 
and fix htmdftd Horfc, had boen ^t byTi^mtfs 
into the Cannery of the jiffp^itxariii iik msirched 
towards 'US, and Git down to oppole oUr pafiage^ 
1>ecwe!en the Head of the River Vifargis^ and the 
ezcremiiies of the Mountains of Melibifcus^. whick 
was the mo(l likely |4aee to get^nto hisComitry, 
th^ r«(l l)eing (ecoEe, «iih<:r thnongh ihe depth 'of 
the Riyec or the fteepnefsof the Mountains, tirhick 
«Fe almbft itiaccefTible. Had Segeftes had ch^ 
cime <to take his advanrages, afid poft himfelf ro 
his mind, the place nacntally favouring hitn, wt. 
fhould haveibnnd it a bufinefs of niuch difBcQlty : 
But both Anhks <x)mit}g thither much about the 
fame time, he could not execute what he had re^ . 
Xblved, and was forc'd to fight us with much more 
ccjualicy than he had imagined. Many engage** 
ments happened between ^veral parties^ wherein 
fortune had carried her (elf very impaftially ■> but 
where ^rm/fi/i/f-chancM to be in Perfon, Viddry 
could not but be attendant on thofe performances 
of Valour, which were fo^great as hardly to find 
-credit, with :fttch as had them only by relation : 
Nor had 1 wanted (bme Friends, who by the 
reports they fcattct'd abroad, would make the 
World believe, that I done things worth the ob- 
-Tcryance. At laft, the command of the Army 
became oursv by reafon of rher infirmity 4ofC/<Pffr- 
cbus^ who finding him felf indi(pofed, was forced 
to leave the Management of the Wars tons. Out 
«of tbe Friendlhip and Efteem which Armintus 
-had for me, tie would needs ihare the command 
with me, which I was content to accept of, the 
jnore to cafe him, though glad all ihould be done 
in bis Name, and for his leputation. And in«> 

dcM 
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>4ced ht did things fo noble, that mfter many de^ 
iittts, nrhctthy his Forces were nrach weakned» 
S^jgeftes w^s forced to give us entrance into his 
Cbantry-, and to retreat in great difotder towards 
C^md^hitny the chief 'Ciry of the C/>/»arw. In 
that retreat, bis lodes were (b confiderable, and 
his Fotees were fo fpcnt, that not able to keep the 
Fidd any IbfK^r, he thought ir his only courfe to 
fornfy hifflfcB in the City, leaving his Horfe 
withoBc- lodged in fo advantageous a Poft, as it 
Was hard to force thttm out of. Upon which 
Arminius began to confider that^t was not fit he 
^oid prefs fb hard upon the Father of IJmenin^ 
and conceived it not un^lbnable to make fome 
propofals tO'him while he was yet in the favour 
of Eorrnne. In order to which defign, rcrurning 
hhn ft grtat number of Prifoncrs, and among 
others, two of his Nephews whom he dcarljr 
loved, and whb 'had, been taken in the laft engage- 
mem, after he had made them magnificent pre- 
fehts, he gave thofc that had been appointed for 
their Convoy, a Letter to SegefteSy wherein he 
found thefc Words. 

Arminius Prince of the Chcmfci, to Scgcftes Princ0 
of the Ingfioncs and Cafuafcs. 

* f^eurcbus fought for his Country and his In- 

* terfefts, but you know, my tord, that I 

* fight only for the obtaining of J/menta. I wil- 

* Hngly renounce all prctemions which theSucccft 

* of War may have given me to yout Country, 

* but cannot chofc I derive from your word to the 

* Princcls Ifminia, Accordingly it is upon the 

* Accbiint of your Pronilfcthat 1 demand her of 

* yon, and not out' of any confideration of the 
' advantages which fortune mky afibrd us. Re^ 

* member^ 
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% member, my Lord, I Oxould have been yoat 

* Son, and nor your Enemy, and that Remem* 

* brance is the only way to recover your Repuca-- 
' tion, to afTure your People of Peace, and Wr- 

* mlnius of his Life, who begs it of you ac a time 

* when he is in a Condition to maintain ic againft 
^ any Power whaifoever, befides thac.of his tove. 

This civihty of Arminius was but ill acknow- 
ledged by SegefteSy who being of a violent and 
invincible Nature, indead of any refentment of 
the courcefy of ^o generous an Enemy, was the 
more ezafperaced ac ir, and (em him word back 
by thofe who had convoy'd the Priibners, that be 
would within few Days bring him an anfwer to 
his Letter in the head .of Twemy Thoufand Men* 
And indeed, not many Days after, he received a 
tenHderable (upply by the coming in of two of 
his Generals, who brought him the reft of the 
Forces which he had ordered to be rai(ed, (b that 
liis Army wa^ mqre numerous than oiirs ; befides 
which, underflanding chat the King of the Suevi 
with whom he had made Alliance, fenc his Son 
Marobodes xo his relief, and chat Varus had pro- 
mifed chofe he had fent to him, that he woulci af- 
fiil him with all his Forces, aflbcn as his Qccafi-;' 
ons among the Angrivarii would permit, he grew 
infupporcably conndenr. Though it mud be ac« 
knowledg'd, Segeftes is a Perfon of much Experi- 
ence in ivarjfke Affairs, yet he exprefled but little 
upon this Occafiou, iitife that he muft needs have 
pur us extreamly to it, had he had the patience 
to ftty for the great fupplies' were promifed him : 
Buc the irapetuofity and relUefncfs of his Nature 
foic'd him againft all the rules of Prudence and 
Military Condud, and imagining himfelf ftrong 
enough wich the Forces he ba4 to engage us, he 
<^s Candenum, difpofcs his Men in a pofture of 

. fighting, 
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fightiog, and courted us to a pitch*d Battle. Ar-' 
mini us y whom theyioknceothis proceedings bad 
iflcenCed, very gladly 9Kxepced ir, and manag'd 
Ikis Bufinefs fo fortunately to us> and Co unfortii* 
narely for the Enemy, that after a hoc and doabc- 
fiil engagement for moft part of the Day, the beft 
of their Forces were left upon the place $ and to 
makeouf Vidory the more ab&lute, Segefies him- 
felf was taken Prifoner« I pre(entcd him my felf 
to ArminittSy having with much ado gotten hitn . 
jOMt of a hot and dangerous engagement, whereia - 
he gallantly defended himfelf : Bat the Prince up- 
on the firft fight of him was in fuch adiftutbance 
as to refolution, as I had never obfezv'd in him 
.before. His firft apprehenfions could not but lead 
him to*the joy he was in a manner iurpriz*d with, 
upon fb condderable an Advantage, and fo pro- 
bable a way to gain Jfmtniai but not long after, 
the confufion he was in was no ItXs^ to (ee the 
Farher of Jfmenia (landing before him, deprived 
.of Libeny, and in a Condition Co difterent front 
that wherein he had (cen him not long before, 
when with (b much infolence and ingratitude he 
liad (ent him out of his Dominions. The (hame 
it muft be. to a Perfon of that Quality to fufFer Co 
great a change, palled (com the Countenance of 
the Conquered into the Soul of the Conquerour ; 
.and coming to him in a podure more fuicable to 
the Condiciou 5^/^^j was then in, than his own ; 
' Ah, my Lord, (f aid be tQ bim) what do iCtzl 
^ Is it pofTible Fortune (hould be fo unmerciful as 

* to. make you fuffcr the AfHi^on 1 now fee yoa 
ezpoied to ? Thtn turning towards tne^ Uncle, 
[fifid be) you might have fpar'd me the confu- 
sion you put me to, and have returned Segefles 

* among his own people, and not have detain*d 

* him among Pe^fons that through thcii Misfor- 
VoL. YIH. D ♦ tunt 
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^ mne arc odious to him.* Imadc no anfw^r to 
his Difcoorfe, and Segeftes Tfceiving it with the 
{ame fiercencfs he "had exprefled at our departure 
from his Court : * Make the bed Advantage thoa 

* canH:, Arminiusy ijnid h€ to him ) of thy For* 

* mne, and czpedt not an^ ad of wcaknels from 
*■ me in this change of mine« 1 (hall, n^ lord, 
■• {tt^WtiArminius) make ihy advantage of it, 
< but (b as to avoid all reproach of having abufed 

* it. ' Whereupon, perceiving his Ck>aths bloodv", 
and undcrftanding he had been wounded, hecau(ed 
him to be firtpti atildpm it( his own Bed, though 
HOC without reliftance, and would needs be pre* 
lent at the drefling of two fiighc Wounds which 
he had recciv'd in the Battel, Segeftes rteeiv'd 
this Civility oiArminitts with much Aver lion, but 
it abated nothing of the Earutf^nefs of the Prince 
ro ferve him, which was (lich, that he could not 
have had greater Attendance in his own Palace, 
nor have had thofc about htm that Ihould be more 
ready and careful to obey his Commands. I was 
Tery much plea(ed at the Generofity of Arminius^ 
/as oeing relblv'd not to have treated him other* 
wife my (elf ^ but I was dcfirous he (hould make 
u(e of that Avantage over Segeftes to gain Ifme" 
ni0t and not fet him at Liberty, till he hadf put 
the Princefs into hi^ Hands. The reft of that 
Day Arminius nor myfeif had any Difcourfe with 
him, as unwilling to (ay any Thing to him fo foon, 
whence he might imagine we intended to make any 
Advantage of his Misfortune : But the next Day, 
finding his Hurts were not fuch as oblig'd him to 
his Bed, or hiriSred him from riding abroad, iJF 
he had any defire to do it, we refblv^ to fp^ to 
him of it} and I took the bufinefs upon me, (ee- 
ing Arminius had not the Confdence to do it. 
To that end> coming into his Chamber wHile he 

was 
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was dref&ne, afier we had eDqaic*d after bis Health, 
i came to him, and while Arminius was fpeak- 
itig to fome others in the Ropm, to give me the 
better Opportunity to difcourfe with him, fo as it 
might not be thought to proceed out of any De- 
£gn, being fafe on the Bed- fide with him 5 * Well, 
' my Lord, (faid I to bim) have you not {tetk 
^ Mi&ries and Blood enough fpilt to (atisfy the 
^ A verfion you have conceived againft a ^ince that 
' bath (erved yon, and ever bonour'd you as a Fa* 
^ ther \ Win you not be willing, upon the Ea« 
^ treaty be mSl make to you with all the Siib- 

* mifHon you can exped from a dutiful Son, c» liif- 
' fer chat unjuft Animofity to give way to the tacli- 

* nations yoa have fomecimes had for him, anl 

* making good the £ngaeemem of your Word, 

* facisfy the many other Omigatioas you owe him, 
' by granting him the HapMnefs you have (h 

* many Years fince promifid him ? 

Segefiei entertained my Difcourfe very fcornfiil' 
ly» and looking on me with much Indignation^ 
' Were I obliged {/kid be to mi ) both by my 

* Word, and thc'Servtees o£Arminiui^ to do what 
' yoa defire of me^ his late Anions (ufficientl/ 

* dif^engage me s and befides the Oppofitton of 

* our fcveral Imercfis, there is little Probability I 

* fliould look on a Man that brings Defblatioi^ 
' into my Territories, and fpills the Blood of m jr 

* Subjeds, nay my own, as one that would pre- 

* tend a Marriage with my Daughter: Ah t My 

* Lord, \faii 1) charge not Arminius with the 
^ Calamities of a War, whereto* you know yofi 

* have forced him, wherein he hath out of Duty 
^ followed the Diredious of his Fa^er, and of 
^ which there needs no more to clear him tbaa 
< his A£aion for Ifmeniff. That Afitdiott [re- 
' flies Segeftcs ) ihould Have diverted him front 
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ic, (ince he cannot be ignorant, that Vioience and 
Force of Arms can prevail nothing upon Se* 
gefles. And you know {added J) mac he took 
Qoc this Courfe to gam Ifmenia^ till all others 
had prov'd inc&£hial» and that there is nothing 
(b dii&cult, fo he may do it with Honour, wliich 
he is not dill ready to embrace, to appeafe your 
Indignation, and purchafe ffmem^. He fhail 
never have her while he Jives, (rf^/yVScgeftcs, 
lifting up bis Voice tvith an^ accent exprejjtng 
the excefs ofJhisFury) and it is for my Friends 
and Allies chat I have deHgned her, not for my 
implacable Enemies. If Arminius takes my 
Advice, (r§flyd /, much moved at bis Difcourfe) 
you will not have the Difpofal of her fo freely 
as you imagine \ and if my Sollicitacion may 
prevail any Thing with him, it muftbethe De- 
livery of Ifmenia (hall be the price of your Li- 
berty. He is the Mafter of it, 1 muft confcfs, 
{replies Segeftes) yet ihall he not find the lea(l 
comphance or change of Intention in me to ob- 
tain a Liberty, which though Fortune hath de- 
prived me of, I may recover* by the Affidances 
of my Friends, and which I would rather owe to 
the chance of War than his Courtefy. You ihall 
not owe it any lA^tk^{fays Arminius .r^nrr up to 
us) nor indeed have you Ibil it for your being 
brought among Perfons whom you may as freely . 
command as the mod inconfiderable of your own 
Subjei^is. Be pleafed to pardon the Dilcourfe my ^ 
Uncle hath entertained you with, as proceeding 
meetly out of the Compaffion he hach for my 
Misfpicune \ and fioce you cannot be mov'd 
thereat, follow your own Inclinations, without 
.any Fear that the Advantage the change of the War 
hath given us (hall any way prejudice youcLiberty. 
Nor IS it out of tiiat Confideration that I would . 

_ . * make 
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< make any Propolal to you, or prc(s you, at a 
* * Time when you thought yoorlelt not free, to a' 
' Thing which at any other I ^boufd not with- 

* much more Confidence have denlanded. You 

* fhall this Day return among your o\irn People, 

* if your Health will perniit it, and from what 

* hath happeued^ in this War, .1 derive not any 

* Power over your Perfon, or Pretenfion to your- 

* Country, but what I have to tfminla. 1 am 
^ To hx hom being refblved to quit it, that I*

* laft drop of my Blood.* Segeflesy though ex- 
afperated as he was, yet could not forbear a certain ' 
Confufion at the Generofity oi JrmtniuT; but he 
petHfted in his Reiblutions, thinking it enough 
to telJ him, that if Fortune iliould in the ^eque^ 
of the War declare herself on his fide, he would: 
acknowledge, upon a like Occafibn, the hoiiour* 
able Treatment be had received'. 

After this f Arminius would not have any Thing '• 
(aid. to him but what related to his Departure, an^' 
as fbon as he had dined, caufing Horfes to ber 
brought for him, and all the Prifoners taken with 
him, he guarded him in Perfoi;! till they came in 
fight of j4 mafia t which was one of his Cities whi^ 
ther he was willing to retreat^ as having ordered ' 
his Lieutenants to rally all his broken Forces near 
that Pkce.

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Though his Proce<lttre of Arminius was rhe^^ 
££d of mote Generofity than Policy, yet me- 
thought it argued (b much GaUaiotry, that I coQld 
abt condemn it, notwithftanding his Precipitation 
ioco Things wkich his Father might haply difap- 
prove, (iich as the (etting at Liberty of a Man who 
at that Time was an Enemy to us upon other Ac- 
counts than the Loveof ArmimuSi and whole Per- 
foajf whik not in outCufisody might prove very 
<iangerous: to our Party. Yet could not Armnius 
zepent him of it, as hoping his Father would pardon 
-wiiac he had done, out of the Afie^ion he bore 
hittky and the CbmpKance he had for his Loves, 
especially feeing he had impowered him to do any 
Thing conducing to his ^cfigo, and was content 
hx ftould marry Ifmniia^ though 5#fi»jlei continu- 
ed his Alliance wkh our Enemies. Some Days af- 
ter he received a Recompence for that Adion by a 
Letter of Ifmenia^ which was delivered him by a 
Man nrho (ufiered himftlf to be taken by out 
StoutSi and defired to be brought before him. Ife 
ippcn'd it with cenain Eruptions of Joy, and (bond 
the TcQonr of it to be this.

were ifliicd out, our Forces behaved thctnfclvcs - 
very civilly in the Country of the Ingriones^ as be- 
ing unwilling to ruin an innocent People for the 
lojuflice of their Governour. Many Places fub- 
mztted to us without Rcfiflance, while Segeftes was 
fortifying himfelf at Bogadium^ whither he had 
retreated, (b that we be came Mafters of all ehe" 
Country of the Caufaresy except fbme few Cities, 
thofe not very ftrong, which could #iiot hold ouC 
againft us, the Country all about being at out 
Devotion. Having brought Things to this pafs, 
our Defigns received a fudden check by the Iniel" 
ligence we received at the fame Time from the 
Cberufciy by a Man whom Clearcbus had fent^ 
and from the Jngriones. by certain Perfons about 
Segeflesy whom the noble Treatment they had re- 
ceive from us had made our Friends. By the 
Envoy from Clearcbus we underftood, that the 
King of Sueviy who was the ncareft and mod ' 
powerful Neighbour of the Cberufciy one that not 
long beforc^had engaged in the PaKy of the Ro' 
tnansy made an Alliance with Segefles, inflead of 
fending into the Province of the Ingriones the Sup- 
ply we fpokc of before, to make a Diverfion that , 
might reflore Peace to the Ingriones y had made 
an Irruption into the Country of the Cberufct\ 
towards thcMefr, and the Fens of the Me/fiages ; 
that Clearcbus infliead of fending us the A&iftance 
•we expeded, had ordered their March' that way,, 
and thought he might have Occadon enough for all 
his Forces, according to the Report mucn fpreaj 
abroad, that Varus leaving Ae Province of the 
^^ngrivartty and having free Paflage to the An^ 
giliii who arc under Sub jedtion to the King of the 

Sueviy 
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Suevi^ yr»s upon his March along the Vifurgis^' 
to fill on the other Hdc oq the Cherufci. This 
we underdood by the Envoy (cnt by Celarebus } 
but thofe who were conae to us from Segefi^Sy af- 
ter Confirmation' of this Intelligence, added fur- 
ther» chat Segefies^ by the Treaty he had made 
with the King of the Suevi:^ had defigned the 
Princcfs Ifmenia to be married to Prince Marobth- 
desy his elded Son and the Heir to his Crown, 
and that it was concluded between them, that at the 
fame Time the Suevi ihpqld (et upon the Cbe-^ 
rufciy Segeftes Ihould fend the Princefs to Tuli^ 
furgium u]^on the Vifurgisy ^hcK Marobodet was 
to meet her, and thence take her along with him 
into Suevi. Arminiusy who had heard cbe firft 
parr of this Intelligence without being any way 
daunted, grew pale, trembled, and feemedaloft 
Man at the latter, and that fo much the more, in 
that he who brought it aflured us it was very cer- 
tain, that there was no doubt of ir, and that be* 
^QS what he had learned fromPerfbns who could 
not be ignorant of it, he had a particular Charge 
from the Prinafs her (elf to ^ive Arminius Notice 
thereof, and to deliver him a Letter which he then; 
pat ioro his Hands. Arminius ^ who had' noc' 
cxpeded (b much, was more ftartled at that than 
any Thing before, and opening the Letoer, he found * 
in it thefe Words*

The reading of this Letter faeisfying Arminius 
what Credit he was to give the Relation of Pj0///^j!t 
he put many Queftions to him with fuch Earned- 
nefs as fofEkientiy difcovered the cruel Difturbanoes 
he was in, and underilood from him, thatSegeftis^ 
ever fiuce his coming to Bogadium^ had not allow- 
ed the Prinlxls the Liberty the Hiid before, and had 
(b (ecretly carried on the Negotiation with the 
^tf ^vitfif Ambafiador, that (he Knew not the leaf): 
of it till all Things were concluded, having ima- 
gined till then, that they treated only about Things 
relating to the War, and meddled not with aught 
concerning her Marriage \ that ihe was excreamly 
troubled when her Father brought her thatNews» 
and rpoke to him with fb much Courage and 
Reiblucion, that Segeftes exafperated thereat, had 
commanded her not to ftir out of her own Lodg* 
ingSj, nor fpeak to any wbatfoever : That from 
that Day (he had fo littk Liberty, that Ihe had 
uudi aao to get the Oppormnity to write that Let* 
ter, and to tend it him by one of her Womeiu 
In fine, that their Defi^n was fb far ready for Eze- 
cotion, that to prevent it there was but little Time 
Co lofe, and that he w^ afraid the Princefs might 
1>e alrody gone from Bogadium^ upon her Remo- 
val to Tuilfurgiumi wmthtr Segtfits bad ordered 
her to be conduced. 

Arminrusy who, ts one at a lo(s of all Rcfblu^ 
lion, had heard thisDifcourfe of PolitiSy at laft 
- fummoned his Courage to his AfSitaace, and turn- 
ibg to me with a greater Confidence than 1 could 
havcexpe^lcd» * Unde, I fays bt) I have haply

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* us to ncgfc<^' the fccurity of our Country, to

I could not but appfote Arminius*s defign, nor 
but admire the readinefs of his Rcfblution, which 
certainly was the only beft he could take to re- 
trieve Ifmeniay and relieve his Country. Thar 
which inoil troubled me, was, that I could not 
be with him, but muft (ee him expofed alone to 
a danger wherein I would gladly have^bornc him 
Company 5 but it was a NeceflGty nt)t to be di(pu- 
ted wiihal \ that one of us muft head the Army it^ 
its march homewardSt and he would never have 
^iTer'd me to go without him upon that Enter- 
prize. We reiolv'd therefore he fliould be going 
with the next Night, and in regard we imagined 
that Marobvdes would have no great Force about 
him, iince that to go to Tulifurgium^ he came 
to no Place which was not under his own Jurif- 
didion, and where it was unlikely he '(hould fear 
any Thing, the Enemies he was fo much frighc- 
ned at, being among the Ingriones, and chat At' 
minius could not with great Numbers march & 
privately as he defired, Ht would take but five 
Hundred Hdrfe with him, ic being probable that 
Marohodes had no inorc> as^not engaged upon 
any expedition of War, and ordered Bgilochus^ 
one of his Generals, to -follow him with alike 
Number, to relieve him, if need were, and to be 
coming on bis March the Night following, (b to 
be a Day after him at Hersuhis Forcfl, a Place 
known all over Germany. I continued with the 
Army, with Intention not to leave the Place where 
we were for fomc Days, left Segeftes mighr infer 
from our departure, that we had notice or his Dc- 
iigni and would be diverted from fending Ifmenia 
10 Manbfffks. Things we^e put in Execution a$ 
. • , wc 
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"Wc had rcfolvcd, and Artninlus departing with the 
Night at the Head of five Htmdred Horie, I flay- 
ed with the Army, pretending to make a funhcr 
progrcfi into the- Coimtty, and fb ordering alf 
Things, as thzt Armhiiis's abfencc fhould not be 
obfcrved by any one from whom Segejfes might 
have taken notice of ir. Having continued in that 
Pofture a Time (afBcicnt for Arminius to Execute 
his Defign, and Stgeftes to fend away the Princeft, 
I left the Place we were in, and brought all the 
Forces back to the head of the Vifurgls where they 
had pafled over before, and marched on to the re- 
lief of the Cherufciy but with cruel difturbance of 
Mind, by Rtafoii of the Euterprize Arminius was 
engaged in. 

Mean time was Arminius gotten out of the 
Country of the Ingriones, and upon his March 
towards the P)acevhe bad designed to go to, with 
all podible Expedition and Privacy, keeping at as 
much diftance as he couM from Places much in- 
habited, and to that end having ordered his Men 
to take Provifions with them for fo many Oayr. 
AH Things (eemed to Favour him, and ne went 
for the mod; patt through thofe Places that were 
under the Jurildi^bion of the Cberufci^ and whence 
there could not any notice be brought to Marobo^ 
desy who coming from a pan of the Country auire 
oppofite, could not receive any intelligence of the 
march of Arminius, For two Days he kept along 
the yifurgisy and leaving it when he came ovet 
againft the Country of the Cattiy entred the Fo- 
rcft of Hercules y which is of a large Extent, and 
in fbme part divides the Cherufci from th^ An' 
giils. There had he the Opportunity to lie con- 
cealed, arid to fend fonie of the moft prudent and 
trufty of his M?n towards Tui^urgium, to Icarii 
vhetber MaroMet were pafled by, and in what 

Con- 
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Condition. Thefe Men acquitted themlclves of 
che charge laid apon chem, and fatisfied him at 
their return^ that Fortune had been more hi$ Friend 
than he expeded, by pteCeming him with a Maa 
belonging to Marobodes^ whonv (hey had taken, 
and who without much urging, told him, that 
Marobodcs was gone by, andhad been in Tulifur* 
glum two Days, chat he was to come away thence 
that Day, and repafs the Vifurgit with the Prin* 
ce(s, to lodge that Night at Csfia^ t\it firft City 
in his way smei his coming into the Fro?ince of the 
Angiliiy and whether he was (etit before to pre- 
pare all Things for his reception 5 that he had bat 
Four Hundred Hor(e with him, but that he 
thought the Princefs would be accompanied by a 
co'nfiderable number of Ingrhncs as far as theCi* 
ty Mefuvium upon the J/his, and the Frontier* 
Town of the Suevi-Senones^ where the Iting was 
to come, and Marohodes to marry the Princefs \ 
that he had carried her away the Day before, bad 
(he tu>c defired to refl that Day, as finding hee 
(elf fomewhat indifpo(ed. 

Arminius informedhim(eIf of divers other par- 
ticulars, which he refiedcd not much upon : S^ 
that perceiving he had little Timeco lofe, and pot- 
ting the Man under a fttidl Guard, left he mighc 
break their Deiign, he drew out into a VaS^ 
which lay not. far from the way 'mYiiA, Marokodit 
was to pafs, fisnding out two HocfemeD to brinf^ 
him word of his firlt appearance. The Hope he 
conceived of the good Suooefs of his Encerpriw 
had raifed in him a Joy, that made htm appcac 
mote chearful and refolute than they had ever ot>- 
ietved him before: He had an excelieot Horfe 
under him, his Arms were fumpmous and able 
to dazzle an Enemy, and all his deportment, as I 
have underAood uiSce, was the moft Mactial and 
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(Mm im^inaUe. He enoouiaged his Men wicb 

tbe moft prcfliog motives lie cottU think on, ca 

%br for his Foctune and his Ltfc, repre(encing 

to cbein how chat both abfolately depended oo 

the event of that day's Engagement, telling them^ 

that he had ordered Egitocbus to join with him 

with five Hundred Horfe, and that it couid not 

he long ere he come up, bat that the fuddenneft 

of the ocafion permitted not vnj longq: ftay for 

him, and that out of the confidence he had of 

their Vabut» he doobted- not of the Vi^ory wixh- 

OQt any other Affilbmce. They anfwered him 

vich thofe afiiiranoes whence he derived bo fmaB 

Hopes of the good>Saccers he ihonld meet with i 

m not bne after being advertifcd that the Surui 

vere in^ fight, he drew up bis Men out of the 

Valley, but ix>t till tbe Enemy was come fo near 

as that he could not avoid an Engagement, and 

that he could difix>vcr J/minU*$ Chariot between 

two great parties of Hor(e. 

As (bon as he appear'd, Msr9bodts was furprt^ 
xed at ic, as having not imagitied he ihotiki meet 
with ady Enemies in that Country, bisThonghta 
heine mote taken op with Us Loves than fighting % 
hut being a vav tiout Perfoii, and findmg the 
Kofflber of thofe he had about him, accounting' 
the IngriontSt greater than' that of his Enemies^ 
he called fox Asms, and patting himfelf into them 
with all diligence, (bod ready for the charge. ^r«- 
minUts had toft all finr, when he law the Ptince(s 
was in a Chariot which could not eafily be turned 
hack, in caSt they wae defirous to avoid fighting i 
and heighmed by a nobk Confidence in nis own 
Valour, and that of bis Men, he came on a good 
round pace, and fell in with the grcaceft impocu^ 
fity in the World, among that Party where A4ar^ 
Mii was* His Men Cmnded kun wid^ muck 
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Calhnttjj Co that the Ground was in a ihort rime 
covered with the Bodies chat fell on both (ides. 
The Suevit who were of the moft confiderable 
in thck Country, behaved thethfelves very vali- 
jintly about their Prince ; and the JngrioneSy whom 
S^efies bad culled out of tho(e that were mofl: 
aftedionate to him, were cut to pieces about the 
Chariot of eben: Prince{s» Arminius miking htsi 
way among the thickeft of his Enemies, (bughe 
all about for Marohodety and challenged him one 
to fight, by crying to him, as much as the tumuk 
and nolle would permit, that he was Arminius^ 
and that Marobodes could not expc(5l a grcatec 
Honour than to deal with Arminius , his Rival, - 
and Enemy. ^Nor did Marobodes avoid him ; but 
his Men, who dreaded the Valour of Arminius^ 
ftt themielves before him. Yet could they not do 
it fo, bui^ that at laft, notwithftanding all theic 
Oppo(iti6n, Arminius came up to him, and after 
fome blows dealt on both iides> forced him to the 
Ground with two tbiufls through the Body. He 
defired not a more abfolure Victory ^ and breaking 
through whatever oppofed him, he difpatched the 
mofl: obAinare, put to. flight others, and fparcd 
thole that forbore further refinance, nay, permit- 
ted them to relieve and look after their Princei if 
£) be he were capable of it. 

Having no more Enemies to engage with, he 
alighted, and running to Ifme»sar*s Chariot, -he 
prelented himfelf before hec, covered over witb 
blood and duft, and in. a condition that might 
have frightned her, if (he had not immediately 
called to mind the countenance of Arminius. The 
)oy he was in fmother'd his Speech } but taking 
her by the hand, he killed it with fuch earne(^- 
uels, as would not fuffer* him of a long time to 
quit it. Jfmcni^^ as having greater comxaand of 
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her Cclf^ fpoke firft, and cadeavouriDg to over* 
come the difturbance that fpedacle had raifed in 
her apprehenfions, and to nr-aftbme the wonted 
fcrenity of her looks ; • Arminius {fa'td Jhe fo 
blm) I fee you in a terrible poftare, after (a 
firange a manner,- that I know not whether I 
can rejoice at fuch a meeting with you. If ^r- 
minius [replied be) be more dear to you than 
MMrobodes^ you have leafon to rejoice j but if 
you love Marobodes^ better thaw you do Ar» 
minius^ I confefs you have but little grcnind to 
be glad. I had no love for Marobodesy (replies 
Jfmenia) and Arminius cannot doubt but he is 
precious in my AfFedions v but I put a Father 
into an implacable indignation ; I am in the 
hands of a Lover whom he is an Enemy to, 
and I am the cau(c of all the blood that hatlr 
been fpilt iii my fight. Yet docs not this hin- 
der, but that I am what lever have' been to you : 
But it ihould not feem ftraiige to you, that all' 
thefe things fhould difturb the joy it is to mc 
to (ce you again, and to e(cape the danger T 
was in never fo have been yoin*s. 
Arminius anfwered this difcpurfe of the Prin- 
cefs with words full of tranfponation, and em- 
braced her knees a longtime, notwiihftanding her 
endeavours to make him forbear it j * My dearcft 
' Prince(s, {faid be to her)' it ftood not with the 

* goodnefs of the Gods to fafFer'thc rnjuftice was 

* done me, and they have made the ctueUy of 

* Segeftes contribute to my happinefs. Let all' 

* the World now arm it felf againft me, nothing^ 

* ihall crojible my Fortune, fince I am at the 

* k'Ct of my Ifmenia. 

The Piincefs interrupted his tranfpcrtations by 
asking him, whether Marobodes were dead, and 
ihc put^hac quefliou to him with a didurbance/ 

whence 
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whence he could not buc perceive the compailioa 
(be was moved to. ArmMus called iuto her 
pretence thofe who had taken care of him, and * 
they informed her that he was not dead, but in 
great danger^ if he were not looked, to. Ifmenia 
ordered him a Chariot, wherein were fome of 
her Women, to carry him to the next Town ,, 
where he might be relieved, and difcovered tO' 
thofc were left of his P|rty, the pity flie had of 
his inisfortune. They departed with their Prince 
in the Chariot, and Armimus himfelf exprefled 
to them how much he was troubled for his wounds. 
Upon which ifmenla^c^izA toqctii|^ephicewhefe* 
the engagement had happened, asnUiiiceiTing a* 
horror at the fight of the de^d bodies; but when 
ihe was gone tome dinatke from it, cauiing the 
Chariot to f^ay, and fpeaking to Armlnius who- 
rode by it j * Armimus {faidjhe to btm) I pray 
' lefi me .now know what your imenrions are!' 

< No other. Madam, {refHed he) than to fubmie 

< to yours even to death. But how {replied Jbe} 

* do you intend to difpofe of me? I conceive 

* CA>' *^^ Prince to ber\ there is no place where 

* you may be more &re, or more powerful, than

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* noc to rake it ill, chat baviog ofiendcd a^ainft 

* decency in the things chat are moft efleotia), 

* being by the malice of my Fortune forced 
' thereto^ I fhoald cbCerve it in tho(c I may,. 
^ wichoat patting you into any danger of my 
« lofs. 

Having uttered tho(e Words, ihe caft her lye? 
on the couiKenancc of Arminius $ and faw he 
looked earueftly on the ground, with all the marks 
of a mortal afflidion, that he figh*d, not know- 
ing what tQ anfwer her i and could hardly rdrain 
certain Tears which would force their paflage out $ 
' What aik ^^Jirminius (faidflHy feting bim 
in tba$..fttp0lm^) fpeak Arminius^ and give me 
your advice to find out a fecure and honourable . 
place for my retreat, in ezpedation of the change 
of my Fortune, and the humour of Segeftts* 
I thought {fays Arminius to ber after tbe fad* 
deft manner in the World) that you could oor 
have found one either more (ecure, or more 
Jbonourabk, than to be with a Prince whoin 
you are willing to make your Husband, aiui 
performing the cermony thereof, put your (cH 
out of all Kar, both as to the reports of People^ 
and the difplrafure o( Segeftes : But fince I haye 
been fo much miftaken, and that haply I am 
ftill as unfommate as ever I was ia my Life> 
let as go^ Madam, let us go to what part of the 
Earth you think fit to retire to j let us go, if 
you think fit, even into the Arms of Segeftes^ 
I ihall be able to coudud you any wherci with- 
out repining, leave you, when you command 
me to do it, and be the author of my own deatK 
without complaining,. when I (hall have lofl: all 
my hopes. ^ 

He fpokc thcfe Words after fo prcfluig a man- 
ner, and accompany*d them with Co great dif- 
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covcrics of his grief, that Ifmenia's conftancy im-, 
mediately gave way, and a^er fhe had continued 
awhile a^s it were in'rafpenfe without anfwering 
him, of a (udden taking her refblurion, andreach- 
htm her hand: * ArmtnittSy (faidjhefo bim) 
. * I am yours, and no queflion, had you the 

* firil reward' of your Love and Virtue, you were 

* worthy (btnething of greater value than Ifmenla* 

* Let us goto C/earebus-y fince you defire it Ihould 

* be fo, I fhall follow you \hither without' any 

* repugnance*, and ani farisfied, that with fnch a: 

* Hasband I ftiall not need fear aught as to the' 

* difpleafbre of a Father, or the reproaches of^ 

* Men.' Twcre impoflSble for me to reprcfent 
to you the joy Arminrus conceived at this dif- 
courft of ifmeniaSy and I fhould fpin out my 
relation to a tedious length to entertain you with 

-aw* the particulars thereof. I fliall therefpre only 
tell you, that after he had thoufands of times em- 
braced her Knees, and fpoke the mod paflionate' 
Woifds imagrnablc, to exprcfs his relentment to 
her,, he caoled the Chariot to drive on, and rode 
by it with his Men, fo heightncd with the fattf-' 
^dion of his own thoughts, that he could hardly 
keep within the limits of moderation.* 

,Tbey took their way towards the chief City ot 
the Cberufiiy and a little before Night, came to a 
Village where they would ftay that Night, though 
the aocoRlmodations as to Lodgings were but very ' 
poor. Arminius pafled a way feveral hours at the 
Feet o£ Jfrneniay in the poor Lodging they found 
her, and being not troubled at any thing, but to 
fee the inconvenience Ihe was put to, he not only 
thought that Night the befk and mod happy of 
all thofc that had preceded it, but pcrferr^d it be- 
fore all the Days and Moments of his Lffe paft. 
The. poor Ptioce thought he bad FoQiine under 

his 
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his Fcety when tbac implacable Enemy was ptcps- 
ling Misfortunes ibt bim far more cruel tban any 
he had fufFcrcd before, and bad flaitered bim only 
for £ome Minutes, chat ibe might flietv bioi her 
more terrible Countenance afterwards. In the 
Morning betimes, Armifiius having fcnt fome of 
his Men towards Hercules's Foreft to fee whether 
JBgi/ockus with the Party fee commanded .were 
come thither, kft the Village with his Company, 
and unfortunately as it happened to him, marched 
Jon as one blinded by his joy and happineG, and 
that thought himfelf as Fecure as if he had been 
iu ab(blute Peace in the chief City of the Cbe- 
rufcL Drawing out of a Valley, which had de- 
prived him the fight of the Country about, he' 
immediately finds the Champaign covered with fe- 
ver^l (quadrons of Horie, and was gotten (b near 
ttc hp perceived them, that he could difcern the 
Roman Eagles, and faw that he was fallen inco 
the Hands of the Romans, At which fight^ frighte- 
ned for Jfmeniay and not out of any thought of 
himfelf, he ran to her, and with much trouble 
acquainted her with the danger he was in. Jfme* 
nia was moved at it as ihe ought to be, yet ^em* 
ed nothing the leTs courageous, and caQing her* 
felf out of the Chariot, got up behind Armini^tf 
to try if (he could poflibly eicape, as conceiving 
he would rather die tban'lcave her. Her Woman 
did the hke s but all proved ineffedual, ib that 
Arminius going to put forward, Ifmenia notable 
to fit, was forced to flip down to the Ground : 
And during that Time, the Romans difperfing 
themfelves to hinder their e(cape, they (aw it^was 
in vain to attempt it. Her Womeui who could 
fit better than (he, were carried away^U (aveo^e, 
who was left to runthefan^e FarcQnewith he;:, and 
-Armifiius fee- himfelf before hg with all Jtif.M^Q, 
' ' * as 
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as refolved to lofe his Lik ac her Feet. JJmeniM 
upon this occafion diicovering a courage not infe- 
rior to his, * ArminiuSy [faidjhi to btm ) I will 

* io this misfortune make a greater cxpreflion than 
' ever I have done of the AfFedion I have for you. 

* I ihould fear nothing from the Romans ^ if I 

* were but known to be Daughter to Segefles^ 
'* and no doubt but they wouM treat me fuitably 

* CO (b near a relation to an Ally they refped 4 

* but I am conideat on the other fide they woald 
^ deliver me up to S€gtjfes, and that I Oiould be 

* abfolotely lofi to Arminius* I wiU therefore 

* nm Fortunes with you, as being involved ia 

* thofe of my Hnsbandt and expofe my felf to 

* the mi(eries of Captivity, rather than dilcovet 

* my (elf to be Daughter to Segiftes. Aflurt 

* your fibif, that before I do that, I (hall fufiet 
« any thing but the lots of my Honour, and it 

* fliaU be only to fecnte it, that I Oiall reveal 

* who lam. 

She had hardly concluded her difcourfe, which 
was (o full of gcncrofity, ere Arminius and his 
Men were lee upon by the R0»r«ffx, and furround* 
«d in fticb manner, that there was no probability 
of (aitty for any one that wooJd noc abandon 1J^ 
mtni0. I Ihall not, my Lord, trouble you with 
the particulars of that engagement, wherein Va- 
lour was over pitHed with number, aud only tell 
you, that after prodigious attempts, Arminius feft 
down dead in all apprehenfion, with divers grea( 
Wounds about him, and chat all his Men were . 
kiH*d, fo ^bat one did noc efirape the fury of the 
Romans y and that deprived of fenfe he loft the 
Prince^, aud could never learn how (he had been 
tarried away. This was done by Vtrus's Horfe^ 
who according to the Treaty made with Segeftes^ 
was «atte ftbm aaaong the Angrtvariiy to make 
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irruptioos inco the Country of the Ckerufci^ tod 
was ad?anc*<i before the infantry, which was aifo 
«Q its march ac not many hours diftancc behind 
ihenu 

The Romans had not been gone an hour from 
the place, when Egilocbus^ with the five hundred 
Horfe under his cojnmand, guided by thofe that 
had been (cut to him, comes where the Fh'ght 
had been, and among many of his Acquaintance 
that he knew, found t be deplorable ^rf»/»/ffx wcl» 
tring in his own Blood. He runs to him, and 
perceiving in him fome remainders of Li^, he 
difpofed him into a Litter which he cau(cd to be 
made, and had him carried into a City not far 
from thence. You will not, my Lord, think ic 
much I. fhould contrail a rehition wherein you 
are noc to expedk any thing further that is olea- 
fant, and that I tell you in tew Words, what hath 
happened to us (ince. You are then to know, 
that Arminitts having been well look'd after in 
that City, which belong'd to the Cberojii, dif- 
covered (bme hopes of Lik^ and (bon after was 
in a condition to be remov*d to Angeiia, which 
is one of the pnndpal Cities of the Cherufci^ 
where CUarcbuSy almoft out of himfelf with 
grief, met him, and caufed him to be fb attend* 
ed, that he was wholly recovered within three 
Months from theDay of the Engagement, and uo 
Iboocr. 

Mean time,! was gotten into the Province of 
the Cberufiiy with the Army I brought back with 
me oat of the Country of the Ingrhnts^ aiid hay- 
ing met with the Forces of Varusy fome Days af- 
ter the misfortune of ArminiuSy I fought them 
with lb much advantage on our fide, that he was 
forc*d to retreat to the frontiers of the Suevi% 
whither 1 purfii'd him, and made him glad to 
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join wich the Suevian Troops whi^h lay along 
xbc Rivec A/bis. HaTing underftood there whar 
condition Arminius was in, I left all tocome and 
(ee him at Angelia^ where I found hira in a 
way to recover ; biic infinitely more indifpofed in 
mind thao body, as being not deiirous of eithec 
life or health, out of any other lefped than to 
■employ it in xhe. recovery of JJmenU. The name 
of Ifmenia was perpetually in his Mouth, and 
feem*d to he the only busthen of his Memory ; 
and had he been a Perfon of leCs Courage, no 
^Qubt but he bad died out of a pure grief chat he 
had fo unfortunately lod her. To rai(e him ouc 
of which all I could do^ was by all the fentiments 
of Friendfhip to proreil: to hint, I would fpend 
my Life to the lail gafp to find her out. 

Some Days after, being call'd away to the Army 
that lay dill upon the Suevian Frontiers, I made 
^ood the advantaees we had gotten fo well, that 
our Enemies durit not ftir ouc of their Frontier 
Towns \ Ciearcbus having fent another Body un- 
der the Condud of E^llocbus to the Borders of 
the /^[grftftf^x, hecookluch order, that he preven- 
ted the exafpcraced SegeJUs from attempting any 
thing. About that time we underftood, that 
imagining bis Daughter had been wich Arminiu^ 
.and luceuled agaiuit her no Icfs than againft Ar* 
miniusj he married, purpofdy to cut her off from 
being Heir to his Provinces j and we heard ]ike« 
wife, that Marobodes was not dead of his wounds, 
and that there were hopes of his recovery ,* buc 
that the King his Father, cxcreamly afHided at 
that accident, had after feme days ficknefs ended 
his days, and that the Crown was fallen to iif/iro- 
.4«^«, who being not, by reafon of hi$ indifpo* 
fit ion, in a capacity to mind either the War oc 
Civil Covcrmncm of kis Countryi was forced to 
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commie all to the inanagemcnt of his Lieute- 
nants, tili fuch time as he were perfe^Iy le- 
' covered. ' 

In the mean time Armtniusi as foon as he was 
able to tit on Horfe-back, came to (he place where 
I was, with a refolution to wandec all the World 
over, bur he would find IJmenla, Having under* 
flood that Hie was taken by the Romans, we had 
fent feveral PerioRS to R^mt to make enquiry whe- 
ther ihe had been brought thither^ but they re- 
rarned without the lca(F account of her ^ fo that 
Jrminius and my felf concluded there was no 
way more likely to hear of her, than by becom- 
ing Mafters of the liberty o^ Varus who had taken 
her, or at lead his Forces, and that if we might 
be fb fortunate as to take him Prifoner, the de- 
livery of ffmenia fhould be the price of his Li • 
lierty. To that end, drawing' back our Forces 
further than they were, into the Country of the 
Cbtrufcs^ under pretence of the (eafbu, which 
•b^an to be harih and cold in Germany y wc 
engaged in an enterprize proceeding rather from 
the (iiggedions of Love and Youth, than tho(e of 
Prudence 3 and having learned from the Spies we 
continually bad about him, that Varus ^ naturally 
negligent enough, was not very careful toiccure 
himielf» and that he was eQcamp*d upon the 
hanks of the River A Ibis, with not many about 
him, and in a Place far enough from the other 
Quarters to be foon reliev'd, we departed, Armi' 
nius and my (t^lF (for I \vould not quit him ia 
this enterprize, for the regret I conceiv'd at his 
misfonuac in the precedent) taking a long march 
which held us all Night, with fix hundred Horfe, 
we were by break otlTay ready to beat up his 
Quarters : We broke through all chat oppofed us, 
cat in pieces all that wcte about himr*aiid made 
Yoi. Yin» E ow 
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'Onz way to his Tent, and faadcerrainly taken hiim 
if, as ill ForiuDc would have it, he had not been 
reheved by the main Body of his Forces whick 
then accidentally ^pafled'by co go atid '£ncamp on 
the other fide. You have undcfftood what hath 
happened to us fince, how we were taken after 
<the io(s of all out Men, and howVarus^ whom 
our Confidence had railed an admiration in, as 
well as frighcned, not able to learn who we were, 
•cither from our ^hes or thofc of our Men who 
were taken with us, and not^ fofpe^Hng to find 
l^rinces and ^Generals, >much lefs Artninius and 
Jnguiomtr engaged in on £ntcrpti2e fit only for 
the execution i of Defptradocs ana Soldiers of For- 
tune, fenc :us with .divers other Captives to a 
City of the Romans^ «whefe wc were ftridly 
^watched, and , fince difpofed of us to him that 
hath the over-fight of the Gladiators, imagining, 
from what he had fecn us do, we were very nt 
for that Exercife: Nor fhall I trouble you with 
the Hardfhips Arminius fiif&red during our Capti* 
'vity, noriell you that his Love was a greater tor- 
ment to him than all the Miferies of Imprifbn- 
^ent, nor the fhame.he conceived at the £xerci& 
wc were put to \ the Relation would prove long 
and tedious, and you may fupply it your fclf, my 
Lord, by the re£edion you may eafily make on 
what a violent Love and a too jufl AfiBidionma/ 
produce in fudi a Soul as that of Arminius*

[he Clofct. jigrippa ainliJering 
I'Jin upon the DiCcoui^c^oi Inguiemer much be- 
yond whal he had done by the bare Name of ^r- 
rniniut, though it vcre of gtcaier Rcputatjotl 
among the Romam, enteciained him it'irh aH the 
cxprc^on of a ical EQeem he had fot him \ and 
after he had obliged him to fit down, * I have been 
' informed {[aid be to bim] by VntiKlnguiemer^ 
ofyouE noble, but doleful Adventures i and con- 
cern my feif therein, not as a Reman, but as 
one of your Allies: The Fame of your Virtue, 
and that of the Ptince your Unck, was not a 
litile fpread among us ; but 1 have now-been 
acquainted with particulars, which oblige me 
to a far greater cflecm for ymr Perfons, ami a 
more renfLbk rezrcc for your Misfortunes : Ir 
fhould be one ofniy heartied wiflies, I could

uringii^ hath n»ade a Trace for feveral Years 
with Segefies9Xi6. Maroh$day who Aill' ooocinne 
their Fidelity to our (ide, and who have been 
the more willingly induced thereto, out of a 
belief they both were of, tbac you were dead { 
and that Segefies^ who )^th s^teady a Son by 
(he Wife he lately married ^defigas him to in* 
berit his Dominioas, not thiDking anymore of

I wodid inrrtac Inguhmer 
to fee it again, and accept, which I gladly re- 
fign "him, the Sovereignty over the Cbervfii^ 
and I wiih the Gods were fb pleafed I had 
fome great Empire to preient him with, to re* 
quite the obligations I have received from his 
Friendlhip; 'Twere uhjoft he (hiould be pcr- 
petuallyinvolved in my Kfiferiesi- and he hath 
faf&red enough by a harfh iind crud Captivity^ 
and the ihfamon^ £zierct(e, out of wliich yod « 
relieved tis, to exempt him from any further 
engagement in my Errant- Fortune, which will 
carry me all over the World, either to find ouc 
J/menhy or if my endeavours prove incficduall 
Death,* Armviut having uttered theft Words, 

could 
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eooid not bat burft inco Tears, Whereat Agr'tppa 
was excrcamly tronbkd. Whereupon Inguiomtr 
mrningto him with a diflatisfied Look, * Do not^ ^ 
^ Armintus (faidbe t9bim) do doc oSer (b great 

* a violence to our Friendihip^ by the averfion 
^ you ezprefs for my Company, and the injuri- 

* ous Pro^rs you would ^ make me. I (hall be 

* equally able with you to fuppott the inconve- 
' oieucies of our Fortune, and it is long finceyou. 
^mijght have been affiired, that I value youc 

* Friendihip beyond the Sovereignty of the Cbe^ 

* rufci,' They were thus engaged in Difcourfe, 
when an OflEiar of Agrippa\ caufing Torches 
to be brought into the Clofec, gave him notice* 
that the Priocefs Julia^ accompanied by ftvcral 
other Princefies, was tome into his Chamber, 
and that her Vifit proceeded out of a curiofiw flie 
had to (ee chofe two famous Stran|^rs, who(c ad- 
venture hfl^d made fo much noi(e that Day iti> 
A/exandtia. Agrippa fomewhat furprized at 
it» turns to Atmintus s and being infinitel}r cir* 
cumfpe^ and generous in all things: ^ It is far 
*■' from my thoughts {fild be to ITim) that you. 

* ibouU be •blig'd to any thing difconfenant ttK 
^' your own ladinations; and though the Princcft 
' yuJis be a Perfon the mod obliging and of&r 

* ciotts in the WorM, and that I dare afltire you^

^ing with what circumfpeAion he treated him. 
And to chat end; wiping the Teais^ that were 
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(kill in his Face, he told him, That had he known 
he were defirous of any fuch thing, he would 
have gone himfelf to wait on the Pnnceis Julia., 
and thofe other Perfoa^ wlom. be was willing 
he ih^uld (ee. He had hardly, (aid So much, 
when the Daughter of Auguftus was eome to 
the Door, and enters the Gofet, followed by the 
the two Princefles of Armenia^ Ofympia^ An^ 
dromedMy Urania^ and (everal other Ladies, who 
Ordinarily kept her Company. Agrippa ran to 
xncec her, and the two Cherufcian Princes made 
low Obcifances, to give her the Salute due to her 
Quality. The Comclincfs of their Perfbtis height* 
cncd by Garments fuitable co their coodition, 
Appeared to that illuftrious Aflembly much other- 
ivi^ than it had feem*d to thofe who had fecn 
theni in the Amphitheatre^ though there broke 
forth a blufhing into their Countenances, out of a 
rcfledion on the ignominious Treatment they had 
that Day rccciv'd. . 

^ulia was infinitely fatisfied to fee them« and 
was going to fpeak to them with her ordinary 
Civility, when of a fudden fke pereeives aekange 
in the Countenance of Arminlusy and that £6 re« 
xtiarkable, as that he fecm*d to be wholly tran^ 
rported, and in a manner at a lofs of all appre* 
lienfion. He retir'd (bme paces back, daggering 
and lifting up his Hauds and 'Eyt^ to Heaven \ 
but while the Princefles were obferying his A^ion^ 
not without aftonifhmenr, they heard a noile be* 
hind them, and turning about to (ee what the 
matter was, they perceived the Fair CipaJJisy who 
came along with Julia to make that Vint, falling 
into a Swoon between Andromeda and Sulpitia^ 
and difcovering, but with much more weaxnefs^ 
a furprize not inferior to thatof ^rm/iiitfx. Whila 
{he. Noble Aflembly were in fufpenfe what to 
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ibiok of rJiat Accident, Agrippa having with

the Oiftaroance he was in : Ab^ my Lord; (faid 
he, with a Tranfport he was not able to fopprefs) 
J fie Ifmencal And imniedfately, not minding 
the Refpe^ he iboutd have obfervcd in the Pre* 
(eoce of Julia^ and fo many great Princefles, 
which upon any other occaiioif he had not been 
a* wanting to, and quite forgetting the care he had 
till then taken to conceal bim(clf ftom t\it Romans^ 
h« runs to Cipajps^ whom Suipitia held in hec 
Arms, and calling her by the name of J/menia^ 
be fell down at her Feet, and embraced her Knees, 
with an A(5^ion Co paflionate, that all prefett 
were much more mov*d apnd aOloni&ed than be- 
fore. Cipaffis^ or now IfmenUii recovering the 
wcaknefs and difturbance, which made. her in a 
mannet incapable of dilcerning what was before her, 
and perceiving that he whoembraced her Knees was 
her deareft Arminius^ the fame Arminius whofe 
Image nothing conld force out oihct Remembrance, 
fte took him about the Neck, andf embracing him 
with an Adion wholly affe^ttonjoe, waihM^his 
Head with her Tears, which AfioHon and Joy 
forc*d at that time out of the fame Source whence 
Grief and Affiidiou had drawn fehiany before. 

The whole Aftmbly ftood am'aied at this Ad- 
Tentuffr, but Julis much Icfs thzn', any of the 
reft } for having beejn entertained hj^ipaffis with 
the Hiftory of her Life, even to the lead circum>> 
ftances, £he doubted not, upon that Spe<5UtIev 
but that the Perfbn Ihcfaw at the Feet of Ifrnt^ 
nisy was the fame Arminius 4vkoin. ihe had 
made her fo wdl acquainted with • by the Rela** 
tion ihe bad given her of him: .Being. of ^o cz^ 
cclknt good Nature, and having a particular a^ 
fcAion ior CipfiJJ^s^ Ihe cpnceivU at this occurs 
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rence all the (atisfa^ioo which the concernments 
of a Pcrfon highly belovM can pofliWy raifc in a» 
well difpoied SouU and coming up to C^^i/^x 
with an earneftneTs which difcovered how much 
flic thought her felf interefted in- her Fortune t:

y«/fii aofwer'dthis pafiSonate Difbourfe of the 
Princefs JJmma^ by (everal Kiffis fhe gave'hef,. 
wrhile in the mean time Arminiup having caifcd^ 
liimfelf, kneerd down before her, notwithftand^ 
ing her endeavours to make him forbear it, and 
looking on Ificr, not only as the Daughter of 
Augufluiy but a Deity that had pfeferved and« 
ccftored Ifmeuh (o him:. * GeleClial Princefs, 

* ijkid be to ber) worthy Offspring of the 

* l^loud of the Gods, accept the Adorations 
« of a :poor Stranger, whopx from the moik 
t c * deploy 
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* deplorable coodicioo whereto Forcune could- 

* have reduced him» yoa now raUe to the 
^ higheft Felicity •, aud fince there can be no ac- 
<' koowledgment but is below Co tran(cendem an* 
*' Obligation, nor words bat muft be ihort of 

* my Re(eniinentSy be pleafed to receive the Ad-

was the Di^ar(e of Arminius ^ and the incom* 
liable Julia having forced him to rife, and 
ueatingliim with her wonted Civility towards 
Sovereign Princes, and thofe for whofe worth (he 
had a particular efteem: * 1 think my fclf very 

* Happy (faidjhe to bim) that I have contribated' 
' any 'thing to the Repofe and Fortune of a 
*'' Prince, whofc Virtue 1 have long iince received 
^ an account of, and had an efleem for \ and to 

* make your Felicity yet more confummate, I am 
*' to tell you, that I ihall nor only rcftore Jfmenia 
^ CO you, but that you will receive her with the 
*' moft accompliih*d Af&dtion that ever was, and 
'a Fidelity towards towards you ^har uo:hing 
f cbuii ever ihake. 

While Ju/ia • by this difcovery made Arminius 
the happied Man in the World, If/gtuivmer who* 
was no Icfs elevated than he ac that happy change 
0f his Fortune, approached Jftmniay which the 
.fair Princefs pcrcciv iug, ihc rcceiv'd him with 
dcmondracions of .tender nefs Httle different from' 
.thoCe wherewith the had entertained her Artni^ 
nius, Agrippa, who out of the excellency of 
his good Nature, very eat neftly concerned him- 
self in the Misfortunes of that Prince, look'd on 
this Accident with extraordinary fatisfadion -, and 
all thofc fair Princcflies, and ©thcr illuftrious Per- 
fons, in whom the admir^le Endowments of 

Cij^aJJis had raifed an cftecm- and. afic^ion for 

her^ 
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her, underflood with abundance of Joy, chat fhc 
was a Princefs born, and thac that cruel Melan- 
choUy which had Co often interrupted the (ereni' 
ty of her Enjo^rments, and which it was obferved 
At took lip other courfc to fubdue, than by an 
extraordinary Virtue, was difpcU'd by this for- 
tunate meeting with-himjwhofe absence occafioned 
it. They all careflcd her in their turns, and ex* 
preiled the fatisfadion they conceived thereat: 
And whereas Ju/ia was excreamly a lover of 
Ppeedom, and had a natural averdon for all PLe^ 
fervednefs in matter of Converfation, they im* 
braceH her more freely in her Pretence, than they 
would have done, had {he been o£ a more C6* 
vere Difpofition: Nay, it was (bme trouble to- 
her to fee that Armtnius and Ifmenia could not 
cnrertain one the other am idd To great an Aflembly, 
as in all probability they fhould have been defirous- 
to do; infbmuch, that the more to favoot 
them as to that particular, as (he went away, 
Ihe told Armnius^ Thar after Supper he migHc 
come and Yifit his Jfmenia^ and have all the 
Liberty he could wiih to entertain her, and 
that ihe durft promise him, he fliould find her 
as amiable as he had left her at their (eparadon. 
In the mean Time the Princefs Cleopatra hzA 
pafled away the Day with Elifay Candace^ An^ 
t$nia^ and divers other Priuce(ks, who had been 
unwilling to be Spectators of the bloody Divenife* 
ments of the Amphiteatre \ and whereas there was 
a very intimate Friendlliip between her, the Prin- 
cefs ofFartbUi and the Queetr of jEthhpiay and 
that there was betwixt thele admirable Perfons a 
perfedl Commonicarion of all their Conccrnraenrs, 
without the lead Refcrvednefs, all their Proceed- 
ings being the EfTcd of an abfolute Confidence, 
they (ought, as much as lay ia their Pqwet, the 

Oppor- 
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Qpporninitics of converfing among themfelvcson- 
}y : And having thac Day made a (hrfc to di(^ 
engage chcmfelves of all €ompan)s th^ fupped' 
privately in Eiifas Cloiet, and^ imtnediately aixer 
went down a- private pair of Stairs into the fumpw 
taons Gardens of the Palace r The DeligbtfuhieGi 
of the Place might indeed obhge them to a ihorr 
Walk there*, 3C a Time wiierf the Coolnefs made 
k the more pleafanc, for it was juft as the Dark« 
jiefi began tb fpread it felf over the Earth, yetnoe 
fo as but that the Moon afforded them Lighc 
enough to dtfcern in fbme meafore the ExceHen* 
cies of the magnificent Garden of the Ptolomhs; 
but it was a-ftronger Ktotive made them more de- 
firous of theDiverHonat thac Time *, for Candace^ 
who the Day before had not had (b much as a 
fight of C£farhy as well by reafon of the Meet* 
ings flie was forced to be prefent at, as the feveral 
Companies flic could not difengage herfelf from, 
had found a means to give him Notice by Bte^^ 
eUsy whom C///i> had' chat Day fpokenwith, to 
come at Night into the Garden, and expedt her 
in Tuch a Walk as (he had appointed him. CAr^ 
faira, who had (iich Refpeds for fo great and 
deferving a Brother, as made her equally earneft 
to (ee him with Candace herfelf, would not fufFec 
hex to go upon* fbch a Defign alone : And EHfd^ 
acquainted with their Intentions, would "needs 
accompany them, as welh out o( the Friend Ihip 
Hie had for them, as by thac means to avoid a 
Vifit from Jgrippa, 

They had already crofTed fbme Walks in their 
ivay to. that where they were to meet with C^/i- 
riOf when they perceived pafGng at no great Dif- 
tancc from them, a Man, who, as they themfelves» 
(ccmcd to avoid Company, and to alleviate his 
Affli^fiioii^ wasdefirotts gf che Enjoyments of Soli- 
tude: 


tude: Paffine fomewhat do(e to them, bdog ii 
£bems in fucn a Diftradlion of Apptehenfions, as^ 
that he mioded not much what way hetook, and: 
the Moon*lhine beiue fuch, as that it was eafy to 
di(cern objcds at fo imalladtftaDoej EHfa difco^ 
Tcrcd him to bt Artatrnff-, and neither ihe nor hec 
Companions were troubled at the Accident, as^ 
well in reeard he was aPerfon they dafft confide- 
nt and that C/e^patra and Cand/Ue^ • out of the - 
Efteem they had for him^ were much fatisfied it 
was in their Power to procufe him the ConverGi^ 
tion o( Eiifay as that they were-more refolute,. 
having his Company, in a Place where the very 
oonfideration of the Darknefs might a little fright- 
en them. Though Eitfa had the greateft rea(bn» 
to be dedrous of his Company, yet was it the * 
officious Candact that call'd him \. and Artabatti 
who it ftems had net perceived them till he was • 
gotten very neai*» approaching upon the hearing: 
of him (elf nam*d, and ^perceiving who they were, . 
acknowledged tlw Indulgcnoe of the Gods towards 
bim in fo fortunate a Meeting, and rcoeiv'd it with* 
all the Sacisfadion imaginable. Whik he^was with^ 
all poffible Submiffion faluting the Princefs Elifai 
in whom the Grief which ibe law him fo bur* 
chen*d with, upon the Competition o£ Agrlppai 
.made more tnan ordinary Impreffions, and who' 
was defieous to divert the Thoughts of it in him,'. 
by all the Demonftrations of Af&dion which,De- 
cency and Civilky could admit, went on fome 
few Paces before her two Ff iends ^ ..and reaching 
her Hand to him after a mote familiar manner 
than Ihe was wont to do : ^ What Artabnny {Jaid

an unfortunate Wretch, who can pretend to no« 
thing but a Noble Birth and Sword, to adore 
the Princefs Elifa^ as one that had the abiblute 
Sovereignty over his Heart, yet is there no Con- 
fidence can heighten his Ciefires (b as to- aim at 
the Heirefs of- the vaft Parthian Empire, le(V 
it be thought an EfFe<St rather of his Ambition 
than Lovcj to afpire to the A(&dtons of Blifay 
out of a Dciign to get into the Throne of the 
Parthians. And this haply contributes not a 
little to my Afflidion, nay, troubles me haply no 
leCs than the Cruelty of Phraatesj and Cempeti-

While Eli/a 2tid Arfaban were thus engaged itx 
difcoucfe, Cfeopatra and drndaee^ who went (bme 
paces be£:>rey were gocten into that Walk where 
they cxpcdcd to meet with Cdfario^ and they 
were no fooner in it, but they perceived cheioo 
of C^far attended by his faithful Eteocles com-^ 
ing towards them. Candace received him with'^ 
all the. Demondrations of an Af{e6tiou» whereof 
(he gave him, ^without the lead Violence to her 
(elf 9 all th^ Afluranoes he could defire of it \ and 
the fair Daughter of Anthony carefled him as a 
Brother, whom upon the Obligations of Blood and' 
Defcrc Ihc infinitely cfleemed. Etifa and Arta-- 
^tfif-came immediately ito to them, and no Towner 
had C£farU rendred w&t Civility required from 
bim (0 the Piinceis.of P4rtbhi but thofe two re-

C^fario Cet himfelf between- 
Ciiofstra»ndCaniace i and forafmuch«s Qleopa*^ 
irs had a very high Jbfteem foz Eteodest as well 
out of the Obligation (he owed him for the Safety 
of her Brother, as the extraordinary Fidelity he 
had ever cxprcfledto their Houfe, flie would needs 
have him come and. take her by the Arm on the 
other Gde. £/i/« and Artnlfun came on fome paces

ceived to be two Days without a fight of her, e(pe-' 
cia% being in the fame City whece ihc wa6, and' 
did it in Terms fo paflionate, that flie was extreamly 
troubled thereat ^ and made no Difficulty to afillre^ 
him oa the other fide, how much ihe had fufier^' 
cd upon the (ame Account, and that (he was not' 
defirous of any Thing (b much as to lee herielf at 
Liberty, and in a Place where they might fear no' 
further Separation : And whereas there were ftill* 
in her mind fome Remainders of the Exafperatiou' 
which the DiCcourfcs Corneiiiu the Night before 
had put' her inro> ibe rcfolved to make him no* 
k>ager a Stranger to his Paffion, and acquainted 
him with all the Difcoveries he had made thereof,

affedion. After Eiifa and Cieopatra had vainly 

oppo/ed Candace*s dcfign, and reprcfented to her, 

though ineffedually, how unjuft it were, that out 

of any confideration of their interefls ihe fhould 

any longer continue in the danger whereto ilie 

might be ezpofed by the.PaiGbn of Cornelius^ apd 

nin the ha^rd of difcovering Cajarh : At laft, 

being opnftrained^o comply with her Refblution, 

shcy advifed with Artaban and Cafarh^ and 

agreed to ftay ccnain Days in expedbtion of fomt 

tidings of Corioianusy either by the return of Mar^ 

atilus and Alexander ^ or fome other way, as alfb 

CO (ee what would become of the Love of Agrip* 

pa^ and the SoIIidtations of the Emperor on his 

Dchalf s and that thereapon they would confulr 

what were moft convenient to be done, and if 

tfaey could not otherwife avoid it, accept the 

eo&cs of Candace^ yet not unleg forced thereto 
r a ncceflity. That in the mean Time the Prin- 
cefles ihould be as little as poflible afunder, C/r«. 
patra being confident that OSfavta approv'd the 
Friend {hip (he had contradled with tho(e two Prin- 
cefles. And underfhnding that the Emperor had 
dcfigiiM the next Day for Hunting, and was to be 
atcepded therein byaH the Court, they refolv'd to go 
ail three in the fame Chariot, and not to admit, if 
they could poffibly avoid it, any to come to them 

but 
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buc their own Women, that & they might have 
the greater freedom of Difcourfe for all tba: Day^ 
Not buc that Cleofatr^ had the lame confidence 
of the Princefs Antonia and Artemifa \ but in 
regard their Acquaintance was not great with Elhi 
fa and Canjace^ Ihe was afraid their prefenoQ 
might raife a diftruft in them \ and they tbougR 
Things might be thus ordered fo much the more 
eafily, in regard they knew the EmDrefs^ wha 
in aJl piobabiliry would haTC intreaced £/(/« and 
Candaec to take pare of her Chariot, bad excu(ed 
her £blf as not dcfirous to go abroad the pext 
Day. 

This ifluflrious Company was upontbefeterms^ 
when their Women coming up, told them they 
had heard fome Perfons wa&ing on the other fide 
of the Hedge, and chat it was not unlikely (bme 
part of their Difoonrie had bee» over-heard. Thit 
MefTage a little frightned the Princess, as being 
troubled they had difoourfed of Things of chat. 
Conleauence with Co little circum(pe£iion, How<» 
ever, tney hoped no prejudice would happen to 
them thereby \ (b that it being very late, and thaCr 
a longer ftay might have beeQ obfecv'd by thoic 
Perfons that were concerned in their meeting;, they 
difmifled Csjirio and Artahan^ and reur*d to 
their Lodgings by the fame private Stairs whcceax, 
they cncer*d the Gardens, after they had mea 
Eteocles order to come the next Night and ipeak 
with CUtia^ at another, place which they af? 
figned him, it being unlikely Candace could 
come abroad in that manner fevcral Nights toge- 
ther, without giving Occa(v>u to the jealous Cor^^ 
pelius to take notice of it* 

This Night pafled awav difFerently, among the 
many illudrious Perfons cnat were at Alexandria i 
but there was not any to whom it gave fo muck 

iatif* 
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(itisb^oa as to young Arminius, whole Coodi^ 
cioQ had been €o difierem Come Hours befott front 
vhacit was dien. According to the commands 
^ the Princefs Julia^ he had fpcnc the EvcBing 
rich bis amiable Jfmenia^ of whom he had re- 
ived all the aflurances, and all the detponftra* 
IS of Aficdion he coold defire of her. He had 
i^aaimed her with all his hardfhips and fufier- 
iogs for her lake, finoe the time of her abfence* 
Mid ihe by way of requital bad givcD him a par« 
ticular Account of all ner Advencares fince their 
fipaiarion. She gave him to anderftaiid, that af* 
ter the auel Engagement wheicin he had been 
lefr among the dead (though (he had heard after* 
wards of his ledovery ) ffae felt into the Hands of 
SerrgnuSf the Commander in chief of the Horfe 
under the Command of VaruSy one who being a 
lover of Virtue, and hatying been informed by 
iier that ihe was of a con(i<krabIe Family among 
the Cberufci^ had treated her' very civilly, and 
ibme Days after fent her to Tiberius ^ with divers 
other Slaves ^ that npoti the recommendation of 
Serranusy ihe had been after watds very well en- 
Cmained, though ihe had (till with all poflflbk 
Care concealed tier Extra^ion, as not doubting 
but that upon discovery thereof (he fhould have 
been recarned to Segiftes \ that ihe had continued 
in a City of Panmonia^ where the Slaves were 
icepc, till (uch time as Tiberius was returned froth 
'Biomej whither he had ordered them to be ienr, 
and where having been accidentally (cen by the 
Ptinoeis yiv/M, ihe Uking (bmewhac in het Coun* 
cenance, though by reafon of 'her afHi<5lion and 
ncgie^ of her (elf, much changed, had begged 
her of Tiberius s and chat having afterwards, in 
tht Service ihe did her, conceived a more than or^ 
dinary A((c£tion for her, ihe had treat:ed her fo 

nobl/i 
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tK^y, and after a manner Co much difierenc from _ 
what is commonly obferved towards Slaycs, that 
imt of coafiderations of gratitude, and the iincere 
aiSedion it could not but raife in her towards the 
Princefs, (he had acquainted her with her Condi- 
tion, and that immediately thereupon, *che. Prin* 
cefs ha(f not only fet her at liberty, but had enter- 
tain*d her with no Icfs Familiarity and Frtendfhip 
th^n if Ihe had been her Sifter, and had not put 
any dif&rence between her and the greaceft Kings 
Daughters that were brought up among the Ro' 
M4nsy but upon her own intreaty, that jhc wonld^ . 
as being unwilling to be known, and having tt» 
toWd never to {ee Germany ^ if the Gods thought 
not fit flie (hould enjoy her Arminius again. 

The Prince of the Cberufci had with the great- 
eft (entimencs of Joy imaginable hearken'd to the 
Difcour(e of his Ifmenia \ and the Fr incefs Julia^ 
having in con(equetice thereto leprefcnced to him, 
that it would be very hacd, after the noife which 
their Adventure had already made, to conceal 
himCelf from the Emperor, had engaged him to 
wait on Auguftui the next Morning, had offer- 
ed her felf to bring him to him, had alTured 
him he would receive no Treatments from him 
but what were Honourable, and in a word, had 
taken upon her the management of his For- 
tunes, whilft he ihould contmae within the £m- 
pite. 

The next Morning, the whole Court were er- 
pe£ling the £mpcrot*s appearance, except Arta- 
ban and Ttgranes^ both difconcented, one in re- 
gard of the fmall fatisfadion he had reaived and 
Hoped from him, the other at his countenancing 
and promoting the Love of Agrippa* Artabam 
being a Perfon the leaft in the World fnbje^t cq 
diiCmubtfton, could not be perfwaded to appear 

before 
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before Ctfafy and fo imothcr the refentment he 
fiad'wichin him, aod being noc in a Condition to 
xkiake any difcovery thereof, he chofe rather noc 
to come near him $ and Co went to the King of 
Seytbia, for whom, by reafon of his exemplary 
Virtue, and the Fricndihip he had cxprcflcd to- 
wards him, he bad very great refpedls. The great 
Jkameues received him as a Perfon whom of all 
Men he thought mofc worthy his efleem, and 
reiterated ro him the profiers he had already made, 
with fo many crprcflions of a Cncere Affedion, 
that it was an afiflidion to Artaban^ that he was 
not in a capacity to make thofe acknowledgment^ 
ibcrcof he could have wi(h*d. They were falling 
into a more private Dilcourfc, when Drufus^ PtO' 
hmy^ MithridattSy and divers other iJlu(lriou9 
Perfbns came into the Chamber, and it was not 
long ere it was full by the accefs of many others, 
^\kom the great Excellencies of Alcamtnes^ and 
the Fame of bis miraculous Adions obliged to 
wait on him* 

Mean time the Princels Julia^ as foon as (he 
was dred, took Armlnius and IngUiomer along 
xrith her to the Emperor, and prelenting them to 
)iim as the valiant Princes of the Cherujciy whofe 
Reputation, though fo great Enemies, was fo much 
fpread among the Romans^ Csfar^ notwithftand- 
kig the difference of Parties, treated them fuita^ 
b/y to their birth and valour, and entertained them 
with fo much the more rcfpedfc, as it were to make 
iorsSt reparation for the unworthy treatment they 
had endured, and the: ignominious divertifements 
they had been put to the Day before. He made 
his excufes to them tipon the ignorance of theic 
Condition, to which Difcourfe of the Empctot/s 
the Princes made no other anfwer than that of a 
blulb, which fpread oyer their Faces {b> as that 
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the Emperor could not but infer, how bardic were 
for chcm CO forget ic. He thereupon took Otc«- 
£on to celebrate their Valour, infixing on certain 
Particulars be had received thereof, and to adure 
thftriy chat no confideration Ihould prevail with 
him to treac them otly rwiie tban as if they were 
his Allies, efpecially leeing that nor long before 
his Generals in Germany had made a certain Truce 
with Arminius^s Father, and fuch of his Neigh* 
boars as were of his Party. The illudrioos Com- 
pany then prefent, and particularly thofe whohad^ 
not without trouble, (cenchem engaged in che£x« 
crcifes of the Day before, cutercain*d chem with 
extraordinary kindnefs, and received them wicb 
all the Civility due to fo gteac Perfbns : But they 
would not by any means fee Varus^ and though 
jigripfa fpoke to Arminius of ic, yet could lie 
noc prevail with him to abate aughc of the Re- 
fentmenrhc had againd him. Augujlus having 
de(ign*d this Day to be fpent in hunting, for the 
Divercifement of thofe illuftrious Perfons of bodi 
Sexes whereof his Court then confided, gave order 
that dinner iliould be ready before the ordinary 
Time: And immediately after,' all things were in 
readine^, and the Court before the Pauce full of 
Chariots for the Princefles, and Horfes for the 
Princes and other great Perfons that were to ac« 
company them. The Emprefs, O^aviat the 
Queeti of Ci//r/tf , and divers other Ladies, who by 
reafon of their Age were noc for that Divcrti(e« 
nient, remained in the Palace, and all the red, 
by order from Auguftus and Julia^ who ha4 
to that Purpofe fent them Invitations, met in the 
Court, and were difpofed into the Chariots de« 
Cgn*d for them. Cieofatra having, acquainted 
Artemlfa and Antonia with (bme part of her In* 
teuiioD, obliged them to take their places in Ju*

ifft akid moft' pka&tit) and* promised them tlie 
Chariot ih6ald be be^re any of the reft at the 
Vhct where they were to meet. Thte Princefles 
not fufpe^ngany thing atfirft, were (atisfy'd with 
chat anfwer, and gave u the more credit ^ for thiis 
they faw (bme Horie-M^ on the left hand, tak- 
ii^, as far as they coold paceive, the (amtf way,- 
and whona- tb^y took to be (bme of their Piriy: 
But4t lift- linking it long that they had not all' 
this while overtaken their Company ^ and perceiv*-* 
Jng the Chariot went on ftiil with as macli (peed 
IBS they coakl drive, they began to be-afhiid, and 
that (b much the more upon Candace*^ Refled^ion,' 
chat bbth'Charioland Driver belofig*d to ComeHut^ 
whom ibe had reatbti to diftrnftin all Things. 
Having thegteattft Confidence among them, uic 
vommandtd ^ Driter to^ ftop, and to let them 
come out 6f bhe Chariot : But he not minding wbskc'. 
iKe faid, dro^e en with (bch fpeed, that it was im- 
vodible fofr the Princefies to get out, without fbme 
i)a2<ird of filing betweerv the Wheels. Then it 
"was out of all doubt witk * diem, that they were 
betrayed i 'but if thfcy were as yet in (bme fufpence, 
they w^ere aWWutelyfifisfied prefcntly after, when^ 
tltey /aw the Chariot furrotoded by thitty Horfe- 
' ineni whom they eoneluded not to be of their 
liumber*, who belonged to'tlw Emperor, becaufe 
they were a)l armed. EH fa immcdiarely fufped- 
cd the King of Media had fbme hand in it, he 
liaving not been that I>ay in the Company, and had 
not the Ics^ft Jca^onffofAgrfppay whom (he knew 
t« foe qf greatet Yittue than to engage in fuch an 
^ " • Enter- 
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Emerprize. Candace inpmed all to Comeiius^ 
thoagh fhc conki not ca^ly oonoeiye he darft be fb 
conndent, as to attempt any fuch thing, in a Place 
where the Emperot was in Perfon j add Chopa^ 
trm knew not what to chink, or what toicar might 
be the UGie oi it, as having imagined herieiric* 
cure as to any fuch Accident^ l^ uie Death of Jr* 
fafcus,- butail three joined their Cries together, 
and callM to their Ailiftance bo^ Gods and Men, 
ill an Extremity whereto they thought they ftood 
fo much'in neol thereof. In the inean Time the 
HotCcmcn kept ftill dote to the Chariot, being 
the more wttchful, to prevent the Prinoefles from 
getting o«K, which the^ teemed very delirous to do. 
With this detcCbble Convoy, the Chariot kept 
on ftill towards the Sea- fide, notwithftanding the 
Cries' of the PritKeflc«, and the Menaces of dm* 
ibice and Clnfaf^a^ who to nopurpofe reprelcnt- 
ed tofheir Raviih^S', what they ought, arer fach 
in Aiftom done, fear from the Refentmem of ^jsr- 
gnflkSi when they perceived at adifttnceaHorle* 
Hum in black ArnM enriched wkh a work of Sil- 
ver rcpiefeiitiiig little-Branches, at>d followed by 
two others in the Natnve of Squires. This Man 
mov'd ar the Cries of (he Prinoefles, and the 
Spedhtde appealing befbte his Eyes, comes to the 
Chariot, and had no (bcmer viewed the Peribns 
that were itf it, and perceived they were carried 
away by Violence, bac he refolves to die in their 
defence, ncc being in a Capacity ro prevent the 
execution of the De(ign. Wherenpon f|>eaking to 
the Chariot* Driver, he commanded him to ftay 
asconfidently as if he had defied all Enemies : And 
feeing he minded what he Gud to him fo Httle^ 
that he drove fafier than before, he took two fhorc 
Javelins from one ofhis Attendants, and riding upi 
dole to the Chariot, he caft one at the Driver 
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with fucb force, chat caking him in the Throaty 
lie immcdiacely fell down dead out of his Seat ; 
and with the other taking one of the Hor(es iti 
ihe Head, it prov'd To efFedual, as that 'after he laA 
carvecced a litcle, and put the reft into difotder*, 
lie fell dead io the. Harnefs, ^nd Co hiadied the 
Clhariot from palCng any farther. t 

Tho(e who commanded the Plasty had , no 
fooncr t>eheld that Adion, but that very much 
admiring the confidence of him that had done it) 
and the madnc(& they were in to (ce (heir de^gd 
Tctarded in that naanoer^ caufiugtbem to forgec 
the Laws of genecofity, which upon (bme ochec 
occafion they might have better . observed, cbe)^ 
Tulh'd in upon him with a fet purpose CQ (acci« 
£ce his Life to his temerity. He reoeiyed them 
ivich an undauntedncfs, whi^raifed in them a 
greater admiration than before } and if he behayed 
DOC him(elf as a Per(<>a chat. tb<>ught to'OTercome« 
he did a^ one refolved to make the firfl aitempterai 
of his Life pur^bale i^ at noeafy rate* Accordingly^ 
having by hij^ 9wu skill and ci^mn^and of.hxfr 
l^orfe^ avoided the fitfl.fhock, he run one between 
(he jun<^ure of his Arms.ifito the Belly, withfuch^ 
good Fortune, that lie immediately fell down 
dead upon the Place, and gave a fhock to tho(^ 
ivho fecmed to oomo^nd-tbe reft, with (bmuch 
y^iolen^y that, overthrow in^ 'Horfe and Man, iq 
was a^ good while ere he could recover himfelf.

* fatisfied of his MmocenceS' Nor indeed was i& 
without rea(bn.that Cleopatra vr^ in (b mi^h' 
fear for her valiant Defciider ^ and;be(ides chat ic 
was impoffible fof any mortal Force; to (land ouc 
againd Co great a number of Enemies, there were 

' (bme among them, who without anyadvantagd 
durd engage againd the (louiefl Men in the 
World} yet hadthecxafpcration they were. in (b 
Lliuded them^ that they uere going to crui'h an 
illuftfious Life_with number, when there comes 
into the PJace three Hotfe-men all Arm'd, fronfi 
two icveral ways*. He who came alone, wa^ 
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loHpwodL by two. Squires, and die two chat came 
in to^bcr, had buc two bct«t«ceif tk^n. .AH 
diree ftood a wbile to fee . what paffed, and per« 
oeivmg with admiration, how thar a iinf^ke Mad 
lear'd not the actempts of Co many Eoemi^^ and 
immediately defirous to engage in the (amedefign, 
they % tbcmfelyes before him^ and one of the 
Cuiiothat came tocether, very ciyilly tntfeaced tho(e 
Ihat rcem'4 to head the Pany, not to diihonou; 
(hemfehesby endeavouring the death of a fingle 
Man. ^ We would give him bis Life as the re- 
^ waod of his 'Valour, {fays^^ne ^ftbe twoy txfh^ 
S fecms tu eommand the refi) though by his te« 
f menty he hath fufficiencly incen&d us, if he 
^ were not him(elf fo defirous of his own Death, 
^ and difcovef *d by his fo imprudent oppo^ng of 
*. our defign, that he is wear/ of his Life/ I op* 
pofe your defign indeed {replied very fiercely the 
qnisrtifwn Defender of the Prineeffesj) but it is 
much more out of a refpedl'to the injaftice of it^ 
than any averfion I ha^ for Life, and all the 
'Sanh. ^oughc to arm it felf with me, for the re- 
(bue of Ckafatru, Tiioogh thecafque he had oa 
difguifed his Voice, yet did it not hinder, but 
^at the words he fpoke were underftood by thofe 
that ve^e near enough to hear them % whereupon 
^he three unknown Per(bns looking about them, 
90 (boonet perceived the three Princefles, buc 
joining with their firft Defender, ^ Take Courage 
• valiant Man, [fays om of them to him) we will 
'f; engage vrith you, nay, if the Gods have (b 
< difpofed .of us, die with you in this Quarrel.* 
And immediately drawing their Swords with a 
miraculous jcoBfid^nce, they made their Enemies 
feniible that Virtue and Valour could not be 
4^ttnted with number. The firft blows theydeah 
]^iov*4 mortal to three of the moft daring of the 

con- 
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comtary Parey, and thereupon mibing in amongft 
the reft, like Men not co be frightened vrith Danger, 
they coDTinc'd their Adverfarics, that thoughc 
they had fuch extraordinary odds in point of 
number, the Vidlory 'would not prove (oea(y as 
they expedbd. This fupply did in a manner turn the 
Scales of the Engagement ^ and he who had re« 
(Deivcd it, finding his party Co much (Wronger thaa 
ic was, did fuch things as^ould not be expeded 
from his Valour, withoue the adiftance oFdefpair, 
and fuch as haply migbc have gain'd them the 
Vidory, notwithftandiug that great inequality, 
had they been to deal only with nimiber, and 
diat there had not been among their Enemies, 
(bme whole Valour was not inferior to that of 
the mod Vahant in the World. And this it was 
that made the danger they were in the greater^ 
and in all probability they were ready to be over- 
prefied by To unequal a power, when in purfuit 
of a wild B5ar chat had broken the toils, there 
appeared- three Men who were gotten a great 
ditlance before thofe that were coming after them, 
and who having chai>ged their defign upon fighc 
of that engagement, and approaching the Place 
where it was, were foon known by the Princedes, 
in regard they had no Arms on that might any 
way difgaife them, to be Akamenes^y Artnban^ 
and Armmius. The coming in of thefe three 
Men, whofc Valour was fo well known, raifed 
fio fmall joy and hope in the Princefles, though 
thac'of Artaban occafioned feme diflurbance ia 
JE/z/Sr, out of an apprehention of rhe dangec 
whereto , he was going ro expofc himfelf ; and 
they on the other fide perceiving the thtee Prin*, 
cefics, whom they iiximediarcly knew, thoughc 
not fir to loTe the lead minute in rrfiedlion ou the 
cefolttliou they ought to{^ke. jbej bad only 

their 
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their Surords by their fides, and either of them sd 
Hunting- fpear in his right hand: But that in* 
equality of Arms they flood not upon, and charg- 
ing the ^me Hunting- fpears wherewith cbey had' 
killed fcvcral Beafts that Day, thcy turn*d the: 
firft they met to feed on the duft j and employing 
them againfl others with the fame fuccels, they 
difpatch'd many out of the way before thcy mecL-- 
led with their dreadful Swords. Artahan fight- 
ing in (ight of Eljfay was the mofl earnefl, as be* 
ing the mofl concern'd 5 y&^ could he notout-do che^ 
invincible King of the Scythigns^ but beheld wicbf 
aftonifliment . the efFcds of that Valour, which, 
had raifed £0 much admiration in the World. 
Arminius was not much behind in his pecfor-* 
mances upon this occaflon, infomuch that tbe^ 
four Valiant Men, whom they had reliev*4, find-* 
ing tbemtelvcs fortified by £b confi^erable an affi-; 
flance, doubled their blows with (b much fui;y,» 
tliat in a ihort time the number of the Enemies* 
being diminiih*d by the one half, they entertained; 
fome hopes of the Vi(flory. The Principal Per- 
fons among the Ravifhers, exafperaced at the ill 
fiiccefs of their Enterprize, did things very confix 
derable; and Artaban imagining, by feveral 
marks, he knew one of them to be Tigranes 
Kinj? of the Medesy made towards him through 
thofe that flood in his way j. and norwithfland* 
ing the Arms he had about him, having givea 
him two Wounds with his Sword, and thereby 
put him into difordcr, he gave him fo violent a 
Ihock, that Horfe and Man were both over- 
ihro jVH. He might have gained a more abfolutc 
Victory over him, had he not CcoriiM it, and he 
faw thai at that fame time, King Aknmenes had 
iifed another of their Leaders in the fame manner, 
aud that he who remaiu'd^ and who doubUefs 

was 
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was the moft Valkntof the threes curag*d at the 
ill fucccfs of his dcfign, was parriculariy engaged* 
againft him who had beet» che.fird hindrance of 
ity and the (aliic whom the Princefs Cleopatra QilT 
lookU on as> her Coriolanus. The(e two Me» 
hcightncd bf a (iifpicion which particularly in- 
ccDhrd them one againd the other, were gotren* 
ftom the maic» engagement, after: Tome Blows deair 
QB boeh fides^ and Fought with little inequality,' 
at the diftancb of about a^hundred Paces from thcit 
Compaaions»- The Defender of CUofafra-hzd nor 
• ^i)gaged in that Combatr till fuch time as he^ 
Ciw there was no danger of her b^ing'carried away j^ 
and meeting with an Enemy more worthy hiy 
Valour than the others be (lighted, hr employed^ 
it againft hin» with an ardent defire of Vid^ory* 
He had gtveir him many Blows, and had re- 
ceived from him a confiderabk number of others, 
which proceeded not from an ordinary ftrengtb^ 
when with a back blow he gave him over the 
Head, and broke the chin-piece of his Cafque, 
and thereon calling his Eyes upon his Face which 
was dif-arm'd, he found in it the deteftable coun- 
tenance of his Rival, and implacable Enem^ 
Tiberius. This difcovery added to his ficrccneft 
and indignacion; but inilead of offering at tht 
Head o^TiheriuSy who held up his Buckler to 
defend it, • Tiberius ^ (fdld be to him) I am the 

* Son o^Jttbtfy thy Rivaj, and mortal Enemy; 
^ I now bring thee ^ Life which thoe' haft (b 
^ long fought after -y and there is a pofltbility thou 

* may ft this day fa^isfy thy felf for the wound I 

* gave thee at Rome y and fecurc Cieopatrayii 
*- Fonune prove favourable co thee ^ but it is. not 

* bcfbcc fo many witnefles that our /liffc-ci^ce can

* upon equal terms.* With tfae(c Words, which 
Tiberius had heard with much patience, he uiv* 
tied the chin-pieces of his Cafque, and taking ie 
off his Head, he diico^ered to him the Face of 
Corivlanas, The Son of Livia grew pale at the 
(ight, hot more out of ezafperation than fear, 
and finding in the propofition made to him hf 
CortolMnus^ what he had been fb much ddirouf 
of, and what in the prefent condirion he ihould . 
moft have wifh'd, after he had caft boch on th^ 
Chariot where Cleopatra was, and hi» almoft 
defeated Companions, a look fall of rage and mad- 
nefs, he goes away without making any anfwcc 
to his Enemy, and giving him notice by a fign 
that lie would follow him, went to find out » 
place more convenient wherein to decide thetr 
onarrcL Their impatience and exafperatton fiif-^ 
tered them not to go very far, fo that being come 
to a place where they thought they ikould not 
be interrupted in their dcfign, they rarn'd one 
againft the ocher> and with a force accompanied 
with threats, they began to deal hearty Blows* 
They were both cafehil to fecure their difarmed 
Heads with their Bucklers; nay, though they 
were not over tender of their Lives, yet they op* 
pofed the Buckler to the Sword bv a certain na- 
tural addrefs or inclination, and by that means 
iheir attempts for fbme time prov'd mutaally in- 
efiedual, Ttberius was a Perfbn pf great Valour, 
but one withal who had ever imagin*d it lawful 
for a Man to mind his advantages any way what- 
foever; and thinking it much more upon thi£ 
occafion than any other, after he had vainly en- 
deavoured CO draw Blood of his Enemy, be in 3 
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pftfs, wherein <htm(eif receivM t wound iii the 
Slwalder, wateh'd his opporcuatty to run his 
•Hor(c'iDt6 the Breaft; dnd fo fortunately met 
with the place where it fhould provt morral, that 
the-Horfe, after (bmc- rcf^ftaiicCi fell down of a 
(bdden with hisMafter under himi fo unhappily, 
that burthcned wtch is wei|:;ht, he fbutid it no 
iafv matter to diiengage himfelf. Tiberius y nata- 
cally cruel, and afpiring ac a Vi^ory that ihould 
gain him C/eopatraj put his Horfe forward to 
ride over his finemy, with a Defign to difpatch 
him one of the way : But the Horfe frightned ac 
that of Corioianus which lay (Iragling upon his 
MaQer, notwithdanding all the Endeavours of 
^tbersuSy could not by any means come near him. 
The impatient Son ofLivia loath to let flip an Oc« 
cafion fo favourable, alights to go and make fure 
of his Enemy, and with his Sword ready for the 
Execution went towards him. O ! what happineft 
was it to the fair Chopatra^ that Ae was not prq- 
fent at that Spedade! And what AfHidlion wouI4 
it have been to her, to fee her dear Corielanus 
ovenhrown, and at the Mercy of the cruel TO<- 
rius? He ws^s in a manner perfwaded, that no- 
thing could tefcue his Rival from Do^h, when 
he perceives him afrer much ado got from under 
his Hor(e, and coming towards him with an In- 
drgnation heighttied by his Fall, fuch as againft 
urbich all tue (Iretigth of Tiberius were likely too 
t?eak to make any Rcfiihnce. Nor was it long 
etc he made him fenfibjc of ir^ the provoked Sou 
of yuba continually charging with fuch Blowsj, 
as, the Buckler being vainly oppofcd againft then^, 
drew Blood from Tiberius in fcvcral Places, and 
put him out of all hopes of a Vi<^ory, which not 
many Minutes before he thought indifpurably his 
own^ Hovrcvcr, the Rage he was in luppiy'd' his 
* ftrcngth 
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ftren'gth for a Time, nocwichftandiog the Blood 
Ibe dill loft; nary, he was £b fortunate, as. to fc^ 
foific ofCoriolanus^sii^on l)is Arpic^and tphopev 
that if he couldaioc overcome) he Ihould in fome 
xneafure revenge his Death :< £|<k that Satisfadio^ 
laftcd tiot long y. tot Coon after, he grew fo w^ak^ 
and was fo followed by his Adver^ry, thai ftagr 
gering backwards he fell down, and h^d not the 
ftrength to rife again . Cariolanus . advanced to^ 
wards him. with his Sword, t|ie point iip}>aiul 
coming to him vf ich a menacing outay, ' Thoti 

* dieft Tiberius y (/aid he to bim) thou dicft} oc 
^ if thou would ft hve, thou rauft quit all Preten- 
*^ tendons to Cleopatra* The Son of Livia^ ici 
whom Rage and Madue(s had fmothered all dc- 
fire of Life, looking on him with a direful Afpc6ti 
wherein, notwithftanding bis Weaknefs, his At^ 
rogance was fufficiently remarkable:. ' Strike, Soa 

* oijuba^ (faid be to bim) and fufFer not to 
^ live an Enemy from whom thou hadft received 

* thy Death, if Fortune had been lefs unkind to 
< him : I Ihall be thy Rival to the laft gafp, noc 

* is it the. Feat of Death fhall force m& to^ quit

felf, had Ihown himlelf to be the (ame Artaban^

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•n whofe Sword depended the Fates of Empires :' 
The valiant Arminius^ no lefs gaJianc in chofe 
Emergencies wherein his Glory, than where his 
Love and the Liberty of his Country were cbn- 
ferned, had performed Anions criily miraculous : 
And their three generous Companions, whofe 
Arttts kept their Faces from being difcovcr^d,. 
though they were not known, had made them- 
(elves remarkable as well to thofc again fl whom^^ ^ 
they were engag*d, as tho(c who had' feconded 
them in their Deftgn, for three of the mod vali- 
^ ant Men in the World. 

They bad already covered the Ground with the* 
Bodies of their Enemies and had but little > far- 
ter £;nploym^nt of their Valour, when the fame 
Fortune whidi bad brought thither Alcamenes^. 
Artiiban, and Arminius^ led into the fame Place* 
Agrippa nndDrufus, and not long after appeared

Qoly one among them, itiore* faithful than his! 
Cpmpamoas, not< daunted at the Danger he was! 
ip, would, not fiir f^om hisMaibr, yi^^q was'laid^ 
albpg ac the Foot plf a.Trcei I>y ?ealSn "ii|f a ISjbw^ 
he had. receiv9d ov^r the Head .fron|vihelt^eidful ! 
Artaban^.^lxA being careful oi hit^; ouc.jof tl(e][ 
Affe^ion he had for his- Service, he quite lorgot, 
in the E^^remity wherein he fa^v him,, the Defigu- 
he had -to conceal him/elf; andr taking off his- 
Cafqusto give hina more Air, difcovered. hini to , 
be Tigranes King of Media, ^ Havii^ be?ti onljr,. 
gut into, foa^c. difori^j: by the wcighty»jilow he ^ 

had 
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had received on the Head, and that the Wounds 
hq had ia (bme other Parts vfcxc not con(iderabJc» 
he recovered hunfelf as foon as he had his Head 
di(arm*d i and looking all about him, he iaw the 
gceatefl; parc-of his Men laid on the Ground^ and 
was thereby faiisfied of the Mifcarriage of bis £n- 
terprize. The Grief he conceived thereat forced 
a deep Sigh from him^ but this Af&idion became 
xnoie iurupportabIe,.when,he ik,\n Art/iban of the 
vidorious Pantjr among the Rcfcucrs of Elifa^' 
.afid caird to mind that it was from his Hand he 
had recciv'd the cWugerous Blow, which made hitn 
f^ll among thc-JOiead: ^ The r^ge he was in hia- 
drcd him to fpeaJc, he only asked the Per(bo> from 
vhoni he had xecei^^d that Abidance, what was 
become of Jikerius and Cornelius :' And the Man» 
not able to give him^ any Account of Tiber ius^ 
ihew*d him Cornelius: who, with much ado, 
made a ihift tp^ gep up after the Blow he had re- 
ceived frqm ihe,KwgoiScytlfiay aud who, dill 
bleeding, for better iuppoit, was forc'd to lean 
againft a Tree. Neither Parry had the Time to 
make long Refkdions on their Fortune ; and the 
valiant Defenders of thePrincefles were hardly re* 
corned to them, while Agrifpa and Drufus hav-

on of (hem, and among othcts Tigranes and Or- 
fuiiusy whom their Hur^s, and the Grief they 
conceived at the ill Saccefs of their Emcrprize, ha^ 
made negcdful of conceaHhg thcmfclvcs, and ^heir 
Engagement in an Adtion, for which they were 
in all likelikood to fear the £ffe6is of his juft Rc- 
Ancmenc.

Agrippa 
fume part of what had happened, and deitrtms of 
further Information from Tigrants himielf, after

* the Piovinces over which I had entrutled thee) * 
The much ^ic^ei <erne/ivs endured divers other 
Reproaches from his incenfed Lord, and at laH; 
deriving Courage from his Defpair, having de* 
fied all Fear through the Rage which then po(^ 
fefled him : * My Lord, {/aid bi to bim) 1 am 

* gatky of a Mi (carriage, but Love harh made 
'- greater Men than Corneliut commit greatct ! 
^ Take what remains of my Life, if you chink 
' fie, for the expiation of my Crime, and aflure 
^ your (elf thar when it ii taken from me, the 

* lo(s will be of a Thing I do not value. No 

* doubt (re fired Cxfar) but thy Crime is fuch 

* as nothing lefs'than Death can fatisfy for, but 

* thy Death is unworthy my diipleafurc, and not 

* enough to repair the injury thou had done me : 
, ' Thou iKalc '\{^ the Perums who are concerned in 

* the afFcont-thou had done me will permit ir, 
' but thou ihah lire without Honour, (iuce thou had 
^ ktd it upon To dilhonourable an Account, without 

* a Government, which 1 from this Moment dif^ 
^ poflefs thee of, and without that Frtcndfliip 

* wherewith I have (b undefervcdty honoured 

* thee. 

Whereupon, without atty regard what ef&dlhi^ 

Woids snifiu prodoceinthc appreben£om of the 

* ^ afHided 
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afHi(5lcd Cornelius, whom (bme of his Friends 
cau(ed to be conveyed away with Ttgranes, he 
rides up to the Prinoelles, and by Words full of 
mildnels and civility exprefled the Joy he con- 
ceived at the defeat of xheir Bnetnies, and his Re- 
{entmenC'fbr the injury had been ofTered them in 
his Court, afTutiug them, ik> confideration what* 
(bever Ihould divert him from doing thcm'Juftice 
as they fhould defire themfelves. CUofatra lefc 
her two Companions to anfwer the Emperor, as 
having her Thoughts in no fmaH diflarl^ance up- 
on the n^ht of Cariolanus, whom Ihe thought^ 
fl\e had known \ t>ut it -became much (^reater^^ 
when the Princcfs heard fcvcral Times the Name 
of Tiberius pronounced, and mentioned by fomc 
of the wounded, and it was told her, that he went 
afidj: from the main engagement with the valiant 
unknown Perfon, who firft, and alone, had ua- 
dcrrakeu their. rescue, and that in all probability 
they were gone to profecute with more freedom 
the Combat they had begun. " 

This Di(cour£e beiiYg made iiT the pretence of 
Augufius^ was no fooner lieard by Drufusy bur 
he immediately departs to find' cmt his Brofthcr, 
and went with a confideraUe Number of Kis 
Friends chat followed him, towards the place 
where he thought he might find him : The three 
valiant unknown Perfons, who had fo gallantly 
feconded the Son of Juba in the refcue of the 
Priucefles, and who kept atdidimce from the 
Emperor's RetinUe, without difcovering their Fa- 
ces, departed at the fame Timcaipon the fame Ac- 
count i and Artaban and Alcamenes^ who had 
ob(erved the prodigious Adions performed by him, 
followed thofe that went with DrufuSf out ^f an 
iocemion to prfcvcnt the foul Piay which might 
haply be o&tcd thiac valiant Mao. J$ iohsrxanes^ 

FbiiM' 
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Pbiladelpb^ and Arminius immediaceiy follow*d 
thcsn i whereupon the Emperor perceiving fo nia-^ 
ny going that way, and imagining rherc might 
be ib mcwhac to do on thac (ide, would needs go 
chihcr himfelf, and having lefc fomeof his Guard 
about ihe Princeflcs, he goc on Horfe-back, and 
put forwaid u'ich fuch fpeed, that he foon over- 
took the foremoft. The Princcfs CUofairUy who 
in tholie ezcrc^mities thought not her feif obliged 
any longer 10 conceal the real AfFedioo fhe had 
fot Corioianus^ conceived fhe ought not to forfakc 
bim ID that didr^iS) and fo cffedually reprefenc* 
ed to thofe that were about him, that ic highly 
conoern'd her to follow the Emperor > that the 
* OHicers of the Guard willing to pleale her, found 
one to fupply the place of Chariot- Driver, and 
aftcc they had taken out the Hor(e that was killed, 
they made a Ihift with the others to drive on the 
Chariot after the main Body which weiit before 
them. 

It was not long ere the Emperor and his illu- 
(Irious Attendance came to the place where the 
Son of yuba and the $00 of Livia had put a period 
to their Combat ^ and they came up to them juft 
as CoriolanuSy having worded his Enemy, gave 
him a Life he (eemed to (corn, and was going to 
bim to help him to get up : Upon the appearance 
of fuch a Multitude, he would have gotten away, 
but his own Horfe was killed, and tnat of TibC' 
rius was got into the Wood far enough from the 
place he was in : And as it would have been hard 
tor him to get a way on Foot from Co many Men 
on Horfe-back i io was it as much out of his 
power to conceal himfelf, baving his Head dif- 
arm'd, and his Face bare. He therefore foon re- 
folved on what was to be done, and leaning with 
his back to a Tree, at the diilance of fomc few 
Vol. VIII. G Paces 
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Paces from the PJace where Tiberim was falJeni 
Aood with his Sword in his Hand, and his Face 
nirn*d co cho&thac were coming towards him, in 
ch£ poftarc of a Man, whofc Courage was not to 
ht daunted by any kind of danger. He immedi* 
«te)y knew the £ni{>eror ^ but his prefence, which 
Upon a more fortunate Oocaiion had not been able 
CO frighten him, caufed not in him (b much as 
a diange of his Countenance, though it came up- 
on him ac a Time when he had fb little defire of 
Life } and though he (cemed to be not far from 
the period of ir, yet would he earpc<a the trtmoft 
with a Refolution worthy the greatnefs of hii 
Soul and paft Anions. Drufus was the firft that . 
came near him ^ but though he loved his Brother 
ib well as chat he would hare endeavoured to 
icvengehim, though with the hazard of his Life, 
yet finding his Enemy in fuch a Coudicion, as 
that he could not do it with Honour, he made 
a fudden hair, as it were to confider what he 
ihould do, and ic coming in his Mind that Friend- 
fhip obliged him no leCs to relieve his Brother 
than to revenge him, he faftned on that which 
was mod honourable and mod lawful -, and a- 
lighting, he goes to Tiberius whofe lofs of BIo«d 
continued dill by teafon of the many Wounds he 
had about him. 

But if this accident had raifed aftoniihment iu 
Drufus and all that were pre(cnt, that which the 
Emperor conceived was greater than that of anf 
of the reft, and put him for fomc Time into fuch 
a pofture, as added to the admiration of all thole 
that wtre about him« On the one fide he (kw the 
Son of Livia^ for whom he had tho{e refpe^s 
and compliances, as occafioned the report all over 
the Empire, that he divided the Sovereign Aijtho- 
rtty with her, lying along ac the Foot of the Tree 

with 
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wich feveral Wottiids about him, through which 
it was CO be feared his Life might leave hi en with 
his Blood i and ou the other, not many Paces froin 
him, the Enemy had put him into chat condition, 
but the (amc Enemy who, having trampled oft 
liis Authority even in Rome ic lelf, and reduoed 
the furrKTiberhs to a condition fad, ftsthat whcre^ 
in he then faw htm, had raifibd two great King* 
doms agaiufl him, had forced them fmm his }u- 
fifdidi&n, with the lo& of io many MilKoiis of 
Men \ who was the only Perfbn that had chedked 
the Progrefs of hfs Rfqaefb, and chat Fortune 
which had made htm Mader of the Univetfe, and 
who, ereo w^en he was thoi^ht loft and tnined 
in his Misfortunes, was come again with the fame 
Pride and Infolenoe, not ouly^to prefent htmfelf 
before him, but in his (ight to be the Death of a 
Son of the Emprefs's, a Prince he looked on as 
bis own : This contideration, and aH theie rcflo 
cions forcing them (elves upon the £mperor*< 
Thoughts, wrought on bis Spirits wich (b much 
Tioience and precipitation, that he was not able to 
reprefs the impetuofity thereof, or contain him* 
felf within any limits of Moderation : His dif- 
pkaftire broioe forth at &iik ^ich a certain }oy« and 
looking up cowards Heaven in a pofture dread fal 
CO behold : * I acknowledge your Jul^ice, you di* 

* vine Powers, cried be, fiuce you bring under 

* my Power this infelcot African^ who wich fo 

* much Scorn defied ic ; and when I was one of 
' all hopes to punilh him for his cnorm.?us 

* Crimes, you are plca(cd he ihould dchvcr him- 

* fclf op to my Juftiee, and appear before me n\ 
*• a Cofvdition, and covered with a Blood, which 

* leaves not any Thing for Lenity to urge on his 
' behalf. Let him be taken, continued hcy turn^ 
\ ing $0 the Officers of bis Gusrd, and baden 

G a * wich 
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* with Chains, conveyed to a Dungeon, to be 

* brought thence to the Puni(haienc I incciid 

* him. 

Auguflus was a Perfon admirably kind to his 
Friends, and good to his Subjects, and Govern- 
ed all with fuch Mildnefs as made them look on 
hxm rather as a Father than a Sovereign : But if 
he were a good Emperor and a good Friend, he 
was on the other fide an implacable Enemy, aiid 
in all the Progrefs of thofe Wars, whereby Lc 
had raifed himfeif to that height, he had never 
pardoned any one of his Enemies. Upon this 
Conflderation, all thofe that were about him con- 
ceived, that without fomething of Miracle, there 
■was little hope of Life for Coriolanus, The mod 
virtuous ^ould.uot forbear deploring his Misfor- 
tune, with all the difcoveries of a real Grief ; 
and the niofl cou(iderabIe among them, as the 
King of Scytbiay Agrippa, the King of Arme' 
nia, and divers others, relblved to employ all tnan« 
ner of pcriWafion to appcafe the Emperor's Wrath $ 
but they thought it unleafonable to attempt any 
Thing till the htd eruptions of his violence were 
over. Only Coriolanus feemed unrnoved at the 
danger which made that illudrious Company 
cremble for him,. as well out of the natural great* 
iiefs of his Courage, as the addition ir might 
have received from his defpair ; infomuch, that 
when, in purfuance of the Emperor's Command, 
the Outers of the Guard went to him, and de« 
mandcd his Sword : ' My Sword {faid be^ look' 

* *^S feornfully on them) never leaves me bac 

* with my Life^ and fince I am to ezpe6l nothing 
< lefs than Death, *cwe[e better for me to lofe my 

* Life while I defend it, than refer ve it for an 

* ignominious Puniiliment. ' And perceiving tho(e 
Words detetf cd doc fome of the more daring from 

coming 
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coming nearer bim to difarm hioiy he gave the 
moft forward of them a blow over the Head, 
which made him fall at the Feet of his Compa- 
nions with a deep Wound. 

defar was • Co much inccnfcd at that Adliion, 
chat being at a lofs of all Patience and Modera- 
on, and difcovcring in his fparkling Eyes, the 
Indignation he was tran(porcd with, ^ Kill him, 
' cries he,, kill him, and that without any fur- 

* thcr delay.* Whereupon Alcamenes^ ^i^'PP^t 
ArtabarzaneSy Artaban and others, in whom 
the greatefl Adions of the Son of Juba had railed 
a love and veneration for him, came before the 
Emperor, intreating him with the greatcft earned- ' 
ncG and imporcuniry poflible, to moderate his 
Difpleafure, and to give them the hearing but of 
fome few Minutes, but their Interce(Tions proted 
inelEcdlua} -y and Auguflui*s Rage being more 
enflamed by that oppoficion, reiterated the Com- 
mands he had given his Guard to kill the -///r/V#?*r 
Prince ; and upon this laft peremptory Order, the 
points of hundreds of Swords and Javelins being 
turned againfl: him, he would foon have loft his * 
Life if a Horfc Man all Arm*d had not ftepc be-* 
fore him, and expofed himfclf to thcThruftsand ' 
Blows that would have been made at him. He 
was foon obfervcd by AlcameniSy Artaban and 
Arminiusy and known to be one of the three ' 
valiant Men who before their Arrival, and in ' 
their Company, had fought fo courageoufly in ' 
Defence of the Princeflcs ; but having taken ofF * 
bis Cafque, which he haftily fnarched off his ' 
Head, he was known by the Emreror for bim ' 
who, of all the World, was moft dear to him, 
his beloved Marcellus, * Turn, (fa'td bey dif- ' 
' eovering htmfelf) lurn againft me only the

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* througji ttry Body to the Life of my Friend/ 
The Emperor's Guard had tbac Refpcdl fqr Mar' 
ceiiusy that pf fb many Arms as were up to give 
Coriolanus his Death, there was net one which, 
drew not hack, upon fight of that DarUng of the 
Komans: Nay> the Empetpr himfclf was' upon 
the firfl aptprel^^nfion fo adoniihed at ir, that he 
knew not whac to think of it, as being in fun> 
penfe hecwetn the diilerent P^ilions he ftrugled 
withal. No doubt it was an exceilive Joy to nim 
to fee the face of a Prince, dear to him as his 
own Life; bur it could nor withal but add to 
his ^^ge, CO find a Prince who ihould be (eo- 
£ble ofhis Imerefts as himfelf, fo earned in the 
Defence of his Enemy, and that oneagaind whom 
e\er (ince the unworthy Trick put upon him

All the 
fiercenefs that fparkled in his Eyes of a fudden 
withdrew it felf} and becoming no lefs fob* 
midive, than fome Minutes before he had ap->, 
prated terrible : * Ah, Madam (/aid be to her) l^ 
*' iliall without the lead repugnance obey yoa, 

' and fubmic to the Chains and De^th prepared 

* for nifc, to cxprefs my Compliances and f idc- 

* lity to you to the laft gafp. 

Having To faid, he caft away his Sword, which 
an Officer of the Guard took up, and with "a 
Coun cnauce wherein was not obfervable the leaft . 
didurbance,. he cold him, chat wherever he would 
carry him, be was ready to follow. Duringthif 
time was Marcellus doing his fubmiflions to 
C^faVy whom through all his indignation he 
ftill conHdered as his Father, and in which Adion 
he was feconded by the two Cavaliers who had ' 
'fought, with him againd tho(e who would have 
carried away the Princefles. who having taken off* 
their Ca(ques difcovered their Faces to all the 
Company. One of the two was immediately 
known to be Alexander^ though he had not been 

fcea 
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fccn even by any of chofc wi:h whom he was 
moft in'imace» fincc bis departure from /?<?ine into 
Germany y whence he had paflcd into Armc 
nia : But the other was not fo eadiy, though 
there were divers imagined upon the firft fighc 
that they knew him, and recollcdcd thcmfclves 
to' find out who it ihonid be, through the alter- 
ation which fome Years had made in his Coun- 
tetianoe. And though the comelinefs of his Per- 
son was (uch as might draw the Eyes of all upon 
him, yet was he not confidered with that earnefl- 
De(s, as haply might have been done, at a time 
when the Company were more free from diflur- 
bance, and the thoughts of all were fo dill of the 
inisfbrtune happened 10 Corio/anus, that they 
could not think of any thing elic; All the en- 
titaties were made to phe Emperor on his be- 
half, prevailed nothing upon him, and though 
it were expe^^ed the intcrccflion of MarceU 
ius ihould have proved efFcdual, and that he 
ihould do fometbing upon that of the Great 
King of Scythia^ ■ wnofe Virtue he fo much ad- 
mired, yet all they could obtain at his Hands, 
was that upon their intrcaiies he would put ofF 
the puniJhmem he intended him for fbme rime, 
but that nothing Ihould be able to divert him 
fiom making him an Example, fuch as was but 
neccflary for the £(\ablUhmenc of his Empire 
and Authority. . Whereupon hawing intreated all 
tho(e that were about him, not to prefs hiifi 
any further as to that buiinels, he took his way 
towards Alexandria^ whither his Guard was 
condu^hjg Corh/anusy and where Drttfus had- 
caufed Ttbfrius to be conveyed,' riding by 'hiih 
with all the Demoudratious of an hearry 
Affliaion. • ' * . 
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All cbe iiluArious AfTetnbly koowin^ Augufiu^ 
to be of ;^ Nacure as implacable during cbe ciia^ 
of his ciifpleafiuce, as eafy to be psevailcd with 
when ocherwtfe, rock aloug in great fUience, vni 
itbece were iew who expreflicd not a. moK thati^ 
prdinaiy grief at the ixiisforcuDe of fa great a 

. Maa a& C^rio/anus, Akam$nesy who had on- 
d.crftood the noble Adions of bis Life, and had 
a parricukr Veneration for the Vt'inct^^CUofatr^^ 
cpuld not rmochec the aiSlidioiv he conceived 
cherear. The King of Armentay cbe Prince of 
Cil'tciay the Kings of Cappa^ociat Pontu^s^ and 
C^magenes who had known and admired hiai ac 
Romey when he appeared there with fo Rmch 
Reputation and Applaufe; Agrippa^ Mec^masi, 
Craffits, Lentulus^ and divers other iUuflriotis 
tiomansy who could not have the knowledge -of 
him, wirhout a Love and Refped to him, were 
Ciueamly caft down at this accident. ' Sot next 
CO MarccJluSi who concern'd himCclf above all 
pthers in ir, there was not one in all that nobk 
Aflembly more feofibly mov'd at that uohappy 
Adventure, thaa die getterous Aruban^ as wdl 

* out of the Love he natucally had for Virtue, as 

for that he had coDceiv*d for the Peifon of 7»i^«'s 

5on, during the fmall time thev had liv*d togp- 

cber in Tiridates*^ HouTe. He Knew, fufficieoc^ 

\y to his ^rief, by what the Emperor had already 

done aeamfl him to oblige Agripfa^ that the 

Credit tic had with him was too weak, to hope 

his Mediation might prevail any thing with him : 

And being a Perlon of a difpodtion that could 

•Dot brook an Qniuft Authority, or with any 

Patience endure tne oppre^n of a Tyrannical 

Power, he was not able to forbear repining, to 

fee a Prince fo great both for his Birth and Vtr- 

/l^ey expofcdy through bis unhappiuefs, to the 

auclty 
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auelty of a Man, who, ju{lly confidered, was 
inferior to him in all things, and had no advan- 
tage over him, but what he derived from his 
Fortane. The refledions he made on that in* 
|aftice were as fd many Arrows in his Breaft* 
infbmuch chat he would have expofed his Life 
to the greaceft dangers, to refcae chat Prince 
ocu of the Power of his Enemy. He di(covers 
his thoughts to King Alcamenesy whole (enti- 
inents were wholly conformable to hiss noc 
could both of them forbear ezprediug to Mar^ 
eellus what they fuflercd upon the misfoccttue of 
his Friend. 

Mean time, tjie valiant Perfon who with 
Marcellus and Alexander^ bad fought in the 
<iefenoe of the Princelles, rode on wicbthe reft, and 
added to the general adooiihment, chat he was 
in himfelf, at his not being known among thofe 
Pcrfons, among whom he had been brought up, 
and fpent the greate(l part of his Life. He par* 
doned that ir-refledtiou ivi Alexander and Mtfr* 
ceiiusy who, by reafon of the grief they were 
over-burthened with, had hardly taken notice of 
him i but he could not excufe Crajfus who had 
been his particular Friend, nor Ltntuius and 
ibme others who were of his own Age } and he 
was conlidering what reproaches he ikould make 
at A/exandriaj where he mi.^ht more feaibnably 
' difcover himfelf, when CrnjfuSy looking on him^ 
wiih greater earoeftnefs than he had done before,, 
picked ourC the ancient Ideas of his Counte- 
' nance, tbrou^ (he change which (iz or feven> 
Years might have wrodgoc in ic s and coming 
to him with an Adion diicovering his fucprize, 
^ Am I to di(\ru{^ the faithfuIneFs of 'my Eyes, 
* {y^fy*d be) or is it pofl&blc that I (cc Julius 
^ Antonius,* "J'hcic Words- fpoken by Craffus 

loud 
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loud enough, caufed all thcAflcmbly rb turiuhcic 
Eyes on the ftraugcr, and all tho(c who had been 
of acquaintance with Julius Antonius^ looking 
on him with an carneftncfs fuitablc to their for- 
mer familiarity, were fatisfied he was the Son of 
Anthony and Ftrivia^ forced from Rome by the 
rigours of Tulliay and of whom there had not 
been any thing heard (ince his departure thence. 
The Name of Julius Antonius went from one 
to another all through the Company, till at laft 
the Emperor, who had much eftcemcd that 
Prince both for bis Birth and Virtue, hearing 
of it, made a halt,' and turning towards the tide 
where he was, asked for him, and made him 
quit the Embraces of divers of his Friends, to 
come to him, Antonius having di (engaged him- 
fclf, comes up to Auguflus^ and would have 
alighted to (alute him with more fnbmiffion^ 
when the Emperor prevents him, and embrac- 
ing him with all the difcovcries of a tender Af- 
fcAion, he fatisfied him, that his tong abfencc 
had noc remitted aught of the cftecm he had for 
him. He wondered,' as well as the reR, that 
be had not known him at firft tight, though 
chat bctwecD the Age of twenty or one and 
iwenty Years, whereof he was at his departure 
from R^mr, and that of twenty eight, which he 
was then arrived to, his Countenance had received 
a very contiderable changes and after he had 
feveral times renewed his careflcs, more than 
could have beew cxpedcd from him in the Hu- 
mour he was then in, * What Antonius^ {fii'd 

* be to bim) after we had loft yon at Romej we 

* find you ^t Alexandria ^ and that inexorable 

* TulHay who forced you from us, hath not 

* done fo great a mifchief as we would have 
' charged upon bcr. That cruel Tir//M, My 

* Lord> 
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* LorJ, (replies Antontus) hath been much my 

* Torment fij)ce my departure 5 but through the 

* aCGdance of the Gods and my own remtance, 

* I have overcome her Tyranny, and return with 

* a Soul wholly difengagcd, to do rhofe (hings 

* which may be expcdted from rac upon the ac- 

* count of my Duty, or to (erve my Friends/ 
While he was fpeaking, C£far looked on Len^ 
tulusy fmiling ; and Lentulus, though much 
pleafed with tl e difcovery he had heard, couH 
not forbear blulhing. Antontus obfcrving vc^ 
and that accident might have produced fomethin^ 
more than ordinary, if at the fame limc Pfo/omy 
and Alexander^ having heard the Name of An^ 
tonius, had not been come up to fee that Bro« 
cher of theirs, and the Emperor thought it but 
juft to rcfign him to their Embraces and Gratu- 
b'ions upon Co Fortunate an Adventure. Though 
Antontus had left his Brothers at the Age of 
fourteen or fifteen Years, yet knew they him af- 
foon as they werd come near him, calling him 
by the Name of Brother j and he received thofc 
r\i'0 Princes, and remrned them thofe carefTes 
which difcovered the excellent Nature of them 
all. He u(ed the fame Compliments to Mar* 
cei/uSy who came up to him with a like Af- 
frdlion, and who out of his own inclination, 
and upon the dcfires of O^axua, looked oii 
all the Children of Anthony as Brothers and 
Sifters. 

After they had disbtu:thcned themfcivcs o£ 
whatcyer a tender affcdtion could infpire thera 
with upon fo unexpected a return, and cha^ all the 
Kings and Princes tlut were about the Emperoc 
had fahrcd Antontus^ as out of a rcfpcv5l of hi$ 
Birth and the Rcpurarion of his Virtue they con* 
ccircd chemfelvcs obhged,- Alexander and ftolo- 

my 
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nty would needs carry him to Cieopatra^ whom 
Marcel/us had fee into her Chariot by E/tfa and 
Candaccy imagining with (bme reafon, thac oC 
the Afflidlion me then w2s in^ (he could not re- 
ceive a greater AUeviacion than by Co unlooked 
for a RccoTery. The incomparable Daughter oi 
Anthony was fee between her two Friends \ and 
conceiving, that afcer the Adion fhe had then 
done, whereby (he had made (b publick a Oecla- 
cation of her Af&6lion to Coriolanusy it was vain 
ro pretend to refervcdnefs, or to (iipprefs her Grief,^ 
fhe gave her(elf over thereto in fuch manner, that 
notwithftanding all her ConQancy, (he could not 
forbear making thofe difcoveries thereof, which 
would have been but pardonable in a much weak- 
er Perfon. Her Tears trickled down, without any 
oppofi'ion, from her fair Eyes upon the Cheeks of 
CandacCy whofe Face joined to hers •, and where- 
as that fair Queen, and the excellent Princefs of 
the Partbians, thought her Grief too juftifiable tcy 
condemn it, and too violent ta be oppoied in its 
fir ft Eruptions, they were content to accompan]^ 
with their Tears thofe of that Divine Prince^,, 
and to fatisfy hei by their Kifles and tender Em- 
braces, whafi their Tongues could not express of 
their being concerned in her AfHi£tioas. 

This pofture was Ihe in when the three Bro- 
thers came to the Chariot, and Mnrcellus^ who 
was gotten a little before them, coming up firfl to 
her, and having made a (ign to the Driver to 
hold> ' Sifter, (faid be, approaching jber, and^ 

* perceiving her all in Tears) difttuft not the 

* Gods, and out of the Confidence you have in 

* me, moderate your Grief, if you poflSbly can, 

* and afture yourfelf, before the Misfortune yoa 

* fb much fear happens, and which I am equaU 
*■ ly concerned in with you, you (hall fee Mar- 

' ctllui 
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' Callus roinedx and great RcToliicions ui (he Em- 
^ plre. Aod i^ Mwcpttus pefiih ( ^tflyd tht 
^ difeoufhlaU Ftiucefs) will it be any ground of 

* Q>mfx>rc CO (iac uuforcnnace C/^^/x^/ra .^ He will 
' noc pecilh {repiUs tb^ Son n/Odlavia) ere he 
' hach done ihac which may haply prove c&<flu' 
^ al ia order to the Safety of his Fricod : What- 

* e'er may be che iflue of ic, Sifter, hope for my

Thelc Words obliging Cleopatra co look aboot 
her, Ae fees Antonius, Ahxander and Ptolomy^ 
on the other (ide of che Chariot, where they were 
aligbced wirh acoa^erabie number of their Friends, 
wm> were loach co pare with Antonius (b fooiiy 
after rhey had fa uuezpededly met with him t 
But the Diditf bance Oie was in would not have 
fuficred her to have known him fo ruiidetUy, if 
his (deparcmrot, and che Words of Marc&llus bad 
Boc obliged her ca look atcencively on him, and 
alcerwatiis che Accent of his Voice, and che Name 
Sider proaouuced by him, had not fully facisfied 
,boch her Eyes and Knowledge. Certain it i^, chat 
kowe*er Ihe mighc be oppcefted with a cruel AfSic- 
cioD» ihe was fenfible, as £he ou^ht co be, of a 
Happineis fo much beyond Expedation ^ and as 
ihe had for che Blood and Merit of Antonius the 
litgheft Condderations he could exped from her 
at che Age wherein ihe lod him \ fo could ihe noc 
fee him again at a Time when ihe was more capa- 
ble of a jud Eftcem and a greater Earnednefs of 
Af&dlion, withouc giving him all che AflTuranccs 
thereof, which might be expeded from he£ upon 

the 
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the likcOccafioii. After (he had begged tiie Par- 
don of the two Princedes, Ihe embraced them Co 
vcral Times, and mixing fome Tears of Joy wjch 
thoie which Grief forced from her, fhe fpoke to 
him with the greateft Tendernefs and Padion could 
be czpeded from a mod aSedionate Sifter, in her 
Condition : And afcer Antonius had anfwered 
her with a like Affedion, bur with much lefs dif* 
turbance of Thoughts, the prefented him to the 
two Princedes, only telling him their Names, to 
mind him of the Refpedt due to them. 

Antonius (aluced them with the greatcft Submif^ 
(ion imaginable, and the Queen and Fair Princefs 
of the Partbians having returned him what they 
thought due to the Son of one with whom C^far 
had divided the Empire of the Univerfe, a Prince 
of great Excellencies, and Brotl^ec to CUofatrm^ 
whom (hey lov*d (b dearly, look*d on him further 
as their Dehverer, and knew him by his Arms to 
be that gallant Man, who with Marc^lus and 
Alexander ^ had fo courageoufly reliev*d the King 
of Mauritania. They made to him and his two 
valiant Companions, the greateft acknowledgmenrs 
ihat could proceed from Gratitude, and would 
have faid (bmething further to them, had they not 
perceiv'd coming cowards them, Alcamenes and 
Artaban, to whom they were upon the fame Ac* 
•count oblig'd, and at no great diitance from them, 
Agrippa with the King of Armenia^ the Prince 
of Ciiiciay and divers others, who were com- 
ing to compliment them upon the Accident tbac 
h^d happened to them. The three Princcdes thank- 
ed the iHwgoiScytbiasitid Artaban for their Adif- 
tances •, but in regard the latter was concerned in 
the bufinefs, the acknowledgments were not made 
fo much to him, as to the King oi Scytbia; nor 
indeed did he expciSt any for a ScrYicc he had done 

him* 
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/limfclf, though his Geucroficy would have led 
him to do the fame with no lefs Courage to Pcr- 
fons he had not known. 

While the Chariot was furrounded by the(e il- 
loftrioQS Perlbns, there came in fight thofe of the. 
Emprefs Jutiay and all the other Princeflcs, com- 
ing bade from the Places, where they had been 
dilpo(ed to fee the Hunting, and in the road up- 
on ^their Return to Alexandria. Livia bad had 
feme uncertain Account of the Accident had hap- 
pened to the three Princeflcs, and flic was (6 much 
mo?*d thereat, as to think hcrfclf oblig*d to (lay 
their coming up to ihem \ but having al(b heard 
feme talk oi the Wounds of her Son Tiberius^ arfd 
that (he was (atisfied he had not received them up- 
on any other Score than that of Cleopatra y Ihc 
made all the fpeed the could towards Alexandria^ 
Julia ftay'd behind, and caufing her Chariot to 
ftay by that of the three Princefles, fhe aflurcd, 
the mod obligingly that could be,' and with 
much Earneftnefs, how much Ihe had been trou- 
bled at whar had happened to them: And after 
fhe had on the oihet {\dc exprcfled her Satisfa^fli- 
on at the Defeat of iheir Enemies, fhe bemoanM 
Cleopatra for the Misfortune of CoriolanuSy and 
▼cry afFc^tonately proffci'd all the Services flie 
thought a Daughter might do her with a Father. 

But while fhe was thus employed, there comes^ 
to the other fide of her Chariot, a Man, who tak- 
ing her by the Hand, kifTed it ^ and going to 
draw it to her, looking on the Man with^fbmc 
Surprize, ihc knew him to be Prince Marccllus. 
Julia was of a Difpofinon not ib fubjcdl to aftonifli- 
ment as tho(e of many others, and was the lefs 
ftartled at the fight oi Mar eel/us ^ for that C/eo» 
ptttrahzd allbr'd her of his Rerurn, and his being 
iKx far from Alexandria. It happened that ar 
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thacTime Die truly lovej him, and was not a lie- 
tie glad at his R^emrn, though flie had Patience 
enough ro endure the Ab(ence of a Lover, whofe 
Prelbnce obUg'd her to fonie Re(ervedaels i but ia 
regard his Departure had difpleafed her, and chac^ 
upon the Jcaloufy which had occa(ioD*d it, he had' 
kfc her, and undergone a long Journey, withooc 
taking leave of her, fhe thought there was fome 
rcafon ike ibould make him fenHble of her Rc- 
(entmenc thereof. To which end, fnatching away 
the Hand he was kiffing, and looking on hini. 
coldly, and with a fcornful Smile, * I am very 

* much oblig'd to you for your Remembrances^ 
^ \{fatdlbc t9 him) I was afraid yo^ would uoc 

* have known mc after To great Travels. Great* 
•eft of Princeflcs, (faid Marccllus t§ her) be 

* pleafed to pardon the MiCcarrtaees which my 

* PaflioD only hath made me guilcy of, and be 

* perfwa 'ed 1 ana- much moce-to be pitied in my 

* Misfortunes than to be rejjroached therewith. Ic 

* is from yourftlf ( reply d the frincefs) that pw 
' ceeds the'greated of your Misforipnes, and it is 
' happy for you many'Times, te have to do.witb 
*■ fueh a Difpoficioa as mine^ that is fuch as caik> 
^ bear with chofe Things^ which others wouki* 
.* not think fo eaiily- di^cftible.* The Prin<c(s 
Cleopatra^ who was pre(ent at this Conver(atioiUt. 
and, notwithfl:andifig what at thacTime burthen d 
her Thoughts^ defirous to do Marcel/us all the 
Favour (he could, ptcveming his Reply » as being 
uji willing JuiiA ihould have left him ia the Hiw 
mour ioco which the beginning of that Difcourft; 
might have put htm ^ ^ Madam [fa id Jhe to her) 

* Ice me iutreat you, noc to charge Prince Mar^ 

< cellus with any Thing further, till you have 

< heard him, and to afTure your (elf upon my £iw 
\ gagement, chat he is not chargeable with an/ 

Thing 
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' Thuig Co much, as theOf&nce of having lov'd 

* you with fomc little cxccfs of Violence. That 
' Violence ( replies Julia, *witb a more appeafed 
' Countenance) might have produced Effeds chac 

* were more fupportable '^ but hovre*er the Cafe 

* may (land, this is not a Place to ptefs Things 
' any further, and you know I have that Con* 

* fidenoe of you, as in Come meafure to be pec- 
' fwaded to what you would have me. 

The Place where this Conveifation happened* 
and the coming up of all the other Chariots, en« 
dcavooring to get near that of Cleopatra ^ permit* 
ted them nor to continue it any lonjgcr \ fo thai 
after Antoniut and Alexander had (alutcd Juftm^ 
who receiv'd them with much Civility, all the 
Princes got on Horfe-back, and rode by the Cha- 
riots till they came to the Gates of Ahjtandrim. 
Bat all had run equal Advantages \ for if Arh* 
ksrzanes^ PkiUdelpky and ArminiuSy had the op^ 
poitanity to fpeak to O/ympUy Arjinoe and Jfm}»» 
niay ArtaboM and Agrippa mutually envy*d one 
another the Difcocure of Elifa. For Prince A/^r- 
eellui^ he had che Liberty to entertain J^ny/ii, with- 
pot any Interruption, and in regard all had a Re- 
rpe^ aai AffeAion for him, and and that hi& 
Pretcnfious were known and conntenanc'd by ally 
aud by the Emperor above any, there was not any 
one to didurb him in the Converfacion lie had' 
with the Princefs } and he made that Advantage 
of it, that before they were c«nie to the City, he- 
was afliir'd of a Reconciliation with hec, and thai 
he Oiould be as much ia Favouc as evec he had 
been. 

It wis almod Night eie this illuftrious Compa- 
ny got to Alexandria ; but that Return was much 
diftrem from their Departure: And as there were 
few who weco i^ in fomc Mc^ute troubled ae» 

ot 
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or concern 'd in what had happen'd that Day, all 
went to their Lodgings with much Diftradioa 
and Melancholy 5 nay, even the mod fortunate, 
fnch as Ariobarzanes, Pbiladeiph^ and Arminius^ 
neither durft nor could enjoy themfelves ; and 
though they paflcd away the Evening with theit. 
Princeflcs, yet was all their Di(courrc concerning 
the Misfortune of Coriolanus^ and Afflidion of 
Cleopstra, The Emprefs went immediately ro 
thofe Lodgings whitherZ)r<;(/J^/ had caufedjT/^^r/tf j 
to be convcy'd, where finding that Son of hers 
whom- llie lov*d, and highly efteemed upon the 
Account of Relation, and the many excellent En- 
dowments whereof he really was Mafter, laid on 
a Bed^ with feveral great Wounds about him, 
fuch as much endanger'd his Life, and all aggi"a- 
vated by a Grief and Confufion that his Defign had 
prov'd fb unfuccefsful, a Reflexion no fcfs preju^ 
dfcial to his Recovery, than the Wounds he had 
rcdfeiy'd from his Enemy ; all that Greatnefs of 
Mind flic naturally had, was not able to exempt 
her from the AfTaulcs of a violent Aflftidion, and 
after (he had feveral Times embraced that belor- 
cd Son, and bath'd his Face with abundance of her 
Tears, ihe fat down by him, and continu'd in 
that Pofture a good while, iiot able to fpeak one 
Word to him. Tiberius looked on her with a 
Countenance wherein was remarkable the Irrdig- 
nation and Difcontent he was in, and endeavour- 
ing to fupprcfs both, to fpeak to a Mother that 
had fo much AfFc<ftion for him, * Madam, (faid 

* be to her] let me intreat you not to affli<fl 

* yourfeU for-* Son who hath been far from 

* deferving all this Tendcrnefs from you. I dc- 

* ferv*d in lomc meafu-e the Misfortune that's hap- 

* pencd to me, by engaging my felf in an Entdrpritc 

* nothing but my Paflion can excufc j and For- 

*• tune 
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cune whom I have ever found favourable in cbof^ 
OccafioDS that were honoucable, hath oppo(ed 
me in this wirh Juflice. Be noc frighctied ac my 
Wounds > I have, Jii my Life, received fuch a1? 
have 'been niuch more dangerous } and be pka- 
fcd to employ that goodncis you exprefs to me, 
to purchale me the Pai<Joii 1 am to beg ot the 
-Emperor, for anadion that derogates from his 
Authority, and the Refpcd due to him. The 
Emperor ( replies L/v/Vi ) will be fooner appca(cd 
than you recovered of your Wounds, and the 
rroubie he conceives at thefe, argue> him not to 
be much incenfed againfl you. All ids wrath; 
as far as I can underfland, i< bent againii your 
Adverfary , and if the hope of Revenge may give 
you any facisfa^ion in your Misforcune^ ic mail 
not be long ere you have all the comfort you 
can upon that fcore ezped. 
Though Tiberius was a WtCon remarkable for 
a malicious and crqel Inclination, yet had he with- 
al a certain greatnefs of Mind i and though his 
prefcnt rcfen- menc might induce him to wilh the 
turn of his Enemy, yet refle^liug on his late ge- 
nerous proceeding cowards him, he durd not de* 
£re it; and with that confideracioa looking on 
the Emprefs, * I have had (faid be to ber) upon 
' many OccaHons, realbn to wilh the Death of 

* Corio/anus^ and this afFrcnc I have received from 

* him, is no doubt more infupportable to me than 

* all the reft : But bcfides the juftice he had^ this 

* Day of bis fide, 1 remember it was in his Pow- 

* cr to have taken away my Life, which yet out 

* of an excefs of Generofity he would not do, 

* chough I rcfufed to accept it at his Hands 5 and 

* his carriage hath been (b noble towards me, 
' that I cannot with any honour dcfirc to be re^ 

* revenged of him. Drufus^ who was prefcnt at 

* this 
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* this Difcoarfc of Tiberiusy heard it with much 

* facisfa^libn, as fiuding him inclined to thole (en- 

* ciments which he had willied in him: But Li" 

* via's Thoughts ran in another Channel, though 
*• ihe had a Soul much above her Sex s and &(len- 

* ing her Confideracion mote upon the Wounds 
' or her Son, and the danger wherein fhe found 

* him, than on the generofity of his Adverfary : 

* If it be not honourable for you (fnid Jhe ttf 

* htm) to prefs-your own revenge, 1 fhall do ic 
' for you, and what would not be glorious in you, 
^ will no doubt be {uch id a Mother, and a Wifh 

* to the Emperor. 

While they were in this Difcourfe, the Chirur- 
geons coming in, (earched the Wounds of Ttbi" 
rius, and found (uch as were great enough toraife 
a diftrud', but not to take away all hope of his 
recovery. Jiberius fiiffers himfelfto be dref&d, 
and heard the confultatioti of the Chirurgeons with 
much Courage, and in all his deportment there 
appear'd much more rage and confuiion for his 
Misfortune, than fear of Death by his Wounds* 
He was hardly quite drefled, ere his Chamber wal 
full of fnch as came to vifit him, whereof fomt 
were really his Friends, others fuch as the refpeiSls 
they had for Livia oblig*d to that compliance* 
Not long after, came thither the Emperor himfelF, 
chough the refcntment he had for Tibtriits*s Enter- 
prize bad a while held him in fafpffioe whether 
ne llnould do him that honour or not •, and cer- 
tainly, had his Condition been orherwifc, he 
would have made him fenflble of his difpleafure, 
rather than vifit htm: But confidering the pofkire 
he was in, he conceiv'd he ought to remit fome- 
what of it, as shaving withal for Livia a tender- 
nefs and refpcd too great co forbear ch« dilcove- 
j:ies cheteof upon chat Occafion; She was accor<i- 

in^Iy 
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ingly mach pleafcd to fee him come into the 
Room ^ and he was no fooner fat down, but fhe 
|Oin'd her follicirations to the intreacics of Tibc' 
fiusy to obrain his Pardon for an Offence which 
ihe abfblutcly imputed to that PafHon, upon the 
account whereof it might be thought ezcu fable* 
or at leaft by which they endeavour'd to make it 
appear (uch. Autuftus heard them with much 
patience ; and at laft addrefllng hi$ Dilcourfe to 
LMa^ * Madam, (faid be to ber) you know 

* your own Omnipotence'; and though the injury 
' I Juvc received from Tiberius be in it fclf very 

* great, yet is it in your Power to oblige me to 
' quit all Thoughts of it j and you are to afTurc 

* your felf that the rcfcntmcnt 1 have of the affront 

* he hath done me, is much below the afHidioti 

* I am in for the inconveniencies he hath run him'- 

* fclf into thereby. Contribute therefore ( conti* 

* nved be^ /peaking to Tiberius, after he had been 

* injormd of the nature of bis Wounds) all you 

* can to your own recovery, and (incc you arc re- 

* dticed to this Condition by our common £ne- 

* my, remit to me the execution of our common 

* Revenge. 

Lividy gave not Tiberius the time •to reply* 
and rejoining to the Emperor's Difcourfe, * My 
' Lord, {faid fhe to him ) Tiberius is (b generous 

* as net to defire any revenge on his Enemy, but 

* by fuch ways he conceives more honourable : 
^ Bot for me, who am a Woman, who am his 

* Mother, and who have the honour to be Wife 

* to Cdfar^ I fuppofe I may with honour demand 

* juftice of yot^ againft an African^ who by ways 

* kfs honourable, put him once before into the 

* Condition wherein we now find him, and one 

* from whom you your felf have received fiich 

* cziraordi&ary affronts, as if I were not Mother 

* to 
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* to iiberius^ yec as Wife to defar^ 1 opght to 

* prcfs the levcnge due to them. Take you no 
■* further thoujiht of . it, ( replies ^«^a/?«/) and 

* affure your (elf, that no inrieaty, no a^nfidera- 

* tion whatfbevcr fliall divert me from doing ex- 

* cmplary juftice upon him. * Whereupon undcr- 
ftandiiig that the wounded Perfon flood in need 
of reft, aiiiT was to forbear all Difcourfe, he left 
ihe Room, rakin^i^ all thole who were fome thi- 
ther upon vifics along with him. 

Drufus ftay*d wnh bjm afler all wcregonc, and 
of all ihe Men char were in Alexandi'ta^ he was 
the moft at a lofs how to behave fiimfelf.' He 
liad a great Aft'edion for his Brother, though he 
^erc inclin*d to fome Things he could not but 
di&pprove; and he al(b well underflood that con- 
lideiacion of Honour which engaged him in all 
his Inrcrcfts, fo as to embrace and profccutc them 
with all the earncftnefs of a generous and aficc- 
cionace Brother : But he was alfo in love with the 
Virtue of CoriolanuSy whom he faw in Chains, 
and reduced to a Condition that required his com- 
panion much rather than his refencmeut \ he had 
a particular Refpe6l and Veneration for the Prin- 
cels Cleopatra, and had as fervent an AfE-^ion as 
Heart was capable of for the fair Antonia^ her 
Sitter : So that as a Servant to Antonia^ as a Friend 
CO Cleopatra^ and as a Perfon generous and full 
of virtue, he could neither follicit oor wifh the 
Death of Cor to Ian us ; and as Brother to Tiberius^ 
and Son of Livia^ he could not' endeavour his 
deliverance. He accordingly took the Mean be* 
tween thefe two extreams, and doing chofc Things 
his Duty oblig'd him to, his wilhes were AiJlcoD- 
fonant to his own vittuous Inclinations, and the 
defign he had undertaken to appcafe LfVf« as 
niiich as lay iu his Power, fo as not to be thought 

of 
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of a Patcy coocrary to that of his Brother and his 
HoqIc. 

The fame Night, the Priocefs C/eopatrs was 
Tifitcd by mofl of the Princeflcs and other Ladies 
of qaality that were in Alexandria ; and whereas 
ihe had a (Irange command over the Refpcds and 
AfledioQS of au that knew her, there were many 
among them, who obferved not the circumfpec* 
tion they (hould have done to Areveoc their di& 
obliging of LtvU upon that Occafioo. Julm ' 
came thither in Perfen, and with her Prince Mavm 
ceilusy who had made his peace with her, and 
on whom, as (he told him, (he was loath to ex« 
erci(e any further rigour, as finding him too muck 
caftdown at the Misfortune of Corielanus to need 
any aggravation of his Afilidion. The vertuous 
OSiavta came thither with the firft, and had noc 
been a- wanting upon that Occafion to afliire Clea^ 
fatra^ that (he looked on her as her Daughter^ 
^nd that ihe would be as free of her (bllicitationc 
to (erye Ccriolanut, as (he could be for Marcelluip 
were be reduced to the (ame extremities. Cleofa' 
Sra had given her an Account of the Innocence of 
that Prince, and acquainted her with the Artifices 
of Tiberius, as ihe bad received the ReUtion 
thereof from Vohfius. SO that the generous Ptia- 
ccls having reftored thef Prince of Mauritania to 
the fame Piace in her Afie^lions (he had formerly 
allow'd him, prepared to join her Imereft with 
that of all her Friends, to counterbalance, on hvsr 
behalf, the Power of Livia. Her reception of 

2uiius Antonius was fuch, as that he could noc 
It be (atisfy'd, that the Children of Anthony 
were no lefs dear to her than her own ; and Ihe 
had erprefled no lefs joy at his retuni, than at 
that of Marcellus. Finding her (elf fomewhat 
iiidifpolcd, (he tccired the foonec to her own 
Vol.. VilL H Lodg- 
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Lodgings; the Princcfles her Daughters (laying 
with Cleofatra^ to acconipany y«//tf, EHfuy Canr 
dace^ Arumifa^ Priucc MarccUus^ Agrhpa, and 
•Cleopatra^ three Brothers. Julia who namralJy 
hated Sadncfs, would ilecds change the Difcourfc, 
which till then, had been altogether concerning the 
Accidents of that Day, into lome other of a diffe* 
rent Nature, and turning to Prince Marcellus and 
jintoniuSi whom all entertained as a Perfon new- 
ly revived i * Methinks, [faid Jhe to them ) ic 

* might be cxpe<fted ,from yoii both, that yoii 
"* Ihould give us fomc Account of your Travels^ 

* and you efpcciilly {faidjhe *o Julius Antonius) 
^ who in all Probability, mufl needs in the fpace 

* of fcven or eight Years have run through fomc 

* memorable Adventures, and I think there arenoc 
•* any other Pcrfons whom you ihould be'^morc 

* trilling to acquaint therewith, than thofc. here 
'^ prefcnr, nor that there can be a Time wherein 
^ fuch a Difcourfe might be more feafenable chaa 
'* it may be now to divert the Melancholy of' your 
♦* Sifter and Friends. 

Antonius perceiving the Princefs addrefled her- 
(elf panicularly to him,- thought himfelf obliged 
to return ^o her (bme anfwer, and looking on het 
with an Adion full of Rerpe([i5 * Tis.very cer^ 

* rain Madam, [faid he to her) that there are 

* not any in the World to whom I conceive myfclf 

* more obliged to give an Account of my Life, 

* than the Peribnl now have the Honour to fpeak 

* to, and I lliall accordingly^ when you pleale to 
■* command it, acquaint you with all hath happened 

* to mc, iincc my Departure from Rome^ but you 

* will give mc leave, ro tell you, not out of any 
'* Defign to exempt my(clf from that Relation, 

* that my Difcourfe will not afford any Thing 

* that were plcafanc or diycrcirc^ chat I fhall only 

f let 
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* kc you koovr, that baviag left Rome^ through 

* the Violence of an iufupportable Paflion, 1 have 

* ftruggled with chatPamon, forthefpace of five 

* or fix Years, oppofing it with my Reafon, my 
' ReieDtnients, and all I could fortify my (elf with 

* againft ic, and that at laft after incredible Suflet- 

* ings, I have got the Vidlory over it, id (iich 

* manner, that 1 find myielf in a Condition to

* Difturbance. I fhall tell you, that I have travel- 

* led unknown, and changing m^ Name witli 

* every Country, I came into Germany^ and all

* aJI over \ that I have fccii Capp^ocUy CiHcia^ 

< Armepia^ Midia^ Mefopofamiay PamfhiHa^ 

* and divers other Kingdoms, ihifting Rill into. 

< thoie Countries where I heard there was an]f 

* Thing of War ftirring, having been engaged io 

* many Occafions, wherein if 1 may (ay ic wuii 

* Modefty, (hough a Stranger, I might have ac* 

* quired a more than ordinary Reputation, if I 

* had not changed Names as of ren as 1 did Places, 
^ or had other Defign than that of fubduing that 
*• cruel Paffion which was fuch a Torment to m^ 
« Soul, by putting myfclf upon all the Employ- 

< ments 1 thought likely ro produce thatEfied: 
' But in all this Difcourfe I ihall not have a

. • on. The Particuliars of what 1 now tell you 

* in brief, I ihall give you when you plea(e to

Thus were Marcel/us and Antonius difpenfed 
urith, as to the Relation of their Adventures, and 
cot long after, Julia fiiUing into fome private Dif> 
courfe with Marcellus and Antonius^ Alexander^ 
Ptolomy and Ovid^ with Antoniay Artemifay Alar* 
cia^ zndAgrippina, whilciheQuccnof yEtbiopia, 
whirpering Cleopatra in the Ear, was reih'ng her, 
that failing to fee Cafario that Night, ihe bad given 
Clitia order to fend him by Eteocles an Account of 
all had happened to them i Agrippa who bad kept 
Silence all tneTime, and had been very penfivc all 
the Night, found an opportunity to come at EUfa^ 
who out of the Sweetnefs of her Di(]>o(ition, and 
i^t Refpcd {he had for his Vinue, durfl not ihun 
bira, as die would have done fome other Perfbn^ 
and laying hold of an Occation which he met noc 
wuh fo'oftcn as be dcfiredi he faid to her all that

a violent, yet refpcdfalPaflion, foch as his, could 
iofpirehim with, and fatisfied her of che Yioknce^. 
of his SuSerings, itiucfa beyond what he had evec 
done before. Efifa entertained chat Confirmation 
with Abundance of Grief, auJ an Afflidion fo much, 
the greater, for that Agrifpa was a Perfbn virta- 
<tos and powetfuly and one Ae woold not difob' 
UgCy if fhe couM avoid ic. Whence it came thac 
ihe anfwered his Dilcourfes with mach Modera- 
tion and Mildncfs ; but when fhe found, herletf 
too Eu urged, and reduced to a Ncceffity of ct» 
pre/Ong hafcJf more fully, looking on him with 
a Counrcnan«e, wh^ein he might obieitemuch 
more Regret chen averfion for his Perfbn ; * My 
^ Lord (jaidjhf to him ) the Favours you have 
oQt of your Goodne& done me, are extraordi- 
na^ and I doubt not but 1 ought in forocmea- 
(lire to make my Acl^nawledgments to yon for 
the ProtedHon 1 have faund from Auguflus^ 
againft the Perftcutions of Ttgranes; but you 
will give me leave to complain of the Violence 
you do me, (ince I cannot interpret otherwiie 
the Perfcveranoe you ezprefs, in prefling me to 
Things which it is impoffibte for me to grant, 
and to make it my fuit to you, with the greateft 
Importunity imaginable, that you will conrenC 
yoorfelf with theEfteem, the Aocnowledgmencs, 
and the Rcfpeds I ihall have for you while I hve» 
and not toperfift any longer in a Paffion, where* 
of you lirilf never have any Satisiaflion, and by 
which you wttf make me the mod unhappy' 
Creature in the World. 
E^a delivered thcfe Words with foch an Adton 
ts convinced Agrippa they came from her Heart, 
and iie was accordingly more troubled thereat, than 
at any Accident had ever happened to him. He 
continued a while w&hout m^kiDg her aufwer, 

H 3 but 
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but at laft, re-affiiming the Difcourfc ^ ^ May the 

* Gods (faid he to her ) fend mc Death rathct 
Vthan the lead Occafion that may contribate to 

* youc Misfortune, and if my Love be any hin- 

* dr;^nce to your HappineCs, may it cod with my 

* Life, that I may ik) longer difturb the Enjoy- 

* raents I fo heartily wifli you.* Whereupon not 
able to (iipprefs his Grief, and excufinghimfclf up- 
on Indifpontion, not feigned, "but real, whereof 
he then felt his firft Aflaulcs, he tool^ leave of the 
Company. Julia with the Daughters of 0£favia^ 
the Brothers of Cleopatra iX)i4rtemi/aj not long 
after withdrew alfo, and Elifa and Candace (laid 
fomcTime loneerwith Cleopatra ^ not able to give 
over fpeaking wCoon of their common Adveniufe. 

I ever had a Jealou fy {fays Candaoe ) that Cof" 
nelius had fomeDefign upon me, but could never 
have imagined, that in tne Court, nay, I mxj 
almoft (ay in the Pre(ence of his Mailer, tie: 
would have attempted any fuch Thing. I was 
very m^ch afraid, [added the Princejs dfVU"* 
chia) Tigrartes ihould have eiigaged htmfetf in 
tuch. an Enter prize as he hath, but being (o near 
,C^far^ 1 thought myfelf To fecurc, as that I 
needed not fear any fuch thing. And I had» 
reafon {fays tbi Daughter 0/ Anthony) to feic 
all Things from Tiberius^ and know not how 
I came to be (b (Irangely blinded, as not to hare 
been more careful of myfelf, after I had undei*^* 
flood from Volufius^ that he was hereabout s^. 
and difcovered not himfelf to any.' . Whereup- 
ou> after they had ezprefTed a Jov for the ffood 
Fortuitf they had had, their Goodnefs was iuch» 
as not to wiili thoie Lovers whom they coul^noc 
con/ider otherwife than as Enemies a greater mlf- 
chief than what had befallen them \ and without 
4^firing they ihould mcct^with any greater, they 

only 
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only wilhed thcmfclvcs fccurc from their Pcrfccu- 
tioiis, admiring not without much (atisfa^lion, how 
that the fame Fortune which had wrought a Friend- 
fhip between them, had as it were twifted togechec 
their three Deftinies, Ind had ahnod made theia 
sil three equally unfonanate by one and the fame 
Advenrare. Tnis Accidenr, common to all three» 
made the knot of their Friend Hiip the more in- 
diflbluble, and confirm'd Cnndace in the Re(bla* 
tion ihebad taken, toexped, w'uhCitfarhf what 
would be the Fortune of her two Friends, and ta 
obfige them to accept the Refuge (he had profi&r*d 
them in a Country whereof ibe had the abfolute 
Difpofal. 

This Night palled at)ray differently among, (b 

many illafhipus Perfons; who(e Fortunes were fa 

diflferent, though thofe who thought thcmfclves 

the moft happy, ^ttt fo generous as co fympa- 

dii2e in fome meafure with the Misfortunes of 

others. The Emperor having lefted very ill ia 

(tit Night, it was fair t)^j ere he awoke, andl 

€6nfequeiitiy could be feen» infbmoch, cb^ feve- 

xat Princes, ete they could be admitted to wait on 

ftim, had'the opportulnity to make other Vifits. 

Though Pbiiade/pb had difcngag'd himfelf from 

Iraving any hand in the tntttcttot TigraneSf as 

Well out of a Confideration of the Injullice of his 

Ftoccdure, as the great Civilities his Arpnot^ Arit* 

tarzaneSf and him(clf had received from the gene- 

.rous Artaban^ yet bad he ftill a Friendlhip fbc 

him, greater than that of the Median towards 

him : And though he blamed his engaging in fuch 

an Enterprize as much as they who had moftop- 

po(cd it, yet hearing he was brought wounded to 

Alexandria^ be would needs viht him^ and do 

him all the good Offices he could, without ollend* 

ing thofe Friends, of whom their Virtue obliged 

H 4 ^ him 
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iixm ro a greater Eftecm. He fouud him in sl fad 
Coodicion, though not very dangeroufiy wound- 
ed, and eafily perceived that Grief and Shame did 
fiim as much hurt as his Wounds. Pbiladelfb 
comforted him with mueh Mildnefst and blamed 
him the tefs out of a G>nfidcration of the Pofture 
ht was in 5 but the King oi Media was fo o'er- 
burthen'd with Affli^ion^ that he could not heat 
of any Comfort, nor indeed coukt well endure 
pifcour(e. The cbiefeft end of his Viiit was to 
induce him to a Defirc of his own Recovery, to 
increac him (b to contribute his own Endieavours 
thereto, as not to make thofe of others ineffcdual, 
through that Ezcefs of Grief he feemed to be in. 
He repre(ented to him, that many other Enter* 
prizes had proved as tmfuccefsful as his, and what 
ne ihould mod fear j was the danger ofhis Wounds> 
and not the Rebutment of the Emperor, which in 
all likelihood would go no further than it bad done*. 
Ttgranes hearkened to this Diicoqrfe.of Vblla* 
itlpy wi^h much impatience and diftraftion, as; 
I6okiftg with ho great confideiKe on a Prince^' 
whb' out of refped to Virtue) di&pnoved the uo- 
tvortiunefs of his Deigns \ but calling to mind 
withal^ that it was through his Adiftance he lud 
been re-feared in his Throne, and that he had 
HOC forgotten the efteem he ougjht to hare for him» 
he in (omc meafure fmother*d his own ftn'timents* 
to give him the tefi occafiou to complain, and 
pretended muck compliance to his, though in 
ef{c6^ it was no 'more than Pretence. "BblMelpb 
defirous to know how he had been engag*d inrp 
that Enterprize, was told by him. That ever (ince 
his arrival ai Alexandria, he had found Cornelius 
very much incHned to be his Friend, and, that 
that difpotitton had obliged him at fird to make 
kis Complaints to him with much confidence, 

and 
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tnd aftervards to difcoyer himlelf more fblly to 
him I that CwneHus obliged by the freedom of 
lis carriage towards him, had \>y way of Re- 
qtml difcoyered to him the Love he had for 
Candaety even before he knew her to be Qaeea 
ofJSthiopisy a»d that that equality of Fortune^ 
chat is, of Loviog wkhoat being loved s^in* had 
made a certain union of their liKerefts, and ob* 
liged them to mutual proC&rs' of Services upon 
that Occafioo. That bowever, thej would hardly 
have taken the Refolutioa which they would 
have executed the Day before^ if, tlie very Nighc 
of the Emperor's arrival, and that after all were 
retired from the Meeting that had been ix^f/sa'a 
Lodgings, Ttbirius had not come unknown to 
C6rn$iius\ who had been his ancient Friend* 
and was obliged in (ome refpefls to Livta fof 
the Favours he had received from Cdfar r Thac 
Cfnelius had been much furpriTrd to f^Tibirius 
in that Condrion, and that having asked him the 
Reafon of it, after he had by many ExprefCons 
and Oaths aflured htm of his Fricndihip, hewitK 
auich confidcDCB acquainted htm with the defien 
lie bad to carry away the Princefs Cleopatra by 
Jofce, ato he had ineffe^huDy tried all other 
ways to giio her, fieing that the £mperor« who 
in all things elfe tteated him as his Son, ha<t 
ntASboi him to that Affair, or at leaft had re* 
Iblved .not to u(e his Anchoritv to make him 
pofle(E>r of Cltopatraj as he had tome time beeiv 
grilling to do, and that he had a fairer opportu* 
nity to carry her away at that time, tnan he 
Kad had in his Life-time before, there being not 
any who knew €>i4us coming to Alexandria^ buc 
thought him very far from it j that he had Men^ 
and a Veflel lyhig lieger at a Place where it was 
HOC eafy to difcoyer them } but that k would be 

H 5 hard 
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bard for him to cfEtA his Purpofe, by reafbn of 
the like accident that had happened to the I[rin- 
eels not maiiy Days before, which might oblige^ 
ier to have a greater care of her felf, if he afibrd- 
cd him not his AfGftance, and furnilhed him 
with thofe things which he eafily might do, with* 
out running the hazard of being difcov'ered. That 
he had added to this Difcourfc thoufands of 
Proffers M^hich he had made Cornelius, which 
yet bad not at (bme other time made that im- 
preffiaii in him which they did then i that Cor-- 
fteiius {orherwife very much a Creature of Tihe^ 
rius\ but in other circumftances would hot ea(i« 
ly hs^c been perfwaded to engage in any thln^ 
whereby he might incenfe the Emperor) find- 
ing in tlie prefent occafion a means to intereft 
Tiberius in his Fortunes, by liter ificing hi m(elf 
to the furtherance of his Defigns, had forgot all 
Other confideracions, and made no difficulty to 
difcover to him his Affedlion to Canddce^ and 
acquaint him, that the King of Media^ who was 
in a condition not unlike theirs, and who had 
galktnt and faithful Men about him, would gladly 
join with them in fuch ah Enterprize, and would 
afford them a Retreat injiis Country, till that, 
by the Mediation of Livta^ C£far iKoulH be ap- 
|>ea(cd : That he had given him a particular ac- 
count of the Sentiments of Tlgranes^, and the 
Corre!pondence they held 3 and tha; Tiberius Yizs- 
ing hked his Pro|x>ral, and exprclTcd his impa- 
tience to (tt Ytgranesy Cornelius conceiving there 
was little time to lofc, and that the Night was 
moft proper for their Interviews, had written a 
Lcttct to him, dcfiring him to come upon Sight 
thereof t6 his Hodfe j that Tigranes very fecrct- 
1? cam^ thither, th^t he met with liber ius, and 
/thstt agt&ciiig in their' Ili^nuotiSj and eneburaged 
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by OEM another's AflKlances, chcy wichouc any 
difficulty refolved to pac in exccation i^hat was 
propo(c^ by Cornelius • That their Defign was 
to carry away the three Priucevles into Media ; 
which they' thought might be the more cafil/ 
done, by reafon of their being perpetually to- 
gether, and rhat it was but the fame work to 
loroe away ail :hree, as any one of them : Thac 
tbcy doubted not but the Emprets would make 
their Peace, yet thought it not convenient to give 
her any notice 0/ their D^fii^n, left'flie fliouli 
SiGippto^c it as Temerarious : That they had not 
baply been fo violent upon the execution of it, if 
the prclent opporcuniry had not obliged them 
thereco, and if, the Night before the Huntings' 
Match, Cornelius, cafually walking in the Gar- 
dens of the Palace, had nor over-heard the Con- 
vcr&rion of the three Princefles, and among other 
things of importance, u 11 derftood, tSat they would 
be the next Day at the Munring,'*and if poffiblc^ 
t(^he^ in the fame Chariot i That Cornelius 
had heard fcveral other things, whereby bethought 
faimfelf obliged to haden their Enterprize } an& 
that having given them notice thereof that Night» 
they bad fee all things in order for carrying of it 
CMt: Thai Cornelius had . ordcr'd a Chat iot to li 
tililde ifhidy for the three Princcffes, fuch as thew 
vi^6Uld have dcfir'd, and h'ad given the Driver in- 
ftttl6tions what he was to do : That Tiberius 
Mid 77^r^»f r ' with their Men had followed the 
Game at a diftancpe, keeping in the moft unfro- 
queuted Places, till fucb time as Cornelius, hav- 
ing teft the Hunters, met them at the Place ap- 
pointed, which was t^on the way they had oc^ 
dcred theCharibt-Drivcr to take: That there he 
put' on his Arms, which be had cau(cd to hti 
brotighc thither by one of his Men, ^and had 

brought 
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brought tbem through By-pkoes, which JieweM 
knew, to the Chariot of the Princcfies, where 
tWir deHgD met wiHi a fuccefs much difierenC 
from what they had cvpeded. 

Thus cam^e Pbilade/pb by the |iamcalars of the 
Emerprize of the three dilcoatented Lovers s 
slid after he had comFoited Tigranes in his Mif- 
fortune^ and told him, chat 'twas haply in order) to 
bis Happioels chat the Gods had ctofled his de- 
figit, and that in all prohabilicy he couJd iioc ec* 
pc^ to be forcufiare in the en^yment of a Per&a 
that lovM him not, and whom he knew prcpoC- 
feded by another Afie^ou : He profier'd him all 
the Services he could rationally exped from his 
TriendQiip, and not lon^ a6ter took kaveof him» 
out of a fisar of prejudicing his Health by obli- 
ging him to over- much Difcourfe. 

As Coon as the Emperor was to be feeo, the 
whole Court of AUxandrin waited on him, the 
g^lant jirhiham only excepted, who not able to 
Anotlm: his re(ciitments> choie rather to pafi 
ikway bli melaocholly thoughts eUewherc, than 
prcfent himftlf before him with a Countenance 
which irottld» to no purpofe^ have betray*d his 
X>t(ooncent. Among fo many Princes, the Emjpe- 
for not finding Agrippa^ and calling to mindha 
had not feen him the Night before, which was 
fbmething more than ordinary, he asked forhim, 
and was anfwered by fome in the Company « 
That bei^ fallen into a Fever in the Night, it 
was grown very violent upon him. -Afripps 
beiug a Per{bn whom C£far loved, and looked 
on as th^ moft eonliderable of the Empire, the 
account he had received of his Indifpofiiion troo^ 
bled him extreamly, Co that as foon as- he was 
ready he went to Vide him, taking onlv with 
him Mccdnas and Domitita: He found nim in 

ahoc 
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t hoc burniug Fever, aiul in a much worfecon*' 
jditton thaD he had itzia^iiieii, confidcriug the 
finail time he had been Sick* Alter he had far 
a while on his Bed- fide, and thac Agrippa had' 
with oMich rnhnaiflMfcnefs acknowledged (he Ho- 
moiQM he dtd him, choogh he had ofien- received the 
like, he asked him what the uatore of hi» 
Di(eafe was, and the caufe of Co (oddea aa In* 
diTpoficioni if ic might be koowR* 

Agrifpa continued a while without aafweriog 
him s but the Emperor having once mor^e put the 
lame Queflioa to him : * My Lord, {faid be ta 
bim^ wtk m Sigh bi cMld notfuffrefs) I da 
but too weU deferye what 1 (imr ^ nay, were 
my condition much worfe, I were worthy of 
iff fince that the great Charges you honour me 
with, and the Empbymeutsof confequenceyotf 
put me upon, cannot find my thoughts fo much 
boQuers as to free me from a Padion which* 
not only difturb^, but makes me unfit for your 
Service. I perceive {^fays Augufius f him) 
ic is Lore harh put you into this condition i 
and thac Elifa will in time deprive os of Agrip^ 
fs^ if we take not (bmc courle to prevent it. i 
fliould hardly have thought that thac PiJEoo 
ccmid ha?e wrought fo tuddcn and fo yiokai 
an efie^ upon youj but fince it is fo, endcavout 
CO dtven.whar may be yet more dangeroos, and 
reooTcr your (elf, with the aflur ance I give you« 
chat Agrlppa (ball havethe Enjoyment of £/(/2r| 
or I not be MaAer of ail thac Power the Gods 
hare beftow*d on me. If I might have that 
Happinefi (replies Agrippa] with the confent 
of that fair Princefs, no doubc I llioald feon

The Emperor being a Perfon very eager ip 
what he refolv'd 'o do, he no (ooncr vi'cnt from 
Jgrippa\ but he goes immediately to the P^in- 
ccfs of Partbia: She had been dreffed a good 
vhile, infomuch that the Princefs Ai-finoe and 
O^ympia were come to Vifit her, condudled thi- 
ther by Pbiladelph and Artnban^ Auguftus 
was fomewhat troubled to find Artaban there, 
as feeling wiihin him a terrain romorfe, at his fo 
ill treating a Man whole worth he had an infi- 
nire cfteeth, and whofe PeiGin an admiration foi;) 
and the amorous Artaban^ who had heard pf 
the Indifpoficion of ^j-r/p/)^, and upon theEi^- 
peror*$ coming into the Room, imagined wh^c 
his Errand wai, could not forbear (fhahgiqg 
colouf, ot expreffing fome difturbance. Augufli^t 
obferved him with feme confufion i but the Re- 
fped? he had for Agrippa making him the Ic/s 
mindful what Prejudice he did Artaban, a^ being 
one he loved above all Men, Marcel/us only^cf- 
cepted, he prbfecuted his Defign, and'afrcr fome 
fhort Dircolirfc with the 'Princefs before the 
Company, he "told her he had fomethiig to 
fay to her in Private : Whereupon taking hfcc 
by the Hand to the Bed- fide, Olympla and At" 
finoet vrrh 4rtabany Phil.'.delph^ Mecanas, aild 
Domhiuf, did out of rclped, ftay at tae other 
end of the Room. *Ti true, Artab/tn minded 
not much their C^Juverfation, as J>cUig ui fuch 
a ftrange'iifturbalicc, 'that a litric would h'aVc 

per- 
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fcrCwsLdcd him to leave cbcm, to go aod in* 
icrrupc the Emperor in the DiCamCc he had widi 

, As (oon as the^ were fac dowo, the Emperor 
jaiDbming the Difcourfe with an accent which 
difcovercd the Failion whence it proceeded* 
Madam, {faid be to bex)Jlf^tiCi xxost come to 
beg of you the Life of a Friend, who upon 
your account is at Deach's-door» and were ic 
any thing of Ie{s con(e<^noe than my Friend's 
Lik^ andthat fuch a Friend ^sAgrippa^ whole 
worth h known all over the World » I AouU 
not importune you with a Difcourfe which 
you receive haply with little inclination to an* 
fwer ic, nor make it my bufinefs to ruin the 
Fortune of a Perfon whp(e Virtue I efteem ^ 
but I have not any choice to make, nor time ta 
lo(c, when the lafety of Agrippa lies at the 
ftake^ and yon may have undcrllood, that he 
is already in fiich a condition, as out of which 
we are in fbme fear whether he wiH recover- 
Have (bme compaflion, &ir Princets, both oa 
him that fuf&rs, and him that imexcedes j and 
after fuch an cf&d of your Goodnefs, difpolc 
of C^ifar and the Empire* as abfelutely as IT 
you were the Sovereign thereof. 
Hereupon Auguftus held his Peace, expe&ine 
Elifa*s anfwer, with as much difhirbanoe pt min^ 
as if it had been for him (elf. But the fair Prin* 
cefs was at fach a Io(s, that it was no fmall 
difficulty to hct to find terms wherein to anfwer 
him, and a mean betwixt the coiiftancy of her

leave to tell you> chat you anfwer me not -^w 
oerely, and that if you would have revived a 
Husband, according to the difpofal of your 
Father, you would have received Tigraner^ 
whom he had particulary defigned you for, 
I do not tell you, my Lord, (replied Usfa) that 
I will receive from the hands of fbraates a

* find in Artaban himfclf more compaffion for

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* the prqcntions he harh to a much higher, which 

* it will not be fo eafy for him to obtain. ' Up- 
on which words, not expedling what anfwer the 
Princcfs {hoald make^ he calls Artaban, and in' ^ 
that he difcovcrcd the impctuofity of his Affedioa 
to Agrtfpa^ rather than aded according to his 
ordinary Prudence, which iu all probability would 
not have advt(ed him to make fuch proportions , 
to Artabany before El'tfa^ though he had thought 
htm of fuch a Nature as to accept them. Arta' 
him comes up to him, more troubled than if h^ 
liad i^d an Army xb oppofe ^ and the Empetoi; 
iitying commanded him to (it down, (a Favoiii; 
he ordinarily did to Perfons of that rank Whereto^ 
Artaban had by his Virtue raifed himfelf ) affetj 
he had fought, and with muc& di&to\ty foun<^ 
words to ezprefs his intentions *, * Artaban^ {faid 

he to blm ) I can make a fincere proceftation to, 
you, that if I faw but any probability of youc 
arrival to the Fortune you pretend to by the; 
Parthian Princefs, 1 would not upon any con- 
fidera:ti(|it in the NVorld difturb it, as having 
chate(teem for your ezTaordinary qualities, tmi^ 
there are few PerCbns, whofe advantages I Ihou(d 
endeavour to promote fo much as yours. But ia 
regard (he hach declared to me, that het inten- 
tion is not to marry you without the consent 4>( 
the King her Father, and that I think it a Thin^ 
you fliould never hope j I would intreat you^ 
with all the A f{e£^ion imaginable, not to op^ 
pofe the life of a Friend, whom I cannot pre^ 
ferve but by the goodncfs of the Princefs Eiifaf 
and to afliite your (elf, that if any other Fortune 
whatfoever can compcnfatc in your apprchen? 
fion chat which you quit, I will put you inc^ 
fuch a Condition, as^ that you fhall have uocaufe 
to cDvy chat of the greatcft King. 
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yirtabsn was extrtamly cioubied ac chefe words, 
not chat he cxpcded any other from C^tfar^ but 
oot of a Fear be was tti, the Prsncefs might hearfc* 
en to a propofitioo whkh he made co him iu her 
prelence. Yec did not his Gmrage fail him in 
Qiat emergency, no more than it had done in o- 
thers ; and after he had looked on Blifa^ as it 
were to find out by her countenance, what he 
ihould do» he turns to the'Eniperor, and faiknirtg 
Bis Eyes oji his with a greater confidence ; * My 
Lord {J Aid he to him ) this is not the firfl time 
chat I have been (enfible of the vanity of my' 
prefiimptuous imaginations \ it is not long fiqce 
thai I have condemned them my felf, and I' 
fliould- haply ere this have loft chem together 
with my Life» if the Priflce(s out of .her good-? 
nefs had not pardoned them. * If ihe think it' 
yec convenient to condemn chem, I dull be able;

If k be (b, (rf- 
piies Artaban, turning very ionf dint ly towMrds: 
the Emperor) I will continue my pretentions, be^ 
they never fo temerarious to the laft gafp, nor 
is it che Roman Empire, nor the Empire of the 
Universe, the preCervation of a ThouUnd Lives, 
if I had fo many to loie> that (ball oblige mc 
to quit them*

Auguffus was a little inanfcd ac thac audacioai 
fcply of Artaban^ and looking on him with a 
diflacisfied Countenance j ' 1 am not co learn {Jaid 
be to bim) chat now v& not the firft time, chat 
yoa have flighted not only Kingdoms, but Kings 
alfba and 1 might well have imagined, thac all 
I could oficr yoa was below your Ambition | 
but I am ape co believe that in time you may 
moderate it, and if the King of Pattbia come 
to be judge of your pretenSons, and cho(c of 
your Rivals, as he ought, and haply will be. ^ 
It will prove a great hazard, whether you are 
the more Fortunate. With which words he ro(e 
up, taking leave of the Princels with much io- 
difiereoce ^ and as he went out of the Room, 
flaying her ac the Door, whither (he was co 
come ak>og with him : However (faid be to 
her) think not any thing amiis of Agripfay if 
he (eem to do any thing contrary to the pro» 
mife he made you, not co make any advantage 
of my Authority, in the profecution of his 
af&dion \ he difapproves my endeavours to (erve 
him, and wiUvbe no lefs troubled at ic than At'- 
taban j but we muft not prefs too muclvjapon 
his Generofity, and it were uujaft, became he 
is too eeneroos> he ihould be (b much the more 
itiifcrable. 

The Emperor having left the Princefs of P^* 
tbim^ was going to his own Lodgings, when paf^ 
fibg through the Gallery, he faw coming toward 
bim A^utiius^ one of Cornelius^ Lieutenants, 
and whom, of all his Fiicnds, he had the greatefl 
confidence of. He comes up to Auguftus with a 
very (ad countenance, and the Emp^eiror who ima* 
gincd he came to follicic bim on^ehe behalf of 
Cornelius, looking very angrily ^ * You come 
* from C9rneHn$ (faid be to bim) and ic is not 
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* unlikely that bafc Man, who hath with fo 
' much ingratirudc abufcd tbe Favours I had done 
"* him, is haply now in fomc confufion at the 

* temerity of his Enterprizc: He hath indeed 

* much Rtafon to be troubled at it, as being out 

* of all hopes of ever coming to that height where^ 

* to I had raiGd him. He need not fear the lofs 

* of his Life, fince it is below my dilpleafure to 

* take it from him s but let him live in the Ihamc 
■ he hath brought himfelf to, an(i at that diC* 

* tance from me, that I may not hear any thing 

* of him. 

Thcfe words, though uttered whh a great deal 
of indignation, wrought no change in the coun* 
tenadce of AquUiuSy in(bmuch, that looking on 
the Emperor, as one who was not afraid of any 
Thing for his Friend's fake : * My Lord, [faid 

* be to bim ) Cornelius is now in a Condition to 

* defy the cfFedts of your difpleafure, as having 
' thought it a burthen to furvive the lofs of that 

* AfFedion, which you had fomc time honoured 

* him with : This Misfortune, more than that of 

* his Enterprize, was it that put him into De* 

* fpair, and having the Night before endured the 

* Remedies applied to his Wounds, with a coun-» 
ftenance wherein might be read in fome meafure 
^ the dreadful dcfign he had conceived, he hath 

* this lad Night torn off all,: and was this Morn— 
^ ing found dead in his Eed^\almoft drowned ia 
^ the Blood he had loft. 

This Difcourfe of Aquilius very much troubled 
|he Emperor, who had loved Cornelius^ and had 
in time pardoned the mifcarriage which the ex- 
travagance of his Love had caufed hipi to com- 
mit ^ fo that having continued fome time filentj 

* I was not dcfirous of Cornelius*^ Death, {faid 
^ bje) an^ am fofry be ibould (bVar defpair o( 

* the 
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' the Pardon he might have obtained from ohe 
* thac had a paniculat Affedion for him. ' My 
Lord, (fays Aquiiiust coming up dole to the 
Enlperor, with an Adion whence he inferred he 
had fomething more than ordinary * to tell him ) 

* Cornelius writ the laft Nighr a Leccer, which one 

* of his Men hath jud brqught to me, and which 
.< I bring you> becaufe directed to you> and in 

* bcfides of very gieac Confequence. Jgufius took

* the gteaccft Men into the Hke inconveuiendes, 
^ but that I have not been unfaithful to my Sovc- 
' ceign Lord and Beoefador. 

The mare iutentive the Emperor was in the 
reading of thofe Wor<)s, the more did the diftur- 
bance arifing in his Soul becotne remarkable in 
his Couuccnance, infonuich thaf Mec£nas and Do' 
mitius taking notice of it, expeded with (bme 
impatience he ihould acquaint them with thecaufe 
thereof. Auguftus took Aquilius aiide, and be- 
ing got CO fuch a diftance as none could hear thcm^ 
^ commanded him to give him an Account of 
IV hat he knew cotioeming tbe bufinefs about which 
Cornelius had written to him, and for which he 
diredrd him only to him. Aquilius who wa3 
xeady to (atisfy the £mperor*s defires, told him^ 
chat the Night before the Hunting Match, C9rne^ 
iius and himfelf, to whom he had difcovered his 
inclinations for Ct^ndact^ walking in the Palace 
Garden, had 6en the fame Cafario^ whom Cor^ 
nelius fpoke of iu his Letter, and being behind 
a row of Trees, had over-heard all the Dtiiaourfe 
■had palled between him, Queen Cfff/ftrrr, the 
PrinccG Ci€0p^tr» bis SHlcr, the Princefs of Air- 
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tbia^ and Artaban^ and chcreupon gave him the 
particulars of it, as Far as he could remember, 
infifting moft on thofc Thmgs whence ic mighc 
be inferred, that that Cleomedon whom Candiue 
h much atfedcd, was Brother to' C/fc^/ta, and 
indeed po other than Cdfario. To this he added» 
that after the departure of the Princcflcs, Corne^ 
liui and himfelf, who had hid themfelves to avoid 
being difcovered, had followed C^fario at his go« 
ing out of the Garden, and that de(irous tp know 
his retreat, AquiiluSi by command from Corner 
lius^ had gone fofdy after him, yet at fuch a 
diftance as not to be observed, and had (ecu. him 
go into the Ij'oufe where he lodged, which was 
in one of.the moft unfrequented parts of Alexan^ 
dria : That Cornelius would have given him no- • 
tice of it that very Nighty had it nof^been for his 
deiign to carry away Candace the next Day, which 
upon that dilcovery would have been prevented ; 
that he had ordered the Emperor ihould.not be 
acquainted therewith till his return from Hunt- 
ing \ and to that end, though Aquilius were a 
Perfba of whofe Friendlhip he had fo much con- 
fidence as of anv Man's, and one Ke might have 
engaged in that Enter prize, yet had he purpofcly 
left him in the City to obfcrve Cafario, and to 
acquaint -the Emperor -with his being there, in 
cafe he Ihould not return to Alexandria : Fur- 
ther, that he knew the Houfe where he made his 
retreat, and whence he ftirred not but in the 
Night, to vidt the Queen of Mthiofia j and that 
if be woul4 give him order, and a Party fie to fe** 
cure him, he promifed him that a few Minutes 
iboald bring him into his Power. 

Augufius hearkened to this Difcourfe of Jqui^ 
llui with much didurbance of Mind and Thoughts^ 
but put it out of all qucflioh that the Son of Csfar 
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Vf as CO be (ccurcd i tiav) he chougfac it pradence 
to have all thofe in cuuody, who had been of the 
Converfaci6n whereby he came to be difcovered. 
Though he was very open in all Things co liecig^ 
nsij yet be would not (peak co him of thisi be- 
caufi: he would noc raife any Jealoufy in D$mi* 
tiuSy co whom he thoughc not fic^ro^^fcovei it> 
by reafbn of che Pretentions he had co the Alliance 
of Cleofatra ; buc having fent for Levinusy Tri« 
Kine oi che Prjtcorian bands, a Perfon whom he 
fut mnch Confidence in, he commanded him co 
take a Party, and go to che Hcufe whirher Jqui" 
Hus would bring him, and having fecured the 
Perfons he ihoofi fhew him, bring chem imcne- 
diacelv before him : Giving him thefe Orders wicK 
that Kaecy and particular Inftrud^ions, as whence 
Livinus and Jquilius could noc bur infer, thac if 
they failed in che Execution thereof, they run the 
hazard of incurring his Dirpleaiure. 

They immediately departed, taking che moft 
fecret way chey could to che Hou(e where C^r/0 
was lodged, and ''^»/7/»/ having acquainted Xet^i- 
nus with the Quarter of che City where it was, he 
took fnch a Number of the Guard with him as he 
thought neceflary, dividing them into fmall Par- 
ties, and ordermg them to meet from feveral ways 
about che Houfe, to che end lefs Notice ihoold 
be taken of his Defign. The Son of Csfar^ whom 
the magnificent Pahce of the Ptolemies had given 
his firu Lodgings, and who had (bmetime pof>

the Gaards, commanded him to condu^ him to 
bts Lodger's Chamber, and was obeyed by the 
poor fri^tned Man, who widiout any Rcfi^nce 
broQght htm into it. Levinus and AfuUius wtre 
gotten into the Chamber with the Guard after 
cKem, ere the Prince awaked, and caftiug him- 
ielf oiF his Bed upon rhe Sight of thofe Men, he, 
was going to run to his Sword, when Levinus per- 
ceiTing it on the Table, feizes it, and (orround* 
S0g the Prince with his Guards, convinced him, 
chat alone, and without Arms, he could do no- 
thing in order to his Safety. U^n Sight of the 
Majefty and Comelinef^ of Cif/2rr*s Son, there fee'm- 
ed to be more Aflbniihment in theConncenance of 
Levinus^ than in his, infomuch that he thoughc 
himfelf obligM to a Rcfped^ which it was hard to 
forbear towards fucha Perfbn. He Iook*d on him 
a while without fpeaking, and by his Deportment 
di{cover*d how much he was (urpriz'd at that 
Sight ; when the Prince, whofe prefcnt Dangle 
could not abate any thing of his Courage, looking 
ot» him with a (etl^d Countenance, ask*d hihi 
what he was, and upon what Aaount he came 
iit that manner to his Chamber ? * 1 come (fayt

tcDancCy full of Sweetnefs and Majefty, he ob- 
ierv*d rhc Imagp of the Great Csjkr^ incermiz*^

^ was he (truclc cherewith, and not able to coa« 
^cal his Surprize fiom Miunas and Semfronius

none. Howe cr it may be, you will give m© 
leave to examine thofe Things whereof the know 
ledge does fb much concern me, and to find out 
hov^ I may with fafcty treat you fuiubly to my 
Inclinadous, rather than according to Maxims 
of State, which are (bmetimes rigorous, even 
contrary to their Intentions who are obliged to 
follow them. 
Wiih thofe Words, he commanded Levinmr 
to condudl him to a Caftle not far from Alexan* 
drhy where were commonly difpofed Pri{oner9> 
of Quality, and whither they had the Day before 
carry *d the Prince o{ Mauritania ; but as he went- 
a\i[^ay« he bid him noc fear any Thing, and com- 
manded Levinits he ihould be treated and attend*- 
cd as C^fars Son. 

This perfdnated Kindnefs did Cafario look on> 
as more dangerous than Menaces and open DifC 
coveties of Difpleafure, infomuch that he doubt- 
ed not but that Auguftus had re(oIv*d his.Deatb». 

He depart-^ 
ed without making him any Reply, and march'd 
away in the mldft of the Guards which received

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was ftnt. As he palTed through the great Hall, 
he met foil butt with Candacelcdhy Eteoc/esy who,. 
craBfported with Grief, was come to give her No-, 
rice of that Misfortune i and the fair Qiieen be- 
ing wholly at a lofs thereat, and not thinkings anj 
Obferyance of Decency and feminine RefervSneU 
obliged her to fmother her Sentiments upon that 
Occafion, was running to the Emperor, rcfolv'd 
ID participate of the Danger with her beloved 
Prince. Though her Refoiution were the ^reateft 
of any of her Sex, yet could ihc not fee him fur- 
rounded by a Guard without being fo troubled 
thereat, that for fonieTimc fhc was no better than 
in a Swoon, though held up by Et codes. But 
feeing the Prince carried away, Ihe overcame hec, 
WeaJknefs, and running before him, * WhatC/c^-,

the onfonuuate Eteocles, between the defire be 
had to relieve her, and that of following CWtfri^t 
was at a lofs what to do } when the Prinocls y^ 
Ha comes into the Hall, accompanied by the Prin^ 
cefs Andromeda y Ifmenla and fome othec Ladies. 
Being a Peribn the mod officious in ' the Woild^

reientmettts. Candace dcured of 0(tavU the' 
iaine a(C(laoces which Ihe had done before of 
Mttreellus^ and ihe found in that truly great and 
virtuous PrinceTs, fentiments confbnant to the 
afliirances which all the World had of her ad mi-' 
rable Virtue. All the illudrious Perfoos thatwere 
pceieDC profiered the contribution of their cndea*' 
vours, with a g^ncrofity, which, upo^ fuch an 
occaiion, it was only for fuch nobt^ mitids to 
difbover. Arioburzanes and ^Hadtlpb betray- 
ed a more than ordinary zeal and earneftnefs to' 
(erve the Illuftrious diftreflcd Perfons $ and King 
Aicmmnesy who bore the Prinocfs CUohatra a 
lefpe^ full of adhiiration, and who in all things 
cxpreiKd a devotion to Vinue, protefted be would 
make it no lefs bis Bufinefi, than if it were foe 
the prefervation of his own Life. 

Thele two accidents happening in a manner on ' 
the fame Day, had chang*d the Face of Alexandria^ 
and interrupted ail the divertifements that were' 
intended there. The unfortunate Corio/anus was 
Ihut up in the Cadle with a ftrong and (Iridl 
Guard upon him, though attended in all things 
as a Prince, having alio jEmitius and Sirato,' 
who was cetHroed, to wait upon him. Cdfarh 

had 
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had the fame accommodations, chough in ano*- 
ther part of it, and both were in a maancrac the 
£ime poiuc of defpair, as to matter ci Life. Their 
two Illuftrious Princcfles were overwhelmed with> 
griefy and rai(ed in all that came near than a- 
companion for their Sufferings. SUfa moved to 
pity at the misfortune of her fo dear Friends, and 
as much as might be difbrdered through the love 
of j^grippa^ and Aug4tfius*% pro(ccation of tr, 
th^uffhc her MS as much at a difiance with hap« 
piDcS as rhey. Agripps^ grows extravagant 
through the Love he had for Elifa^ and in a 
manner loft to all hope, entercained the afiftanccs 
of Csfar with fome difiatisfa^on, and put his - 
friends into a fear what might be the ifliie of 
]iis Stcknefs. Tiheriut and Tigranes wounded^ 
in their Beds, and abhorred by the Princcfies thef 
adored • found torment enough in their rage and 
csafpecation. Dryfus^ having a violent Love for 
ji»t9m0y but neithec the opportunity to fee hct 
ais often: as he defired, nor to follow the infpiraf^ 
tioBs of his Virtue and; Ajo^on, thought hiot^ 
fidf fuAcietttly mifcrable. Akxanditr oVftrprciect 
with grief sue the misfbftBBes of Carhiaifus and- 
Qe/fri<i^ was incapablk of thofe Enfoymencs^ 
woi^, had k not been, for that, he would have- 
Isad ii» the %ht and pcefencc of Art§mtfl^ M^r^ 
tMusy for the fame reaibns, was eaualiy unfbr- 
tune, and could not be at reft while his friend '• 
was till Danger,, though JuHa^ who had a natu** 
ral averfion for (aduefs, endeavoured to divert him ' 
from, it as much as lay in her Power, Arh^ 
h^rzanei^ Pbiladelpb and Armlnius, had been 
indifpuubly happy, as* being as it were in the 
Haven after fo^many Tempefts^ and inding an 
inconceivable Fehcicy in the demonftrations which 
they wichouK any Obftacks cecdivcd of the afiec-' 

tiOQC 
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tions of Olympian Arfinot and Ifmenta^ had the/ 
Bot choaghc chcm{cl?es, out of rcfpcds of Virtue, 
M\^A CO a fympathy for the misfonune of (b 
many Illuftrioas Pcrfons, for whom they had fb 
much Tendemefs and Efteem. Lentufust bcfidcs^ 
this |Miniciparion of the common (lock of Sorrow ^ 
£ghed for his MtrnTulRdy Crajfus for Terentia^ 
though prefent, bccaufc loved by a Rival who de* 
lived no fmall advantages from Sovereign Autho- 
rity. Nay, Citfar himfelf, befides what be fek 
for the Love of Terentia^ wa^ diftra^ted by feve^ 
fal Pa/Iioos, and not a little troubled to find him* 
^If forced to do things that were Contrary to 
die Reputation he was deHrous to raife himielf 
to in the World, of a good and juft Emperor. 
Bot there was not any of all that proud Courc 
whofe mind lay open to more cruel diflurbances 
than that of the gallant Artaban^ as welf by rea« 
ion of the Love of Agrippit]^ the Pdwerfulncfs of 
C«/2rr, and the oi^-re(etved di/poficion oiBiiJa^ 
at through die torment ir naturally was to him^ 
to endure the cSt€b of an un juft Authority. Nay,, 
befides what he (uftred upon his own accounr, 
be was eztreamly troubled at what had happene<i 
to Corhldmus^ and fighed out* of regret, that he 
was not in the heaS m chob Ih-mies whereby he 
bad done Co greait thingis^, that fo he might by an 
open Hoftilitf . (&ns hint out of ehe Hands of fo 
powerful an AiBony f hot when he beard of the 
misfbrtone of CiffSur't^. whoCe Virtue he had ex- 
perience of, and ''with; whom, notwithftanding 
the differences that had bedh between them, he 
bad comraded a fincere ai)d folid FrtendQiip, the 
Affltdhon he- conceived thereat was hardly ez« 

Creffible, infomuch, that without any difpute with 
imCclf, he re(blved to hazard all in order to his 
fafety, and CO fcrve Queen CtfuitfCf, whom heAill 

looked 
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looked on with abundance of refpefl. Ht ac- 
cordingly afllired thai excellcni Qiieen of ir, with 
lb much eatneftncfi, and Tuch dircoveries of a, 
teal grief, ihat of all dtiguflus's Court, flie de- 
rived aot that encouragement from, nor placed 
that coufideuoe in any, w,hich flie did in hioir 
He thereupon vifiied alt thole Petfous, who upoo- 
the accoani of Blood or f riendlhip were an; way 
concerned in tlie welfare of the tivo Princes, fgch 
as Mereellui, Julius Antoniuj, AUxander^ 
Ptalomy, and all [ hat wet e allied to the Houfe 
of linibeny and ChtpMtra ; at alio thofc wfioio 
Vlrtne turpired them with lentimeius futiable to 
l)is, as the Kiiigs of Seyibia and Armm'M, aad 
ihc Princeof C(/fVM[ aud difcovering his imeu> 
tions to them with a gKatnefs of Courf^e thcjr 
could not bur admire, he eagerly folliciied ihem 
to leave nothing uiiattetnpted to prefeiTCtwo fuch 
illudtious Lives, and in ibem to lefctie the fat- 
ctcdnefs of Royal Dignity, which wa; h^Uy 
injured by the Tyranny cxeicifed upon two 
Princes, luc); as clu King of JUaariiaiia aod 
Prince Ctfarie.

O M' £ Days • paflcd away tn tlie 
Difturbance that had iuterruDccd 
tbe Divenifemcnts of Auguftus's 
Court J during which) through the 
perpetual Mediations of Marcel' 
lus, the Princcfs O^avia, fulia^ 
Alcamenesy Ariobarzanesy and 
Pbiladelpbf the Emperor paflcd «oc the cruel Sen- 
tocKc of Death, as ic was much feared he fliould, 
againft the l^rinoes in rcftraint y yet coatd not the 
SoJlicitations of all thofe illudrious Perfons prevail 
Co far with him, as that he would grant thetn, 
or indeed, put them in any Hopes of rhcir De- 
liverance, Things being fo managed by him, as 
whence they imagin'd he only deferred, upon 
their Imreaties, what he had abfolutely refolved 
to put in Execution, ;^d that he (layed only foe 
(bme Difcoverics, which as he had not yet receiv- 
ed. To was it bis Expedacton that Time weald 
fufuilh him with. Many were of Opinion that 
he only (layed for thte Departure of the Scythian 
King, foe whom he had thofe Reffeds which 

made 
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made him unwiltiog, during his abode in ir, to 
ftatn his Court with eke Blood of two filch greac 
Princes, for whom he conftantly (blliciced hitn } 
u being aUo certain on the other fide, that the 
generous AicMnents^ inoenfed at the Fruitlefncfi 
of his loterccflion, and conceiving an AYcrfion for 
the implacable Humour of Auguflus^ would have 
left him wicb much Refentment, bad he pot ima- 
gined his Prcfenoe. might contribute to the Delive- 
ry of the Princes, and cho(e rather to ran the 
hazard of (bme farther RefaGils, though much 
agaifift the Namce of a Prince of his Rank and 
Coocage, than to ileave them in the Danger they 
were in. What was moft fear*d, was, that tl^ 
Emperor, to avoid the Exclamations of the Peo- 
ple, efpecially in a City where the Bood of Cinh' 
fair a wa&ftill in Veneration, would give order 
for the fccret di%xtching of the two Princrs iq 
Pri(bn, either by the hand of the Executioner, 
or by Poifbn. But Prince MarceUus^ whom 
rbe(e difturbances afforded oot the leaft moment 
of reft, being a Per(bn fo generally beloved by 
all that were about Auguftus^ and confidered as 
him who was one Day to be their Mailer, had 
made fore of all the PerKbns whom the Emperor 
mighc employ upon a (ecret Execution, ar>d had 
en^S^Eed LevittMSy to whofe care he had traded 
the Cafile and Prifoners, to promife him, that 
if any (ecret Order were iflued out againft them, 
it ihouid not be executed before he had notice 
of it. 

. For AuguftushimCclff his dtfcourfes were much 
dififerenc concerning the two Princes \ and where- 
as he o|^peniy dcofaircd, chat C^rhlanus Ihould ' 
ioevicably die fios it^ as being one from whom he 
had received fucb ityuries, as for which it cori* 
cefiaed the Dignity, of the Empire thac he Aould be 

made 
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be made an Example ; he faid onljr of Cstfario^ 
tJiat ail the crime objeAcd again ft him, being 
bis coniing unknown, and larictng in Ahxan^riai 
he could not juftly be treated with the 'lame ri- 
gour \ that he would further examine fbme things 
concerning him, which he was not as yet fatii^ 
fied of} and chat in the interim he had only fc* 
cured his Perfbn, and that rather to prevent any 
difturbance nup,ht happen in- the Empire, than 
out of any defire of revenge. But though his 
Difcour(es in Publick were to this ieffed, yet was 
there httie credu <given thereto; and thofe who 
called to mind with what eagernefs he hadcftu&d 
him to be pursued i in order to his difpacch^ upoa 
bis way to Mthtiffid^ could not ealily be per- 
fwaded he had any real intention to favour him, 
at a time, when, through his excellent Qualities, 
and the noble Fame he had acquired under the 
Name of Cleomedon^ he might be looked on with 
greater jealoufy. The two Princelles, that were 
the mou concerned of any in their welfare, omit- 
ted nothing which they thought might delay the 
fatal blow they ftood (b much ip fear of j and 
being both, though with (baie inequ^llity, Per- 
fons of a Courage much above their Sex, and 
conceiving that no observance of refervedncfs or 
raodefly ihouid, in reafbn oblige them to conceal 
their fentiments, confidering the extremities where- 
to their Affairs were reduced, they jointly j'efolved 
to perilb with the two Princes, if their endea- 
vours to ferve them ihouid prove ineffedual. The 
Emperor had fome thoughts to fecurc Ariaban^ 
upon the intelligence there might be between him 
and Ct^fariQ^ whofc abode in Alexandria he 
had been privy to, and with whom he had hacft 
fccret Conferetices \ but calling to mind that he 
fuficiemly diibbliged him, by depriving bim of 

his 
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bis Miftrefs and Fortune, he choughc fie to for- 
bear doing him any further mifchief, till fuch 
time as there \;rere a greater nece(fity for it $ giv- 
ing order neverrhelefs, that he ihould be fb flri<5l- 
ly ob(erved, as that he might not attempt any 
tmng to his prejudice, if he had any fuch in- 
tention. 

In the mean time, Tlberlus's Wounds were iq 
itich a poflure, as that there wa s no doubt made 
of his Lifej but his recovery was fomeivhat re- 
tarded by the AfHidion it was to him that he had 
not a vifit from Cleopatra : And LMa was fo 
iiioenfed thereat, that having an ablblute Powec 
over Augufius^ it was convinc*d there could noc 
be a greater hindrance to the fafety of Coriolanus 
than her difpleafure. Befides, Ibe knew there 
wits a report fcattered up and down, and had come 
to the knowledge of (evcral Pcrfbns, of her hav- 
ing a hand in thofc Ariifices whereby Tiberius 
and Volufius had made difcoveries of the pretend- 
ed infidelity of Coriolanus j and wheieas ihe had 
conceived no fmall regret thereat, (he would, no 
dottbt, have been revenged on Volufius, had he 
not died of his" Wounds two Days after his com- . 
iflg to Alexandria, 

As for Tfgranes, having not been very dange- 
roufly hurt, he was in a manner recovered of nis- 
Wounds i and the Emperor had not only par- 
doned him the offence he had committed, upon 
the mediation of Tiberius and Livia i but al(b 
permitted him to renew his precenCons to Elija^ 
and dtfpute her with his Rivals: Not that he 
xtaJIy had any intention to countenance him chere^ 
in» but to lay the more rubs in Artabans way, 
whom he moft feated, and was diflatisfied with. 
. The Median King, in whom the competition of 
Affrippa had not produced the fame cfic^ as ia 
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jirtabnn^ and was very glad to (ce his Enemy 
travcrfcd by fuch a Rival, was grown confident 
in his hopes, when he undeidood, chat the Em- 
peror hSid chieatned^ £///^, to remic the difpo/al 
of her Fortune to the Kina her Father, not 
doubting but that Phraates, vi^ho had beftowed her 
on him, would prefer him hcfoveJrtabant whom 
he mortally bated, as alfo before j^grippa, as 
being z Roman , and confequently one upon whom 
he would, in ail likelihood, have the lead iticli* 
nation to bellow the Heir of his Kingdom. 
Yet wanted there not fomcihing on the other fide 
CO gall and cornienr, ^s having heard, that King 
Arcbelaus^ his ancienc Friend,- and a Petfou to 
"whom he was in fome meafure obliged .for the 
recovery of his Crown, was refolved ro prefs the 
performance of a Promife be had made to the 
Princcfs t/rania her Sifter, when^he was forced 
cut of his own Dominions, and took refuge in 
thofe of Ai'cbelaus ^ and this he looked on as a 
new traverfe of Fortune, which would occafioQ 
him no fmall trouble. 

But while Tiberius was upon his recovery, and 
T/granes in a manner perfcdly well, the uckoefs 
of ^grlppa continued ftill \ and if it were doc 
grown violent enough to occafion much fear of 
his Life, yet was it come to that height^ as that 
the Phyficiatis concbided it might continue a long 
time s and had accordingly told the Emperor, 
that as the indifpodcion of Agrlppa proceeded 
rather from the Mind than the Body, (b there was 
little hope of the recovery of the Body, but by 
the fatisfadion of the Mind. Thefe difcourfes^ 
which they had (everal times entertained the Em* 
peror with, though contrary to the intentions of 
j^grippay made hin^ at lafl; refolve to brcal; 
through thofe (cruples which till than he bad. 
' ' • boggled 
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boggled aty and co ware ail manner of confidera- 
tions to ceftorc to his Heahh and Enjoy mcncs> a 
Per/on whom he loved as himfeJf. To which 
end, he increated Liviay when ihe went to vific 
him, as Ihc ofren did, Co take Eltfa aiotig with 
her i and the Princefs, who thought not nt to be 
a- wanting fo far to a compliance with the Emprcfs, 
and had auavecfion only foe the |^ove,andnot for 
the Pecfoo of Agrippay accordingly accompanied 
Livla in that Vifit. Agripfa had feen the £m- 
prefs (everal time fince his ficknefs \ but when he 
(aw Elifa with her, it put him into fucha diflur- 
bance, that thofe who were about him eafily ob- 
ferved it by the changes of his Countenance. She 
asked him with an exceffive civility and kindnefs, 
what pofture his Health was in ; and ^^gripps 
made her anfwer whh a weak Voice, acknow* 
ledging with much refpe^ and fubmiflion the 
honour £be did him ; bat not engaging Iver into 
any other diCcoiirfc, becaufe of the Empre^ and 
othei Petfbns that were about his Bed, and leav- 
ing it to his Eyes co make a more elo<raent diC- 
covery of his Paflion, than could have been ex- 
pedb.'d from bis Tongue* 

But not long ai^er the Emperor comes into the 
Room, and after he had ftayed fome few Minutes 
at the Bed-iide, he took the Empcefs afide to a 
Window, pretending (bme difconrfe wich her } 
whereupon all the other Peribns- who knew the 
Emperor's intentions, immediately withdrew, (b 
thai E/ifa was left alone at the Bed-fide, in the 
Chair, whaein ihe had been firft feated. She 
could not forbear bluihtng at the trick Ihe per- 
ceived put upon her 3 and Agrippay taking notice 
of it, was himleif G> much troubled thereat, that 
it remittedmuch of the iatisfadion he would have 
conceived acthe c^portuoity of any diicourfewith 
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her. Yet was he loath to flip that which he chcQ 
h«d, SLS willing Co to make his advantage of ir» 
as HOC CO draw onhimlelf any pare of the refem-- 
inenc he observed in her Countenance ^ and look- 
ing on hec with an Adion which betrayed his 
diffidence, and wheteby he made her fn£cienily 
fenfible of the fear 4ie was in te difpleaie her, 

* Madam, (fa id be to ber) how great* focver the

* with all Hncerity, and by all the refped^ I bear

To this cfFcd was Agrifpa*s Dilcourfe, which 
fdl from iiim with fome difficulty, and was ever 
and anon interrupted by certain fighs } and the 
Princefs, fenfible of his worth, and having a real 
eQeem for him, was ftudying how toexjprefs herfelf 
to him. as not to be thougnt guiky ot any remif- 
fion of herownfauimcutSy or difcoreriug towards 
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him a Rigour, whkh, coiiGdcting the condition 
ic was in, Ihc could notejereifc on him, though 
cCoJved to make- him fenfibk of her greatefl fc- 
vcriry. She continued (ilent a while, with her 
Eyes on the Ground j and presently after railing 
them up gently into his Countenance, and by 
thac look giving him new Wounds, ^ Imagine 
nor, (faid Jhe to bim) it is not with any fe- 
pugnance I have waited on the Emprefs in this 
Vifit, nor tliac I Oiall ever have any td^do you 
the (ervfces that he in my Power. I am fatif- 
ficd as to your excelletir Qualities, and I have 
for your Virtue, a confideration great as your 
felf can wifh it ; but 1 cannot affe^l in you that 
Padion, whence proceed <: not only your, but 
ai(b my misfortunes. Endeavour, generous 
Agrippa^ to fubdne it by your Virtue j you will 
HOC mid k {b h^rd a ^ask*, if you have but the 
Will to attempt it: Ic*s a thing you ought to 
do oat of Prudence, (inoe you know the con- 
dtttou of my Life to- be fucn as permits me not 
CO make ihoic acknowledgments thereof which 
it ^eferves \ and out of Generodty, (ince you 
know it can have no other zScGt than that of 
making me miferable. Biu to make yeu mife- 
rable? (ir^/r^/ Agrippa) Ah, Mad«m, it's a 
thing a^thegreateftdidaneefrom my intention^ 
of any, and there needed but that very ^ptrfwa- 
.fion ta make me ieek- the Period of it in that of 
my Life. I pei'ceive indeed, that you fuifer in 
the very compliance you have to ^e and hear 
me, but it hath been my opinion hitherto, 
chat tho(e were the greateft inconveniencies my 
Paflion ever occafioned you, and I (hould think 
my (elf very unhappy it canfed you any thac 
were more inlupportable. I have already told 
you, [fays the frincefs to ibiw) that 1 have noc 
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any aveifion to fee you-) and it proceeds from 
the (inccrc efteem I have for you. that I am 
troubled at your misfortunes : Nor is that ffae 
ground- of my <ompIainr; bi!rt I thought I 
might well lee you know, that Cip/«r hatli made 
me (enfible of his Authority, by a treatment 
which the Princefs of Partbia fhould not have 
czpeded from him. The condition you are in 
forbids me to trouble you wit'h the reproaches 
thereof 5 but when you fliall have recovered 
your former health, I {hall put you in mind 
of tbq promife you made me. I remember it 
very well, Madam, (refiies Agrippa) and (hall 
keep it to the lad . ga(p. Nay, then, I (ee 
{added he^ after a port interval offilence) 
that the AfFedion the Emperor hath toi mc^ 
forces hin^L to difcoveries of it beyond nrhaC I 
cxpe(5ted from him : He is my Sovereign Lord 
and Mafter; I cannot, to my wilhes, oppofe 
him, but I proteft to you in the prefence of all 
the Gods, i will not make any advantige of 
it : And that whatever he may have gaiti'd 
ttfOH you* i will never aooept it without yooc 
confenc. i had ntade you the (ame proteflation 
before* and had promifed it to Jrtaiaif^ whom 
I erofs with much afflidion to my felf^ as be- 
ine a Petfon 1 reverence and admire, and £ot 
whofe (ake, did te lie in my Power, 1 woold 
do my felf more riolence than for all mankind 
befides i but fince all my endeavours prove too 
weak to obtain that Vidory over my Heart, 
I wilh> both for his fake, and for yours, the 
Gods Co pleafcdy that the end of my Life ma/ 
(ecde the Enjoyments of twollhidrioasPcrfonsi 
and grant me to find in it that <]iiiet which I 
iuefFtftlttally feck by other ways.

The laft Words he fpoke fo loud, that they 
were heard by" the Etnperor, and was at the fame 
time Co inov*d at the confidcration of his N^sforr 
tune, and the little hope he had to gain any 
thing upon EHfaj that his heart oppre&d with 
grief, immediately loft fome of its (Irehgch, in- 
(omuch that the Pcincefs perceiv'd by the change 
of his Countenance, that be was going to fall in- 
to a Swoon. She made figns tothofe that waked 
on him to approach : And the Emperor coming 
along irith them to the Bed*fide, and finding him 
very pale and weak, doubted not but that the 
rigour of Eiifa had produced that fad cSc€t, 
and was fo inccn(ed thereat, that be was going 
to discover the refolution he bad taken i but he 
fecbore* becaufe of ^grippa, as knowing he 
would be ezrreamly troublea at the violence of his 

froceduie, making a fign to the Emprefs to take 
er away, with a defign to give her an account 
of his intentions as Toon as Uke were out of the 
Room. Accordingly, as Coon as Agrippa had 
a itttle recovered bimfelf, and that he feem'd to 
be in the Came condition he had feen him in fome 
time before, he left his Chamber, to find out 
£/(/#, and met her in the next Gallery, where 
the Emprefs and (he were walking together. The 
Partkian Princefs could not but tremble to (ec 
himv coming towards her, with a Countenance 
chat feem'd to her inore terrible than ordinary i 
and the Emperor approaching her with lefs Cere^ 
mony than ne was wont to do, ^ Madam, (/aid 

* be to ber) (ince you fo little refpcd my foUi-? 
*- citations, and the fafcty of my Friend, which 

* I have begg'd of you with fomuch fi^bmiflion, 

* you moft not take it amifs, if, in the extrc- 

* mity you force me to, I jecur to the Juftice I 

* aim to fee executed in my Dominions, rather 
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' than to my Authority •, and in. fine, proporeit 
■ to your choice, either to marry Agriffa^ or 

* \o be returned ro your Father, to be difpofed of 

* in Marriage as he ihall think fir. 

The Princcfs's colour cbang*d at thc(e Words, 
and her grief and adonifhment not fufFering hec 
to fpeak, ihe continued a while (ilent ^ but at lad 
Overcoming her natural .mildnefs, {he fummoncd 
all the fupplies of her Courage to her aHKlance^ 
and rcmembring hcr^fclf to be a Princefs of t.hc 
Blood of the Arfac'tdes^ and only Daughter to a 
King, who acknowledged precedence to no Man 
"w hat fc ever, fhe became of a fudden more confi* 
dent than ordinary; and locking on the£mpero( 
\rith more affurance then ihe had ever eipredcd 
before, ' The Fortune (faidjhe to bim) that bath 
^ put me into your Power, hath not giveq you 

* a right to force me to marry '^p'ippat or any 

* other Perfbn of your Empire ^ and it wa9 

* never yet known, that the Daiighters andCrovfn 

* of Partbia were at the difpoUl of tht Komans. 
^ But if, contrary to your promife, and. the pto<» 

* tc6lion you have given me, you will return me 

* into the Power of a Father, whofe difplcafttrc 

* I avoid, I had rather be expo(ed to that necefli- 
' ty,. than to the former you would impofc upon 
' me 'y and I fhall think it more honourable apd 

* mor€' fupportabl6, to appeafe, though with the 

* lofs of my Life, a Father, whole cruelty is known 

* to all, than to be treated as a Slave among the 

* Romans. 

The courageous words of E///i, which her juft 
reren:meiits forced from her, contrary to her na- 
ture, made the Emperor blulh ; but being fixed 
in the rffolmion he had taken, he was ndthing 
niov*d thereat: And defirons to let her know what 
ihe was to truft to, fuirabJy to what he had bc- 
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gan J • You cannoc fay, {added he) that you are 
•anyway treated as a. Slave, fincc you are at 

* iiberiy, eirher to take fuch a Husband as I 
' fhould not think unworthy my own Da'ughrer, 

* or to receive one firoin the Hands of the King 

• your Father, to wbofc difpofal you fay yftu 
' will fubmit your felf. So that you may -fee 
*• you are not here cither rreatcd with injaftice^ 
^ or forced by authority : But the fame reafbn 

• which obliges me to forbear the latter towards 

* yoii, becauk you are Daughrer to a King who 
' iiach no dependence on our Empire, obli(^es 
^ me to do him a civility which 1 conceive doe 

* to him, and fuch as 1 fhould expert from him 

* upon the hke occasion. I give you two Days . 

• to confider what rcfohuion you will rake ; and 

• that time expired, I ihall fdid Vbraates notice rf 

* your being here, as alfb to know, whether he 

• dcfires you Ihould be reciirned to him, or dcfi- 

• Ycred into the hands of ligranes^ who he is 

* defirous Ihould be your Husband. You may 

• do what you think fit, {replied tbt Princefs,) 

• for I am fo fully fktisfied as to what I am to 

* do, that I dcfirc no longer time to rcfblvc. 
With tho(c Words giving way to forrow, and 

feeling a torrent of Tears ready to force their pa(^ 
fage to make an Inundation in her-Countefrancc,^ 
ihc took leave of the Emprcfs, and reifr-d to her 
Lodgings with Urine e and Cepbtfa^ who had at- 
tended her. In her way thither, ilie met with 
jilcamenes and Artaban ; and upon fight of thelat* 
tcr, the Tears ihe would have fupprcfled broke 
forth in Rich mamier, as that her Face was alt 
baehVi thcrewirh. Thofe two great Men were 
much troubled at the Spcdaclc, though with much 
inequality j and' the Paflion of Britomarus not 
AifFcring huii., ia the Difturbancc whereby he was 
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furprix^d, to expcc6 himfelf^ the Scythian King» 
whofc Thoughts were le(s en^ag*d, coming up to 
the Princefs, teqdet'd hei bis Hand, and with 
Artaban accompanied hec^o her Chambei:. Be- 
ing faiisfied that that King, a Perfoii of great 4uii * 
geftcfous Indinacions, had a particular Affedion 
for Artaban^ and openly counrenanced his Ad- 
dcefFcs for her, ihe made no difficuhy to dtsbor- . 
then her mind before him, and in his Presence to* 
give Artaban an Account of what had happened 
to her, and the cruel Kefolucion Augufius had 
taken. Akamenesy who was already dxlTatisfied 
with the Proceedings of Auguftus againft Cerhia- 
nus and CafariOf and was ?exc at the (rnall regard 
he had had for his Inrreacies on their behalf^ could 
not but difapprove this Difcovery of his Tyranny, 
nor forbear inveighing againfl it in fuch Terms, 
as whence it might be inferred he was eztrcaml/ 
troubled thereat : But for Artaban^ he rook it fo 
heinoudy, that, being of an Humonc that coald 
not brook Injuries, efpecially fuch as proceeded 
from Tyranny r it had almoft pu; him upon (bme 
'violent Refolution. Bm he moderated his Refent* 
mencs, not only out of the Refped he had for 
'Blifa^ but alfo what he thought due to a great 
l^onarch, who fo generoufly concerned himfelf 
in his Affairs. So that after that conqueft of him- 
lelf, which both took particular Notice of, turn- 
ing to the Princefs, he asked her what (he had 
reiblved to do •, but it was with fuch trembling 
and fubmiffivenefs, and with fo much Diftrdft in 
bis Countenance, that the Princefs was eztream- 
ly moved to Compaffion thereat \ and according* 
- )y defirous to give him all the Comfon and £n« 
fouragement llie could, ^ I amrefblved, {Jaidjbe 
^ to him) and I fpeak it before the King, (ince 
* he allows us that f recdomi and hath the Good* 

« ncft 
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Qcfs to concern himfclf iu our Misfbnnnes, I 
am refolved to (land to the Promife I have made 
700 CO be yours, when I may do ic without any 
breach of Duty ; and if I cannot be yours, nev«c 
CO be any Man*s. So that you may be confident, 
chat all the Power either of C^fay or Vbraates 
ihall never force my confent, cither to marry 
Agrifpuy othe{{ovr myfelFon Tlgranesi but I 
am much at a lofs how to avoid the Violences I 
may be (ubiefl to, not as to what concerns my 
Will, which ihall ever be free and unmoveable, 
bat my Perlbn, which it is in the Power of For- 
cone to ezpofe to Tyranny, and which hath 
been once already forced by an unjuft Authority § 
and 1 (hall be glad of your Advice to dired me 
to cho(e Courses which it ihall be moft cbnfi- 
ftenc with m*y Honour and Quality to folic w« 
There is no other Courfe to be rhouf^ht on* 
[fays Artabao to ber) but that of leaving v//f;if- 
mndrtM; and I am in doubt, [replies imme^ 
diateiy the Frincefs ) whether there be a Po(Ti- 
bility of efcaping hence, ic being unlikely, chac 
confidering the Violence ufed againil me, I ihould 
be flill ac Liberty. Were I lb happy, (added 
the undaunted Brirofharus) as that my Princefs 
would truft herfelf to the cpndud of her fairh» 
ful Artaban^ 1 would refcue her out of the Hands 
of C^far, and all the Powers in the World ^ 
but it is my Misfortune that it is the Confcnc 
of my Sovereign 1 have to oppo(e, and not the 
Tyranny of my Enemies. It is not to be doubt- 
ed, {fays tbeScythisLU Kingy /peaking to tbe 
frincefs ) but that you are now obferved, and 
chac your departure will be hindred, if it be di(^ 
covered *, but you mufl faflen on luch a Courfe 
as Necedi^y ihall advife you to, and I ihall be 
* ready to fcrve you to the utmoft of my Power* 

* The 
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The fmall Satisfaction which I receive, fram 
C^faty in anfwet to the Intrcaties I make for 
the two Princes whom he derains Pr ifoncrs, after 
I had done Jbim a Civili.y, (which as I w^s not 

* obliged to it, fo was it beyond all Ceremony 
and Example ) give me that Liberty ; and if 1 
can lielp you to efcape out of his Power, I can 
offer you a fafc abode in iny Dominions that 
have not hitherto feared the Forces of either 
Varth'ians or Romans : You -may affure your- 
fclfof the Rcfpe^k and Affcdion of Queen ^Wr- 
nalippa) in expcdation of the Change or Death 
of Pbraafes ; and if after either, you find any 
Difficulty to fettle yourfelf in your Terricpries, 

* all the Forces of mine ihall aflift you to do ir, 

* as remembtinc; the Promifc I have made to ^r^ 
^ taban, to ferve him in the Head of an hundred 

* ihoufand Men. 

The fait Princefs of P^rfi^itf,^ receiving as {he 
ouoh: the generous Proffers of the Scjtbtau King, 
made her acknowledgments thereof with the grcaD- 
cft Difcoveries of Gratitude imaginable j but the 
Siibmiflions of Artaban being cxtraordinaiy fuics 
able to his Refencments, Alcamenes could noc 
without fome Violence receive, endeavouring ro 
perfwade them that what he proffered deferveJ 
not fb great Acknowledgments. Hor did Elifm 
accept his kindnefles, chough Oii did noc abCblure- 
)y refufe them ; and between the Neccfficy which 
forced her to efcape out of the Hands of ^tr^if/ftf^, 
or fall into thofe of Pbraates^ and the Diflionouc 
ihe feared might attend her following with Arta" 
ban^ a King fuch as Aicamenes^ one to whom ihe 
had no Relacioti either as td Kindred or Alliance, 
the was in a (Irange Perplexity, and was lifting 
up her Eyes to Heaven, as it were to implore its 
Aini^aiices in her Misforiuues, whea ihe hears « 

fud^icu 
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fuddqi Noi^ in her outer Room, and loon after 
fees Cefbifn coming into her Chamber in (bme 
^Piftarbanoe, and wich the Countenance of a Per- 
fbn that had (bmeching ofConfequenct to impart* 
The Princefs was going to ask her the Reafon of 
ihac Precipication ^ when Cepbifa preventing her, 

* Madam, (faid jhe4o her) I bring you very 

* great News. The Queen of Par tbia, the Queen 

* your Mother, is at the Port oi Alexandria ^ aud 
' before her Landing hath, according to cuftom, 

* (em to demand the PermifHon to do it. Ah I 

* Cepbifa y (faid Jhe to ber) tobat is it you teli 

* me ? Nothing but truth. Madam, replies Ce- 

* phi(a ; and Timagenes^ who with divers others 

* of the moil ilhiflrious among the Partbians 

* are come along with the Queen, is in the oacec 
' Room defiring Admittance.* Elifa with much 
Patience commanded he Ikould be brought in $ 
and he cxpeding only that Summons, came im* 
mediately itKo the Chamber, and having made 
his Qbeifances, kiflcd the bottom of the Princefs** 
Robe. She received him with much Kindnefs and 
Civiiiiy, as beiiig a Pcrfon very eminent aj^nong the 
Partkians; and after fhe had i end red his Perfon 
what ihe thought due to che^ Rank he was of, ihe 
asked him News of the Kin^ her Father, ihoUgh 
not without trembling, but of the Queen her 
Mother, with more Confidence. Timagenes told 
her, that the Queen her Mother would give hec 
ail Accoum of all Things, that fhe was her ulf com- 
ing not far off, and had not charged him to in« 
form her of aay Thing before her Arrival. Soon 
after the Pdnoefs undetftood by others that were 

-come into her Chamber, that Lodgings were ap- 
pointed for the Queen*s EiKcrcaiumenr, and that 
the Emperor had commanded Dtufus and Mec^' 
VMS to give her a Reception in the Ship, and to 

con- 
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condud her to the Palace. For thoi^h Augufiut 
was a Itccle (urprizcd at her Arrival, and troubled 
at the News was brought him of it, as reeliiig a* 
certain Remorfe at his bee Treatments of the Prin- 
cefs her Daughter, yet had he given Order flie 
^hould be entertained fuitablj to her Dignity } 
oay« he flattered himCelf with an Opinion that 
all Things confidered, her Pi^fence would rather . 
promote^ than prejudice his De(ign. Blifa would 
ticeds go and meet the Qpeen, and the £mperor 
having Notice of it, commanded Dpmittus and 
CraJfuM to furnilli her with a Chariot, and to waic 
on ncr. King jficamenes, who much concerned 
himlclf in her Fortunes, was loath to leave her ^ 
but the not permitting him to go along with her, 
perfwaded him for ieveral Reafons to forbear. 
- Artabnn would not ezped the Queen's coming 
. to the Palaa , but having obtained the Princefs's 
leave, went* alox^g with Jlmagcnes^ being very 
impatient to fee a Queen who had favoared him 
(b highly ^ and he went with the greater Confi- 
dent, for that limngenes^ and the PavibUns that 
came with him, had falurcd and looked on him 
not only as their famous General; for whom they 
had fo much Love and Veneration, but treat^ 
him with a Refpedl much grearer than what they 
had formerly ezprcflcd towards him, and littfo 
diflerent from what they had rendred -their lawful 
Prince. Artaban attribuced it partly to xht hSkc* 
tion they had for him, and partly infierred from 
thofe Ceremonies that he was much in theQueen'is 
Favour. 

Being got on Horfc-back, he foon came to the 
Port« and brought thence into the Queen's Ship^ 
lie was coududcd to her Cabin by JtmagentT. 
The Queen no fooner perceiving him coming, bnc 
ihe goes cowards him, and he caftiog himfclf on 

his 
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his Knees before her, and nocwithftanding he< 
cndta? oars to hinder ic, kified her Garment ; ihe 
embraced htm with an afTefHon great as Ihc coald 
haveezprefled to a Son, and with higher demon* 
ftra'ions of Refped than be had ever received froni 
her b^ore. Artnbun gave her alTarance of his 
Zeal and Fidelity with more Ychemenor, than or- 
der and reco!le£lion ^ and that excellenc Queen 
fatisfied him of her afFedlion bv carefTes, and the 
moft obliging words that could be. She was go<* 
ing to ask him News of Elifa and himfelf, when 
ihe perceives coming into the Ship Drufus and 
Meam^s^ who by order from the Emperor were 
ro receive her ; and they had hardly acquitted 
themftlvcs of their charge, as Perfons that under- 
ftood ir, if fo the World had any, when thePrin- 
cefs Etifa comes in attended by Domitius and 
Crajjns, The Queen tuns to her with thbfe tran- 
rporrs of AfFcdion which (he was not -then able 
to over-power, ( though de(irous to fhew a rcfpc^ 
to thoft illuftrious Perfons who were come to re- 
ceive her, and whofc Names Artaban had given 
her) and the Princefs cafting her fclf at her Feet, 
walhed her Hatids with her Tears, joy and tcn- 
^nefs opening the pafTage of her fair Eyes upon 
fo joyful a meeting. Nor were thofe of the Queen 
much behind in their return ; and when Ihe had 
cau(ed her to rife, Ihe held her between her Arms 
a long time, not ablb as yet to fpeak to her. Ac 
laft, when (he had recovered the freedom of 
Speech, they expreflcd their firft Thoughts one to 
another, hoc with much confiifion, and for a good 
while the Queen was able to utter nothing but the 
Name of jB///i, and her dear Daughter. When 
thcr(^ tranfports were a little remitted j * O ye 
• great powers above, (faid the Queen ^ lifting 
\ Mf ber Bjes 1 9 Heaven) how inhnitely am 1

. She continued for a while her DiGixMirtes of that 
nature, and received from the Princefs the like 
dilcoveries of tranfporcadon and tender ne(s, and 
at lafl turning to the Spedarors, whofe quality 
(he knew, (he nuuie her excuses to them in the 
Roman Language, which ihe baci^ g^cac com- 
mand of^ and increaced them to pardon, out of a 
Refped to the aSedion of a Mother, the faults 
it might have made her guiky of. She after this 
difmifleJ E/ifa to the Embraces of the Womcti 
that were coming along with her, and ihe did the 
like to Urtnoe and Ccpbifa^ who fell at her Knees, 
and whom wich much ackuowkdgment £he com- 
mended for their Fidelity cowards their Miftrels*. 
Thefe Things thus pafled while they were yet 
aboard, Drufus and Mec£nas^ whole particuiac 
charge ic was, cook occasion to remonftrate to the 
Queen, chat the cooveniencies of the City and 
Palace were to be preferred before tho(e of the 
Ship, and thereupon increaced her to go a&ore to 
be conveyed thither in the Chatiots they had 
brought along wich them to the Port. The 
Queen gave one Hand to DrufuSf atid the other 
to Mecdnasy and was by them conduced to land* 
and wich the Princefs w^s put into one of the 
Chariots % the reft were for the Ladies of ber at- 
tendance 'y auii the Men got on Horfeback, and 
guarded them to the PaJacc^ The Empcrorcame 
to receive the Queen ac the Palace Gace j and the 
Eniprefs, the Pciucefs Juiia^ and feveral others of 

their 
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theit aaendants, ezpcdicd them 9C the bottom of 
the. Stairs. This 'teoeption was performed with 
the ordioary Ceremonies, though it had feldom, 
if ever,, happened, that the £mperor of the /?^* 
mans and the Qaeen of Partbia had been {een 
jEi^her, and a^er the Emperor had affiired the 
Queen of her welcome into his Territories, and 
that fhe found him inclined to do her the civi« 
lity ihe might czpe£l from him, fhe gave hint 
thanks for the Protedlion he had oflered her 
Daughter, and aflured him of her own acknow- 
Jedgments and thole of the Pertbian State. 

This Difcourie of the Queen's, though hot men- 
tioning aught of the King her Husband, and the 
mourning which ail the Pcrfons of htrr retinne 
were in, gave the Emperor occafion to fi](pe^ 
Pkraaies might be dead ; but though it were an 
accident fuffidently of importance to be general!]^ 
known, yet did- not he conclude any thing certain 
opoo that Opinion ^ (6 that after the Queen had 
received the ctvHities of Livia^ aiid returned ber 
own, with czpteffions' of reciprocal refpe^, the 
Emperor conduced the Queen to ber LodgingSf 
ftnd intreatcd her to reft her felf for the remain- 
der of that Day, to recover the inconyeniencies 
fhe might have endured ttpob the Sot ; and told* 
l^r, that when (be pleafed afterwards die might 
acquaint him with tbeoccalions of her coming, 
chough he were fatisfied as to fomewhat that 
xnighc have induced her, as conceiving there could 
uot be any thing (b dear, or of that importance 
with her, as the (igbt c^ the Princefs- -her Daugh- 
'ter. Whereupon the Queen was left the free- 
dom of her own Lodgings, and all.tholc who 
would have vidted^ her, feeing the Day far 
fpenc, deferred their vitirs to the next. Eli/at 
obliged to ftay with the QuceU) fcnt her czcii(e9 
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to CJeopatra and Candace^ whofe Company^ ihe 
Qoicted nor, c(j)ecially in cheic afflidionj whereto 
tno(e cwo fair difconiblate Princefles returned) chat 
afibon as the Queen had recovered her wcarincfs, 
,they would come and acquit chemfclves of the 
civUicie^ they ow'd her, ^nd due the aiRi^oil 
they were in Ihould not hinder them from con- 
gratulating the happinefs befallen her* 

The Queen thus left to her feif, ihe again em- 
braced the Princefs (everal Times •, and perceiving 
that Artabitn would out of refped have retired 
with the reft, ihe intreared him to (lay, telling 
him that he was haply no lefs concerned in her 
coming thither than the Prinoels her Danghter. 
^rfif^«i» obeyed, not only outof -fubmiflion, but 
with a joy* at the words he choaght (b happily 
ominous \ and when (he (aw there were in bee 
Chamber only focb Perfons as (he darft well imft,

Thefe Things I 
fpeak, not to blaft the Memory of my Lord and 
Husband, but in fome meaiiire to alleviate ad 
Afflidion which hath wrought its Effed on me 
as it now doth on^ you, and which on me mud 
needs have been more violent throngh the Pre- 
tence of many Objcds which might render it 
more fqitable and preflfing. 
Having Co faid, the Queen was forced for fome 
Time ro give way to the Tears of £/(/2r, whom 
neither a Reiledion en the Cruelties of Pbraates^ 
for' which Ihe had had Co much Horrour, nor the 
Joy which ifae might conceive at h^r being de- 
livered' 
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livercd from the Danger that chreatned her> could 
hinder from paying that Tribu'c for the lofs of-a 
father. Yet was her Sufiering but little in com- 
pari(bn co what Ihe fhould have felt, had icbeen 
for a Father of a different Nature from thai of 
J'braaies \ nay, unlefs irwere in a dif[K)fition ex- 
cellent as hers, that News bid rather met with 
Joy and Conlblation. Artaban himfelf, who in 
all Probability (hould not have been diflatisfied 
thereat, and who indeed was not extreamly trou* 
bled, recei?*d it whh ib much Moderation, that 
even in the Apprehciiifioa of the Queen he (eem'd 
to be;griev*d, though, be bad not obferved an/ 
Difcovery of SadneU among all the PletfbRs of her 
Recinue, At laft, wiien the Princcfs had recover* 
cd herfclf, fo as to give Attention to the Queen > 
and that ^e Ivadherfclfwiped.ehe Tears that fhick 
ifi her Face, (he thus re-faounud thc/Di(coorfe. ' *

IT is toourRegret( Daughter, that we mod ac- 
knowledge, that King Pbraatis^ my Husband 
and your Father, leaves a Memory behind him' 
that blafts theGIocy of the Arfacides^ and makes 
bis Death look*d on as af remarkable ftroke of Di- 
vine Juftice* He was no (ootnec come t6 an Age 
fic.tO'Conimand, bt|t to feoure himfelf tn.the Go-^ 
vernment, he cut off ail his Brothers, defiling the 
Koyal Houie with their innocent Blood, and ic 
was with much ado that Prince Tyridates made 
a Ihift to efcape his Fury by flight that lafted as 
long as he4ived. . King Oroi/ifi his Father, whom 
he had divcftedof all Authority, fupported, noc 
without much Grief, the Death of (b many of his 
Children, whom he (aw diTpatehed by their Bro- 
ihcr, and being forced by a iuft Re{etKmettt to re* 

proacK 
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pToach him with his Cruehy, this onnacural Son 
h^d no more Refpcdl to the Father than he had 
had CO the Brothers, bdc caufed the wretched old 
Man to be ilrangled-, whofe Life had indeed 
been but too long, (ince the end of ie vras to be fb 
horrid a Sped^acle. 'Tis fb much the more Hor- 
rour, at leaft to mc, to reflcdl on thefe Things j 
for that thele Ad^ions have been committed by a 
Perfon whole Memory we ought to' honcyir. For 
which reafbn it is that 1 (lightly pafs them over^ 
Dor ihaU infift much on any of the Anions of his 
Life, witich have r^ifed him ro the Reputation of 
the mod cruel Prince upon Earth. 

You know, Daughter, (he Pains I have taken 
to remit the Savagenefs of his Inclinations, by all 
the Power I could derive from the Af&dion he 
had expreiTed towards me j as alfo how often, by 
oppofiug his Intentions, when I(a w him bent upon 
fomc unjufl and cruel Refolution, I have been in 
danger to rut; the fame Fortunes with.his Brother. 
I have often run that hazard, during the courfe 
of his Reign, though out of the Refpcd I bore him, 
I Jkept it trom the World, as much as lay in iny.. 
power 'y but more particularly for my endeavours 
co^iivert him from the Refolution he had taken to 
have you married to TIgranes. ^ You know all I 
did CO hinder it, and cannot charge me, Daughter, 
char, either out of Fear, or any other Con (iderati- 
on, 1 negleded to make the greatefl Adyan^ges I 
could of the fmall credit I had with him. 1 fpoke, 
I iiicreated, 1 wept, I was no lefs troubled at ic 
than yonr felf 5 and you may well remember, 
there was but little diflferencc between the. Dif- 
covertes of your Grief thereat and rhofe of mine : 
Ycr could not all divert him from his cruel De- 
sign s and I was in Uie fame Extremities not long 
aKcr, when I would have hindrcd him from (end- 
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ing Artaban loaden Avich Chains to the'King.of 
Media^ his profcffed Enemy. Ifufficiently rcprc- 
(enied to him what Thoughts all the World would^ 
have of his Ingratitude cowards a Pcrfba who 
had prefer ved his Crown, l^nd mad^e him Maftec 
of that of his Enemy. ^ then endeavoured to 
make ,hini fenfible of all tW particular Obliga- 
tions we had received from\hac gallant Perfoii ; 
and from that firft kdiion otNais^ whereby he 
engaged us to him, to the lad he had done for 
us, 1 omitted not any, whence he might derive 
Sentiments contrary to the Cruelty he had cxcr- 
cifed upon him : But all my DiUourfes, inftead 
of pacifying, exafperaced him the mote ; and af- 
ter he had caft it in my Teeth, that I favoured 
the unworthy Inclinations of his Daughter, he 
chreatned me fo highly, that I had reafon to ftand 
in Fear of a Thing, which, upon the leaH: erup- 
tions of hisDifpIeffure, was fo familiar with him 
as Death. You may call to mind in what a £ad 
Condition you left me at that ftrange Departure ^ 
and how unfortunate (bever you might think 
jourfelf, yet jou concluded my Condition to be no 
happier than your own. 

Some Days pafled away, wherein Phraatesy as 
it were, cloy'd with the Revenge he thought he 
had tzktn 01 Artabarty Teemed to be pacified, info- 
much, that he permitted me to fpend them info'- 
litude, to bewail, uich more Freedom, the Depar* 
tiire of a Daughter whom. I loved Co dearly, and 
faw Co unfortunate. Thofe he admitted to hi« 
council » had feveral Times repre(ented to him, 
that having but one only Daughter, and in all 
probability to be Heir to the Crown, he ihould 
eirhcr marry hec to fome Prince of the RoyaZ 
Blood oCFartbia^ and not to Tigranes^ who was a 
Stranger dierct0| a Prince lefs powerful ths^u him- 

fclF, 
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fdf, and paidy dependent on t\ic Roman Em^i^ti 
ox if he were rcfolvcd to bcftow his Daughter on 
him, he Ihould ftilldotaiti her with him, as Hei^to 
a Monarchy incomparably greater than that of hex 
Hasbaod. But though he faw much reafon in this 
DilcoarCey yet did he (light it ^ and told hisCoun- 
ccllorstbac he would firft puniih Eli fa for her un- 
worthy Carriage in loving a Perfon inf^ior to 
her, and conceiving Inclinations contrary to thofe 
of her Father i that he would (end her away, as 
not being able to endure her (ight without avctfion i 
and that he looked nocon her as his Heir, hoping 
yet to have others, his Age being fuch, as that he 
might a long Time entertain ths^ Hope. Nay, he 
faid further to (bme of his Confidents, from whom 
I have had it (ince bis Death, that if he had any 
Defign to leave the Crown to E/ifa^ he would have 
taken care itlhoutd not cometoT/ir^vfj; that he 
was not To weak in matters of Policy, as to make 
- fuch a choice \ and that if be defpaired of othec 
Heirs of my Body, his Intention was to put me 
away, or by fome other courfe difpatch me, and 
marry a young Wife that fhonld bring him Sons 
fie CO fucceed him. This was really his de(ign$ 
(b that Hgranes had vaii^ hoped, with the en- 
joyment of Elifay the p6(Ie(fion of the Parthian 
<irown. His Thoughts ran upon it, and he had 
haply pitch*d upon her in his Mind who was to 
fucceed in my place ^ wheo we find the MedeSt to 
whom he had delivered you to be conveyed to Ti- 
grants y return*d again, or at leaft a fmall Party 
of chcm, many of them having been killed in the 
Engagement with the Pirates, and fome gone to 
acquaint their Princes with their misfortune. Tho(e 
who came to fbr^tates gave him an Account of all 
(hat pafled upon the Sea, the Dircourfe you had 
with Artahan^ being ia (everal Ships ^ the £n- 
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gagcmcnc with the Pirates, and hdlf, the Re(b- 
Jurion you had taken to (eek a retreat oat of the 
Territories of the Kiag of Mediay and the difoo- 
very you had made thereof, (b much to the prejudice 
of their Mafter. You may imagine, that in this 
Difcouife they omicced no circumftance that roighc 
exafperace Pbraates againft you ; and thac it was 
not hard for them to do, as finding him already 
inclined to the moft violetit ezcremi(ies of indig- 
nation. He reaiv*d^fuch impr:(fions as they were 
dcHrous he ihould, and that with ib much vio» 
lence, that he was was immediately ready to put 
in execution what their revenge and his own 
fury ihould infpire him with, that were moft tcr* 
riblc. He made Thouiands of imprecations againfl 
that Daughter, who he faid had di (honoured the 
Blood 01 Ar facts \ and proccded with horrible 
Oaths, that he would arm all Things to punilh 
that unfortunate Wretch, with c|ie unworthy Per- 
fpu that had carried her away, if they were to he 
found i4 Any Place upon the Earth, lieipg thus 
exafpetatied, he comes to me, in a Pofture I could 
not but be frighted at, made me a Thoufand re- 
proaches of ray fondnefs towards a Daughter thac 
dilhououred his Hou(e \ and pcocefted, that if he 
knew I had. any hand in chat wicked intention^ 
whic^ ihe had manifefted with fo much in(b* 
leiice, he would make me know, thac neither my 
S|;t, nor the quality of Wife, (hotild exempt me 
from feeling the effeds of his juft reTentment. 1 muft 
confefs it was with uo (hiall fatisfa^on thac I 
heard of my Daugiiter's Liberty, and Art»\MiC% 
welfare, for whom \ had ever. had an AfTcdion 
fi^l of acknowledgment and tenderuefs \ but the 
joy I conceived thereat wanted not. an ingfedienc 
or.difquiec, hearing my Daughter was upon the 
uncenain W&vcs> not kopwing where to take 
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[helicr CO avoid the difplcafare of the Kin^ her Fjl- 
ther. I implored the adiflaoces of Heaven to be 
your guide upon chat Occafion, and cemitced all 
f bings CO the gc>odners and condud of the fuperioc 
Powers, hoping chey would not be wanting coyoU 
10 the great Neccffi^ you ftood in of thek ReJief* 

lo che mean Time, the King be^ to execute 
his revenge ypon a great numMr ot innocent Per- 
fons \ and having gotten che Names of ail chofe 
Parthian f to whofe charge he had committed you» 
and who> a^er the Engagement with the Pjracesn 
had tinned to your fide, and rcfblved to fcrve and 
run Fortunes with you, inftead of carrying yoa 
to the King of Mediae he would needs revenge 
xlie injury cbey had done him upon all their Friends 
and Kindred ^ and to that end n:u)(l inhumanly- 
caufed ail their Throats to be cut, who had any 
Relation either as to Blood or Alliance to chofe 
Perfous. Never was there fuch an Example of 
Crucly and Barbarifm heard of j every Day were 
broug^ to execurion conGderable Numbers of in* 
t^ccnts, who to no purpofe implored the aflillance 
of Heaven, and who, dying, demanded its Ven- 
geance for the Death they were put to with Co 
much injudice. Many unfortunate' People, wha 
Were neither of Kindred* nor Alliance. to tho(e 
whom he was Co defircus to punifh, were invol- 
ved m the fame Calamity : And if any had a de* 
/ign to be rid of an Enemy, all he had to do, was 
CO acquaint the King« or the Inllruroents of his 
Cruelty, that he had u>me Relation to the guilty ; 
and immediately without any proof of the Infor- 
mation required, he was dragged to execution. 
Nor' was che difpleafure of Pbraates Catisfied with 
that, but, after he had rooted out che Families of 
thoCc Wretches, he would needs deftroy all that 
bad betn Friends to Artaban ^ and whereas his 
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Virtue and great Service had raifed him a confir 
dcrablc Number, there were few excellently qua- 
Irfied Perfbns, and few vertuous Men, who faw 
not chemfclves expofcd to' their ruin. Several of 
the Officers, who hadljeen m oft eminent' for their 
Services in the Wars, and by that means had gain- 
ed a higher Place in the Friendfhip of Anaban\ 
loft their lives by this Misfortune j fo that only 
the lefs remarkable for their valour, And the moft 
bbfcure, thought iherafclvcs the moft (afe. About 
the Time ihat the King had put to Death his Bro* 
rhers, (cvcral Princes of the Blood of the Arfacides 
Iraid loft their lives with them \ nay, he had not 
fpated any one of thofe who upon account of 
Blood or other confideraiions, any way ftood ia 
his light. Among iho(c, Artanez a Prince of 
the Blood of Arfacides^ and of the neareft to the 
Crown, a Pcrib.n of an excellent difpofition, full 
of Virroc, and one that had been particularly 
Joved by iCing Or odes ^ and Prince Pacorusy his 
ddcft Son, fearing the fame Dcftiny with the reft, 
and having anderftood that Pbraates had fome ill 
clcGgn upon him, had made an efcape, and taken 
rtfugc with the Kin^ of Media, Father to Ttgra^ 
fres\ but at kft, after his Life had been fevera! 
Times aocmptcd by Perfons feut and employed 
by the Xing ro tliat purpofe, he had, by the me- 
d(arroi) of leveral Princes, obtaiiied leave to live 
opott certain pofleffions he had purchafed upon the 
F'rotitiers'of Armenia^ under the Jurifdidlion of 
the Medes, conditionally that he led a private 
Life, and held no correfpondence witK the Princes 
his Neighbours, and quitted all thoughts of re- 
fbrning -inro Partbiq, tiH the King fcnt for him. 
rte^had accordhigly -pafled away (everal Years in 
Ihat Iblitude, exa(^Iy obferving what he had pro- 
milta, ami not givrng Pb7'aatei'iht kaft Occafion 
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to be difTacisficd with him, or to accempc any 
Thing agaiirfl him j but refolv*d to difpatch ouc 
of the way all chat had been FrieiKl» to Artaban^ 
he uiKlerdood by (bme of his Flatterers, chat there 
was a very intimate Friendfhip between chat Prince 
and Artabani chat he had held Correfpondence 
with him during his Abode among the Partbians^ 
and that when £c Seat of War wasi removM into 
hiediay h^ had been very carefol to prtferve his ^ 
Eftate &ee from thediCbnlccs and quartering of Sol- 
fliers, and had fecrctinteryieirs with that Prince. 

This Difcourle, whether it really r2ki(ed any 
jealoufy in Phrantes^ and put him in a Fear thac 
Artantz might attempt (bmething agaioft him, 
or only prclenced him with an Opportunity 
to be revetted on Artaban by the ruin of his 
Friend, imimcdiatcly reCblved the deftrudion of 
Aj'tan^z i a Thing he c^iought might be ef&^d 
lirith moxc cafe than before^ by Keafbn of the 
iutelligpnce which he had with the King of Me^ 
4iiay who had given him refuge, and who would 
make no diiEcuky to affift him in the ruin of a 
Friend of Artabans who was their common £ne* 
my^ But hir define was to have him alive in his 
Power, either to pitt him to fome (bameful Death, 
or ouc cS foj|K other considerations chat might 
oblige him thereto. To that end he (em away^ 
one of the^uAieil Iixiirumencs of his Crudty in 
the head oi a Party whom he was confident of, 
with a Reoommcndacion to the King of Media^ 
for the dilcovcry of Artantz, if need were. 

While the C^ee» continued her Difcourfe, Ar^ 
ia^gnw^s in no (jnali torment throhgh the refpe(fl 
which hindred him.ltom imeriupctng her ; info- 
much, thac at lad, not able co maft^r the diftur- 
btfKe he wasfin, * Ah, Madam, (/aid be to her) 
I will you not pardon the Affection which obliges 
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* me CO incerrupc you, to ask whether it can be 
' f oflible I Ihould be Co unhappy as to occafion 
' the ruine of Prince Artanez. I am not a lie* 
^ tie glad at that difturbance, if^yi the Queen to 

* him) as much confirming ivhat we have beea 
^ inform'd, and what 1 am to acquaint you with, 
' though you know it better than my (elf, and 

* had no great Reafon to conceal it from us. ' 
You ar^ then to know, Daughter, a:nd you a}(o, 
^rfaban, that the. King expecting Artanez to be 
brought if), continued the Mafiaaes of all thofe 
whom. he dilcovet'd to. have held any correfpon- 
dence w«ch Artaban ^ infomuch that he was grown 
fo exorbitant in his Crueky, that xhe Partb'tans 
began to iiuumiir, to threaten, and at lad to riiej 
and parricularly (ereral Officers of tfe Army, 
who had led their Friends by thofe bloody Exe- 
cutions, and who daily themlelves expelled the 
fame Fate. At lafl, through the indignation of 
Heaven, the Buiinefs came to that height, that 
one Day, the greatcfl part of the Inhabitants of 
the City Pt-aafpay where we then were, together' • 
with the Soldiery, feeing one of their Compani- 
ons carried to Execution, fiirioufly took up Arms, 
killed thofe that condud^ed the Prif oners, and 
marched violently towards the Palace. . The King 
tuving notice brought him of.this Infijrredion* 
{lighted it ; but being a Man fbon fired into ^iC- 
pleafiire, he immediately went out of the Palace^ 
attended by his ordinary Guards, and march*d to- 
wards the Place where the Infurre^lion was, with 
a. Defign ro put all the Traytots to the Sword. 
But the Gods bad o(herwife ordered Things to 
come to pafs, and thought fit, that having met ' 
and charged them in a fpaciou^ Place, he was 
mortally wounded with two Arrows^ whereof one 
h^d^aken him ia ^he Throar, the other in the 
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Heart, fo that he felt down dead among his own $ 
who di/conraged at his falh fought but little af-* 
cer. The People, who were encouraged by this, 
ftnd who after the Death of their King, were not to 
deliberate what they were to do, van ujon the In- 
firument of Ph-tf^r^x'sCruehy, and of tho(e that 
came within their reach, ftw efcaped their Fury. 
They had haply been heigh'tned to (bme more * 
cruel Refolatfons (it being no eafy matter to qaier 
a Populace, by ja(i grounds forced into Arms,)" 
if Come eminent Perfbns, Arch as for whom 
they had no aTerdon, had not interpo(ed thdn- 
(elves, and rrprcfcnted to them, that they had no 
more Enemies to eng^ige againd, nor funher (ub« 
}e6t to ezcrcifetheir Fury on s thataU then left in 
Praajpa were their Friends 5 and' that by the death 
of the King, and thofe inflexible Creatures of his, 
who had ^rv'd him in his barbarous 1 mentions, 
they were fufficienily revenged for the loCs of their 
Friends and Kind ted j that of the Blood- Royal 
thece was not any Per&n left on whom they 
mi^ht with Realbii exerctfe cheic revenue ^ that 
tbar Princefs was abfent, and worthv their Scz*' 
yiccs and Rerpe<fh, rather than of tneir rcfenc- 
ments *, and chat for the Queen her Mocher, and 
Widow to the King they had killed, they knew 
what a difconfonancy thete was between her Na- 
ture, and her Husband's; how dearly ilie had 
ever loved them, and to what dangers Ihe had . 
many times expofed her feif to appeafe the King 
on their behalf. The People and Soldiery, con*: 
trary to their ordinary carriage,, hearkned to this 
difcourfe, and were beginning to fubmit them- 
ielves thereto; when Prince Artanez^ conduced - 
by thofe who were employed to take him, and 
had fortunately executed theic Commiflion, was 
brought to Pkraajpa. His Conclu^ors finding the 
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Face of things aliered, ca(l tbem(elves at his Feet» 
begging their lives, which they eafiiy obtaincil of 
him ; bat wich much ado of the People, who 
-would needs puniih them For the readioels of their 
inclination^to execute theauel orders of their Prtooe* 
Artane^ being refpeded by them as one of the 
Blood* Royal of their Kings, loved by them fbi 
his Virtue, and that fo much the more by redfbn 
of his being hated by the King, and readv to be 
delivered up to Execution, as their Friends and 
lllindicd, whom they had revenged, had ; they 
furrounded him wich Acclamarions, calling him 
Arfaihn Prince, worthy the Ulood of Arfaees^ 
aud declared their readinefs to obey him. Artanex 
finding them in Co good an humour, entreaxed 
them to lay down their Arms, promidng them, 
upon that condition, impunity for what had pad j 
and with the afliftance oiTimagenes^ and other 
confiderable Perfons, who before his coming had 
endeavoured to pacify things, he managed all Co 
fucce&fuily, that before Ni^t aU the Peppfe wore 
gotten JACo their Houfts, and the City was as 
<]Otet as if nothing had happened. Artane:^^ wbor 
had looked on that Day as the laft of his Life, 
and by a r^ohition which he could not attribute 
to any but Divine Juftioe, faw htmfelf followed 
by all the Parthians wich applaufe, u(ed his good 
Kortuoe with much moderation and generofity} 
and* having cauledtbe King*s body with much te«- 
fped to be taken up, and given Order for the Burial 
of the reft* comes to the Palace ^ where, notwith- 
(landing the averdon I had for theKing*s Death, 
I was o'er> whelmed with the grief which fo un« 
ezpedled an accident muft needs have raifed in 
me, and where I flrood in expectation of Death, 
through the fright I was m to fee an armed Po« 
pnlacc, which luid hot fpared theLifeofrheir King. 
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1 trouble you not with a difcourfc' of what 1 fcic 
during that time, bccau(e it would not only prove 
t«fious, but not any way rcquifiiein order to the 
difcovcry of thofe things which I am yet to ac- 
qtiaiut you with. 

^ Having receive4 a puniflual account of whi^it 
was done by the care of Zoilus^ Timagenes, an4 
divers other faichful Pcrfons, who had provided 
for my fafety, and endeavoured to comfort ilic» 
I knew that Artanez was innocent as to the Kiug*s 
death ; and afterwards underflood what paius nc 
had taken to appeafe the exafperated multitude, 
and the refpeit he had cxpreffed towards ilic 
ting's memory, tlioueh he might well have a 
jafl: refentment againft him \ (b that feeing him 
coming in the pqfture, not of a Pri^iceofth^ 
Blood of PbraateTy but ofthe huniblcftof his Sub-; 
jcdls, I embraced him wicb much aflfedion, ac*- 
knowkdged his genrrofity, and recommendcd^ to 
him the memory of the King my Lord, and the 
concernments of my Daughter, jirtanez aflured 
liie, chat all the mifchieiwas over \ thac it was 
to be looked on as a ftroke from Heaven % and 
that there was nothing to, be feared> provided the 
promife, which he with Ttmag^nes and divers 
others had made, were obfervcd, which waS| 
That what was paft ihould be pardoned, and thac 
the People ihould not be called to account for a 
Jkiisfortune which the King run him(elf upou» 
firft by his Cruelty, and afterwards by his im- 
prudence, in hazarding himfclf as he had done, 
and affaulting with fo much animoficy, and fa 
little forefight, an arm?d and an exafperated Mul- 
titude. That for his own part, he afTured me of 
his fidelity to the Jaft galp j and proteftcd be was 
nor glad at the King's deaths though he had pro- 
nounced the Sente.nce of his, againll him j and 
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that that Day might haply have been the laftgafp 
of his Life, if the Gods had not by fo unexpe^- 
cd a revolution prevented it : That the People were 
ready to honour and acknowledge me for their 
gracious Queen s and the mod eminent Perfbns 
were the more confitmtd in chat fenciment ^ and 
that all delircd the Princcfs might be fought out 
an<i fetkd in the Throne of her Anceflors, with a 
Husband fie to govern them. Such favourable 
difpodtions in the hearts of our Subjeds deli- 
vered me from all my fears, and fomewhat alle- 
viated my misfortune y and in fine, Artanez did, 
fo well, with the afTidance of other well-affeded 
Perfons, that thtf next Day all things were wholly 
appealed, and the next to that the King*s Body 
was difpofed among the Monuments of tne^^y^ 
cidesy with Htrle pomp, but with the fame Cerc^ 
monies, and as if he had died a natural deaths 

Two Days after, Artane&y on whom I disbar- 
thened my felf of fomc part of the government,, 
tells me, that the mofl eminent among the Bar^ 
tbians, and with them the People, though ready 
enough to obey me, defired a general A(IemUy». 
wherein it might be confidcred what were to be 
done for. the recovery of the Princefs, and the 
joining of her to a Husband that ihould fucc^ecf 
Ptraates^ and govern themjH^ith more mpderai- 
tion than he had done. I thought their de/ires 
very jufl:, and fuitable to my own intentions^ 
fincc that they thereby difcovered that they looked 
iioton Venonez^ P kr antes* sii2i\.vkx^\ Son, who was 
brought up at Romy with feme pretence to the 
Crown : So that a Day being appointed, all the 
principal Nobility among the Pjr/l&/tf»/ mciy with 
icveral rcprefentativcs ofthe People, havitig all 
freedom of debate about what the whole Nation 
was concerned in. The firft thing refolved on, 
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was, to oppofc the precenfions of Venonezt if Co 
be he bad any; and to maintain againft the 
Baftard the right of the lawful Princefs to the laft 
Man. This pafled, it was taken into confidera- 
tioa how the Princefs iliouid be found out, and 
that 10 that purpofe fuch Perfbns ihould be ioi- 
ployed as^the State were aflured of, and afterward 
jc was propofed that ihe mieht make choice of 9, 
Husband wonhy her, and the Rank (he is to be 
of; But it was generally dedated by all, that it 
ihould oot be Tigranesy that he was a Stranger^ 
an Ally, if not» a Dependent on the Romans \ 
and which is more, that he was their Enemy, and 
uot afiedied by the Princefs, who was not to be 
denied the liberty of her own choice. There 
were thofe among the Soldiery, who f;ave theic 
Votes, that Artaban ihould be their King ^ that 
he was a Petfon not hated by their Princefs, thac 
the Crown was due to his Valour ^ and that un- 
der fuch a Prince as Artaban was, they Ihould 
fear, neither the Medes nor the Romans, nor alf 
the Forces nor Powers of the Woikl. This Dif- 
courfe was no (boner (larted, but the Aflcmbly 
rung again with the name of Artaban y (o that 
the major Voijce was, that Artaban ihould be 
choieu King. But all the moil eminent Perfons 
among the fartifians being prcientf and among 
chofe, many that were allied ro the Hou(e ofriie 
/irfacidtSt who were flatter'd with a hopr of 
being prefetred before Perfbns of a lower rank 
than tncmiclves, there was a conitderable num^ 
ber of them that pppoied the Propofition made 
in ^vour of Artaban \ and reprefented to the 
Mokitude that deiired him. That Artaban was 
indeed worthy the Government deiigu'd him ^ 
that upon the account of his Valour he might a(^ 
pirc CO any thing, and that, hh woith was fuch^ 
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at that nothing was too great for him $ bix that 
cbej would not have an unknown Prrfon placed 
id the Throne of Arfaces^ which had never been 
poflclled but by PHnces of the mo{i IDuftrious 
Blood in the World -y and that chofe very Perfom 
who ft) much detired him, would m a fhort 
time think it a regret to obey a Man, whole 
Birch was nothing above their own. 

Several Pcrfons had heard this di(cour(e^ and 
it began lo get Credit among the Multitude \ 
when Avtnntz^ who ihould have been the mo(i 
likely to countenance \i^ as being, by rea(bn of 
his Rank, and the Blood- Royal whereof he was 
the mo(l concerned in it, having with much pa- 
tience heard the Opinions of all the reft, aiTumes 
the d]rco\ir{e; and looking on the Nobles and 
People with (uch an Adion as whence they ima- 
gined he had fome great matter to acquaint them 
withaJ, ' I approve {fa\d he to thtm) the Fidc«* 

* licy of the Partbians, and the Zcahlvey cTtprcfs 

* for the welfare of the State,, and the intcreft of 

* their Queen : And 1 am to acknowledge it th^ 

* goodncfs of the Gods that I am this Day in a 

* capacity to fatisfy both, according to their^ftin- 

* tention^ Thefe galhuit Soldiers, and brave Men , 

* who» by their Swords, have maintained this 

* Monarchy, have reafbn todefirefor their Prince 
' the fame Artaban^ under whofe Condu^ thef 
^ have gain'd (b many famous* Vidlories ) and 
^ tho{e whom Blood hath raifed to the higheft 
5 Dignities of this Kingdom, dcfire with iuAict 
' a Prince for their Sovereign : But to fiitisfy all, 

* 1 am tiow to declare, that Artaban is not only 
' a Prince borq, but a Prince of the fiime Bloo<i 
^ with their Kings 3 that he is defcended from 

* the great Arfacesy as well as Pbmates i and 

* thSiC chis truth, .will be und^niable^ when ic 
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ikall be, ackao wledged that he is tny Son. Ic 
is certain, O yc Parthians, (continued he) Jr- 
iskan is my San, and there are many Perfgns 
among you who may call to mind chat they 
have Kcn a Son of mine, of that very Name 
of ArtahaHy (^rhich was at(b that of my Fa- 
ther,) and of the fame age } who about his 
tench Year accompanied me in my efcape, and 
whom iince, co elude the cruel de(igns of the 
King, who attempted his Life as well as mine; 

r I feat to be brought up in flrange Nations. He 
came back to me about the beginning of rhe 
War between the Partblans and the iii^^&f ; and 
out of the refeatment I had againd the King» 
who defifted not his perfecucions of me, even 
In my (blitudc, 1 (enc him co the fervicc of the 
King of Media y'wh.tt€y by his Valour, he (con 
came to the highed Commands in the Army. 
Yet thought 1 nor ^ly even then, to difcover 
tHis truth j but have ftill conceal *d ir, t^iough I 
have had fecret conferences with Ariaban^ as 
with a Friend, and not as with a Son. Nay^ 
I bad caused it to be giren our, that my Son 
was loft in his Travels, and the report ^of It

^ ftifpicioa of ^ hit being alive. . At lad, by what 
misfortune,'! know i^, chclCing came ro the 

'kxioadeige ^ i^ii hiddeii truth, and* it \y^

£aa&d me to \>t tak^n at the Place of my foH- 
-tary abode, with defign cidier to' be revenged 
on the Son by tbe Death of the Father, or to 
get the Son into his Powet, by the danger 
which the Father would be expoled to. And 
thisy Q yt PM-ibiansy is "a truth 1 Ihall 1^ 
pccgnatit Tedimouies make appear to you, and 
which • yott- iftay believe even upon my bare .re- 
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* pore, (Ince there is fo little likelihood^ chat 

* if Artabajt^ were not of my Blood, I 'ihoulil noc 

* ouly dive(l my Telf of all foe his Sake, buc 

* alfo procure him fo great a Fosicune fo the 

* prejiuiicc ofthofe of my Houfe j a Fortune; 
^ I fay, were I not (o far advanced in Age, t 

* might afpirc to my Cblf, wi h much more rea^bo* 
f than any of rhofc who make anypretetifioostoic. 

Having (b faid, ArtaneZr turns to uk,. ask'dmy 
pardon for himfdf and 4rtaban^ thas he had con-* 
xeal'd from me a Truth, which couldnoc comcra 
the knowledge of Pkraatesy without 4>uc{ing their 
Lives into too much Danger i moHe feveral Petlbns 
of the AlTembly to acknowledge^ that chey had 
Cxn a Son of his, named Artaban^ and whomighc 
be much about his Age ^ and at laft, as well bf 
his Difcourfe as his Deponmentbothi towards me 
and the People, facisficd all, that Artaban was rc« 
ally his own Son. *• You are nrach amfts'd, ((«»« 

* tisiu^d tbe^ueen, ia$klng on Atraban, snwbo/e- 
^ Countenance Jbe bed obferved nojmalla/hnijb' 

* went) but you have uo reafon to be fo, . unle{s

had given as much way to as it could be ezpeded 
.fi\e Ihould have done, upon the hearing of fucK 
happy Tidings: Buc ^rt^/7» expre&d not any ac 
laUt and patiently waited the clofure of the Queen*s 
Difcourfej The Queen atUibured that indiffe- 
rence to his Modefly j and prelenily dfcer re-a(Ittn>- 
ing her Difcourfe ; What tayc I more co (ay ^ 
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(coniinued Jhe) of a fuddcn the whole Aflcmhl/. 
was (arisficdt.chat Artaban was really the Son of 
jirianez, and confeqaehtly -of the Royal Blood of 
Partbia : It was cbe more eafily believed> by ho v 
much ic was the mare earnef^ly dc(tr*d, and that 
Artaban was in all Things fuirabie to chat £xtrac« 
lion. Then was it that the Acclamations of the 
Adembly were reifcFated, and that it was gene- 
rally defir'd that jirtaban Quauld roAtty the Prin^ 
ccfs, and be their Khig. Thofe who had oppofcd 
ir before, defided, and joyned with the reft, and 
declared they deHted no other King than Artaban* 
You haply exped, Artahan^, chat I fhould tell 
yoo, I encercain*d that Difcovery of your Birth 
ivith aH the Satisfadton I wa< capable of; nay, I 
may add, I never was fiirprixed with (b much at 
aoy News in my Life ; and you may con(cquently 
imagine, that I was To far from oppofiog the De« 
^ta oi ih.^ pMrtbtmsy that I confirmed chem there- 
in by all I could fay to your Advantage. In fine, 
it was abfolutely condaded in the Aderably, 
that Artaban^ a Prince descended &onv Ar facets 
ikould be Husband to the Pr incefs, and Kmg of 
Partbia i and alt the fartbians generally declared, 
they would have no o:ber King than Artaban, and 
that under fuch a Priuce they doubced not to be- 
come Maflers of the UnivcrJe. 
- That done, it was debated what Peifonslhould 
be cmpbyed to .find out the Princefs, as conceiv- 
ing that they ikould not only be of the higheft 
Quality, but fuch as ky not under any Sufpidon 
chat they would attempt any , Thing that wccc un- 
handibme. Divers were nominated s but at lafV, 
overcome by maternal AfFcdlion, and being not 
over-confident of thofc that were named, 1 re* 
(blv*d to £tnd out my Daughter myfelf, imagiii<* 
iag, thac if flie took JCefv^ with my Brother the 

Kmg 
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King ofLybiay l]|e would not eafily craft her to any 
orher hands than mine. Id Sue, I propofed k to 
the Aflembly, who approv*d tny AffedidD ; thougk 
diTers repTcfcnted to me, that I fhoold not itigEige 
myfclf in a long, tronblefomc; and, it may bei« 
dangerous Voyage -y nay, it was the genera! Opini* 
on of fotif^ that I {hoold not take Shipping, tiil 
I had certain Notice where my Daaghrer was ; and 
that to that end, a Medenger fhould be fent to the 
King ofLybiay to know whether Ihe were there, 
and that nothing fhould be done 'till his Retarn. 
But my AfTcdSiion could not brook thole delays ; 
and being in a manner faiisfied, Daughter, thac 
yott were tetir*d to Lybia, as not knowing •what 
other Refuge the World might afford 4^on, aiit! 
hurried on by che Defire of a Woman, Mmom op- 
pofition ordinarily makes more violent, I ilighra 
^^aili Hardfhip and Damger to come and find yo^, 
^and with you the Husband defignM ydu. I Ihall 
not trouble you wi:h the Particulars of\ny Dc*- 
parcoie, which was with much Predpitacion, 
laicable to che Impatience 1 was in. According 
to the refolve of che AiTembly, I put the Govern- 
meuc of the Kingdom into the Handsof y^r^^ir^ j;. 
Out of a Confidence I could not difpofe of it foet^ 
let than to a Prince of known Virtue, and Father 
to Artaban ; and raking along with me Timagener^ 
SafiaSf and divers others of the moft Eminenc 
among the Parthians^ and the Women you hatt 
ieen about me, I took Shipping, intending fot 
Lybia : But having been at Sea fbme Days, w6 
met with an Accident which fav^d us the trouble 
of a long Voyage. Twas a Ship^ wherein wai 
the Body of (he unfortunate jy^'^^^^'T your Unde; 
under che care of ArfsntSy his faithful Govecnour \ 
who fearing not, as to that poor Prince, what he 
had all his I«ife avoided} was cat ry.uig home (be 
., - Re.

Remaiftiicrs of him, tbht difpbfc^ among the Mo- 
qamencs of his Anecftoi*^. 1 otidcrftood the dc- 
{iiorabljr Adventures of that Pririce with tnoch Af- 
tonilkfndtit and Grief; and having beflow^d oa 
him ch€ Tears I ow'd his Misfortune, or AUi*- 
sftice; and the genera! Reparation of his Virtue, I 
was told by Arfancs that you were i^Alexan* 
driay and that ic was thought you flay'd there in 
£xpe^atiou ora chanse ot yoqr Tather's Difpofi- 
tion. He told me al^, that there was i Repore 
ac his Dcpanure thence; of'£fgranvs*s Arrival there, 
and that he* had attempted to force you &way, bUc 
had been prevented by the Affiftance of Agrippa, 
who had received you into the Prote(5lion oiCsifar ; 
diat cheCe^hings happened much about the Time 
of his D^acrare s and that he could not havf^ in- 
fbrm*d himfelf ftirther, by rtafoO of the violent 
^kf he was in at the ftraftge Death of Tyridates\ 
ivhich had made him in a manner carelcfs of all 
Things/ Having had this 'Account hom Ar fa- 
nes^ we fufiered him tO purfuc his Voyage j and 
qaittingonr coutfc to wards Lybiay made for Ale^^ 
nndria; where, after a dangerous Voyage, by reafon 
of foul Weather, wherein we were like to have 
been lofi, 1 am'at laft fafcly arrived j and as hap- 
pily as I could have wifh'd, fince I find my 
Daughrcr, and with hzi VnaCtArfaban, both in 
a Gondirion to pafs away your Lives according to 
my Wilhes and inclinations, and to go aud (atif- 
fy thi Defires of the ParthianSy who impatiently 
fexpcd you to put upon your Heads the Crown of 
their Monarchs. * 

This was theClofurc of the Queen's Difcourfe 3 
and (he had no fooncr given over fpeaking, bi|C 
Artabm caft himfelf at hcrFeet, and embrac'd 
l»cr Knees with all the Diftovecies of the greate^: 
and humbkft Acknowledgment which ihe cobld 

have 
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have expelled from the meaneft of her Subje^s, . 
The Queen embraced him as » Son \* and bokii^. 
on him as the Pec(bn who, wichta a^ kw Days 
was CO be King of Partbia^ (he coul^ not receive 
thoie Submifl^ns from him, but forced him to 
rife and feat himfelf as before. He obcy*d her not 
till he had^onc the fam^ Homage to the, Prince(s» 
with greater ezpreilions of Love and Refpe^k thaa 
he bad ever difcovered before, ftuc choogh he 
(aw in her Countenance ihe n\atks of a Joy. flic 
could not well diflemble, yet was there not ^ 
lead appearance of any in his •, and iiiftead of en- 
tertaining, with any excefs of Gladne(s, the Di£* 
covery ot a Happinefs to which he afpiied, but 
with very doubcful Hopes, he continued in the 
(am* Podure he was in before the Queeii's Dif^ 
courfc, nay, (eemed raeher to be (bmewhat lefa 
chearful. Eli fa and the Queen were not a little 
diiTacisfied cheteat ^ iufbn^uch, that the Queen, havr 
ing a greater Confidence than her Daughter, upoa 
that Occafion, asked him, whecher he found any 
Thing in the Difcourle ihe had entertained him 
with, whence he might derive any Sadne(s ? Ar* 
taban knew well enough what had give theQ^n 
Occafion to put chat queftion to him, and making 
her anfwer with certain (ighs which forced theic 
way out, ' Madam, (fa id be to ber) the Eor- 

* tune youbring me Tidings of is fuch, as where- 
< of there is not any among Men, nay, not among 
~^ the Gods, if 1 may prelume (b highly, can ea- 
' tertain the Difcovery with Moderatipn : Bnc 

* with all this, 1 can conceive no other Joy there- 

* at, than what might proceed from a pleafanc 

* Dream ; or rather, being buik upon a Foundar 
' tion I Ihail my&if prefently ihake, I caniioc re- 
joice thereat. Madam, (jaid be to tbe ^ueen) 

* and I might Madam^ [continuitd ba addnjjing 
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bimfelfto the Princefs) (uf&r you Co contiirae 
in an Error which, tor aught I petceiye, you 
are much Outsfy'd in, nay, an Error which 
makes infiniuly for my Advantage i Bur, may 
ic not pleafe the Gods^ how great foever the 
Fortune may be whereto you would raife me, 
<chac I ihould purchase it by a Cheat) and may 
all my Hopes be defeated with my Life, before 
i put any Trick upon my PrinceGs.' U Jr^ 
taban de(cendcd only of Noble Blood ; or rather, 
if Britomarusy whofe Fortune conHfls iu hie 
Sword, be worthy the Glory (o (crvc you, dif* 
pole of his Life, and make his Condition fuch 
as you defire it j but if to merit the Honour you- 
would do me, I muft be a Prince defceuded 
from Arfaces^ referve it for Tome other, whole 
Birch hath been happier than mine*. Not but 
that I feel fomeching ftirring in my Hearc 
as Great as if I were a Prince of that Blood % 
but iu fine, Madam, I mud dilclaim it, Artantz 
is not my Father ^ and I were too uqwonhy the 
Fortune you offer me, Ihould I be won to en> 
deavour k by Falihood and an m\yj& Pretence* 
Theft Words of i^r/<^«», which he uttered with 
a Courage wholly admirable, (Iruck a Palenefs in* 
CO the Princefs's Countenance, and filFd her Hearc 
with a fuddeu Grief. She cafl her Eyes on drta" 
ban^ but with a look, fuch as wherein he could 
not but oblerve her Difpleafure through her Grief ^ 
and prefently after fadened them on the Ground, - 
out of ah aCtonilhnKnt that fu£^'d her not to fpeak. 
But the Queen was not in a like Diftradion \ and 
after ihe had a while looked very earncHly on 
him, * Artaban, [faidjioetctbim) do you think 
< the prefent made you fo iuconfiderable, that ta 

* avoid it you will difclaim a glorious Birth, and 

* prefer the Condiion of a private Perfon, before 

* that 
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that of a Prince of the Blood of ArfaceSy toge- 
ther with Blifti and the Parthian Crown ? I 
prefer {replies Artaban) the Glory to (etve E/i/a^ 
bcfcyfrc the Blood of the Gods, and the Empire 
of the Univcrfc ; but if that Glory be rcfcrv'd foe 
a Phnce defccnded from Arfaces, it is not for 
the unfortuoate Britomarus to pretend thereto. 
Britomarns is the Name 1 recciv*d at my Birth $ 
uuder tliat Name of Britomarus I pafled away 
my yoongcr Years in the Service of the Queen of 
jEtbiofia; andet that Namclfirft ferv'diii the 
Wars under the King of Armeniay and 1 have 
had the hmppinefs to make it remarkable there- 
in, by fbme Advantages I derived from my Sword 
aiYd Fortune: And 1 ^ill difcoyer to you in fevr 
Words, if you will give me leave, how 1 came 
to that of Artaban ; which 1 have conrinu'd^ 
; «at of a RcfpeA to the Honour I have had to* 
Cerve the' Priiicefs EUfa under that Name, and 
wliich, for that very reaftm, I have preferred 
• before that of Britcmartts, This Difcourfc (Kail 
tiot take np many Words \ and as I looked 6n 
tiris parcicuW of my Life, as that of leaft im- 
portance, (b is it that o|ily which my Priocc(s 
kath not had an Account of. 
After 1 had rendrcd fome confiderabte Services 
to the- King of Armeniay in the War he w^s en- 
gagM in aj^ainfl the King of Media^ and which 
made the Name o^ Britomarus known in his Ar- 
mies and Dominions by fbme forrunat^ Succcflcs \ 
having not been able to diflTwade him froroaCru- 
elty he excrci(ed on certain Princes I had taken 
Prifoners, and having difengag'd my felf from 
him, upon the oppoHtion I would have made of 
a mofl injurious and ungrateful Treatment, I, 
much didatisfied, quitted his Service, and left his 
Dominions, with a Dedgn to follow the Wars 

clfc- 
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elfevrhere, anc) bftea on the Occafioo of acquiruig 
Fame, which I preferred before all Thinf^s. With 
the(e thoughts I took my way,- having not fliaf)/ 
Pcr(biis about mc, as being an villing to make any 
airaocage of t\ic Services 1 had done that cruel 
King i when coming ro the Frontiers between 
chat Kingdom and Media y andapfling a thkl: 
W<^ I ^ fi^'ft heard J: coiifuleH noi(e, aceom- 
pauy^d with certain cries ^ and (bon after, coining 
up CO fee whac the matter was, I ibund fevcral 
Perfbns engaged in an unequal Combac, or rather 
in a bafe and viUinous AfTadlnace. Divers Men, 
arm*d all over, aod weU mounted, had fee upori 
a fiogjc Man, who, without any orker Arms than 
bis Sword, was Hunting tu the Wood with ibme 
Servants no better furnished than himfelf ; and 
being a Petfon of much valour, thac diCadvantage 
biodred him not from difputing his Life. Many 
of his Servants were akeady laid dead at his Feet, 
and hiS' Horfe having received fevefal Wottnds, 
was falkn nnder him, and yet he defended him- 
&lf with much Courage^ chough little hope of 
Life } and in all probability it wouk! not have 
been long ere he had received his Death, when 
I came in to his AfTiftance. I conceived a (udden 
horror at the unworthinefs of thofe barbarous 
Villains j and fatisfied whac 1 was to refblve on, 
1 fell upon the moft daring of them, and fooa 
difparch*d the forwardeft out of my way. Spmc 
of my Retinue feconded me with gallantry enough j ' 
iofbmuch chat our relief proved fo effeftual, that 
in a ihort Time the Ktan faw mod of his Ene- 
mies gnawing the Earth, and thofe chat were alive 
ihifting for them&lves. 

This done, perceiving the Man was tf Foot, 
bkcdf ng by rcafbn of kvcral Wounds he had a- 
bour him, and fecming to be a Perfon of Quali- 
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ty, I alighteci ^ and haviog lifted up the vizor 
of my Head-piece, i came up to ask him, whe- 
ther he ftood in any further need of our adiftance ^ 
But he DO (boner caft bis Eyes ou my Coanre- 
nance, but retreating back with a cbrtain aftonifk-' 
meot, and then coming up to me with his Arms 
ftretch*douc, * Ah I my Son, {f/tid he i$me) ah I 
my dcsj Artdbany is i?po{Iible I Tee you ^gain^ 
and do yon return from the dead, among whom: 
Fante hath reported yoa, to fave your Father's* 
Life ? I was fatisfied by thofe Words, that the 
Nfgn midook himfielf, aikl not willing to leave 
him in that error, I am not your Sou, (faid f 
to kirn) nor is my Name Artaban ^ bur am 
very glad I have done you the Service which 
you think you have received From him. I per- 
ceive indeed, (repiy^d the Man nvitb hfs Con- 
fdence than before } that you are not Artaban ; 
and chough at a further Diilance I took you for 
him, looki^ng more eamefUy on you, X am 
convinced of my Miflake *, and the more I con* 
fider you, the more 1 am fatisfy*d of it; and 
withal, that I am noc fo hap(^ as to have » 
Son whgfe Perform and Valour might be 'com par- 
ed CO yours. In fine, whoever you are, I an 
obliged to you for my Life s and what Acknow- 
ledgment (oever I may have for its Prefer ver, 
yex is ic below the Admiration I have for yotic 
Person and all Things in you. 
ToTchefe he added many other Things in my 
Commendation, which I attribuced to the Refem# 
ment he had of the Service I had done htm \ and 
at laft he incrcated me to go ak)ng with him to a 
Houie he had not far thence, but with fuch Ear-? 
neflne^ aiid Afiedion as that I could not deny him i 
befldes that, (eeing him wounded vx feveral pla- 
ces, 1 conceived I ought not to Icav/e him till I 

had 
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had (ceil bim dreft, and cue of aJJ Danger of a 
(ccoud acteropt from Kts Enemies. We came to 
a HouCc (umpruous enough, though very (blicary,^ 
aod found there a coiiuderable Number of Ser- 
vants , Pcr(bns well accoutred, ro fatisfy me that 
theii Mader was a Man of coitfiderable Quality. 
Id the Entertainment he gave me ac his Hou(c, and 
in all his Deportment towards me, he made fb 
greac Difcoveries of Afiedlion, that he could not 
£ave done more, though I had really been the Son 
he thought loft, and that Artaban for whom he 
had taken mc. 

After he had caufed m^jfiAit difarm'd, and bf« 
ingpnt into Bed, h^tTfiis Wounds (earched, which 
proved but flight ; intreacing me to (it down by 
the Bed fide, and embracing roe (everal Times, 
with Demonftracions of an extraordinary Af{edi« 
on, ' Since I muft (faid be to me ) have been 
'"^^biiged to a Man for my Life, I praife the Gods 

* that it hath been to fuch a one as yourfeif, a 
*^ Per (on for whom, at the firft fight, my Indina* 

* tion was greater than my Kefentment. But that 

* yott may no longer be ignorant of his Name 

* who ^wes you the Air he breathes, out of a 

* Hope that I may on the other fide know that 

* of my Deliverers I am to tell you, that my 

* Name is Attanez^ Son to Artaban ^ whole 
' Grandfather was 'King of Fartbia-y and confe- 
*■ Quently yon underhand that I am a Prince of 

* the Blood of Arfacesy and defccnded from the 

* Royal Houfc of Partbia. But if my Birth be 

* illufhious, my Fottune is deplorable •, and you 

* now behold a Prince, who to avoid the Cruelty 

* of a King, againft whom be ftands guilty of no 

* other Ofence than that of being too near aKinf- 

* roan to him, paflcs away, in exile and obfcuri- 
« ty, a Life, which, bad it not been for your

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* AfTiftancc, he had this Day loft bj die Otdecs 

* of that bftibarous Man. 

Wheieupon he made a RcUtion of aljhis For* 
tunes, and acqjiainied me how he had been for- 
ced to leave the Court of King PHraafesy about the 
Time that he put to Death his Brochcf s, aud all of 
his kindred he could lay bold on i that he had 
brought away all his Money and Jewels, and 
made his efcape wich an only Sou> named ^ria" 
bafty from the Grandfather \ that after much waa^ 
dering up and down, having Ibgisd Refuge in Me- 
diay between whoie King and -that of the P^orr- 
tbians. theft was no' good Intelligence, he had 
refolved to continue there, and to paff away the 
Remainder of his Life in Peace and Solitude y that, 
to that end, having found that Place pleafaot enough - 
and fuidng with his Humour, which was much' 
inclined to Hunting, he had, with the Moriey and 
Jewels lie had fold, purchafed certain Houfes in 
that Province, and particularly rhat where we then 
were, and which was his ordinary Seat, .fince 
the Death of the King, Father to TtgraneSy who 
had often entertained him at his Court ^ that to 
(ecure his Son from the attenipis of P/>r/?tf/wagain{l 
his Life, he bad caufed him to be privattly brought 
up in Greece^ fo as that he had pot (eetihira above 
two or three Times in many Years.; that much 
about two Years before he came to fee himy in a 
Cdndidon whidi railed in him very great Hopes, 
but that not long afier he had heard, to his infi- 
nite Sorrow, that he died in Cyprus; that the 
King oiPartbia bad often lent Villains to murihct 
him, out of who(c Hands he had micaculoufly 
efcapcd j and tha^ no qufirHion it was by his Orders 
chat l>e had been let upon that Day, there being no 
Enemies whooi h^ could fufped engaged in any 
fuch Pcfign, 

To 
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To cbefeiie added many other pairticbJacs of 
his Fortune which are hoc. unknown to you. 
Madam i and haying giveu me this account o£ 
him(elf,4ie intreaced me co give him my.Name.) 
I made no difficuhy to do it •, but when 1 cold 
him ic was BritumaruSy and chat he knew me, 
by ccafon of the fmall diHance there was becwectt 
chat Couniry and Armenia^ to be the fame BriU' 
marusi who, iii the Service of che King oi ^^rmf' 
niay Had done very remarkable a<Skions, be feemed 
cm of himfelf for joy, and gave roe chofe com* 
mendations which -were ao more my due cbaii 
wbac I had received from him before. He told 
me feveral times, thac bethoughc himfelf obliged 
CO che aicempc of his Enemies upon him, iince ic. 
had proved an occadon of his gaining my ac* 
quaintance, and chac if he might purcKafe my 
Fiiendihip, he would value it beyond all he bad 
16ft through the Cruelty of the King of Partbia. 

Having, in confeqtience to this, had an accounc . 
of my Fortune, and undcrftood thac \ had nei-. 
cher Country, nor any Revenues, but what 1 de- 
rived from ray Sword, he entccated me with af- 
fcdionace Tears, co become Mafter of all chac 
. Joccune bad lefc him ,• cold me, ihac Deacb bav- . 
ing deprived him of bis only -Son, he ihould 
chink himfelf buc too happy if I would take Jhis 
Place, and be to him inuead of a Sod; that be. 
de/ired not I ihould pafs away my life in fblicudc ^ 
and chat ic was buc juft I employed, to advance 
my fclf, a SWord which would haply one Day 
raife me cp a Throne: But in che interim, chac . 
1 would acce|)!, in order co che proiecuciou oC 
my de(igns, pare of what he had cpdifpofe^ and 
that if Fortune, eichec by the change or death of 
Ptr/iatesy rcftored him to chofe greac poffcffions 
which he had left among che Parthians^ I Ihould . 

have 
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have as much command there, as if I were his 
own Son > and chac it would . he the greateft (a- 
tfsfadlion in the World co him, he miehc leave 
ihem to me at his Oeach,^ as if I were dcfcendcd 
from him. 

The Acknowledgments of that good Prrhce 
moved me in fuch a manner, that I could not re- 
ceive (b many difcoveries thereof without confu^^ 
iion \ and they withal raifed in me £3 much af- 
fedion and refped £br him, that had I really 
been kis Son, 1 could not have honoured him more. 
He in a ihort time recovered of his Wounds \ buc 
it wasimpoflible for me to part with him {b foon, 
and had he not been jealous of my Reputation, 
and perfwaded 1 was born for great Things^ he 
would never have been content I ihould have lefc 
him. During my abode with him, we under- 
{k>od) that the King o( Armenia had been beaten 
out of all the advantages he had gained, by the re- 
lief which his Enemy had received from rhe 
Prince cf Cilicia^ and King of CappadociUy and 
chat thereupon a Peace had been concluded be- 
tween them, by the inter policion of Avguftus^ 
w^o had employed his Authority to reconcile 
them. But foon after came News, that Tigranes 
had hardly the rime to breathe by the Peace made 
with the Armenian, but the King of Partbia dif- 
farisfied with him upon fome flight occa(ion, aiid^ 
as was reported, partly for the Refuge he had afford- 
ed Artancz, brought a War upon him, and went 
in Perfbn into Media with a powerFul Arrny^ 
putting all to Fire and Sword, and Jeaving every 
where the horrid Examples of his Cruelty • 

Having beard all the World fpeak with Horroc 
of the Inhumauiry of pbraates, and that the Affec- 
tion 1 had for Artanez obliged me to hate hi« 
Perfectttor, I immediately \z\i a certain Inclina- 
tion 
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eion wttbin me to (erve TigvMnes againd the King 
o^Partbia; and all my Thoughts being bent upon 
the War» 1 thought I could not meet with a No- 
bJet Occasion, nor one more fuicable to my Hu- 
tnottc, to ^U^Artnnez fome Aflu ranees of the Ac- 
knowledgments 1 had for his Friendihip. I had 
no fooner made the Proportion to him, but he 
approv*d '\i\ and ihat fo much the rather, forthac 
£his obliged me io be nearer him than would thofe 
Occailons of War which I fhould have (bughc out 
eliewherei And when he faw that his Concern- 
mcnr, aiul the Averdon I had conceived againft 
bis Enemy, in (bme meafure obliged me thereto > 
it much heightned the AfFedion ne had for me. 
But telling him, upon the Difcovery of my De- 
^gn, that if I engag'd myfelf in the Service of 
ligranes, 1 would change my Name, as having 
A^nder. that of BritomaruSy done Service for the 
King of Armenia againfi Tigranes^ which no 
jdoubc had made it known to him, and might have 
railed fome Refeutmeot in him againft me ^ I am 

* clearly of your Opinion, (faid be to me ) and 
^ think it not fit you fhould ptefent yourfclf to 

* TIgranei under the Name of Britomarus, or at 
*' leafl not dilcover it to him, till fuch Time as 

* you have by fbme fienal Adion forced out of 
' his Thoughts the RcKntntent which your paft 
*' Actions may have raifed in him againfl yoa* 

* But flnce you thuik it requifice to change your 

* Name, let me intreat you by all the Friendihip 

* you have promifed me, and by all that 1 have 
^ for you, to take that of Artaban^ whawas my 

* Son by Blood, but as to Affedlion was not more 
*• mine than yon are ^ it is by that Name of Arta'- 

* ban^ that 1 firfl called you, and 1 have a certain 
^ Infpiratton, chat undet that Name of Jrtabtm 

Vol. Vlll. M ' 1 (hall 
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* 1 ihali o»c Day ice you advaiiocd beyond your 

* owD Ezpe^aiioQs. 

I wilJiagly cook oo me the Name which Aria* 
mez was p]ctfcd to give me, with this Proteftarioo, 
that he who had borne it had not had a more 
£ncere Refpcd for him than chat which I flioold 
have while 1 lived. But to what end. Madam, 
ihould I tire yoa with a long Di(bour(eof a Bafi- 
nefs of (b little Confe(|iieiipe ? In fine, thoogh I 
was much agaiuft it, ^r/Mva;, treating me as his 
Son, as he had given me his Name, ordered mc 
a Retinae much more noble than what I had 
brought with me out of Armenia ^ went himielf 
along with me to King Tigrames^ and prefaned 
me to him as aPerfon of admirable Valour, and 
one vtr h c m he was obliged to foe his Life . He maiJe 
no mention (o biro of Britomarus ,* but gave (iich 
a Charader of me, as obliged him, upon his Ac-' 
count, to put me upon a very honourable Em- 
ployment. What happened «to me afterward, is, 
Madam, come to your knowledge, and you have 
not forgotten chac Tigranes was unfbnanate, and 
loft (everal Battels, and part of his Kingdom, while 
I had but an inferior Command aboat him. 
But when by certain d^rces, which I run throvgh 
(liddenly enough, I came to the Place of General, 
and that Ttgranes trufted me with the abiblute 
Command of his Army, you know Fortune put 
on another Face, 1 gained many Battels, a«id (b 
proceeded to thofe other Adions of my Life, -which 
you havQ had an Account of. 

During that Time 1 often (aw Artanez^ who 
with an rxcefs of Joy was confirmed in the Hopes 
he had conceived of me ^ and when Jigran€s*% 
Breach of Promile, the Service of the Ptincefs, 
and my ovrn Deftiny, had m^ade me quit his Par« 
ty, to come ixito yours, 4rtani,z*% A&dion- to- 
wards 
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vards me coDcinued the fame. Kay, 1 prcfaikd 
wich the King, to fufTcr him to lire in his SoJitude, 
and CO forbear all forcher Attempts on his Life ^ 
but durft not (bllicit for his return into fartbia^ 
not out of a Fear of incurring the DiQ>leafure of 
VbranUs^ ( for I would have run a greater hazard 
to feryc fuch a Frieod.) but left 1 might unad- 
vifedly expo(e him to the Mercy of a Man, neat 
whom I could never have thought him (ccute, 
what Engagement (bevcr he might give me thetfr* 
of. Daring the War, which vcerwatds carried 
us into Medici I did what he^efitM, and wouM 
have done mofic, but be intreated me to forbear., 
left he might mife againft hhn both Jigrttna ami 
UrMa9S^ as exposing no Quia or Scurity buc. 
in the Condition whe«in he was. In ioe, amidft 
aM the Revolutions of any Misfortune, our Friend- 
Ihip was «ontinu*d hy a Cocrefpondenoe by Le^ 
ters I and I found his upon all Occafions (uch ai 
he might reaUy have bad foe that Son who(e Name 
he. )iad beftowed on oie, and whkh I have kept, 
tp ckexontempc of my own, as well fin: his Safce^ 
as for the Honour 1 have had uoder that Name, 
CO coniecraie my Life to the Service of my Prii>- 
<x&. Thus, Madam, have you an Account bow 
1 am Son to Jr$mnez^ thus hafe you feen how I 
-tan a Prince delceaded from jirjaces. Imagine 
with youri^f, with what regret I difclaim an Ho* 
«M3ux which would be envy*^ by all the Princes in 
the World \ but an Honour withal which is much 
more confiderable to nae, upon the Account of the 
Princefs £/r/tf , than upon that of the Ptfrf^i^ii 
Crown, were the Empire •£ tbeUnivcrfe anneac* 
edfibeaeto. 

Ariaban disburthened hiinfelf of thcfe laft wocdc, 
widithofeDifcovecieiofTendcrnefs, which all the 
CccatMefs of his Conn^ could not fasothcr j and 
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the Priocefs was fb troubled thereat, that it was 
hard for her ro diflemble the Eftdl they produced 
in her Thoughts. Not long before {he bad been 
inccnfed againft him for difclaiming a Name 
whereby he fhould become her Husband with the 
Confent of all ^ but having, during his Dtfcourfe* 
examined his Inrenttons, and the Opennefs of his 
Soul, which fufFered him not to be guilty of a 
Falihood towards his Prinoefs in an Emergency of 
that ImportaiKe, and to purcba(e her and a great 
Empire by an Untruth, and a Cheat flic might af-' 
ter wards have reproached him with, (he had 
other Thoughts of him, and was more and more 
confirmed in the Admiration (he had for theTran* 
(cendency of his Soul. Yet would Ihe not (ay any 
Thing before the Queen, as refpedfully defiroas 
to know her Thoughts before {he difcovered her 
own : And the Queen, in whom the Procedure of 
Artaban had hcightned the Efteem {he had for 
him, was eztreamly troubled at his Difacknow* 
kdgment of a Birth that fomuch iiiftheced thelci-^ 
dinations {he naturally had for him. The AfBic* 
tion Jlie conceived thereat, made' her continue a 
good while (ilcnt, having hcrEvesfaftnedon the 
Ground, with an Action whicn fufficiently dt{^ 
covered her Di{lurbance, which caufed thole which 
were much mote cruel in Jftaban; but at laft 
lifting them up, and fadening them on Artaban*s 
Countenance, after a manner wholly pafGonate : 
' Might it have pleafed the Gods, {faid fhe to 

* bsm) that you had been lefs generous, and fufTer* 
' cd us to continue in Etrors (b much to our 

* Satisfadipn, and your Advantage. I {hould 

* have died rather, [replies Artaban) and though 
M were no Enemy to Fal{kood, as I natnraOy 

* am, yet had I difdaimM a Life (a thing I could 

* iKuch more eaiiry part with| than fuch glorious 
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* Prctenfions) rather than bafely furprize a Prin- 

* ccfs I aciorC) by a cheat which llie would never 

* have pardoned ^ and i( will be much more eafy 
' for me co recover the lofs which ) may derive 
' from this Acknowledgment of the truth, though 
*. nothing but Death can give me perfed eaCe^ than 
*.it would have been for me to pardon my (elf a 

* Treachery which no Padion^ noPretenfion what* 

* foevcr could juftify. 

Ti)e Queen hearkened to thole Words with Ad- 
tniradon, which in a manner convinced hec, that 
a Perfbn fo extraordinary mud be c^a Birth much 
beyond what he Teemed to be. She thereupon 
continued dleut a while, as one in a (Irange Su(^ 
pence what to think ; and at lad looking on the 
Princefs herDaughrer, with an Adion which (ati(r 
fiedherof the uncertainty (he was in, ' Daughter, 

* fiidjhff to her ) you fee me in a great Diftrac- 

* tion of Thought ami Trouble, out of which I 

* find ic hard \oi me co disengage myfelf : You 

* may contribute much to my Quiet, and by the 

* Ailurance you have that I have ever furthered 

* your Defires, you may let me know your Re- 
' G^Iucions. 1 neither could, nor ought to have 

* madeany fuchDifcourfe toyou, while you were ^ 

* under the Power of a Father ; but now that y que, 

* Condiuoh is otherwile, and that the Partbianf 

* acknowledge you for their lawful Queen, and 

* her whofe Confent is to give them a King, I. 
' am to deal other wife with you, and leave you. 

* at Liberty to difcovcr your own lotentions/ 
The Blulhes that fpread into EUfas CountenaDce 
hindred her a long Time from fpeaking j but at 
Jaft, doing her Difpofition a httlc Violence upon 
an Occafion of that Importance \ ^ Madam, {Jaiii 

* Jhe to the Queen) it is neither the Death of the 

* King my Father, nor any •ther Confideration 
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wl)ac(bevef» ihall difpenfe with the Obedience 
and Sttbmiiiion I owe yoar Commands, bat I 
Ifeall innchkiy comply chetewith, honr con- 
trary (bever they may be to my moth ▼idcnc 
IticHnatiott^* Artakan can aflme you, that 1 
have perfiftcd in &a,t Re(b!ttcioti, knd ehac net- 
tber ft Retfed to bk Services, nor tbe Afle^idtt 
I msvy ha^e for him, have prevaried with me 
to do anv Thing beyond tt: Btit if, ociirof the 
Goodneu you have ever exprcffid towards me» 
and to which I woirH owe all Things, rather 
than to any Change of my Condition, yoa give 
me the Liberty to (atisfy 3ron of my IncHnati* 
ons, and the Refoiution I fhall take, if my Wil^ 
depended not on yoors, I am ro tell yoa, that' 
Artabpm^ thoagh not a Prince born, ftems ta> 
me greater upon the Acooant of his Virtae,.than 
all the Princet opon Earth, and* that (uch as Kc: 
isy when it comes to my Choice, I fhall prefix: 
him before all the Men in the World.' BHJh 
tgoks this with Confidence moce than natoral iiv 
her \ nof could Arfab»» heat the Clbfure of her 
T!^(oomk without cafting him^f on his Knees, 
before her, and renderir^ her Adorations propor- 
tionable to theGteatneU of the Favonr Uie did 
bim. The Qpeen, for (bme IhorcTime, (eemed», 
^ ir -were, farprixed at the Difcovery fhe had 
madb } bat Toon after recovering her(eif into her 
ctdinarf Serenity, * Daughter, {faidjbe to ber), 

* you have* taken a^ Refoktion of great Weight, 

* fttch, as no doubt on which you have bellowed. 

* much Refle^on before you were fixed therein.. 
^ Thoie who would not approve it might haply 
' fijtd reafbn enough to oppofe it, as there is oa 
^ the other fide much ro juitify it i But whate*cc 

* may be the iffue, 1 fhall, for my part, further 

* it, and am fo we& Guisfied as to the worrh of' 

« Ar$a<^ 
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Ariabsfh aixi have fo dear t Remembrance of 
che Services we have received from him, as noc 
CO difaiiow cite Dedaracton you mafce in his Fa* 
vour. For, IXrag^cer,. chough Artaban were 
noc a Princc' born^ yec is he wotchy your Ajfec- 
ctOB meef ly upon rhe Account of bis Yinue, and 
tire Services he hath done us, and, among al^ 
mankiiid yda could noc have made a iiiore ra- 
tional Choice, nor haply ene more fuicable ta 
my Inclinations. Only I fliail increac him, up- 
on Motives of Necedity and great Importance, 
that he would continue the Partkians in the 
Accotmt whkb Arianezr hath given them o^ 
him, aiid lee all the World believe that he is a; 
Prince of the Bkx)d of Arfaas : This Perfwa- 
fion win eftabhfh his Govemmenr with more 
Sccnricy, will take aw»y the Difitisfldlion of 
che moft Eminent among tlis Farthiansj and 
will deaf you and me of all the Accufation? 
which migkc be pm up againft us.* Artaban 
cniectaincd this Ditoxitfe of the Queen with fuchi 
Srofnions of }oy, which he could not fiipnreft 
ecbef wife than by the (acneSubmiinoiis whicn he 
ka^ made et» the Princefs ^ and being preiKd ta 
jhake the Queen (bme anfwer, coocerning her 
Z^dte that he fhould take upon him to be Arta^ 
9€z*s Son, * As I am not. {Jaid be to ber) ob- 
liged to do that for tha Par tbians^ nor all lAasif- 
kind befides, which I am for my Princefs, fb 
am I not by any lealbn compelled to give the 
Partbians that Accotint of niy Birth which witii 
all Sincerity I fhould %o my Princefs : And* fo I 
ihall be concent they believe me of the Blood of 
Arfaiesy nay, of that of the Gods, if they will, 
and fuffcr them to pcrfift in an Opinion whicit 
is glorious to me, and that fo much the rather, 
for that they havt received k of thcmfelvcs, and 
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* that I have iioc conciribuced aught chcrero. Mean 
*^Time, Madam, {continued be ^ eafiing himfelf 

* iigain £t the Queen*s Feet) give mc Jcavc to 

* render yoa what we owe our Guardian Gods^ 

* and CQjifrure you, that chough yjovt raife me to 

* a Fortune beyond the highcll Pretentions, yet 

* fliall you not make me forget chat I am BrltO'. 

* tnarus^ laehcr than Artahan; and that among 

* all your natural Subjedks yoa fhal! not find any 

* more fubmiflive, or more faithful/ To this he 
added other Proteftacions, ^whereby he exprefled 
his Gratitude towards the Queen and Prince(s, Co 
that at laft t)ie Queen Teemed to be no kfs fatif' 
fied than himfelf with the Refolucion bad been 
taken for his Advantage. Bat after that Intaval 
of Joy 9 there was to fucceed another ofltarief $ for 
the Princefs, being obliged to give the Queen an 
i^ccounc of what Die knew of her Advenrares, 
and her Condition in the Coort of Auguftusy af- 
ter ihe had made her tremble at the Relation of 
the Dangers (he had ran through, by her meet- 
ing with the Pirates, the !o(s of Artaban^ and 
her own Captivity, and raifed her Spirits again 
by that of her Arrival in Alexandria^ her findr 
ing of ArtabaHy and the good entertainmeiu ihe 
had at firft rcoeiv'd bom ,Auguftuj, pafled to tha 
Story of the Love of Agrippa^ the Per(ccucion ihe 
fySctcd from the Emperor, and at laft to the cruel 
^Declaration be bad made to her that yery Day, 
and the choi^ he had put her to, either pf mar- ' 
Tying of Agrippa, or being returu'd into the 
Hands of the King her Father \. adding to this 
Difcourfe, that the Gods had (ent her co her Af- 
fidance, when it was abfolmely neccflary} and 
that if {he had (la^^ed but a Day longer, ihe 
would haply have found her in (ome deplorable 
Condition. The Queen was vext to the Heart ac 

the 
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the Procedure of Augujlus; and chougbc ic very 
ftraDge» tbar to countenance his Favourite, he ihould 
-violate the Privilege of Hofpitality, and would 
ufnrp an unjuft Authority over a Princefs, who 
might difpute Precedence with any of her Sex in 
the World. 

After (he had ezpreiled her Dillatisfaiflion by 
(bmc Complaints againd him, ihe infbme meafure 
cbmfoned and re allured the Princefs, by telling 
her, that the change of her Condition was fuch, 
as that flie might flight the Threats of Auguftus ; 
that ihe could not imagine he. durfl force hec 
to marry Agrippa j that it was in bis Power 
to have put her into the Hands of the King 
her Father, and might have cfTeded it 5 but that 
ihe could not believe he would do, to a Queen 
o^Partbiay a publick Violepce, which would raife 
againft him^ the Incereds of all thofe Kings that 
were not Tributary to him } and that ihe would 
inake no Difficulty to declare to him, that her 
Daughter was promifed to Artaban, a Prince of 
the Royal Blood of Partlfia^ whom th» Partbians 
defired for their Sovereign. After this Refolutioa 
taken, as alfb that of oppofing, to theutmoft, the 
Pretenfions of Ttgranes^ if he pcrfifted therein -^ 
the Princefs acquainted the Queen with what 
paflcd, that were of Importance at Aiexandria^ 
among (b many illuftrious Perfons as were in that 
City 5 gave her the Names of alL^thc moft confi- 
derable, and an Account of their moft remarkable 
Adventures $ particularly, on the Concernment 
ihe took in thofe of the Princefs Cleopatra and 
Queen Candasey and by the Ihort Difcourfc 
wherewith Ihe entertained the Queen thereof, fhc 
raifed in her a grea^ compaffion for the MisForuines 
of two fuch illuflpous Piincedcs \ and alfo abun* 
dance of Acknowledgment for the generous Trof- 
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kt$ of that Famous King of ^(ytfria, ofwhoni. 
fht had with admitacion hcatd ¥o nruch, and 
whofe fig^c Ihe ti^s dtfiroas of» as that ofao^ 
ttttraordmary Pcrfbii. ' 

Whfle things ftood thus at the Queen of Par* 
thia\ and that at the Piincefs Cleopatra's^ and 
the Qdeen of Mihiopia*Sy there was nothing bur 
Feat and Defpair 5 LMa was with Tiberius, 
much pyed to fee him c&aped the Mortal danger 
that had thrcatued bis Lirc, and dn the bthet 
,fkle, much troubled to fee him expofel to the 
Tofmenes whieH his nnfonauate PaflTon forced 
Hiiti to. ^he had feveral times endeavoured ta 
aire him of it $ and the pfedominaut Paffioo iiv 
her being that of Ambition, (he would haver 
been more glad to iiee him make his Addrefles 
to one of the Empetor's Nieces, than to the 
VntiO^t^ Chopatra'y and coqfidering the advan* 
rages he might make of Cafar*s Alhance, more 
than the Atcra^ions and Divine Etcellencics o£ 
Anthonys Daughtci?, Tiberius himfelf, who 
was no lefi> Ambitious then Amorous, and who^ 
wpott the Predi£tioi:is of TkrafylluSy who ira* 
ilill about him, had entertained fume precen{ipn& 
to the Empire, would himfelf have gladly £eea 
Ytd c^ that violent Lc>ve, which made him ipend 
the droiceft Part of his Life in unhappinefs and 
torment. Nay, it was fome trouble to him, to 
diftutb tht Fortune, and perfecutc th^ Life of 
^ Perlbn, who with (b much Generofity had 
given h'im his own, and when he did ic, would 
ikot oi>?ige him to difclaim his prctenfions to 
Cieofatru, Upon theft confiderarions, he ofteu 
wifhed hi$ Own recovery,, but flil]' incKdually ^ 
lor that, norwithQanding ^1 bis endeavours, ih^ 
Idea of ^e fair Cleopatra would not out of his 
Thoughts* Ac Uft, ,che Empref^ perceiving Die 

could 
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could nor, to her own dcfires, contribute co tht 
(ectlemenc of his Greatnefi, woald needs further 
that of his Satisfa^ion j and, if pofljble, afTurc 
him of CUopatra, (ince the prefervarion of his 
life was dependent thereon. It came at lad into 
her Mind, chat the Life of Corroia'nus was fuch 
a hindrance to his enjoyments as nothing could 
remove ( and whereas ihe was highly exalperared 
agatnft him, as having two fcveral times reducecl 
her Son to the Ezrremiries of Life and Death, ihe 
thought no (blKctration of Auguflus was to be 
omined as to that particular, and that it was by' 
the Death of Coriolanus chat CUopatra mud be 
' fkained to be Tiber ius*9 , and that, on the other 
fide, it was a ihame to her not to difpatch out 
of the way an Enemy who had twice brought 
ber Son to Death's door, as it were in her Arms. 
She com muni ated her defign to Tiberius, but he 
approved it not ^ for befides that, though he were 
of a cruel and revcngful Nature, he was a Per- 
ibii of much courage, and dreaded the ihame it 
was^ by foch ways, to compafs the Death of a 
Man who had treated him fo gencrouHy, he 
eould not imagine that his Death would ^uy 
way facilitate his po(Ie(Gon of Cleopatra -, and 
calling to mind that the pretended infidelity of 
that Prince, whence be might better have hopec^ 
k, had not been able to prodoce that efFedt on 
his behalf, be was perfwadcd his Death would 
eccafion the contrary, and ratfe in that Princefs 
the higheft refentment, and greareft: averfion thac 
coold be, againd him. Upon the(e reafbns^ 
which he urged to the Emprefs, he intreated 
her not to profecute the Death of Cento fani^s y 
imt rather, by (blitciting for his Life to procure 
him too the poiTeifion of Cleopatra \ and to have, 
a Mciiage iein co thai Punctisi by order fromthe

Emperor, That if Ihc would marry Tiberiysr . 
Ac fhoiild fave the Life of Coriclanus, which 
otherwife would be alTuredly loft. Livia found 
feme probability in chat Propofirion i and having 
that very day darted it to the Emperor, Ihe & 
managed the influence ihe had over him, that he 
was concern Cleopatra fhould have the choice o£ 
either C9rioianus*% Deach^ or a Marriage wick 
Tiberius. 

This refclurion was hardly taken, when Prince 
Marcelhs comes into the £mperor*s Clolec. £/- 
via upon his coming in went away $ and as all the 
M^ou^hcs of chat young Prince were taken up with 
the Ufecy of his Friend, (b he never appear*d before * 
the Emperor, but be renewed his (bllicitations OO' 
his behalf. The Emperor^ who till then had pat 
him ofF with cruel Menaces againft the Son of 
Juba^ heard him at chat time wi^h more pacience 
than ordinary i aikd when h^ had given ovec 
fpeaking, * I ihaJl for your fake, MarceUus 

* (faid be to bim) do that which otherwife I 
' ihould not have done for that in(bleiu Pei(bii, 
^ by whom I have been fo highly af&onted, 
^ chough I had prorefted, that no (a)n(tderatioa 
' ihould prevail with me to fpare hifLife^ ycr i& 

* there one way left to fave him, which yoa are 

* not to negled, iince it is all you are to ezpedt 

* In a Word, his Life is in the hands of CUopatra $ 

* ihe may fave it, if ihe wiU marry with Jtbe^ 

* rius. If it be dear Co her, (he may do her in- 

* dinarions fo much violence as to fave it; if 

* that be noc a Motive (Irong enough to oblige 
' her, Ihe can blame none but her lelf, nor re- 

* grec the iofs of ic with any juftice. Be your 

* (elf the MefTenger of this News to- her, andaic 

* the influence you have over her to diipofe her rherc- 

* to, iincc ic is the only means yon nave to.iave a 

* Per- 
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* Perfbn for whom» though my greateft Enemy, 

* yott pretend (b much Friendfliip. 
Marcellus was at (uch a lois at the Emperot's- 

diicourfe, th^t he knew not what to fay > tnfo- 
ii;iach, that having looked on him a while with- 
oQt making any Anfwer, * And is this (faid be 
to bim at lafl) all the favour you do me for 
Coriolanus ? It is greater (replied tbe Emperor\f 
than ihould be {lighted, as bcin^ contrary to 
the refolution I had taken, and the protefta- 
tions I had made not to grant it any Man. I 
know not, My Lord, (replied tbe Prince verjf. 
e»/dfy) whom you have done it to ; not cer- 
tainly to the Friends of Cot'/o/a>nds. The Fa<- 
vour you now of&r would be more cruel ta 
him than the Deah you threaten him with;^ 
and Uberius, who cannot fuffer him to live 
but uponlb hard a condition, Ihould remember, 
that he gave bim his Life without any. You 
wiU pardon me, if I make not this Propofiripn 
to Cleopatra j it is too much at a dillance with 
tbej-efpe^ I have for her, and the aflurance I 
have of her Courage and Virtue : But if I can 
prevail with you no further on the behalf of a 
Friend, whofe admirable endowments are ado- 
red by all the World, one from whom you 
have rei^ived confiderable fervices, and whofe 
misfortunes I have my (<di aggravated, through 
the cruel Artifices of his Enemies, 1 {hall re* 
{blve, My Lord, ro die wirh kim^ and leave 
you abfolutelyfrec to bedow on Tiberius, to 
whom yon (acrifice him, the f^^vouts you had 
de(ign*d for me. 
With which Words he went out of the Clo/cr, 
and left the Emperor panly troubled, and partly 
incenfed at what he had faid> but ftill conftaiit 
to his refohition again{l Cpriolanus. Nor was 

he 
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be cfec the more mov*d at the intreaities of JulUf ' 
who came into the Clolet as (con as MMreeNus 
was departed, though die enployod all her In- 
teieft and Eloquence on the behalf of Corioknur 
and Cdfirhf as well upon the dcfncsofCUopstrw^ 
C^mUice^ and Marceuus, as out of her own in* 
clinatton, and the compaffion (he had for the 
Misfortunes of tho(e cw« Princes* The geiie* 
rous O^gvis came not long after, and renewed 
the Solltcitatious Ihe daily uied to the fame efFcft : 
But what Afledlion and Refped (bever the Em- 
peror might have for her, yet could not all her 
Mediation prevail aught with him, infomuch. 
that the Princefs, who was acquaiixed with hi» 
inflexible humour, was afraid, not without rea* 
fon, it would go hard with CarioUnus. Thac^ 
very Day the Emperor (ent Stmpremtts to the 
Princefs C/e^patra^ to acquaint her with his re« 
foluriou, and the means (he had to fave the King 
of Afauritanm's Life, if (he would accept of it.r 
The refped which the Prefence of Cie$pafra 
forced on all that faw her, obliged Stmfnmius 
CO delivet his A4eflage with the gieateft Mildnds 
he could ,' but at laft, he ga?e her to onderftand, 
that it was only by her Marriage with Tikerhs 
that (he could lave Corioisnus*s Life. 

The Daughter of Anthony emenained this Dif^ 
courfe of Semp¥onius with her ordiiYary Con- 
flancy and Moderation ( and when he had faid 
ail he could to pcrfwade her, * I expeded {find 

* fie 49 bim) that the Emperor would not nave 

* em{^py*d,bis Authority, to force me to a Mar- 
^ riage with Tiber tus^ as relying on the promife 

* he nad made me, and the Oath he. had taken 

* to forbear. You fee. Madam, (fiiys Sempr<>- 

* nitis to her) that he doth not herein ^mploy 

* his Amhority, fince he kayes yea ac liberty^ 

• and 
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* and oStri you, as an acknowledemenc of your 

* Compliance tovrards him, the Lilt of an Enemj; 
^ wbom he had reforved to faccifice to his juit 

* reientments. His rcfentmcnis (repliid tbt Prin^ 
' cefs) are not haply Co jtrfl in the apprehenfion& 
^ of all the World, as they are i\v yours i and 
^ there are few Pcrfbns condemn the King of 

* Msarhania's maintaining his pretenfions againfV 
^ his Rival by his Valottr, as he eter did, and not 

* by ba(e Artifices s or queftion whether he may 
' nor, with juftice, regain the Throne of his An- 
^ ceftiors, which the ELomans were poOefled of 
' only by Ufurpation, and not with any legal 

* Right. In fine, Semproniusy you may telt 

* C£fAr^ that the Life of Coriolaous is indeed- 

* at his difpofaly through the ill Fonune that 

* hath brought him into his Power, but not with 
•" Jufticej that he hath the fame tight over mine;^. 
"* but that he is noithe Mafkr of our Wills and 
^ Inclinations, which are not fubjedibto any Empfte, 

* nor any Revolution of Fortune y that he may 

* well put to Death a King whom he keeps in 
^ Chains \ and that I {hall nave- the Courage to- 

* die with him, were it only to give him tbofe- 
^ aflurance^ of my AlIe£lion, which may be more 

* cruel to him than thofe are dtiired of me \ thac 
^ to fave his Life, I would fubmit to Misfortunes 

* more infupportable to me, wete It pollible, than 
^ the Marrying of Tiber ius\ but that he would 

* rather lote it after the mo(l cruel manner thac 
^ Augujtui can defire, than fave it upon tho(a 

* ^ Terms ^ and that I am confident Coriolttnui will 

* prefer Death before the Sight of my being Wife 

* to Ttherius. The Love of Life is C) Natural to 
< Men, (replied Sempronius) that Corhhnus^ 

* win haply prefer it upon thofe conditions, b««- 
^ fore the Death thac is defigu'd him. Do ydii 
"' ' * know 
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know the King of Mauritania well ? {replies 
the Prineefs,) r4o qacftion but I know him 
(replies Sempronius] for a Prince of great 
Courage, and one whom the fear of Death 
coald not hitherto divert from the ^lofl danger- 
ous Enterprizes ^ but, Madam^ be pleafed to 
confider, chat the Death which a Man defies in 
Fight, is much different from that which Aw 
gtfius may put Coriolanus to \ and there are 
many Perfons who, as he, have flighred it in 
Combats, yet have not been able to endure the 
horrid appearance of it, when it hath prefenc- 
ed it (elf under another Form. If wnat you 
fay be true, (replies the Princefs^ with a» 
afiion 'whence Sempronius imagindjh^ tMs in 
fome meafure perfwaded\ there '\s yet a poflibi- 
lity to fave the Life of Coriolanus by the fatiG" 
fadlion of Tiberius^ fince I would not have ic 
thought I am fb much againfl the enjoyments 
of TUeriuSf as the Death of Coriolanus. So 
that you may KllCafary that if Coriolanus will 
receive his Life lipon that Condition propofed 
to us> I ihall endeavour to preferve it j and that 
I ihall not fear any reproach from chat Adion, 
if I do it with his confcnt: But that to be (a« 
tisfied of it, I would have it from his own 
Mouth, and that there is not any Perfbn in 
the World whom I will crufl in this Bufinefs j 
that I wiH vifit the Prince, when he will give 
me leave to do it; that I will fpeak to him 
before fuch Perfons as he would have prcfent 
at our Difcour(e$ and that when 1 have his re- 
fblution, though it prove fuch as you hope 
it, you ihall be fure of my compliance there^ 
wirh. 

Though Sempronius was of opinion that Vhc 
Princefs made this propofition meerJy to have the 

oppot- 
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opportunity to fee Corioianus^ and (tiffictently 
fatisfied chat that Prince would rather embrace 
Death than confent to the Marriage of Cleopatra 
with Tiberius \ yet he pretended more farisfa^^ion 
9X this Difcourfe, than what had pafled between 
'them before, and undercook to give an account of 
it.to Cdfar^ and to do what lay in his Power to 
perfwadc him to the interview ofCoriolanusTXiS^ 
the Ptincefs. As foon as Sempronius was dc' 
parted, the- Princefs giving way to a Rivulet of 
TearSy whereof ihe had flopped the current in his 
Prefence \ * O Fortune, (crfd Jhe) it is time to 
get out of thy Tyranny, and' the Day is now 
at hand wherein. I hope tb fee the end of tiy 
infiipponable Per&cntions ^ I have indeed with 
too much earneftnefs difputed with thee a 
wretdicd Life, which is not wofth our concefta- 
tioo, whereas by lofing it, as no doubt I (hall 
hcMc to do, I ihall exempt my felf from the 
unknown continuation of thy Cruekies. But, 
O ye Gods ! {added Jhe prefemtiy after) it is 
not the Life of Chopatra that lies at ftake, 
but a Life much more dear to Cleopatra that* 
her own, which is to be facriiiced to the Ma- 
lioe of her Fortune ; the ptefent ihe ihould make 
of her own cannot preferve it, and the Ranfome 
which is demanded for it, is mote terrible, to 
her than the mod dreadful Inftrumentthat is to 
take it away/ -Thus was (he bemoaning her 
(elf, when the Fair and Virraous An$oniay her 
dear Sifler, comes into the Chamber ^ and ihe had 
hardly wiped off her Tears, when the Generous 
Oflavia came in alfo, and employed all the 
power which her more than Maternal Afiedioa 
^ve her over the Priucefs, to make her capable 
of (bmc Comfort.

All 
thf Princes that were about AuguftusV Courts 
fallicit the Emperor on behaif of the Pri-- 
foners^ but to little ejfea. A differente be- 
tteeen Arcbeltus and Tigranes, upm a Pro*^ 
wife made by the latter to marry the Prin* 
eefs Urania, ne ^jteen ofMth\o^9kS Defigit 
to raifi an Infurre£tion in Alcxtndrk Mfteve^ 
red to the Emperon wbo^ is^ upon refoln^ 
Hons t9' put Goriolaiiaa to I>eathf Hut is dh^ 
verted by MarceUaa, upon his engagement t^ 
ferfwade Coriols^ims awd Ckopatra to eompiy- 
with the defires ^Attgaftus. 

OR wjts the Emperor lefi iaDi(^ 
raibance for cheQutec of Agrippm 
than for that of Tiberius, Nay, 
that of the former had no qaeftioo* 
been much more oonfiderable with 
him chan that of thekctcr, if the 
intereft of Lruia joined to the Efteem which ht 
kad for het Son, had not, io his Apprehenfions, 
over-balanced the Aficdion which he had for 
Agripfa, The Arrival of the Queen of Partbia^ 
had romewhat {urptizcd him, infomuch that he 
was of OpiniotT). that it would have proved pre« ^ 
jttdtcial to his Defign ; buc upon funher Thoaghts 
of it, he took Encouragement, out of a Confidence 
that he might bring a Woman's Will to what he 
ffeafed i and ete the Day was paft> he underftotDdv 

by 
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by Persons whom he had fenc to chat Parpofe, 
jttid who had cunningly addrefled themfelves to 
thofe aboacthc Queen, the Revolutions happened 
in the Empire of Partblay the Death of Phraafes^ 
the Love of Jrtaban^ who was a Prince of the 
Blood of the Arfacides ; and the De(ign which 
the Queen and all the Partbiani had to many 
him to E^iifa. 

This ttoabled Augujiusctxxtmiy \ and perceiv- 
ifig thereby t that to bring Elifa to his Denres, be 
could oo longer pretend the Fear (he was in of 
falling into her Father's Power, nor the Obflade 
which the Birth of Artaban brooeht upon the fa- 
vourable Inrencions which (he hadfor nim before 
he was knowp to be a Prince born i he ibiighc 
out other Artifices co crofs them> as being re&W- 
ed on the one (ide to ftmher the Enjoyment of a 
Perfon he dearly loved, and to whom he was 
in (bme meafure obliged for his own Forrone^ 
and on the other» not 3bk]mt\Y to quit the Hope 
of fubmitcing to the Roman Empire a Monarchy » 
fuch as that of the Farthians. Nor but, confidet' 
ing the abfolute Condition he was in, he might 
very well have, waved all chofe Difficulties, and 
done any Thing upon the Account of his Autho- 
rity, if he had been willing to di&over an open 
Tyranny > bat fince his being . peaceable Mafter 
of the Empire, he was defirous to ratfe himielf 
among the People the Repuucion of ajuft and mo- 
derate Prince, and to be accounted a Perfon who 
in all his Adlions would chequer Juftice with the 
Sovereign Power. On the other fide, he luiew, 
by the Trials which the Romans had to their Dif- 
advantage made, that the Power of the Pdrtbtans 
was no defpicabie Power ^ and that in o&ring 
any Indignity to their Queen, and to him whom 
chey demanded for their Kii^ he re-inflamcd a

cruel and bloody War with chat great Monarchy* 
^nd^ fiich as had proved fatal to the Romans under 
Crafus^ who with his Son had loft their Lives in 
it, and ail their Forces, and fuch as had been dif- 
adranragcoas under Antbofiy bimfclf, whofe En- 
gagements there had turned to his Lofs and Con- 
luhon. Add to this, that the Prefence of fo many 
Kings as were then in his Court, and particularly 
that of Scyihia, remitted much of the Freedom 
which he wiihed he might cake to follow his own 
$entimems, as being unwilling to have fo great 
Witiicfts of a Violence and Injuftice of that Im- 
poRance, if fo be he durft commit it for the En- 
joyment and Intcreft of his Friend. 

And thc(eR£afbns made him refolve oncbeDe- 
iign which, he had to fccure the Princefs of Par^ 
tbid and Ariaban^ to find out fuch Pretenas as 
ihould encourage him to do it with fome Appear- 
ance of Juftice. For Ariaban^ be thou^t he had 
enough, upon the Account which had been given 
him of the fcaec Conferences which he bad with 
Prince C^tptrh^ as being fuch as made him char- 
geable with an Intelligence which be might juft- 
ly (ufbcd: Nay, he was in a manner refolved to 
have bim (ecured with C^fario^ as foon as A^mU 
iiiu had given him the Relation thereof} buthay- 
mg a sreac Efteem for him, and conceiving that 
be had done him Injury enough in taking away 
his Miftrefs, and depriving him of that great 
Comfort which he wa^ in Hopes of, and where- 
of he had rendred himfelf worthy by the Great- 
neCs of his Actions, he had out of that very Con-* 
fideracion diflembledbistcfentment^ and bethought 
him to do him greater mifchief, without putting 
him to chat Inconvenience : But Things Co ftand- 
iog as that he (aw all his Defi^ns eroded, he 
thought it not Prudence to negle^ fo fair a Pretence* 

un- 
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(onfefs he ihould at the fame Time ncele^ the 
Safety-of his Friend. For £/(/«, though he coaU 
charge her with the (ame Intelligence with C^/it- 
rio, as having been prefeot as wdl as Artsban 
at the (ecret Coiiferenoe wherein he bad been di(^ 
covered, yer did he not think it firificient Pretence^ 
>to Ceaire her: But that which he had in the Pre-*^ 
tenfion of the King of Medim he thoaght fpccious 
cnoDghy as being of Opinion, chat in permitting 
that Prince to demand her as his Wife, and opfio* 
€ng her Marriage with Jrtaban, and her Deparntre 
from AkxMfniriaj he might detain her witbont 
doing any manifeft Injuftice. Not indeed ckk of 
any Uefign be had tolxftow her on JtgrMnes^ 
bat oat OT* a Hope that being not in Capadry to 
marry Artakm^ by rea(bn of an Obflade appsH 
tentiy juft, ihe woald prefer Airtpfa^ who(c Vir- 
lae dieeflcemcd, htfore TigrmitSf whom flie hac- 
ed> and ftood in Fear of. In fine, cither out of 
this Hope, or a Deiireto gain Time, and to iind 
cot the moll favonrable conrfes to follow, chac 
very Evening he (cnt fecret Notice to Tigranes^ 
to encourage him to renew the Profecntion of his 
Affedions, and openly to demand Judice at bjs 
Hands ^ and i(Fued ont an Order for the (ecoriag 
of ArtabaHy and the patting of a Guard upon 
him in his own Lodgings, tin fiich Tisie as he 
ihould refblve to difpofe of him into (bme other 
Prifon. He went to Liviay and oommonicated 
to her his Deiign, and the Anfwer which Stm^ 
pr4mfus had brought him of that of deopatrag 
they cenfulted a good while together, whether it 
wae convenient (he (honld be admitted to fee 
CorioUnusy as finding Reafons ftrong enoogh to 
auchctfze, and to difallow the Interview 5 and 
at jaft they parted wicfaottc having r^oWed 00 any 
Thing abtomccly. 

This 
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This Night pafling away very difierentiy amoug 
A> maey Perfoiis of fcvcial Fortunes, the next Morn- 
ing, before Artaban was dreft, comes into his 
Chamber Quint tiius Varus ^ attet^ded by a Guard , 
Vfhoi coming up to him, told him, he had Order 
from the Emperor to wait upon him, and to make 
his Lodging his Prifon. Artaban was a Perfon 
not ordinarily daunted at thb moft unexpeded 
£veQts \ yet this rorprized him a little^ as happen- 
ing to him as' it were in the Meridian of his great- 
eft Hopes, finee he could not imagine himfelf 
iecured, but out of fome Defign to deftroy the 
Felicity which he promised himfelf in the Enjoy- 
ment of Elifa. However, he foon maftered the ^ 
Aftonilhment which that Accident might put him 
into \ and looking on Varus with a Countenance 
much more confident than his own, M know 

* not (faid be to him) upon what Account C^far 

* caufeth me to be fecured, and I ihould take it 

* as a Favour from you, if 70U would let me know 

* it. You know (repjies^ Varus) that our Mafters 

* are not wont to diicover them(elves to us upon 

* fuch CommifHons : But for aught I can judge 
. *"of it, the Diftruft which the £mperor hath of 

* you, proceeds from the fecret Conference you had 
^ with Prince Cafario. Artaban Ihaking his 

* Head at that Difoourfe: It is not C£fario (re- 

* fifdbe) that makes me guilty in the Appre- 

* liti^QVL of Auguftus ; that Prince is fo virtuous, 

* that all the Intelligence I might have had with 

* him, could never prejudice Augufius : No, he haih 
' other Reaibus wiiich he hath not difcoyered to 
' you, and which haply he will not difcover, if 

* he deiire the reputation of a juft Prince. It is 
' * no hard matter for him to (ecore a (ingle Per- 

* Ton i but I have fometime been in fuch a con* 

* dition as he would not have found it an 

• eafy 
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^ ca(y task, chougb he had employed all the 

* Forces of his Empire ro do it $ and if the Godt 
' ate fo pleafcd, they may reftore me to fuch 

* s^aln/ ^uintilius, who admired him, as in« 
deed all thofe did chat faw him, and could not but 
iear that te&ncmcEit which he obfcrved in his 
Countenance, would have made fome wtetched 
ezcufe to him for the CommiCOon he had taken $ 
but Artaban interrupting him with (corn, * I 

* wonder not, (faid be to bim) that you have by

* expo(ed Armtnlus to GUdiatots and Sav;^ 

* Bca(h. It is in him that you have railed your 

* felf a dreadful Enemy s but for my parr, if I 
^ have any refentment of the injury I receive, 

* you may be fure it fliall not fall upon Vnruu 

* With thcfe Words, which Varus, as it were 

* by a fatal predidion, grew pale at, Jie went 
' into his Clofet, where they left him at liberty 
^ to walk, there being before the Window a 

* (Irong Iron Gate. 

The noife of this accident was foon fpread all 
over Aiexandris'y and whereas the Ptincefsof 
Partbia and the Quoen her Mother were the 
mofl concerned in it, they were accordingly the 
firft chat had notice of it. The news put B/i/k 
into no fmall diQutbance, though fhe had ever 
feared chat her dcfigns would be eroded by Au^ 
gufiusy and that he would never conient to the 
felicity of Artaban, while he might hope any 
thing for Agrippa. Nor was the Queen her Mo- 
ther lefs troubled, infomuch, that the News made 
her haflen the defign ihe had to fee Avguftus that 
Morning, as imaginiiig, that when ihe fhculd 
tell him that Artaban was a Prince of the Blood 
of the Arfacidgs^ and give him an account of 

the 
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the I>^ch o(PbraateSf and the ftace of the Par* 
thian Monarchy, ifae ihould oblige him co a 
greater refpedl for a Prince railed co fo eminent a 
Dignity, than he might have for a private Perfon. 
Up>Dn this confideration, after flie had Tent a. 
Ferfoii before to demand Audience, (he went to 
him, attended by the Princefs her Daughtet, and 
fome of her Women. The Emperor received, 
her in his Clofet, with all apparent difcoveries of. 
refpedl atid tivility; but chey were hardly (at 
down, ere came in the King of Media^ whom 
they had not thought Co well recovered as to be 
able to walk fo far. That dght was very ominous 
to the Princeft and the Q?ccn her Motlicr j nay, 
Blifa was (b much the more Hirprized, . in that 
Auguflus had fcemed to be incenfed againfl 7/- 
granes^ infbmuch, that (he thought he durft not 
adventure into his prefence. However, the Queen 
rc(blved to di/cngagc -her fclf out of her aftonifli- 
iBtnt, and refolved to fpeak to the Emperor be- 
fore Tigranesy fince Ihe was reduced to that nc- 
celficy; and to that end afTuming all her Courage, 
« My Lord, [faidjheio bim\ that which is this 

* Day happened by your Order, hath given me, 

* in fonke meafure, occafion to change the de- 

< (igo of this Vidt, and the Audience I have de- 

* (ired of you, or ^t lead obligcth me to add auo« 

< ther of no leTs confequence, than thofe I had 

* before. I came hither. My Lord, to make ac- > 

* knowledgment of the kindnefs which you have > 

* exprefied towards a Princefs whom a malicious 

* Fortune had caft upon your Territories, and the 

* pr<Kei^ion which you generoufly afforded her. 
^ 1 (hould then have acquainted you, that by the 
^ Death o^ the King my Husband, £///«, being 

* defigned for the Crown of her AnceAors, was 
' 47bliged to go hence J and de(irous at her de« 
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partare to demand an Alliance of you, whereia 
hcc Sub}e<fls might hope a Reign nuich di£fetreiic 
from that of her Predeceflors, that Is, fnch a9 
ihould bring a long uninterrupted traoquiiiity $ 
and laftly, Iwas to tell you, cnac this faiiie^*' 
taban^ who, by fuch extraordinary AdioDs^ hath 
defended and maintained the Parthian CrowBs 
having been acknowledged a^Priuoc of chc Royal 
Blood of that Nation, hacb been demanded by 
the Partbiansy for a Husband to cheii Princefs, 
and is expedited among thcm^ to cake Poflefliofi 
of a Scepter, which hath never been bur in the 
hands of tho(e who ii^ere of that extra^on. 
This my Lord, was the occalion of my Voyage, 
and I thought I fhould not have met with isay 
other; but underflandiog that the faid Prince 
whom the Parthians defired for their King, 
and whom the confent of Eiifa ;ind my ielf 
have granted, is fecurcd by your Order, aod 
deprived of his Liberty, in at place where yoa 
had honoured him with fo many demoii(tra« 
tions of your efteem, and at a time wherein be 
was accounted no other than a private Per(bn in - 
this Place*, I am apt to beUeve, My Lord, chat 
when youcaufedhim to be apprehended and Se- 
cured, you knew not th^t he was of the Royal 
Bk>od of fartbia^ ainl called to be their Goveic- 
nour 'y and therefore hope« that knowing it, yoii 
will confider Dignity in the fame Perfon in 
whom you had before con^dc^^^^ Virtue, and 
will not injurioufly treat in your Territories a 
Perfbn defigncd tor a Monarchy, with. which 
there are few others in the World difpute pre- 
cedence. 

Thus ran the Queen's difcourftj and after the 
Emperor had with much patience heard it, * Ma- 
• dam, [fnictbe to kcr) I can with fincciicy aflTure 
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* you> tkftt my dcfign hath been to receive ]K>u 
« into the Dominions that are under my furii- 

/ didton vich all the ref^ddue to you, and all 

* the dtfcoveries of ASc6don obferved betweeti 

* AlBes; and you may aKb very well belieye, 

< tbac 1 have been a fttan^er hitherto, to the 
^ Birth of ^r/«^«,and that Fortune whereunto 
^ yon have designed him : lut you will eire me 

* leave to tell you» that though I had been ac- 

* quain^d therewith, I fhould not have forbora 

* the fecuring of his Per&n, coniidering the Juft 

* occafion 1 have to be diftruftful of htm, unoe 

* I have after much another manner fecured the^ 

< Son of Julius C^fitr and Cleofatray who is o^ 
^ a Rank no lefs eonfiderable than a Prince of 

* the Blood of the Arjaeidesy and wlio/as well 
^ as ArtMbftny is defigned for a powerful Mo- 
*> narchy. It is with that Prince, whom I have 

. *' difcovered lurkiiig in Akxandria^ and whofe 

* intentions I am juftly to be very jealous of, 
^-that Artahsn hath had a (eaet intelligence ani 
^ conferences in the Kight-time, which the Piin- 
*- Cc(s your Daughter hath not been ignorant of. 
** That is that which ol^iges me to fecure him ; 

* and that the rather, the more I am certified of 

* the gre'atnefs of his Courage, and think hirp a 
T Perfon capable and fir to carry on the greacefl:

Our fecuriry 
is all I endeavour, and noc (he revenge of tho/e 
injuries which we have te^eivcd from thofe x)f 
that Blood and Nation,* .thofe I am willing tor 
forget, and to.qfiter with yott» and alfo with 
him. who fhall sn^ry the Princefs Elifay iatcf 
the Alliance; you (o much defirej. and by thac 
means to afTuie you that the Imprifbdmcnt of 
AYtaban is not likely to ptove dangerous to him, 
as being no more than a precaution, to fecure 
the auiet of a great Empire. You may, if you 
please, continue among us till tjie difcoveey, 
which I ezpfd, oblige* me to fee liLm at Liberty; 
and if your rntcptions * are ptherwife, you arc 
free to depart, and fhall receive from me aU 
ipanner of adiAance and ^ccommodaiions to 
return into your own Dpminionsr 
To this cifed was the Emperor *s difcourfe, oiuch 
to the adoullhmeiic of the Pr^nGefsf, and the 
Queen her Mother s ,and he had hardly put a 
period thereto, when Jhrams addrcftng him-' 
lelf to bim^ with a conndence deriviqd from the 
inteUigcncc which was between jthem; 'My- 
*' Lord, {faid b$ to him) though Artabin be my 
** profcfled Enemy, yet ftiall I not fay any thing" 

* to you as to his imprifonment) or the K2lCqus' 

* that have obliged you to (ecure him 5 but as to- 
^ the departure of the Princefs Biifki you «will 

* give me leave to oppofcit, and to ifiimind jufticc 
f of you, both againfl: a Mother, and agaiuda 

* People, that dehgnliersiny other Husband than- 

* him whom fhc had folemnly received from the 

* King her Father. The dcfire I have ever had' 

* to continue fuch legal Pretentious, and that- 

* Pailba which I have noc been able to mailer, 

* forced 
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* loFced me upon an cmcrprizc contrary to the tc- 

* fft6t which I owe yoa j and fincc yon have 

* had" rhtf goodneft to pardon it, you will aJfo 

* have the jufticc to rcftorc me my Wife,' or ac 
*' kaO: give me leave to difpute her with all tho(c 

* who would take her away from me. 

The Queen was going to make Ti^ranes fomc 
anfwer-, wiien the' Princels, by a (ubmifGve gc- 
Aure, having demande<l permiffion to anfwer hini 
hef idf, arid pntring on a refolncion which wa$ 
more than natural in her : ^ TigraneSy (faidjbe 
^'t0k$m) 1 know not why you continue your 

* cruel Perfecuttons againft a Princefs that hath 

* delerved neither your hatred nor your affedion ^ 
•*. you know the Emperor hath already acknow-* 
*r ledged the injttftice of your pretentions, and 1 
*. have his 'own word 'and promife, whereby he 
i' hath afTured me of his prore^lion againHryou. 
>' You have (faiti the Emperor, interrupting ber) 
f- flighted that proredton, and ought not to al- 

* Ifcdge it in fach an occafion, wherein I cannot 
' refiife thofe juftice who demand it of mc. The 
' Queen enduring this difcourfe with much irn« 
' patience, as being injurious to her Dignity^ 

* if Tigranes be yonrVaiJal, {/aid fie t9 the 

* Emperor) you may do him inftice •, but yoii 

* know that the Kings of Faribin never demand^- 
■* edany fuch thing of the Ramans, and that theic 

* Power is not derive^ fjjom any bat that of ;thc 
^ Gods : So that though we are now cxpofed to 

* yours in our prefcm Fortune, yet you will give 

* me leave to tell you, that you have no right 

* to difpoTe of my Daughter, nor yet to detain 

* .her, Citicc Ihe is neither By Birth your Subjct^, 

* nor by War your Prifoncr. 1 know {replies 

* tbe EmperoTy mt a little vexed at tbat dif- 

* C9urfe) that (be is neither my Subjcdl, nor my 
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Prifoticr 3 and it is for thac ceafon, that if fhe 
be Wife co Ttgranes^ I canoot take her away 
from him to pat her into yoar Power, nor 
deny him die liberty co demand his Wife» na 
more than. I can yon of demanding your 
Daughter. Ehfa is my Daughter, {npiies the 
J^veea p/Partota) but fhe is not Wife to 7/- 
granes ; and. if fhe were, there were no need 
of youf Authority to obhge her co follow a Hof* 
band, whom her Duty would force her to run 
fortunes with all the World over. You are not 
ignorant, that Formalities obiervoi towards 
Ambafladors, without any cou(ent of my 
Daughter, cannot mak^ any abfolute Marriage $ 
that the defign which her Father had to c&6t 
it, hath not Men efieded, and thac Eiija be- 
ing freed by his Death, may well cefiife that 
Man for her Husband, whom 0ic would noc 
acceftt during his X.i&. Theiie Reafoos (repiies 
tk4. Emfer^r) are luch as you might alkdge before 
thole whom the Gods or your own choice ihalf 
eftabUih ]udp;^~of your difitrences ; but in the 
naeao time, unce ic belongs not co me to do 
jnJftice in d)i$ ca(e, you will not take amt& 
that; Lfoebeac the doivg of injury aad vioknoe 
to a fCing^ who, notwithftanding what I had 
done againft him in the behalf of the Princess 
Blijfy bach ncKeithekIs a confidence of my im- 
partiality. ■ 

The Q^n and PcirSbefs were (atisfieci by thi$ 
di&ottrie, chat the Emperor was refblvcd- to de- 
tain them, though they could not but iroa^^ae, 
that it was the concernment of Agripfa^ and not 
that bCJlgranest that Co much prevailed with 
him ; and it was with much ado that they ex- 
preHed a moderation, when (b great an injuftice 
was done them, and forbore to tell him» that ic 

was 
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was upoii the account of j^grippa that he did ic^ 
and not opon thjit of the King of Media* But 
confidering withal, chat it were not (afefbr them 
CO incenfe a Per (on who could do any thing* and 
chat their intention was not to depart from A^ex^ 
andrltiy and It^st Art aban z PciLoner there, they 
endeavoured to fmother their refeutment } yet could 
not do ic fb, but that in fofne meafure it appeared: 
in their Countenances, and in Come meaiure in 
the difcourfe of the CJiiecn. * I (ce then (faid 

* jhe to the Ernferor^ rifing off the Chair inhere 

* Jhe toasjat,) that we arcj not to ezpe^ mtich 

* favour from you, and that we, as well as Ar* 

* taban^ are Prifoners in Alexandria: But the 
*" Gods, who (ce the in>reacment we receive, and 
*. the right you have to do it, will be Judges be* 
^ rween us, and will haply deliver us out of a 
*' tnhsfbrtune into which we are fallen, meerl/ouc 

* of the confidence which we have had in the 

* Laws of Nations, and the te(peA due to Royal 

* Dignity. 

With thcfe Wotds (he went oat of the Clofet^ 
together with the Prince(s> after ihe baddematKl'- 
etfleave of the Emperor to vi(tt Artahan^ which 
he durft not te&ifc her, as unwilling to make too 
manifeft a difcovcry of injuftice and animoficy. 
They would needs go tohim before they return- 
ed to their Lodgings, and in their way met the 
iSSmgof Scytbiay the King o^ Armenia y and the 
Prince of Ciiicia, who had been at their Lodg- 
ings to give them a vifir, and were dcfirous to Ice 
them, to alTure them of the concernment which 
they took in what had happened to them. As 
they were coming towards them, Eitfa acquainted 
the Queen her Mother who they were, who with 
much joy entertained Princes of fo gr^at lame, 
cfpccially Akamenes^ whofe reputation was fo 
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full of miracles. The wonhincfs of their Per- 
(bns fatisficH her that what ihe had heard of 
them was but their due, and thereupon £he re- 
ceired them accotding to their wojrch and rank in 
the World. 

Thcfc great Princes being fuch as from whom 
it could not be expe^ed they ihould have a fer- 
vile compliance for an); Man, fuch as out of any 
bafc con{rderarion or fear to difpleafc Cafar 
ihould hinder them from following their own ge« 
Dcrous inclinations, especially the King of Scy- 
thia, who knew no fupcrior in the World. 
They facisfied the Queen and the Princcfs her 
Daughter, how much they concerned themfclves 
in all had happened to them, as well to the. 
• Death of Pbraatesy and the acknowledgment of, 
Artahan to be a Prince of the Blood Royal of 
Tartbia, as to the imprifonment of Artaban^ 
and what might be the confcquence thereof, as . 
real Friends ^nd Princes, whom nothing flioukl 
oblige to conceal their own (cntimcnts. Accor-. 
ding ro^ the prefcnt exigence of their Fortunes, 
they proffered them all the afliftancc they could, 
and as to the fequel thereof, all chat they might' 
Hjope for from Allies." , , * 

The Queen having giyci; them thanks with all 
the civility due to Tuch ' llluftrious Pcrfbns and 
Princes, who expreffcd their inclinations towards 
rhem. in fo ticklilh a conjundurc, Alcamenes 
ihtreatpd the*Quecn and Princefs to pardon hira, 
if he expreflcd more joy at the acknowlcdemcnc 
of Artabrtn to be of fuch Birth as he had ever 
wiihM him, than trouble at his Imprifonment, 
wherein he faw not any thing to fear, doubted 
not but that he Ihould foon fee him King of 
Partbia, and that he would confirm with aim 
the Alliance they had already defigncd together. 

. -; AriQ" 
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Arhbgrzanes and fbiiadelpb exprefled themfelvesr 
much to the (amc purpofe ; and having under- 
flood thacehey went to vi(k him, chey were de- 
firous ail thcee to accompai^y them \ But being 
Come to th« Door, Varus y how much focver he 
might rcfpedfc chcir Dignity, told them that he 
durd not admit them in without order from the 
Emperor, who bad only commanded that the 
Qu^n and Princels might be allowed to vide 
bim* The three Princes went away from the 
poor wich loud di(covcrics of their rciencment at 
the refufal, and exprelTcd their di(content iti 
Words, which fuificiendy fienified chat thty were 
not Slaves to the Fortune ofAuguftui* 
. Bpt. though thefe great Princes w«re denied' 
Entrance, another Perfon being alone, and noc 
richly cloathed, made a fhifc co get in, either as 
belonging to Artaknn or the Princefs, and was 
HOC fo much obfcrved as co oblige Varus to hinder 
Iviiii from coming in. ^rM^M comes out of the 
Clofet, where they had, leii him alone, to re-^ 
ceive the Queen aiid Princefs in the Chamber ^ 
and being come to them, fell on one Knee before 
the Queen^ and with much fubmidion acknow- 
ledged the hongtur ihe did him. The Queen rai-> 
fu}g \^\m up> eo^braced bint, and difcovered to 
him,, i)^ ihc, . as well as^ the Princefs, had hes 
cfuiib^nance bathed in Tears. Thar of ArtabaiP 
Itemed the (ame it had ever been, iufomuch that he 
wasiioc any wgy moved, but by the grief w^iicfa^ 
he obferved in their countenances^ The Cham« 
her being full of Soldiers, 2siA Artabsn hrtiti^ 
told them (hat he had the freedom of the Clofccy 
they wojuld needs go into it, 10 avoid thcprefeiice 
oif thofc unwelcome VVknefTes, leaving two oc 
three of their Women in the Chamber, to hindeo 
aay from coming to the Clo(et Door co ovcr-heac 
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their iiCcovafc. Bm the Vctfbn who wu gotten 
in with the Q^n followed her into the' Closer, 
and kep^ behind the Women ch>c went in with 
her. The Queen and Princeis having their 
thoughts taken up. othecwi(e, took no notice ot 
himt nor did Ariabun ob&rve him, as taking 
Kim for one of the Queen's retinue. 

When fhe was &t down>. and the Prinoefi hf 
her; ^rtaSan with much acknowledgment anid 
fubmiilion, renewed his Thanks for the Favour 
they did him ; and after be had made the greatcft 
fxrpe/Iioos he could of his refentment thereof^ he 
iucieaced them not to fear any thins . as to his 
imprifonment, which in all likelihood would ix>c 
prove dangerous to him, telling them it was on- 
ly an efieS o£ Auguftut,mM Friendship towards 
^gripps^ and the deiice he had to diflurb his 
Fottune,, co divert it to his Favourite ; that th<^ 
tilings werea^ed no cjueftiou without the Icoow- 
ledge of Agrippm^ who(e Virtue was fueh as he 
would not. permit them, if he were acquainted 
thetewith} t,hac it could not come into his thoughts 
that Auguftus fhould refblTc his ruin, fince that 
thereby he in all likelihood quitted all hopes of 
Elijahs being married to Agrippa ; and as (be 
the pretence which he had taken from his in« 
telligence with C^farh^ it was of no great oofi« 
cemment, finoe he could only be charg^ with 
being preicnc at a difcoarfc woere the PrinceTs 
Miija and the Pcince(s Cleopdfra had been alfb, 
and whereof the particulars, fince they werecome 
to the knowledge of Augvjius, were enough to 
vindicate h^im. 

To this Artahnn added many other reafbns, 
to clear the miuds of the Queed and Prinais of 
che obliging fadnefs which he obferved'in them $ 
and when he had given over fpeaking) theQueen, 

whom 
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whom sJl his difcourfes could not farisfy, uo more 
than cbe Princefs her Daughter, acquainting hint 
with the vific which they had made to the Em- 
peror, how they had there met with Tigranes^ 
and ail the converfation which had there paAcd 
between them, as well with Auguftus as the 
King of Media. Artaban out of refpedi heark- 
ened to- their di{cour(e with much patience, , 
though he found it no fmali difficulty to fuffer, 
without refentment, both the iojudice of Cdfar^ 
and the proceedings o^Tigranes\ and feeing the 

Seen ezpeded what he would fay upon that oc- 
on, * Madam, (faid be to her) If you and 

* the Princefs continue towards roe that goodne(s 
*• whereof I receive fuch glorious Ezpreflions, I 

* fliall little fear the competirion of Tigranesy at 

* being confident, that Auguftus hath no thoughts 

* of favouring him, and only bripgs him upon • 
^ the Stage, meerly to retard your departure, and 

* making his advantage of time, endeavour with 

* Comt appearance of judice the fati&fadion of 

* Agrippa. All this bufinefs is full of Artifxcr^ 

. * and unworthy a great Soul j and were 1 buc • 

* .once more in the head of tbofe very Parthians 

* whom I have commanded in your Service, I , 

* ihpukf not only make the King of Medta quit 

* all liis pretentions, but haply find trouble 

* enough for' him that (ets him on Work, and 

* fondly believes that all the Earth ihould fiih- 
*' mit to his Power. I am apt to believe, (addtd 

* the Qifeen) that the ' Power of the Partbians 

* iKould not be defpicable in the apprehendon of 

* the Romans^ and that they have felt it fuch, i 

* thoiigh things were not carried on by the coa-

obliging Difcourfc with all the Acknowledgment 
he could express upon th't like Occafion, when, 
cafting his Eye Cowards the Clofct- Door, he ob- 
ferves the Pcrfon who came in with the Queen, 
and whom he thought of her retinue, as the Queen 
had thought him one of his Servants. The firft 
Idea he took of him, obliged him to take a more 
particular notice than before ; and he had not look- 
ed long upon his Countenance, bur, notwtthftand- 
iog the change which feveral Years and Accidents 
had brought upon it^ he immediately knew him 
by the Memory he had dearly prefcrved of him. 
He rofe of a fudden, and forgetting at that inftant 
the Place where he was, and the Pcrfons that were 
about him, Oh Father! {/aid be) Oh Briton ! 
is it podtble I fee you again s and thereupon going 
up to him with his Arms fpread, he would have 
embraced him with a filial Tendernefs, had he noc 
jufl then remembred himfelf that he was before 
the Queen, and that the Refpcd he ow'd her per- * 
mitted not chofe Endearments. Upon that Recol- 
ledion of himfelf, be only took him by the Hand

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You may have underflood. Madam, &om Arta*' 
ban himlelf, (ince I doubc not bat he hath, adcnow 
ledged what he thought himlelf to be, that I was 
born among, the Gauls, and th^ afcec my Coun*. 
try was dclolatcd by the Arms of Julius Cafary 
the Refeutment I had againft the Coni]ueror of 
fny Country, made me engage myfclf hi the Ar** 
my of Pomey the Great his Enemy. I eodeavoar->> 
eJ upon all Occaiions to do him the gieateft Ser« 
vices I could, and was fo happy by the AllUlanoe. 
df my Fortune, and my Diligence theccin, as not 
only to be known as other Perfons of my Rank' 
who fought for him, but al(b oblige him to afford 
xne fome particular Demonftrations of Affediion, 
to receive me into his Houfe amoo^j; thofe whom 
he mofV rerpe<fled, and not long after to beflow 
on me a Wife of confiderable Quality, one thai? 
kad been brought up with the virtiiotis Cfirneliif 
his own Wife. In fine, my Fortune became fucb, 
and the Favours I received from Co gopd a Maftec 
were (b great, that in a fliort Time, though a 
Stranger, ti^ere were few Romans about him, m 
whom he had a greater Confidence, or whom he 
put upon tnore l^nourablc Employments* I (hall 
not intifl on thofe Anions of his Life which are 
known to you, fince they are alfo known to all the 
World 5 nor trouble you. with the Defeats of Ctfr-

and wherein- he palled to the Ifle ofLesboSy there 
to cake in the vircaous Cornelia his Wife> and 
yoaag Sexiusy one of his Sons by the former, 
whom he had left ar Mittlene* 1 was the Per- 
fon ^hoip he fent to Corntlhy to give her an Ac- 
count of the Misfortune, and to prepare her to 
come with all £xpedmon into the Ship, to avoid 
ihrParfutc of his Enemy;, and I was the Pet Ton 
who held her a longTime fwooning in my Arms» 
at the iad Npws I- was foited to bring her; I ac« 
cendeii her to the Ve^l, I was prefent at their fad' 
Itieerviewv mkI whicever elfe happened during the 
reft of that unfortunate Voyage. 

You know. Madam, by cneRepott which harh 
been fpread all rhe World over of ir, that after

ed by the King Tfohmyy whofe Father he had cafl. 
extiaordinaiy Obligations upon ; and that after 
ch« Refokitfon taken,* he parted (torn Cyprus in a 
GsMsy of Sefeuciay with Cornelia znASextus^ and 
a fmall Nnmber of Servants, and xnade towards the 
Cky Peiufium, where Pto/omy was at that Time. 
Yoa know how he fent him-Nociceof his coming, 
when you have underftood,* Madam, with all the 
Work), who hath deplored his Fortune, how the 
greateft of Men having been received in a fmall 
Hark of j^chitles and Septimiusy with only Philip 
bis Libertine, and being brought towards the 

Shore 
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Shpce by xho(e Barbarians, was iii the fight of Hca- 
Ycn, and rathe eteroar Shame of that Nation, rtm 
through in (cYeral Places with a Sword, in the Pre- 
sence of the anfortmiate Cornelia^ who with Sex- 
$us her Step»Son» and all the reft of thofe that came 
along with him, were) by the Will oiPompey^ left 
in xJsk Galky , in expefbtion co receiTC his Orders 
when he had ieen PtQiomy, I do not conceive it 
any ^ way neceilary «o rcprefcnt unto you our Afto- 
DiibWnt, nor to inflft on the AfSidion of the 
uolbrtiioax CorneiU. Having all been Witnefie^ 
of rhat deplorable Spe^lacle, and through the Hor* 
rour we conceived thereat, being in a manner as 
dead as he who had di(charged himfelf of his Soul 
io oar fighc, neither 1, nor thofe with me, whoCe 
trouble at chait Io(s was equal to mine, were in a 
jCondidon to rdiete Corneiufy or take care of Prince

1 cateie o^nher^ 
and contribmed my Endeavours to thofc. of the 
reft to bring: her to lierfelf. .U;was Jongjcre ore 
xould promife qurfclves chat Comfort; and when 
ihe had opened her Eyes, and fhe faw;us bufy 
about her in order to her Relief, turning Iter fatal 
Looks upon us, ihe openet^ them to a rivulet of 
Tears, which it hath, not been in .the Power of 
many Years todry ug.

ihe faid chat her sForeone bad been fatal to hec 
Husbands, that fhe had been fatal to the Hou(e 
of.Craffus,SLTkd to thsno^Pvmpey, and that it w^5 
mecrly through the Cruelty of her Deftiny that 
the £anb had loft two extraordinary Men. But 
being withal «a Per(bn of admirable Vinue and 
exemplary Piety towards the Gods, ihe offered 
not to. rcpinefat tbeirdeaccs j and aifjidft the Dif- 
c|>vcries of the raoSk fenfible Grief that ever Souf' 
was moved to>'fhe added thoufands of a miraca- 
lons Moderation. She never enquired what Place 
chcy carried her to, and the Vellcl was come to 
Cjfprus^ before fhc had diverted her Thoughts for 
ip much a^one Minute from the fata4 objeS which ' 
wholly »ook them up : Nay, Ihc would have refus- 
ed what is ne^dfairy for the Prelervarion of Life^ 
as cKinHifig.iu>t)ung more deceftable thantheCon-* ' 
tinuonce (6f it, had ihe not thought herfelf ob)tg«- 
ed .to take fome Care of it, out of the. Affedion 
which ihe had for Pompey^ and to exprefs her ' 
Endeavours to preferve the only Fruit of their 
IjDve and Marriage, which ihe had carried for 
fame Monthsin her Womb. For you are tokfoow, 
Madam^ that ihe was (bme four or five Months 
gone with Child ^ and tbough there were ho great 
Appearance of it^ and that ihe had difcoveted ic 
to very few, I was one of that fhiall Number that 
knew it, and bad been told it by Herennia, to 
whom ihe communicated all her Secrets. Shet^hen 
endeavoured to keep it more (ecret than before, 
and made many of thofe who heard of it believe,^ 
that Sue' was mtf^aken in the Opinion ihe had of 
her being with Child; Bnt in the mean Time the 
Inconvenience it occafioned her, and which trou- 
bled her ■ the. more by rcafon of her Grief, and 
the foul weather ihe had been in at Sea, on which 
ihe had made a long Voyage for a Psrfon in her 

'Con- 
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CoaditioB, caft bet down zz Amatkus^ a Ctiy o^ 
Cyprusy whither we were retired, imo a Sidmefs 
which Ibe conceived would prove long, and which' 
fhe would have wilhed more dangerous, if one of 
the Lovf fhe had for what was ieft offomfey, 
(he had not been fe far dcfiroos of Life, as te 
bring it into the World. 

Mean time having a great refpeft to the m©- 
morv of the Great Pompeyy in whatever he had^ 
kft behind him, though Prince Sextus was not' 
by her, yet fhe minded his prefe^vacioo no kfs 
than if he had i and fiearing the purfuit of the 
Conqueror, who might conceive foch a jeatoofy 
of the Children of fompty^ as might obligi: him- 
to uke away their Lives, (he would hate him 
ient away with all diligence from Cyprus^ to fcek 
his refuge either in the Navy, wfcch ftill con-- 
tinued Loyal, or with her Father Sdfip, CMto-^ 
and King Juba^ who was of their Party, or with 
Cneius Pompeias his elder Brother, wm> was in 
Spain. Septus would not ha{>ly have been per- 
fwade4 to leave her, as havir^ a greater refpe^ 
for her Virtue, than an AUianee which ordtnarily 
raifcd not v«ty folid Friendflrips between Step- 
Mothers and Step Children, bad tie not imagined 
that there was no danger for her, and that the 
triumphant C^r would not extend his Vi6k>ry 
Co far as to the Wife of the Great Pompey* Sextiu 
left C^rus with thegreateft part of tho(c that re- 
mained, both of the Friends and Servants of his 
Father, and upon the defires of C^^/m, 1 was- 
one of xhe imail number who Oay^d with, 
her, and continued to fecve her with th«a£&dions ' 
I had fbr her great and illudriotfs tluiband. She 
kept her Bed all the time (he flayed at Amathns^ 
where all the World did her honour (uirably to 
her Dignity aod Virtue, and where fhe under- 

ftood. 
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(toody fojaewhac to her Comibity thac C^ari 
kiftcad of coiu^ieiianciag c^c Murehercrs of font* 
pt^f had dcftnoyed them all : That PfQlomy himfirlf 
had loft his Life, and that there was not any one 
left of choft infamous Cottn(rlloar8y who had en- 

fagcd liim ib that detoftable Adiion. She kept 
icr Bed, chough ihe was (ufBcten^Iy well m 
Health, the better toooocral her grear Belly •, but 
Til laft, peiceiving it impoffiblc for her to keep 
ir always fecret in a City where ihe was vificcd 
by (b many Perfoiis» ^ upon pictenee tbtt the. 
Country Air might do her much good, (he would 
pceds be carried' io a Litter, to a certain Houle 
which flood a Day's journey from Ama$hui^ and 
which one pf the principal inhabitants oi Ama* 
thus accommodated her with for that time. Her 
refohvioQ was to lie in there, as being unwilling 
to venture open the Sea in the cotidition (he was 
in, and conceiving there was no Place more fir 
to conceal her delivery. Her reckoning came 
upon her fooner than ihe expedied ; for the fe- 
Tenth Month after Conception was hardly expired^ 
when fte feels a>ming upon her the Pains and 
thfiows of Childbearii^ } and not long after, 
wichoiat any other afltfiuice then what (he re- 
ceived from iier Woman, (he was fafely deliver- 
ed of the (ame Britomarus wliom you now fee 
before yott« ' It is true, AriMhan^ (continues 

* Briton^ obfeiving his aftoniihmem, as al(b that 

* of the Queen and Princefs, in their Connte-

rious of all Men chat ever were, had he ifted* be* 
fore the Battle of Fbarfalia, I couid not among 
fiU mankind have furhtihed. you with a moreillul^ 
uiQUS Father, noc better recompenfe the Mode(^ 
\y you have had, to<oncentyour(elf with a Fa- 
taer Co little worthy of Co great a Son. ' Thus 
Madam, (continued he, addrefling himfclf to the 
Queen) hkve I given you an Account ofArtahan's 
Birch, it is that which is. mod important in my 
Dircoucfc $ the .reft 1 (hall pafs over with as much' 
brcYicy as I can poffibly. - 

I ihall not troubJe ycm with an Account of all- 
the Careflcs which that pailionatc Mother enter- 
tained her Son with, and tho(e Ezpreffions of Love 
and Tendernefs which upon the ftgkt of the Son, 
the Memory of his Father put into her Mouth ; 
and (hall only tell you, that ha^ng by my means ' 
oQtNucfes fox the Child, we gave^otit that he was' 
my Wife's Son, vthom -CorneJia obliged to keep- 
her bed, co give^che Repoic the more credit. At'' 
la(l, when ihe had recovered Heahh and Strength/- 
and ibujid .hcrfclf in a Condttion to endure the 
Sea, with her Sou, though it much troubled her 
to be forced to that Exrremity, (he prepared her- 
(clf for her Departure, with a Defign to take Re-' 
Ti^e among th^ie who .were yec remaining of the 
Creat P.omp^y^ Party, among whom Scipio her Fa- 
ther, King./i^i^f, and C//0, had aeon (iderable* 
Strength len } but about this Time News came to 
her of iheir fatal oveithrow, and how that thofe 
three great Men, in whom confifted all the remain- 
dec of her 'Hopes, had been defeated hy -Julius 
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C^fari ihitScipiQ her Father had kiJled himfelF 
vfich his own Hands, and King Juba would needs 
force his Death from thofe of Petreius^ and thac 
Cuta was retired to Utica^ not indeed with any 
Hope* to maiocairi it agaiofl the Conqueror, buc 
to die glorioudy in it.. 

This cruel News extreamly heigluned her Afflic- 
tions, 4nd, putting her to the utddeft Sufferings 
that a iiugle P^rfon was capable' of, openisd inhec 
a new Soutce of Tears, which many Days could^ 
not dry up. At lad, being for<%d to take (bme 
Rcfolution, (he took it fuitably to her Fortune, and 
bethought herfelf to retire to a Solitary Hoa(e 
which the had had not far from Alba^ and tofpenci 
the reft of her Days in Lamentations and Solitude ; 
but confideriiig wixhal, that C^i/iir's Defign being 
openly to make himielf the peaceable Mafter oF 
the Empire, there could be no Security for the 
Children of Pomfey^i and that it was already re« 
ported he was already upon his March towards 
Spain^ in purfuit o^Cneius and Sextus^ the two 
Sons oiPompey^vt\io^ notwithftanding the Tcnder- 
nefs of their Age, were retired thiihcr, and railing 
Forces there, Uie thought it not fafe to have her 
-Son about her in any Place where he might be 
^lilcovered, and was afraid to etpofe him to the 
Sea while yet but young. The Diflurbance ihe 
coocciv'd herear, made her fufpend for Come Days ;

In fine, 
Briton^ io 6tie, HtrennU^ it is to yoa both 
that 1 commend the young y empty ^ and ic is by 
youi; cacc that I hope his Life and Liberty will 
be prefetved ^ find out Tome Place in the lOand 
wittce yott may kn fomc Time retite, where, 
amou foch Perfons as ihall (ee him, he may 
M& for your Son j and. where I would gladly 
Ilay mytelf while 1 lived, did I not think my 
abode here mi^ht bring bim into fbme Danger, 
and at kft difix)fcr bim to his Enemies. If you 
do not think your&lves fafe in this Place, by 
realba of the abode we hanre made here already, 
take (ome other as ibon as the Child fball be in 
a Condtfson to codiif e the Sea \ and if you un^ 
derftand, during that Time, that Forratiei^ any 
thing moie favourable eo bis Brothers iii Sfain^ 
than it was to his Father in Tbeffalj^ you may 
carry him thither> and recommend him to their 
Protc<^ioii. In the mean Time, 1 Iballezpcd 
an Account of my Son's Education, dcfififigyoii 
tp bring him up iti all virraous Sentiments, that 
may raiie his Soul to a Reiemblance of the Great 
Pampiy : But above ai!» if you have any Refped 
to the Confidence I te^ofe in you, let kim be ftiU 
brought up in a bciiet that be is your Son, and 
acquaint him not that he is defended fiK>m Ppm^ 
f€jit till you receive my Permiffion to do it, or 
tlut 1 am dcpaned this World. For as no doubt 
he will liave a. Courage fuitable to the Blood

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To chele Words OnrntUa added maoy ocher % 
afier which ihe made us iblemnly firear, tbae vpc 
wouid Bcver difcover to her Son what Bk<h he 
vas^of, till we had her leave to do ic» or that he 
graved to a Fortune great «notigh not lo <ii(claiitt 
it. Whereupon Ae gave us the beft pan of what 
<joId and Jewels Hie Ead» and left us (belt a quan* 
(ity thereof, as would not only relieve our Necc(fi« 
ties, bat make us live ia a confuterabJc high Con- 
dition. She fadencd about her Son's Neck a Gdd* 
en Chain, and a fmall Box in the Form of a M^al, 
'w\ac)iArt4ban I think hath never opened, as4>e« 
loe ignorant of the Secret of it, which is known 
iomy CO me, and may very much oontiibucc to the 
Confirmation of my Diioourfe. He knows how 
much I have recommended the careful keeping of 
it to him \ and bavine intrcated him to do it, by 
all the.Aflfedion be bad for me, I never defircd 
him to forbear the opening of it, becaufe he never 
thought it might be opened, and clue it feemcd 
to be one piece, as an ordinary Medal. In fine. 
Madam, what Ihould I fay more? Oriftf/r#hav» 
ing laid all the AfTedion which ihe had for her 
Son. put into her Thoughts, killed him a thoofand 
Times with afiedionate Tears, and recommend* 
«d him CO us as a Depofiiwn^ which was more 
dear to her than her own Life, bid us at laft a 
doleful Adieu, and took Shipping to pais into/i*- 
^, where ihe retired to her Houfe near Aiha^ 
with the Alhes of her Husband, which Csfar (eac 
hex (on^Time after. 

After her Departure, we took up our Habitaii-

£om<dy enough, and brought up one dear charge

him as cbac oiPompey* There wc fpeuccwo Years • 
at the end whereot, perceiving thac too much No- 
tice was taken of our being in Cyprus^ and that wc 
might be fufpefted by (uch Perfons as had (een 
us about Corneita^ wc bethought us of another re- 
tiring Place: And having undcrftood that the.tv^o 
young I^inces Cne'tus and Sextus PompeiuSy had a 
very powerful Army in Spatn^ and were in fome 
Hopes, by the Favour and AdjRance of Fortune, 
to rcveiigc jbeir faihcr, and rcftore themfchcs 
to their iformcr Dignity, wc departed from Cy- 
frus with the Child, and whac Gold and Jewels 
wc had left, with a Dcfign to pafs inro Spfiin. 
But we had not been many Days at Sea, ere a 
violent Tcmpcft overtook us, which Jiaving put 
us out of our way, and continued feveral Days, 
with much hazard of our Lives,- and that of Jictic 
Pompejfy whom wc were more in Fear of than our 
feives, cafl: us upon the Coaft of Egypt^ but at a 
great diftancc from Alexandria ^ and the fatal 
Channel where I had iceu the Ruine of my Great 
Mafter. We were hardly got to Shore, but the 
Dcfign we had to pafs into Spain came to nothing, 
by the News we had of the overthrow of Pompey's 
Children, who had been defeated near the City 
of Muntfaj in a bloody Battel, wherein they had 
found C^far more Work, and had put him into 
more Danger, than he had met with in all the 

'Engagemencs he had ever been in : We under- 
ftood that the Elder, Cneius, had been killed, and 
that Sextus had cfcaped j but whither he had re- 
created, none knew. 

. This fsual News, which ruined all my Hopes'^ 
and put me inro an infupportabic Sorrow, was (c^ 

-cpnded by an unfbctunace Accident ehat happened 
not long after, the Death of my Wife Herennia, 
whole lofs l.was fo much troabkd at, that cer* 

cainly. 
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cainly, wearied out with Co great Misfortunes, I 
(hodd gladly have parted with my Life, had I 
not thought my (elf obliged to continue it, for the 
£ducation of Pompey'sSon ^ I therefore refblved to 
make it abfolutcly my bufinefs, as thinking- it all 
I had to do in the World i and finding tpe Air 
of that Part of Egypt , where we then were, ex- 
cellently well agreeing' with the Child, and confi- 
deriflg there was no Place where, with lefs Pro* 
babihty, a Son of Pompey might be found, I re« 
folved to expe6^ in that Place the change of our 
Fortune, and how the Gods ihould difpofe of 
Prince Sextus* I accordingly took up my Habi- 
ration in a confiderable Town, where, by what I 
had received ftom the Liberality of Cer«f//<j, find* 
ing I might live after a handfome rate, I wou^d 
fpare nothing, as to the young Prince's Education, 
.whom I named BritomaruSf the better to peiTwadI 
the World, by that Re/emblance of Names, tha( 
he was my Son, He may weH remember. Ma- 
dam, and haply hath given you an Account hoar 
I have brought him up, and how that^ upon dit^ 
covcry of the miraculous Advantages he derived 
from Nature, I endeavoured to improve them ty 
my Care and a Noble Education. My pains there* 
in, Madam, were fuirable to my Defign, finding 
out, ^ with no fmall Charge, the moft excellent 
Men the Country could afford to inftru€t him in 
all £xerci(es ^ infomuch, that tliofe who meafiired 
(ne according to the outward Appearances of For- 
tune, much wondered to kc the Son of inch a Ta* 
ther fo brought up. ^Britomafus himfelf hath ma- 
ny Times, been aftonilKed thereat, aiid knows that 
,1 have omitted nothing that might heighten the 
Excellency of his natural Abilities. -My Hopes 
were fomcwhat raifed by the Adlions of Sextus 
Prnpeius, who had poUcflcd himfclf of Siciiyk^ 
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tnd puc to Sea a powerftil Navy^ wherewith al* 
icr the Death ^ fuUus Cstfrr^ he continued the 
War againft^miriii/ ahd Anthony^ hisSucce(R>r9y 
and that wick great fufpence oFForcttne^ but at 
ttft> having been ba(cly iriHrthered by his Lieo- 
ledaofis, «JI diat remained of the Blood ofFampe^ 
was iti tike tefbn of Britcmarus* I Ihall not pot 
hm u\ mind of many Particulars which he cannot 
finc^, whence be might wcU imagine, chat he 
was fomewhat greater than Son fo Brite», Nor 
Aail I diiatc myCelf any forrher as to his Educa* 
lion : You may have learned it from himfelf 3, 
hoifr that, deiirons to train him up to (omeHigh 
and Noble Thiers in (bme Prince's Co»ir, and bar* 
ing aHortoutfot tYaxo^ AlexandrUy where reign* 
cd the deteflabte Progeny of that wicked Pfokmy^ 
who had with G> mnch baicnefs put his Father 10 
Death, I brbnghrhitn cothat'of the King ofjEtbi^ 
fia, and ma& him particnlarly apply himiclf to 
the Service of the Prioce(s Candace. Ton may 
aUb have noderftood from htm» the generous 
Differenoe happened between him and Prince C/ea« 
medon^ wherein he difcovertd himislf to be the 
Son of Ppmfiy, and by his Management there* 
of, which pot the whole Coart into Admiration^ 

fave me fach Sarisfadion, as that I found fome 
'leaiiire in the IiKonvenience it was to me fbme 
Da^s after* epon that Acddent, to find out ano* 
thee abode. He mliy fonher have acquainted 70a 
Kow we felt Mir90, and jEtl^ofia; how we tra« 
^veiled into ievera! Provinces; and how, pafltng 
into Arabia^ we were (et upon by censiin Arab tan 
Kobbers, by whom I was taken, and by hiai 
given over for abfolutely loft. Only I am to tefi 
you, Madam, what whilft I brought him up in 
igypty nocwithdanding the diftance between it, 
and that Part of Italy where Great P9mfey\ \^i- 

dow 
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dow made htr Re^eooe, I ofecn gave lier an Ac- 
count of hiiri by a Slave fhe left with me to that 
purpo(e, CO whole Fidelity ihe traded that Secret* 
He made many Jburneys upon that Score, and 
brought me mao]^ Letters from that yirmoQs Prtn* 
ccis, whereof I have very carefhlly prcferTed lbmc» 
which the Robbers and fcveral Mailers imo whofib 
Hands 1 fell-, wtre plca(ed lo leave me, though 
they took from me all Things die, which they 
thought better worth the taking. 

I Uiall noc troaUe yon. Madam, with a rela- 
rimi of what hath happened tome (tncethatdole* 
fol (epararton^ befides that it were not juft to 
abufe your Attention by a Difcourfe of fo little 
importance, I have not been engaged in any 
rhing that might deserve it •, and fhafl therefore- 
only attaint yon and the Prince I have broughc 
up, who, no doubt, out of the Excellency of his 
Nature, thinks himfclf in feme meafbre con- 
cerned' therein, th;tt after 1 h^ been uken by the 
Arabiims^ 9XkA robbed of aH I had left of the 
Presents of Comtlra, except two Letters, which 
out of the exce(s of their kindnefs they were 
plea(ed to leave me, I was feme Days after giveot 
in Exchange for one of their Companions, to 
certain Cilicsan Pirates, who kept me two Year» 
in their Ships, undergoing the (ame infepporcable- 
hardlhip and inconveniences with the other Slaves, 
yet with much more Patience than with the lo(s 
of my Britomarus, Tlie Pirates feld me after* 
7ards to a Pbesniclan Merchant, who had manf 
Veflcls tt Sea, «nd a great number of Slaves, 
who treated me with more Humanity, and with 
whom 1 have continued finoe, not meeting with 
any opportunity to recover my Liberty, though I 
might hope to be redeem'd by Cornelia^ couTd I 
have given her an account of my misformne* Ac 
^ 04^ • laft. 
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lad, afcec many Voyages, my MaQcr had occaAo» 
to come to Alexandria^ where he died fome Days; 
fince^ and to gratify the good Services I had with 
much patience done him, he at his Death gave 
me my Liberty. Thekiudnefs he did me in thar,. 
hach prov'd die occafion of a far greater happi- 
nefs^ for walking, as (bon as I, was free ihe 
Street of Alexandria^ which I coy^ld not look on 
without horrour, out oi a reikdiou 0n the baCe- 
Ptolomyy I perceived, among thofe Illudrious' 
Papons who accompanied Auguftu$ a Hunting, 
my own BritomaruSy well mouared and fumpcu- 
oufly clad, and in a condition not much .dif- 
ferent from that of the mod eminent Perfbns in 
the World. Though I had not feen him in many 
Yeats before, heard nothing of him, and was in 
doubt whether he were alive, yet did I without 
any difficulty call him to mind, and by the Idea 
1 had of him in my Heart, Ihould have kqown 
him, however ^he had been di(gui(ed. I asked 
his Name of chofe I met, and it happening they 
were intelligent, and not unacquainted with the 
Court, xhey told me, chat that Perfon whom I 
(aw among io many Kings and Princes, and 
fccmM not inferior to them, was himlclf neither • 
King nor Prince, but one whom his Virtue and 
great A£lions made, more confidetable than they ^ 
and that it was the Famous Artaban, who, by fo 
many noble ViiSlories had maintain'd and con- 
quered the Kingdoms of Partbia and Media y and 
(pread his Reputation all over the World. Hav- 
ing during the time of my Slavery, made many 
Voyages, and been upon (everal Coafts with the 
Pbanician Merchants, 1 had heard much tilk of 
Artabariy and his great A£lion$, but never fuf- 
pe<5ted that Artabtnt was my Britomarus : So 
thai nor doubting but it was he, and fo n^uch the 
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Ic fs, for that it was alfb (aj^he was a Pcr{bn of 
unknown Birth, my Joy was fuch as I could. 
hardly bear. It was my budnefs all that Day to 
inform my Cclf of all could b: Icarn'd of Arlaban 
at Alexandria \ I uuderftood that it was generally: 
believed he might in time be married to the 
Princess EHfa^ HeireQ of the great Kingdom of 
Partbia, The next Day, having taken grcatec 
Notice of him, and gotten fo near him, without 
his perceiving ofic, as to hear him fpeak totho(e 
Perfons whom he was with, i was fo well fatif- 
fied that it could be no other than Britomarus, 
that I was abfblucely confident of it ; y^t durfk ( 
not difcover my fclf co him in publick> out of a 
fear he might be troubled to fee a Perfon Co ill 
accoutred, whom he was co look on as his Fa- 
ther: And while I was thinking of (bme way to 
do it with convenience, and fo as he might not 
take offence thereat, ' I underftood Yeltcrday* 
Madam, of your Arrival af Alexandria^ and 
beard this Morning from the common report 
chat It was credibly thought your intention was 
to befcow the Ptincefs your Daughter on Artabafpy 
and to advance him to the Supream Dignity of 
the Parthian Kings: But I had hardly given «>• 
tertainment to the Joy I Ihould have conceived 
at that New$, when I heard that he was by 
Order from Augujlus (ecured : That account of 
him hath brought me not a Uctle frightned to find 
him out s and being near his Chamber- dooc 
when your Majefly came thither, 1 thrufb m^ 
(clf among thole of your Rcrinue, as if I had bceo 
one of it : I made a Ihift to follow you even into, 
the Ciofet, and having found buyout Difcourfe, 
chat Pompey*s Son was now in the conditioit 
wherein his Mother had given mc leave to dif- 
cover the truth I bad conceal'd from him, 1 made

glorious, the greaceCl Men in the World could 
aim at. 

Thus did Srkon put a Period to hisDi(coarCbi 
and thereupon taking advantage of the filtnce o( 
the Queen, Ptincefs, and Artaban him(elf, wha 
look*d on one the other without fpeakins any 
thing, he drew ouc two Letters he had kft of 
Cornelians \ and pre(cnting them to the Queen, 
intteated her to read them. The Queen having 
• opened them, found in the firft (he took thclc 
Words :

* of- him, fills me with the greateft Joy I anv 
^ capable of, and would rejoice even in the Aihes

■^ fus Witt give you an account of rafty ana teH* 

* yon more than I dare truft to this Papeii as I 

* do to his Fidelity. 

The S^l^d contained thus much :

While the Queen at>d Priucefs were bufied ia^ 
reading thefe Letters, Br inn having ask'd ArfA» 
ka»f whether he (lili had the Box. he had givea 
him J Artaban^ who had very carefully kept it, 
cakine it out of the Place where it was, prefenred 
ic ro nim : It was fiat like an ordinary Medal« 
having on the ouc-fidet Charaders lixk the form of 
Letters, whereof confiAnd the Names of P^mfty 
and Cermiia^ of whiich when Brhim had e£« 
Wsun*d^che meahing lo fbe Qoeen and Princefs, 
be opened the Bor, and the Medal wherein 
there (eemed to be no fepararion, divided ic felf 
SACo two equal Pares, in which there were two' 
Pi^toes excellently well done. About that of the 
Man was written, Cntius Pomptius^ and about 
that of the Woman j. C^irneJia Wife of Cneiut 
Tompeius. While the Queen and Priucefs were 
Itwkiog on them \ ' Had you ever feen the Great 

* Pwipty^ (faidbe to b^im) you would eafily-be 
^ gerCwadcd thac JriAifaft- was bis Son ^ never 

* waS' 
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* was Man more beautiful, ox had (b Majeflick. a 

* Prefence, as haply you may ^ave heard from 

* the common report of him:, Thole who kneu^ ' 
^ him in the Age Artaban is of now, would ' 

* hardly find any difference in their Countenances.* ' 
Elifa and the Qaeen had already obtervedin Ponr- 
fefs Picture fomc part of what Briton faid to 
them \ and the only difference there was proceeded 
from chat of their Ages. To that Briton added,' 
that the Pi(fi:ure of Cornelia might be known by' 
many in Alexandria\ and that ihe her (elf, iP 
living, as he had heard flie was, would not oxAf 
acknowledge and entertain Artaban as her Sob, 
but would come to (ee himamong the Partbians^ 
and confirm the truth of his Difcourfe. But the' 
Queen interrupting him, ' All thefe difcouriies' 

(faid Jhe to birr^ are more than needs to con- 
Tince us that Artaban is Pompiys Son : I upon 
• the firfl overture believed it, as well our of the 
. confidence I haye in you, and the affurance^ 
you give of it, as by thofe Charaders of great- 
oefs which 1 find in the Perfbn of Artabatt 
confonant thereto. . i praiCe the Gods that he 
is fuch by Blood as 1 wiih*d him > nay, fuchas 
he might have wiih'd himfelf : I am apt to be* 
lieve my Daughter's (entimeuts are faitable to 
mine, and if you meet with any difficulty to 
evince the crmh you have difcovered, ic will be 
in relation to Artaban himfelf, who will be 
more hardly won^- than we are, to a perfwafioti 
To advantageous to him. I ihould no doubt be 
hardly won to ic, (replies Artaban) if \ were 
not conviiK^d : But, befides the credit I give ^ 
Perfon*s difcourfe whom I know to be highly 
virtuous, befides, the evidenc affiirances he hath 
given of ir, and the of{er he makes to have me 
own*d and acknowledged by Corne/iaf I €rel 

* many 
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many things wicKin me, which abtblutely fa* 
tisfy me chat I am Son to Pomfey ; 1 have ever 
had * for his memory a veneration full of Love 
and Tendernefs ^ 1 couM never hear of his Ad. 
vantages, without a certain Joy, nor of his 
Misfortunes, without AfHi€lion: And thougK 
in the Life of Julius Cdfar^ 1 found much co 
admire, yet hath it ever been without any par- 
ticular aftedion for him. I now perceive 
whence proceeded that un}uft averfion which ] < 
ibmetime had for Prince C^farh, whereof I 
have thoufands of times endeavoured to find out 
the reafou, yet never could, and which I was 
not able to over-mader, till 1 had a perfect 
knowledge of his Virtues.- 1 alfo call to mind 
(everal difcourfcs of BrHon\ whereby he might 
have railed in fne fome jealoufy, had I made 
any great refiedion thereon j as alfb mairy 
Adiions, in which he difcovered, that it was 
with fome violence to himfclf he excrcifcd the 
Authority he did over me, and that he was 
much guilty of a rcfpeiSl which Fathers exprcfs 
not towatds their Children. In fine, Madam^ 
all things concur to perTwadc me, that I ani

in-law, inflcad of a Prmce of the Blood of -4iyi- 
ces. But afcer ihe had exprefled her felf to that 
purpo(e, and fully alTured Artaban of the fatif- 
tadion fhe conceived thereat : * This difisoveky of 
« your Bitth {Jaid Jbe to kim) oitght to be en* 
\ te^tained both by you and us fuitably co the 

* glory ic brings us, and our concernment there^ 

* in : But, Artaban^ or Pomfiy^ whither iball 1 

* call you ? there is ^ necefluy it flionld be kept

Artabanf all fubmiflion (br the commands of 
Eiifa, immediately fmothered all the repugnances 
he had to conceal the glorious Name oiPompey r 
And though his Thoughts were already upon fuch 
defigns as would make it more known in the 
World* than haply it had been ia the Triumphs 
of his Father, nay, to make it a terror even to 
thofe who bad ruia'd him y yet finding much 

icafon 
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rca(bn and likelihood in the Queen's difcour{e» 
and cefleding how highly he had been obliged by 
the Princefles, who had not flighted him for a 
Hasband and Son-in law, while he was yet bac - 
Son CO Briton, he thought he could not, without 
ingratitude, but comply with their defires ; and > 
tbeceupou ailiired them, that how glorious foever > 
it were co him to make the World fenfible of his 
being Son co Pompey, yet all gave way to the> 
obedicnoe he had for the advice of a Queen and 
Prince(s, to whom he both was and would be 
obliged for all things, and that what condition, 
[bcvcr they might out of their goodneG raifc him 
CO, he ihould never forget the generofity they 
had expreft towards a Perfon who^ had received 
notbitig from Fortune but his Sword; nor co 
the ia(t gafp quit that happy name of Artaban^ 
under which he had the glory co ferve the Prince(s 
Eiifa. 

After fuch expreffions of himfclf, and that rc- 
foluciou taken, the Queen difmifs'd him to the 
careiles of Briton^ who was fo tranfported wirh. 
joy, that he could hardly contain himklf : Artar 
taffy on the other fide, fatisfying him, that chough 
be ceafed ro be his Son, yet was the Afinfiion he 
had for him no lefs than i( he bad been bis true 
Father, as finding greater reafons to love him up- 
on the accounc of his Education, and his faithful 
and generous deportment towards him, than up- 
on the objigacion of Birth. The Queen and 
Princefs entertained him wich greac demonftra.- 
tious of cheir efleem, and all put him into hopes 
that his hi days fhould be more happy and more 
glorious^ tnan all the precedent pare of his Life 
had b^n. 

Klean time, Sempronius had acquainted de/hr 
with C/eopatra*s ceroluciou couceiuiug the way 

propofcd 
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propo(cd (i> her to fave Corio/anuss Life, by -a* 
marriage with Tiber iufy upQU an afTuraiifx froiii 
Cono/a»us*s owu MoatKt tb^c be vrocrM accept 
of his Life upon chofe terms. Auguftusy Liviai 
nay, Tiberius himfeff, conceived. Jiccle hope from 
that anfwer of CUopairas^ as concluding fron» 
the knowledge they had of the great Courage of 
yuba*s Sou, that que(lioole(s he would, prefer 
Death before the lofs of Cleopatra -y ^iid fo they 
'imagined it was only to have the opportunity to. 
fee the Prince, that l^e had (ent Sempronius back 
with that Meflage. They were a good while in 
confuting whether they ihould permit that inter* 
view, it being Tiberiuj's fear, it might deftroy alk 
that had been done in order to his (ati^faclion ^ 
but at lad they thought it ihould be granted,, 
though but to oblige Cleopatra to make an ab* 
ibiuce discovery other intentions \ that it could 
not be prejudicial, as things (lood with her and 
the Prince, nay, that it wa$ not impoflibte, boc. 
chat the frar of pre(ent Death, and that fuch as 
appears with a much di£reiK Face from that which 
it hach in Combats, might {hake Coriolanus*& 
conftancy. It was therefore refolved, that Cleo' 
patra ihould viGt Coriolanus in the Cadle where 
he was in redraint, that. Sempronius ihould at- 
tend her thither, and thajt (he ihould not .fpeak to 
the Prince but in the presence of Sempronius and 
Levinus. Sempronius w^s the Perfon empbyed 
to bring her this Order : She received him in h^r 
Chamber, where ihe was with her Brothers^ 
Queen Candace^ Antonia^ and Artemifa, Sh^ 
hearkened to Sempronius with much patience an4 
niofleracion : And when he had delivered his 
meflage ; * I am content, Sejnpronius (faid fie, 
.* to bim) io go along with you to the Prilbn 
* where Coiioknus is j I ihall fpeak. to him in 

' your 
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^ yoorprefenoe, as hariftg nothing tn my thouehts 

* which I dare not drfcover, and do any thtng. 

* he iOial] de(ire mc^ to f^re a Life wjiich I 

* valoe moch beyond my own. 

3Vith tho(e Words (he imnKdiatcly prepared 
lor her d^panure, inflamed with tmiMLttence to 
(cc her beloved Prince, whom ihe nad fo littlb 
(cen (inoe the difcovery of bis Fidelity bad fee 
htm right in her thoughts. The Princes her 
Brothers wottid have accompanied her, and ^it^ 
09nia and ArPemifa would ha^ gone along;. 
bac Stmprwiiu told them, the Emperor had 
|»tven him order to the contrary. The two 
Princes were extreamly troubled at it, and the 
three Princefles loudly ex^rcft their (cntiment of 
the rigorous treatn>eiit they received in a City 
which brought Into their memfsry aH the old in^ 
jariff, Hud might pot them apoo adefien to (hake 
ofiT the ui^jnd yolce imposed upon* them. Can*> 
d^ee, who was no le(s defi^rotis to (ce Cdfarh^ 
than Cieifaira was to fte C^rwlanus^ lent to the 
Emperor to defire his permilOon to do it, bat 
it would not be granted ip npon whkh cruel ro^^ 
fefftl, almoft out of her f^f with^rief, after Gxe 
had derefted the iiYfteztbility and injufHce of 2^1^ 
gu/htsy ihe, out of the greanie(s of her Courage^ 
Ibught out the means to oppofc his Tyranny, 
and deliver her Csfarh out of the Captivity am}- 
Danger he was in, by other ways than Intrea* 
ties and Tears. The incomparable Daughter of 
Afithryt went out of the Palace alone, attended 
by her Women, and SemprtmiuSy with fome of 
tl^ Emperor's Guard \ and taking leave o( her 
Brothers and the Princefles fhe left in her Cham« 
ber, ihe embraced them, and bid them adieu, as 
if fhe had been to go a long aad dangerous 
Journey. 

The 
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The old Caftle of Alticandria where the Prinecf 
werelecaied, was ac an extremity of the City* 
that hzd on one ffde the Sea, and was fortified 
towards the City widi a deep and broad Moar^ 
baviag been the teat of the ancient Kings of 
^gypt^ before the lare ftohmies boik the fhmptu^ 
pQS Palace which Quecn-C/eofatra had finifhed i 
it was comnaodious enough to ferye for other 
nies than what it was then put to, there being 
in it Come Lodgings, not onfy convenient but 
magnificent : t'here were the Sotts of fttba and 
C^fifr in reftrainr, both with littk hope of de- 
liireran^ thence, other than that of Death ^ as 
iiaying learnt, either by experience, or the repu- 
Ution fpread abroad of him, that Auguftus was 
na lefs implacable towards his Enemies, and 
thofe whom «poii eonfideration of Policy he was 
JBalons of, than kind and obliging towards hti 
Frfeods, and ehofe whom no eoncernmem c^ 
State put him ioco any fear of. Upon this re* 
iedioo, they both had pre(ent death in theiif 
thomrhtsi yet how cruel (bever it mieht be to 
Berfoits in height of Blood and Youth, ali its 
Terrors troubled not their Minds, fo much a$ 
the remeinbrance of their* Prince^ : Notwkh* 
.ftaoding the danger th^y were in, the lively Ima^ 
ges'of C/fppatra SLndCanthct were ft ill pre(enc 
10 them } and they much more dreaded the loVs 
of their amiable PrinoelTes, than that of a Life 
they could not value but for their fakes, an in- 
terview wirh them would have been a great al« 
kriacioa to their Spirits, might i't havel)ecn ob- 
tained. And whereas Cdfarh had beard miracles 
of Corhlanus^ and chat C^rhhnm could not 
liave ieen a Brother of C/eopafras, (uch -a Bro- 
ther as CdfariOf without a fudden eruption of 
|oy, no doubc but communication w6uld have 
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wrought a great abatemem of their misfortune: • 
But the Emperor liad ordered they fhould noc 
come together, nor fee one another, as having 
conceived great jealouGes upon the (ecret confe- 
rences of Cdfarh with Cleopatra $ and imagined 
that Coriolanus was noc tinacquainted with their 
deigns, and that all together might be engaged 
in (ome great and dangerous Enterprize. Upon 
this account he had caufed them to be lodged in 
fevjeral Places ; but having nnderflood one ano« 
cher*s conditions by Levinus and the Guard, 
who were not ordered to conceal it from them, 
they mutually (em civilities and recommenda- 
tions to one another, wherein they imagined to 
themfelves (bme remi/Ibn of their Aiffcrings. 
Porio/anuSf who was well acquainted with the 
tranfadions of the Holife of Cleopatra,. hzA been 
fpuch ftfloniihed to hear ihac young Cdfario^ 
whom all the World thought dead fo many Ycar^ 
before, was Hving, and the fame, who under 
the name of Cleomedon had. done £o great A£^ions 
iu Mthiopia, and had in his prcfence fought 
with the hardy Brit&marus^ and with atimir&hle 
Courage engaged againd the Pirates. He hid 
learnt from Britomarus, at Tyridates*s Houlc, 
thaf he was that Cleomedon^ fo famous for many 
Vidories, and he called to mind, that for (bmp 
fmall rime during that Combat, he had (een his 
Face, whereof, by reafon of its . extraordinary 
Beauty, he had preferved the Idea : But the great 
Adlions of Coriolanus being generally known* 
Captrio had had a better account of them ^ aiMl 
befides what he had received from common re- 
port, had heard from his Sifler all the particulars 
of moft importance. By this mutual Account 
which thefe-two great Princes had one of ano- 
thct, they were infinitely dcfirous to fee one the 

other) 
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other, and choaght it ::n aggraTaciofi of their Mi(^ 
fortune, to be in reftraiiit within the fame Walls, 
and denied chat Freedom. Cafario endured his 
Imtxrifonme^ urich (b much the more Impatience^ 
by reafon of its happening in that City where he 
drew his-fitft Breathy where he had palled away* 
bis &ft Years wkh \q mikh Spletidour> and where- 
of he was the la\^ful Prince, and not he whom 
Fortune had put into his Place. He could not re-| 
fled oir'thele Things, nor caft his Eye on that 
part of the City where Hood "the Palace of his An- 
ceftors by the Mother's (ide, which he could fee 
out of the .Windows of his Chamber, without (igh- 
ing and bewailing the Cruelty of his Deftiny'i but 
bis Af&i£iion was augmented when he thought of 
liis Queen, whom he had left in the Hands of his 
Enemies, and whofe Grief he was much more 
troubled at than his own:- He had fo much the 
more Reaibn to bemoan his Misfortune, in that 
k had hapned to him when he thought himfeif 
ilk a CondiLion to defy Fortune, and had nothing 
to oppo(e him either in JEtbiofiat or the Iiiclina- ' 
tions of his Fair Queen. 

Coriolanus^ on the other (ide, (cemed to be lefs 
jfeniibie of this laft (hoke of his Misfortune, a^ 
iiaving of a long Time (Iruggled with the Malice 
•f his DeCliny,' and learnt not to be too fond of a 
Life attended by (b many Miferies; yet was it a 
great eafe to his Thoughts, that he had 'been fo 
happy as to vindicate himCelf before his Death, and 
' that C/eopatra cooM have no other Thoughts of 
htifi, than as of a Priifce that had been ever conftant 
to her : Nor could he but derive fomeSatisfadioi^s 
from the Service lie had done upon two or three 
occafiotts, whereto he feemed brought up by (bme 
(ii^iue Condad, and thought it iome happinefs 
CO have icen his implacable Rival laid at his Feet, 

and 
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aad in a Poftore to facis^ him by his Death, if 
he would haveacoepcei « it for all the lajodcs he 
had done him i having had his Life at hisMency, 
who bad been the greateft Perfieaitoc of his owo^ 
he could iiot fo much as wifli him ill^ nor repenc 
he had given it him, though it comribated more 
fO his Uohappinefs than any thing tlfc^ * Lee the 
' Gods now {/aid he) difpofe as rhey pleafe o£ 

* the cemaindets of this unfortunate L\k 1 1 refiga 

* them without any regret, finoe i have ms3e 

* thoie Adv^tages of them I defir'd, and had the 

* happinels in my laft Days to refcuc CUofairm 

< &om her Enemies, to fatisfy her of my Innooence, 

* and to overcome a Rival aiid an Enemy by who& 

< means I had loft all: This done> what lemaiaa 

* for me to wiih^ fince CUofatra cannot be the 

* reward of an unhappy Man, whom an implaca^ 

< hie Fortune hath not left any thing, either of 

* the Intereft he had in C^/ar, or the Crowns he 

* had recovered to prefent her with, and by whae 

* unjuft (entimenc fliould i entertain with Grief 
^. or Terror the Approaches of a Death I have fe 

* much defired and (ought for } 

Thefe Words fell from him, with a Re&lution 
worthy the Greacoefs of his Courage^ Bor (bon 
after, the lafl change of his Fonuoe,. and the laic 
deportment of Citopatra^ came into his Mitxl } an4 
when he refleded on his being right ia hei 
Thoughts^ and taking that ihe had :givea him 
greater and morepeifwafive Afluranccsof her Afieo* 
tion than ever he had receive4 before, he was not 
able to divert the Cofifideratiotis coiafeqaeiit there* 
to, or think on the retrieval of a happinefs fo greats 
atui fo much dcfir'd, without a regra fee the lofs 
of it, and a cefencment fuch as^ he had ncvci 
known in his Life: * Alas I {Jaid hi wtbaSt^h^ 
f forced frem m b$t$»m tfkis JfhttriX if it wese 

* uuc. 
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* true, iha^ I have (bU a Place iii the A£^ioii$ 
^ of Ckfifatra^ aod that the Love, whence f cie- 

* rived my glorious Fonunc, is fully refeated in her 

* Heart i wiiac had I to fear, what tp defire? Or 

* riUher, what Mi(ery could I be fenfible of, up- 

* oa the recovery pf Co uanicendent a Felicity ? 

* Ah! were it oftly the Io(s c^chat Ctown which 
' I ihottld have preieticcd CUiffatra with, I might 
' hope it from t^t Sword which had put it on 

* my Head before $ for in fine, if I were loved 

* by Cie^atra^ nothing fkould bring fo much 
^^Tetror with it as to force me to Defpair. 

He was thus expoftulating with himfelfyandin 
« ceruin^fulpence, as to the Judgment he (hould 
xnake of his CondiciQn> when he hears a neife at 
his Chamber* door i and having turned hh Eyes 
towards ijt> fees it is opened, and was flruck with 
A light, which by the Suddenness a^id Greacnefs^ 
of it daxkd (hem. Inexprellible was his Aflonilb- 
ment, when he perceived coming in the Princcis 
Cleopatra^ conducted by Sempronius ^nd I evinus^ 
and followed by two of her Women i the Difturb- < 
ance he was in being fuch, as that for a spod 
while he could not (lir from the Place to foUow 
his Hearr> which was Ayi^g ^o meet her : He 
made a ihift to recover himfelf out of the paffio* 
oate Trance which put him to (ucb a lofs ^ and 
running to the Princefi, caft himielf at her Feet, 
s.^id £Lfieni;igon one of her fair Hands, kept it to 
llis Mouth a long Time, not able to (ay one Wend 
CO her. The rrincefs extreamly moved at his 
Deportment i 'and all the Dilcoveries Ihe therein 
found of his A&£tiotts ^^ unwilling to fmotber 
any longer the Love ihe had for him, uotwitk* 
(landing the Prefence of thoSe that accompanyVl 
her, but, leaving it to make an ab&lote Difcovery 
of it k]£, caft her Aims about the proftrace Prince, 

and 
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and «mbracin<; him Mrith an Adlion full of Tcii- 
deriKfs, filled him with Joy', which foon making 
its pafTage co his Heart, had aIrao(V deprived him 
cf all Sentiment : At laft ihe forced him to get uprj 
and having caufed him to take a Seat near that 
which had been prefented to heri ihe difcovetcd 
to him that Coantenance, whoCe Ccledial Excel- 
lencies were the Envy of Natoleit felf, bathed 
in precious Tears, and full of the Charaders of an 
a<!e<Slionate Grief. While the Prince looked on 
her with fuch diftra^ive Refiedions, as afforded 
him not the Freedom of fpecch, the Princeft re- 
covering the Weaknefs ihe was in upon that Occa- 
fion : * The Tears you fee, [fatdjhe to him) pro- 

* cccd partly from the Joy it is to me to find you 

* faithful and innocent, after that long and cruel 

* Mifapprchendon," whereby I was induced tp a 

* Uerfwafion of your Incondancy^ partly frorti 

* the regret 1 have, and while I live ought to have, 
< for my Cruelty and Injufticc towards you, when' 

* you ihould have been moil dear to me ; and 

* partly from the Grief it is to n>e to fee you a 

* Prifbner at the Mercy of an implacable Enemy, 

* who will not grant you yodr-Life, but upofa 

* Conditions too too infiipporcaWc. Give me leave, 

* CorhfanUSj to re Joyce with you for that Fidelity 

* which l.doand ihall eVer value above my Life, 

* i6 exprcfs my Rcmorfc for the cruel and un- 

• * grateful Tifaiment you have received from mc $ 

* and laftly, condole our common Misfortune iti 

* the Extremity whereto 1 now fee you reduced. 

* My Fortune was too happy ro find you conftiant, 

* after you had fufercd fomuch through the Trca- 

* chery that had perfw5hled tnc to the contrary ; 

• * and I had foon ground to hope, our of the Ex- 
^ « pericncc 1 had both of your Love, and the Gc- 

* nerofity of your Soul, that my Sorrow for my

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* Ofience mtght force it out of Memory, and 

* rc-aflurc me of your AfFedion : But the rigour 

* of my implacable Dcftiny defeats my Felicity, 

* by making the danger you are in greaier than 

* it is i for you are not to imagine any thing of 
^ Favour in the permiflion I have to fee you ; 

* the occafion of it is (bch as will afford us hue 

* little Joy i and the prefence of Sempromus and 

* Levinus IhaH not hinder me from faving, thac 

* our Enemies arc guilty of more Inhumanity, 

* than to do us any Kindnefs which is not more 
^ cruel than the Death they may put us to. 

Having fo faid, the Princefs^ in whom the 
£ght of Corlolnnus aggravated her Afflidlion, 
was fo overburthened therewith, that it was not 
in her power to proceed in her Diftour(e ^ fo thai 
the Prince having, while fhe was fpeaking, reco* 
itered himfelf out of the didradion he was in, 
taking the advantage of her (ilence, ^ I be(eecK 

* you, Madam, (fat d be to her) imagine uoc 
' that any efPcd of my ill Fortune can onake me 

* infcnfible of the Happinefs I derive from think*- 

* ing my (elf truly happy, if you really have the 
■*• goodnefs to reftoreme to that Affedlion where- 

* in my Condition hath been (b Glorious : No, 
' Madam, it is not in the Power of my Ene- 
^ mies, no, not in that of Deftiny, to oppofe 

* a Felicity which I ever both have, and ought 

* to have placed wholly in the Glory of your in** 
-^ donations for me* Nor is it the lofs of my Do- 

* minions, nor that of my Liberty, nor the in- 

* cyitable Face of Death 1 am threatned with, 

* that can fo much as difturb it, if I have the 

* Happinefs to be loved by my Divine Princefs. 
' BeAow not therefore your Tears on my con- 
' dition, (rnce that will ever l)e fuch as you ihall 

* be pleafed to make it ^ and that whatever change 
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k may receive from Mcti, or a MalKious For* 
tuoe, is uoc (b cocvOderable as to defcrve ttds 
di(covery of yonr Goodnefs. I am happy 
eoough, (ince I am juftificd in yoi>r Apprehen- 
(lons: I have Liberty enough, fince 1 have 
that of (ceing all I can denre to (ee in the 
World ; and 1 have Hved long enoagb, fincemy 
Life, which my Defpair would l^ave put a 
' Period to, hafh lafted To long as to meet wirh 
the oppoctauicy to do you (bme Secvioe, and to 
farisfy you' of my Innocence^ 1 complain ooc 
of the inconveniences which I have (iifiered, 
tb^ough the MiCtpprehendons you had con* 
ceivecfof me; they were grounded on Appear- 
auccs, fiich. as mij^hj; have deceived aoy in the 
World.; and during that Misfortune, you treat* 
cd me mpie generouiSy than I in all likelihood 
de/erved. I, caJl to mind, without any regret, 
the Mifeiies I underwcut upoiv that account^ 
and I {hould be little troubled at the lofs of my 
Kingdom, were I not thereby reduced to a con- 
dition uawoichy to offer my felf to you j at 
leaft to (ucb, as that I can o&r you nothing 
but a defpicable Ptince, who k fb £ic from 
having a Crown to ptefent you with, that he 
hath not a place of refuge in thie World. I 
hai^e already told you, {jays: she Prjncefs^ in* 
terruptjftg b(m) tha^ the- lofs of your Crown 
wrought no Change on cither my AiSe^iohs or 
Iiichnations £br you i and that, defpicable as 
you are> the effecm I have for you, is no lefs 
than if you were in Csfars place. It is noc for 
115, wretched Remnants of a ruined Houfe, to 
{light Prince? whom a Malicious Fortune bath 
cait out of the Thrones of ^eir Anceftots^ a^id 
1 ihould think my felf but too happy, migi ' 
1 fpend, my Life with you^ though loft to a!:

Shall I be re* 
proach'd with fuch an' Infidelity, as to beftow 
my felf on one I ever hated i Or lliall I be (b cruel 
as to fee dye, nay, to occasion the Death of one I 
have Co much lov*d } Can there be any thing Co 
difficult, which I fhallnot do to fave the Life of 
Cori^lanus^ Or is there any thing in the World 
can prevail fo fat with me, as to oblige me to 
'^smarry his Rival 2 See, Cori^lanusy what Extremis 
M^ics 1 amiedac'd to^ and be your (elf the Mafler of 
• . Pa * your 
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'* your own Dcfliny : If Life be dearer to you cbui 

* Cleopatra^ to (avc ir, 1 trill beftow my (elf, 

* not only on Tiberius^ but on the moft crud 

* Monftec in the Wot Id : And if you prefer me 

* before your Life, I (hall (atisfy you, chat miiK is 

* not fo dear to me as chat I WQuld preserve ir, and 

* not acquit my felf of what I owe your A&6lion. 
To this effc^ was CUofatra^s Difcourfe, deli- 

Tet*d with much Violeooe to the •Grief which 
"would hardly fufier her to cxprefs her lelf 5 and 
i;rhen ihe had given ever fpeaking, the Prince 
who had heard her with much Patience and Se- 
renity, rejoining thereto with an Adion which 
betrayed not tfie lead difturbance \ ^ Madam » 
(fnid be to ber) I am not furprized at the 
News you bring me, it has ever been my per- 
fwaiion, that my Enemies wou-ld not fu^ 
me both to live, and enjoy Cleopatra y and 
therefore I (hall (bon fix on the Refoiurioo 
1 am to rake •, and fince you lay your Com- 
mands upon me, I tell you. That, were the 
prefervation of your Life in Difpuce, and that 
you were put to a Choice of either Deaths or a 
Marriage with Tiberius^ i would conjure you 
to Marry him, as rather inclined to fee yoi| 
Wedded to my Rival, than lo(e a Life ro which 
I ought ro facrifice altConiiderations. I Ihould 
tell you further. That, if I could imagine your 
Fortune might prove 'happy with Tiberius^ I 
would increat you to entertain it, and not to 
fpcnd any further Thought on that of a Wretch; 
who would be much more unhappy in your 
Misfortune than bis own. But if it be oidy to 
(ave the Life of CorioUnus^ chat you are pro- 
poled a Marriage with i\iix^Tiberiu4 whqm yoa 
love not, it is my Suit, you would noc do yout 
.felf a Violence, vhick w9uld prove more in- 

* fupportable 
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^ lupportable to me than the Death my jEncmies 
incend me. I am certainly much miftaken by 
thofe who wouM pctfwade you. That, to (a ice 
my Life, I will confent to the Happinefs of 
Tiberius, and know not by what bale Action, 
I may have rai(cd in him that onworthy Opi^ 
uion of me. No, Madani, I fhall not only 
fcorn Life upon thofe conditions, but mttft ten 
you, That it is not even in yout Power (Qm* 
nipotent as you are) to fave it by chat way, 
iince my own hands will he able to taEe it 
away, if my Grief fhould prove fo weak as tor 
continue it one Moment after that Misfortune 
happened to me. Let me therefore intreat you 
not to fufpend any longer, as to the reflation 
you arc to take, be it fuch as your own in- 
clinations ihall infpire you m^h; not minding 
the prcfervation^ of a Life which ypu would 
force from me, with ixiuch more Cruelty in 

♦ bellowing vour (elf on my Rival> than cxpo- 

• iinQ me to tnc Cruehy of my Enemies. ^ 
Thi« was the clofe of C$riolanus's dilcoutfe, 

which fell from him with a confidence, whence' 
the Princefs might well judge thac his thoughts 
were much dilrcr<nt from the imprcffion which 
Sempronius would have put into her s whereupon^ 
the fair CUopatra^ entertaining that Declaration 
'wich a condancy not inferior to bis : ' It hath 

• ever been my belief (faidjhe U bim) that your 

* refolucion would be fuch as you now difcovec 
5 it', and I had fufficient Experience of your 

* Afledion, and the Greatnefs of your Courage,. 
^ to be fatifficd', that the fear- of Lkath would 
' not make you <}uit Cleopatra to yout Rival. 

* But, Coriolanus, it is not jufl I fhould be ever 
^ oblig'd to you \ I will therefore to fb much 
^ Love, and fo much Virtue, make at lad chat 

P } ' return 
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rerarii which a VtinccCs, defirous to exprcfs a 
Gracitudc and Geiierofity equal to yours, mighc 
think cxpci^cd ftom her. Receive then (con" 
tinuvd fiye^ rtachmg to him her Hand^ ivbtcb 
he r-ecttv\i, and ^e^ionately kijfed) receive 
Ac Faith I give you, as well out of my owii 
tncUnacions, as by the difpofal ofthofe Peribns, 
wliom my Birth allows that Authority over me, 
afid affire your felf, that as your Wife, I wiU 
run Fortunes with you to the end, and novr 
die^ with you as ray Hasband. Whereupon 
turning to Sempronitt5> You may rcairn to 
Citfrr {faid Jhe to him) when you pleafc, and' 
tell him, That I cannot be Tiber ius\ (ince I 
am the King of Mauritania% that nothing 
fhill henceforth be able to feparate us, and 
that I will die with him as with a Husband^ 
whom the Gods, my Friend$> and my own In* 
dinations def^n*d me for. 
While £he fpake to that t&€tj and that ^fw- 
fronius and Levinus exprelRsd their aftoniflimenc 
by their filenoe, the Prince having once more 
caft bim^lf at her Feet, with his N&uth faftened 
€m the fair Hand ihe had given him, difcover'd 
by his Deportment, that he cntcrtain'd the prc- 
(ent ihc made him, with as great an acknowledge 
ment, as if he had -been to enjoy it for many 
Years, and exprefled his femimems, by fo many 
iflurances of his PafHon, that tbofe who were 
vreient were extreamly moved thereat. But when 
his Tranfports perinitted him the Liberty of 
Speech, raifing his Eyes up to the fair Countenance 
of the PrinccTs, • As for the Glory {/aid he to 

• her) it is to die your Husband, I receive it 

• with fd much refentment, as if it were not to 

* happen till after a long andplcafant Life, (ince 

* there cannot be any thing (o glorious, nor Co 

* defir- 
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dcfirable to a Pritice who had employ *d all his 
Life, and all his Thoughts in order co chac 
only defire. Btff to emercain yoa for my Com- 
panion in the Death I am to fbf{er» is a things 
which by all the Power yoa have orer m«, you 
camiot oblige me to, as fixch as wherein I ihall 
begin m difobey you at the point that I am 
mod ehilaved by you. No, Madam, I fhaU 
Mver endure you ihoald follow the Deftiny of « 
a Wretch, wnom the Gods think not worthy 
the Fortune whereco. you rufe hino i and if 
upon the Name of Husband, which you hououc 
me with, I may pretend to any influence ovtc 
yoUy which I could not heretofore^ I wholly 
*einp|py it to conjure you to banifh out of your 
Thoughts, that crud iureittion of making my 
Death mott terrible arid more infuppottabie to 
toe J I ihall hapl^ ei^tettain it with Oonftancy , 
enough, if I (iifler i( in the hope that you will 
life, and that k may behappny: Btnif I am 
Co lod to all happinefs as to engage you in 
my Misfortune, I Ihall die with the greateft 
Confufion and Defpair that ever Man -did. 
While the Son of Juba fpake to this purpofe, 
the Princefs looking on him with certain Difco* 
Tcrics-of her refcnrmcnt, * Ceate* ctucl Man, 

* yii^Jhe to bim) cealc thy refufal of ray Com- 

* pany in what may happen to thee, fince it is 
' my defire thou ihouidh participate of what be* 

* fals me, and hope not by thy Words to divert 

* me frbm a refolution which nothing: is able to 

* Ihake. I will hve infeparably with thee, as 
' long as the Gods ihall continue out Joinc, Lives, 

* and I ihall die with thee, it may be with Con- 

* ftancy enough, not to (leave my Memory any 

* Reproach of my Wickednefs. I am to ac- 

* kuowledge.thc kinduefs of my Fortune towards 

P 4 - • me. 
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me, that I have this opporcunity to aflure thee 
that I have truly lov'd thee -, for fhould I do le& 
thao fufler Death for thy Sake, I could not ac- 
quit my felf of what I owe thy Love and thy 
&rvkes, nor make fatisfadion for an Offence, 
whereby we are fallen into tho(e Misfortunes. 
. Do not therefore any longer oppo(e my Willy 
which ihould have an Abfbluce Power over 
thine, if thou art dill condant to me, anct 
torment me not to no purpofe, by entenaining 
with repugnance, the only affurance of my Af- 
fedion I can now give thee. Go ( continued Jhe^. 
ffeaking to Sempronius) and give Ckfar an ac- 
count of what you have feen, and t&ll him^ 
That I undauntedly exped Death with a Huf.' 
band from whom all the Powers in the World 
lliall not be able to (eparate me* Ah, Madam, 
(faid Sempronius to her) be not (b loft to Pru- 
dence, as to take that Refolution, and be plealed 
to confider, what you may hope, and what yptr 
may fear from the Authority of Cefar, 

* Cdfar {replies the Princefs) hath not lawful' 
Authority over me: He may remember that mf 
Father was his Equal, though he oppre(Ied him 
by his Fortune, and will find, that though he 
hath deprived his Children of all Empire and 
Dignity, he hath not taken away their Courage :< 
But, Madam, (replies Sempronius) I have no 
Order- to leave you here, nor dare return to- 
Cafary without bringing you along with me. 
Thou fhalt not force me hence, [rep lies the 
Princefs] unlefs thou firft take away my Life $ 
and if thou offerefl me any Violence thou wiic 
haply repent the Execution of it. 

While Ihe thus fpake, and by the earneftnels 
ihe was in, difcovercd in her Countenance* more 
than ordinary, the Majcfty of the C/eopatras^ 

Sem* 
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Semfronins was much ac alofsj and if on the 
one fide he was afraid of C4tfnr\ difpleafure foe 
leaving Cleopatra and Coriolanusy contrary ro 
the order he had received, he diird nor, on the 
other, hazard the offering of any Violence ro the 
Princcfs, as well by reafon of ihe'refpedl which 
her admirable Excellencies forced iuco all the 
World, as the fear he was in to draw upon him«- 
(elf the re(entmeacs of her Brothers, the Princels 
Ofiavia and lAarctllus^ whom he knew to be 
the moft powerful Pctfbns in the Ertipire, and a 
great number of others againft whom be would 
hardly have made his Party good j (0 that hav» 
ing fpeut a little time in thiiiking which /ide to 
embrace, be refolved to go to the Emperor t» 
give him an accouqt of what had pafled, and to 
receive new orders from him upon that emergency. 
The Vtincc of Mauritania, uncerrainof his con« 
ditioni having his Soul divided between the Joy 
he conceived at fuch extraordinary Demonftra* 
lions of his Puncefs's Love,_and the Grief he feic 
at the refolution ihe had taken co dit with him, 
was thinking how to draw all the danger upon 
himfelf alone, and divert it from a Life he cod- 
fidered much otherwife than his own, and h« 
was in hope to find out fome expedient to do 
it: But he forbore all further conteftation with 
the Princcfs, as having his Tongue tied by the 
great refpe^l he had for her : And only by his 
looks acquainting her in (bme.meafure with the 
difFcrent efFeds of thofe two PafHons that were 
ftrugling within him. After the departure of 
SemproniuSy the Piincefs addrefling her felf to- 
Levinusy defired the favour to fee her Brother 
Prince C^fario 5 and whereas it was hard to 
deny any thing to a Perfon, vvhofe Beauiy was 
ycc more pcifwa^ive than her Difcourfc, and that 

P 5 Levinui' 
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Lev in us was no Enemy of her Houfc, "but one 
that had more than ordinary rcfpcds for Mar^ 
cellusy whom he knew Tcry much to concern 
himfeif in her Fonunc, he would gladly have 
given her that fatisfadion, had he not flood iti 
tear of Cdfar's difplcafurc, whoft cxprcfs Order 
he acqaaintcd her with, exetifins; himfeif fo to 
her, as that (he turned all the re^ntment ihe con- 
ceived thereat againfl Augufiusy without laying 
any thing to his Charge, who was only the in- 
fbumenc of bis cruelty, and fecmcd (O execute 
his Orders with a ceitatn regret. 

While thcfc things pafTcd, the Empcrof was 
in the Palace^ having about him thofe great 
Princes who were then in his Coarf, 'among 
whom there were few who did not endeavour aii 
they coold ro appeafc him, and divert the dan- 
ger which the imprifbncd Princes were in. Among 
all thefc, the great King of Scytbiay as he was 
the Perfon for whom, of all the Kings, Aw 
gufius had the grcaicfl cfleem, as well upon the 
account of his ^Qiirahle Virtues, as that of his 
^*g""y» and the greatnefs of his Territories, 
which had no dependence on the Empire, and 
which were hardly acquainted with the Roman 
Name ; fb was it he, who' with moft confidence 
mediated for the Princes, and cook it moft im* 
patiently that his fbllicitations prevailed no more 
-with Auguflus than they did. He had many- 
times acquainted him with his thoughts of it 
with much freedom, and made no difficulty to 
ccll^ htm, That that kind of proceeding would 
in all likelihood deflroy the reputation he was (b 
defirous of, and was already fpread of him in the 
World, of a jufl and obliging Prince. But when 
he underflood that he had Secured Artaban^ for 
whom he had an extraordinary eftccm \ Artaban 

acknow-

acknovrlcdged a Prince of ilie Royal- Blood of 
Ptn-tbUy lie was hardly able to contain himltrif 
within the moderation which he was forced ro 
obferve in a Place, where he was not powerful 
enough to follow his own inclinations) but con« 
fidently told Cdfar^ That the dignity of all Kings 
and Princes was concerned in that treatment of 
his, towards a Prince of the moft illufcrious £x- 
tradion in the World i one that was to be King 
of a Monarchy, wKich had never yielded to atiy 
other in the Univerfe : .That by that action he 
renewed the War againft the Parfbiansy and 
that Che (bfcefs of it wete the mote to be feared» 
for that he had no jaflice of bis fide, and that 
(everal ether Princes, diflatisfied with his Pro- 
ceedings, would haply engage with thofe whom 
he fhoufd oppreG: That Midcs all this, (here 
was this misformne in the prefent. emergency, 
that the Princes wliom he kept in reftraint, and 
ogainft whom he difcovered fo much animofity, 
were, of all Men, the three moft confiderable 
for their Valour and admirable Endowments^ 
and it would be thought that in their Perfons he 
were become tht pcrfecuter of Virtue it felf, and 
whaterer the World accounted moft great and 
amiable : That in all Ages, and among all Na« 
lions, CorhianuSi CUtfarhy and drtt^gHy would 
be looked on with Admiration, V^ieration and 
Refpet^, and that it would be the amazement of 
all the World, how he could have made the ob« 
jedls of his difpleafure, the three Perfons, who 
of all, were the moft likely to raife contrary 
pallions in him. 

It was with much ado that Augufius endured 
this free difcourfe of Aic^mmes $ and had he 
not confidetfd in his Perfon, not only one of the 
greateft Kings in the World, and a Man mira- 
culous 
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culous for his extraordinary Ad:ions, but a King, 
who ouc of an exccdive civility, had, contrary 
CO the cudom of cho(e of his Rank, come to 
vific him, and puc hioifelf into his Hands with 
fo much freedom, and without any neceffityy he 
would haply have made him feel cheeSedsof 
a Keientmenc, he found It no fmall difScdty to 
Tmocher: Befidcs, he was otherwise didacisfied 
with him, as having heard of his affe^lion to- 
wards the Perfbns in difgrace, and dedre to (ee 
Artabafiji after his being ^cured j and '• if at (ird: 
he had entertained him with much fatisfad^ion 
and ezccaordinary refpedb, )>e then conceived a 
jcaloufy of him^ and could heartily have wiflied 
him in the midil of Scythia^ as not without (bme 
violence enduring to Jee near him a Perfon capa- 
ble of the highefl £nterprizes, noc without coor 
fufion, fuch a Witnefs of hisuojufl and viokoc 
Proceedings. It happened that while he was 
rpeaking to him, the Chamber had been full of 
Princes and great Peribns, who, though they 
flood at fome diftance, had over- heard fome, pasc 
of their Converfation : Among tho(e, the King 
of Media, whofe Courage was heightened with 
thereviva>l of his hopes, cHoug)i little countenanced 
by any other, had been of the neareft and raoft 
attentive to their Difcourfe; and having heard 
Akamenes (everal times {peaking of Artaban^ as 
a Perfon that ihould be Husband to EUfa, and 
King of Partbiay he thought himfelf, oat of 
refpe^t to his Interefis and Honour, obliged to 
make fome Reply j. fo that waiting Augujius and 
Alcamenes coming cowards them : ' 1 know no(, 

* my Lord, [faid be to, C«£ar ) whether you arc 

* perfwadcd Artaban fhould be treated as. a Man 

* who is infallibly to be King of Varthia ^ but if 
I his Pretenfions co that Rank depend on a Mar* 
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* riage with EHfay they are weakly groiindecf, 
^ fince you are noc ignotaxic, my Lord, chac 
^ while I live he cafinoc hope any fach chitig. 

Alcamenes could iioc with any Parience eadare 
the Di(cour/e of che M^dian^ and looking (corn- 
fully on him : * If Artaban [faid be tt> bim ) 
^ had no moce to do than matutain his Ptetenfi*- 

* ons againft you, we ihould doc be (b- much 
^ troubled fot hint as we are ; and I have heard 

* you are not in too likely a Condition to execute 
' your Intentions againft him \ tK>r indeed ihall 

* we charge you wich contributing much to his 
*• ^4isfo^tune, but it is our regret ta find him ex* 
^ poled CO a far moce dangerous Power than yours. 

The King of Media a Hale fired at the Dif- 
cour(e of Alcamenes ^ and conceiving himfelf en- 

gag*d to fame Reply, was preparing to anfwer 
im, and haply troubled to find Terms whereia 
to ezprefs himfelf to fuch a Perfon z%Akamenes^ 
when King ArcbeUuSi who was in the Room 
with other Princes, and had taken Notice what 
padcd, and upon (bmc Confideration or other had 
forboriK to difcover what he had to (ay againft 
TIgranet, comes up to him, and looking on- him 
with a fierce and refolucc Countenance : ^ I have 

* hitherto, Tigranesy {/aid be to bim) borne wich 

* your proceeding, out of reafons 1 ihall acquaint 
^ C^/ar wich, when it ihall be requifice, and 
^ fhould Hill bear therewith, out of the fmall Ad- 

* vantage I find in oppofing it, if. the Perfon moft 
^ concerned therein were guilty of Sentiments fiiit* 

* able to mine. You have not, I fuppofc, for- 
' gotten how that being forced to fly your Con- 

* try upon the Siicccflcs of the P art b tans there, 

* and the Valour of Artaban, you took Refuge 

* in rav Kingdom, and in my Pabcc, where 
^ you touod not only che Enteccainment you ex- 

* pcdcd, 
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* peded, bat al(b thoCe Abidances which raifed 

* you into the Throne^ out of which^you were 
^ falkn : In fine, yoa cannot but acknowledge, 

* that it is to Prince Pbiladelpb and myfelf thac 

* you owe your Crown^vpi^tid that we put it on 

* your Head by the Succefs of our Forces, with 

* the lofs of bur Blood, and hazard of oar Litcs. 
' This the Emperor himfelf knows cobo^ue, and 

* with him all the World } but he is ignorant, 

* that during your abode with us, and while you 
' czpeif^ed your Reftauration from our Affiftance^ 

* you pretended a^paflSonate Affedtioh for the Prin- 

* cefs Urania my Sifter ^ infc^uch, that after 

* many Adurances of Love, real or perfbnated, I 

* know not, you promifecT to marry her, when 

* by our Supplies you Ihould hate recovered the 

* Kingdom you had loCl. You know 1 w/as ndc 

* ignorant of the Promifc you made her, (hough 

* it was not out of that motive 1 engaged in your 

* Party, and drew in the VtxncJt oi Cilkta ; and 

* that I never looked on it as advantageous either 

* to me oz Urania: And I afTureyou I Ihould Hill 

* have didembled it, and left you at Liberty to 

* addrefs yourfclf clfewhcre, if my Sifter's Inten- 

* tions were not different from mine, as being 
' rcfolved to prefs you to the Performance of your 
^ Promifc: You know fhe is of a Blood and Rank 

/ equal to your own, and that if (he cannot^ as 

* the Princefs of Parfhia, bring you a Crown for 

* her Dower, ihe may reproach you, that yoit 

* owe your own to her Brother, and make yoa 

* acknowledge, that the Condition yoa were in 

* when you made your Addrefs to her, was (ucb 

* as admitted no Pretentions to the Grown of Par* 

* thia; and that you thought yourfclf very happy 

* in her Entertainment of the Aife^ion you had» 

* or at leaft pretended to have, for hcr< To no 

* par- 
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* purpofc therefore, is it for you to pretend a mac- 

* riage with the Princcfs of Parthia j for ivhca 

* you have overcome all othCr Obftaclcs, which 

* you win fiiid hard to do, you ihall meet with 
*' one great enough in liw to retard the Execution 

* of your Defign, while I (hall live, and carry a 

* Sword by my fide. 

Great Attention was given by that illuftrious 
Company to this Difcouric of the King ofCappa- 
docia ; and as there were few pre(enc who had noc 
an Eftccm for the Virtue o^Artaban^ and a Rcfpcdl 
for the Exccllcncie? .of Elifa, fo iVere there few 
who were not in fomc meafure glad to fee the 
Pretentions of Archelaus fo crofs to thofe of the 
King o^^Media, For the Emperor having no real 
pefign to countenance Ttgranes^ and only making 
life of him to have a more fpecious Pretence to 
deliver the Princcfs' of Partbhy in order to the 
Love of Agrtppa^ he looked on the Adion, and 
heard the Difcourfe of King Archelaus ^'nh much 
Indifference, and patiently expected what Anfwer 
the King of Media would make him. Ttgranef 
was not able to fmother the Confufion which this 
Difcourfe of Avcbelaus put him into, nor hinder 
a certain Blufli from fpreading into his Facej he 
-was for a while at a ftrange lofs, the greater hap* 
ly, for that he perceived in the Emperor's Coun- 
tenance how little he concern*d bimfelf in thac 
Adventure : Yet being a Perfon of Courage; and 
very loath to change Elifd for Uraniay he would 
make fbme Reply, and looking very fiercely on 
Archelaus: ' Mechinks {faid he to him) you 

* very late and very unfcafonably difeover-your 

* Concernment in my Inten ions, and that you 

* might have done it more civilly, and haply with 

* better Succefs, when I was lc{§ engaged. I ac- 

* knowlcdged I receive from you, in ray Misfor- 

' tunes. 
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cuocs, thole AflUlances which might be expe6l« 
ed from Allies, and (uch as I would have avoid- 
ed you upon the likeOccafion y nor {hall 1 deny, 
chat duting my abode with you, 1 have expref- 
(ed towards the Princels Urania ^ that Compla- 
ceucy which is due to Beauty , nay, gave nee 
(bme Aflurances of the efTedt her Excellencies 
might produce in my Inclinations ; but I think 
you were not ignorant of the Padion which even 
at that Time Thad for the Priucefs of Parthta^: 
And if you were privy to the Promi(e I had 
made your Si(l«r, I wonder you oppofed not my 
Defign upon the fird knowledge you had of it, 
efpeciallv when I was upon a Treaty with the . 
King oi Par tbia^ both about a Peace and the 
Marriage. You know (faith the King 0/Cappa- 
docia interruptiug him) you ever concealed your 
Defign from me, and that I had left the Army 
fome kw Days before you fenc your EmbafTa- 
dours to Pbraates: When I perceived the bufi- 
ncfs pafl remedy, I thought fit to conceal what 
1 knew, and the World was ignorant of, and 
fhoald have done fo (bll, had 1 not undefftood 
within thcfe few Days, that it hath taken Aic 
much more than 1 fhould have*wifhed. If yoa 
had any Inclinations for Eiifa, when yoa took 
Refuge in Cappadocia^ you fhould not have 
pretended any for Urania ^ and make her Pro* 
mi(es, which among Perfons of ourRankotigbt 
not, out of any Coniideration, to be btokcn : No£ 
was Urania of a Birth to be made tbe Obje^ 
of petfonated Paflton, nor her Brother of a Na- 
ture <o brook fuch an Indignity, not at leaft 
from Tigranesy of any Man in the World.

greaeer Patt , favoured Arehthus^ whom all the 
World efteemed ^t his Viirtie \ and Vgrnnes had 
the AfBi^ion to fee himfetf countenanced by vtr ji 
lew : For befides the RcfpeA he had for Arthehus's 
Perfon upon the Account of his excellent Endow- 
ments, there was a certain }u(lice caufed a general 
Satisfadion to fee him oppofe the Pretentions of a 
tVr(bn, who had alteady made himfelf odious by 
difturbing the Felicity of Elifa and Artabkny for 
vrhom all had an affc6lionate Rcfped^. Arcbelaut 
indeed acknowledged to (evcral of his Friends,

to delivet the Princefs of Partbia from his unjuft 
Perlccution.

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The Emperor's Chambpr was full of the Noife 
'which this Adventure had raifcd, when Semproni' 
ms conies in to gWcsCdfar an Account ofthe Inter- 
•vicw between Cieofatra and CoriolanuSn The 
King ofScytbiay and divers other Kings and Princes 
•were gone out of the Room, and the Emperor no. 
Ibonei perceives .S^m^ro;i/0j, but calling him, and 
ukinghim to theBeddde, he heard what he had 
to fay to him : Semproni its gave him a particu- 
lar Relation of what he had ken and he^rd, and 
9t kft acquainted him with the {everal Relations 
<^ Cleopatra and the Vt'ince of Mauritania, Thofe 
vho obferved the £mperor*s Countenance while 
Semprenius was fpeaking to him, took Notice it 
was with fome Impatience that he heard that Dif- 
cour^e, and that he was giving way to a Difpka- 
(%xit whereof the Confequences might prove very 
^ktal. In that Interim, Aquilius^ whom the taking 
of Cdfario had taifed into (bme Credit, coming 
to him, told him, that Queen Candace was car- 
rying on feme (etret Dedgns in Alexandria, ei- 
ther in order to the Liberty of C^fario^ or upon 
(bme other Account ; that (he had brought into- 
the City zff^dAn J£thiopians^ who till then had 
kept clo(e in Ships, and who were to come to 
Alexandria along with Cafario ; and that the 
Govemour of that Prince, who lurked about the 
City, (ecretly endeavoured to petfwade the People 
to an Infurref^iot), to ferve the Relations of their 
ancient Kings. 

If the Diicour(e of Semproni us put Cafar into 
any Difturbance, that o(Aqui/ius much heightned: 
'it 5 and from both he took a Rcfolution, without 
any further delay, to put to Death two Princes, 
Dne whereof had done him fuch Injuries as might 
bring his Authority into Contempt, and the otnet 
"Was likely to raife Trouble in the Empire, and- 

diflori^ 
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difhirb bis Governmenc: And being mucb per- 
fwaded chat there was an Intelligence between ^r- 
iaban and Cdfario^ and fearing what fucb a Per-^ 
fon might attempt, if he were Co minded, resolv- 
ed to have him lent to the Caflle where the other 
(wo Princes were in reftraint, not thinking him 
fafe enough in the Lodgings where he had caofeJ 
him to be fccured. He was upon the(e Thoughts^ 
and to that purpo(e ilTued out his Orders to Se^t" 
froniuSy A^uiliusy and Petronius^ a confidera** 
able Per{bn among, the Romansy one to whom

* promife her Ihe Ihall not be long without that 

* Satisfaftion, fince ihe fomuch prefers it before a 

* Marriage with Tiberius » Sheftays in theCaftle 
'^ viiih her Lover and Brother, and they all toM- 

• tnct 
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* thee are engaged in aConfpiracy, wkich they 

* would carry on by fccrct IncclUgchccs in Alex^ 

* andria. But I ihall prevent them, and before 

* the Sun fhines another Day upon us, there (hall

think fie CO fend him co che old Ca(Ue. He fenc 
Order co Levinus co have a Care of che Pxincefs- 
Cleopatra y but by no means co permit her co aii/- 
Conterence with her Brother, noc any (fiocc Con- 
veriarion with Corhlanuu

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This Nigbc was the faddef^ that ever was feen 
io Akxandria ; and vi^hereas al! the mo& IHirdti- 
ous Pecfons cbere were conceriied in »hc Misfor- 
tune of Cleofatray and the AfSt^ion of Marcel* 
lus<t few kerned to be fenfible of, or ac I'caft co 
cxprefs any Joy. All eke Acquaintances of C/r^- 
fatrs^ efpecially thoic of her own Sex, were aA 
coniihed at her Reiblttcion, chough chey were not 
ignorant of the Grcatnefs of her Courage $ and . 
among others, the generous O^avia was nokfs 
troubled ac it, than if (he had been her own Mo- 
sher, and indeed accordingly was to het as a real 
Mother that all addrefled themfeWes to ezprefs the 
AHli<fiion they conceived at the Adventure, where- 
m ihe herfelf was doubly concerned, both in re* 
gard of the A^Elidion ftie "had for Cleopatra^ and 
what -ihe (ufFered upon the Gtkf o( Atarce/fus. 
The Piinccfles her Daughters, and particularly 
Cleopatras two Sifters, were overwhelmed witri 
Grief thereat, but the Fair Antonia toTuch a de- 
gree, as that all her Cunftancy was but necefTary 
CO make her capable of any Comfort upon that 
Occafion.

Such of the iiloftribas Company which then 
verc at Akxandria^ as were tiot at 0£f avians y wfcrc 
with theQucen'of fiir#B/Vf, £/(/», and the Qiecn 
of jEtti9piay Who, united in Affirdlioh and In- 
teteft, Were according to ihdr difiereht HumDbrs 
brooding difkitntRsloiationS) thongh both tijttal* 
ly determined to die •for the Safety of their belof- 
cd Princes. The Beautifiil Arfina^ atid thePrtn* 
cefs Oiymfia were come tb n£t tliem^ wirh the

fbr bis yimie> and faw nothing in his Perfea 
which was not truly gtete and amiable, jtt the 
Xeftntment he had or Che tyrannical P roceeding 
ef LMt and Tlhriuty and the prefetit' AfBi^ion 
kewasinfbr the Misfortune of nis Frietid, made 
him etmfider him in (bme itaeafure as the Brother 
bfnhrhs^ though he had an extraordinary Re- 
Iped for him as^ Dn^iJ and Servant to AntontM; 
aitd if he cduld not hate him, becaufe he (aw no 
Ground, of Hatred againft a Perlbn he fo m&ch 
loved, and i-hottgh worthy his Friendihip, yec 
Iras he^iky of a certain Difflitisia€lton» ^hich 
lemittfd, if not t)ui:e td&k away, the Love that 
before be had conceived for him. Drufus read 
fbme part of this Truth in his very Countenance, 
but fmothering his own Thoughts, he gave him 
the Time of (he Day as he was wont to do s and 
Mnrcellus having received him with itauch 0nH' 
ty, but fuch as (pake a certain violence to himftlf-

• The. two Princes went together from the P^« 
lace towards the old Caftie, into which none were 
filSeced taencer^ but they two and^^w^ivfiifl/, aU 
chp(e chat .came abog with them. being, ftmd at 
the Gate* The Prmcefs Cieopaffs had pa(t away 
that Night in rbe fame Chamber with Coriolanus! 
and Uiiough Ltvinus iiad ptoftcred her another, 
yet would ilie not by any Means accept of hiz 
Courte(y, out of a Fear that if ilie once left C^rh- 
lanusy (he ihould not be permitted to fee him any 
more. Vainly had the Prince imbraced her by 
the Knee^, with the moft earnefl lattcaties be 
could poilibly make, to kave a Place fo unworthjr 
of h^r, and to return to O^avia ; nay, he was (o 
far from perfwading her thereto, that at laft fhc 
grew angry with him, and forbidding him with

It being about the Tinjc of the Year when the 
Nights arc at ihorteft, they had fpcnt the whole 
Night partly in Contedation, partly in Difcoiirle \ 
and though, according to C£jar\ Order, Levinus 
had been witli.chem moft part of the Time, or ia 
his Abfence, fuch of the Guard as he appointed foe 
that purpofe, the Prince and Priuoeis being re-' 
duced to that Extremity, as not to either feat 
or hope any thing f^om the Difcovery of theic 
AfFaiirs, entertained one another before thofe Wic^ 
neffes with as much Freedom. and Indifierenoe as 
if they had been alone. The Princefs's Women 
having aUb (laid with CortQlanus^ had much ado 
to peri wade him to take any ching of what Levi" 
nus had fenc in, but could not by any means ob- 
lige him to cad himfelf on a Bed for ever fo little 
Time, and though they doubted not but chat as 
foou as it were Uay» O^avia and the Pcineedes 
her Daughters, and fuch other PerCons^s 4^gufius 
Ihbuld peimit, ,w6uld come to get her t^j^e,.y.(c 
' ha4 4ie ieveraf times profe(Ie4 to Cori4>iantt4^ tb^c 
^nothing ihbul^ ptevail with her (b far, as to force 
' her away without him, ^nd that (he ihould find

The Prince equally tranfporte4 with Grief and 
; Joy, exprelVed both with much Disorder, when 
' Word was brought tevinus of the Arrival of iW/ir- 
■ celfus and Drufus by the femperpr*s Order 5 w here- 
upon going to the Gate to receive ihem in, he 
immediaiely returns with chem, and conduds them

Dcarh Cortoiauus and C^fario^ and to bring away > 
thence Cleopatra^ hiarctUus and Drufus^ by 
VideiKe. He at the (ame , time ordered Gtfm/«/»x 
to go and find out VaruSy who guarded Artakan^ 
^nd to carry him under, a ,&rqng Guard- to the 
Cadle, where the other Princes were (ccured, and 
where there they were to die that Day ^ and com- 
manded, Norhanui to fecure \\it Children of ^i». 
tbon/y out of a fear, that to prevent the Death of 
their Brother C^fario, and to (erve, cheir Sifter 
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C/fofatra, ihcy might endeavour lo make an In- 
(iirredion in Jlexandria^ where the Blood of 
the Ptoiomfes was in a Sacred Veneration, and 
the Goyct nmcnt of the Romans abhorred. 

He i(Iucd out tticfe Orders with Co much pre- 
cipitation and noi(e, that they were immediately 
known all over the Palace, and thence fpread in- 
.to the City, before the Per (bns, whom he had en- 
trufted with the Execution thereof, were in a 
condition to effcA it. Queen CandacCi who had 
her Spies every where, and was engs^ed in an 
JEntcrprize worthy her great Courage, had prefenr 
Notice brought her \ whereupon not loHng an]f 
time, as knowing there was very little to lo(e, 
ihe left her Chamber and the Palace, taking Cii' 
tfa with her, and ran a>fo«t as ihe was, to tfaac 
Quarter of the City wete Eteocles expeded her 
Orders, with the jEtbioplans, and a confiderabic 
number of the Inhabitants of Alexandria^ whom 
having tampered with, he had engaged to hazard 
all thitigs to fave the Blood of their Kings from 
being (pilt. As Ihe went out of the Palace, Die' 
met Alexander and Ptohtny ready to take the 
Alarm, opou a confufed Noife that was come to 
their Ears. Upon the firft fight ihe runs to them, 
and fpeaking to thegi with a Courage infinitely 
cranfcending" her Sex, ' Alexander and Ptohmy^ 

* (faidjhe to tbem) Sons of Cleopatra.^ and Bro- 

* thers to Cajario, will you fuftcr your Brother 
< to be put to a cruel Death, and your felves to be 

* thruft into Chains, as Cajar hath given Order ) 
^ No, we will rather lofc our Lives with him, 
' (replies Alexander) and go undalinted where 
' our Blood and Honour requires our AdiOances.

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With chefe Words ihe cook the two Brothers 
in both her Hands, and walked between them 
cowards the quarter where EtocUs was with the 
Ethiopians J gnided by Ciitta, who was ac* 
quainted with the dedgn. The two Princes kd 
ha abag with a refoiation worthy themfclves, 
and their juft refentmem mftde their Eyes fparkle 
with a Fire which was not ordinary obfervable 
in them. , The People feeing chem pa(s by in 
ciwu: pod^re, flocked about them $ npon which 
the two Princes di(coveriog themfelvesy were 
ea£]y knownio be the Children oi Anthony and 
Cleopatra I Co that the Queen thinking it noc 
amifs to lay foinething to them. * People of 

* Aiexandriay (faidjhe^ as Jhe fa^fd by ) will 
< you fufFer what is remaining ofthie Blood of, 
^ your Kings to be this Day (pik? 'C^fariO^

Though ihe faid this without making any

Roman Ufurpation, fo well difpofed, that before 
they were come to the place where EteocUs ex<* 
neii^ed them, they were followed with three or 
ibui hundred Perfons armed, as Prople are wont 
to be upon the like occafions. All Hidories that 
have made mention of Candace^ have given her 
the Cbarai5^er of a Queen of a very great CouragCi 
and one that duHl engage in the greareft £n« 
ter prizes, and acquainted the World with the 
^eat Adioas Ac did (bmc time agaioft Fttrth-

jyfjyx-Governour otEgyfty catvyifig oin the Wat 
in Per&D, and gaining gteat advantages iipon 
liifn, iofomuch, that what Ihe attempt^ and did 
upon that occaiioii; ought to be entertained with 
loore aedtc, than if it had been perfenned by a 
Pct(<^ not ib cxtraoftiinat7. The prefiing ex* 
ttemixy ihe was then r€d^ced to, oecaHoned iKe 
iiaftening of a de%h which (he had rcfblved to 
put in Execution that Niglit, (as coi^ceiving her 
iclf not (Irong enough to attempt it in the day 
time) which was, with Eteocks and the three 
Irandred JEtbi^Uns who attended dtfario to 
Aiexandfia^ and whom Eievc/cs had ietrerly 
brought out of the Ships, aiid the affiftance of 
a good nlirnber of the Inhabitants of Aiexandria^ 
drawn in by EfeocUs^ to ftorm the Caftle iti the 
dark. Ete$chs having to thatpurpofe provided 
fcahng Ladd|ers, and Faggofts to'nil the Nk>ac 
where it was of kaft depth. No fooner had that 
£uthfal Governor r feen the Queen afppear, with 
the two Brothers of Cafarht but he imagined 
what was to be done, as conceiving by the pe^re 
they were in, and tbaft of the People following 
them, that aU was defperate as to the fafety cS* 
CmfartQi and that they mull be forced to the ex- 
rretaittes on which they had rcCblved, though the 
dme was not (b favourable a« that which they 
had appointed. 

The Queen having confirmed him in chat judg- 
mem, by the few Words ^e (aid comtng up to 
iiim, he commanded the ^thhpiatis xim ot the 
Hdtifes w'hefe he had lodgecf} and confiderrng 
that nhe fuccefs of his Emeiprize coivftfted in ex- 
pedition, sjnd that the Gaftle was to be forced, 
before the Praetorian Bands, which were ^Quar- 
tered in the ^burbs, and about ii/exandrsa, could 
be gocteu together to relieve it, uolefs the whole 

^ aty 
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City j^duld cake up Arm$ for chem, which he 
datd noc prefume, he immediately caufed to ad- 
vance both thofe chac had any Arms, and thofe 
vfho ^carried (he Faggots and Ladders. The two 
jPrinces having in few Words encouraged them, 
Jed chem on, and could noc hinder the courageons 
Qiieen from niarching with chem > telling chem, 
ihe fcoui'd to be fafe if chey mifcarried, and chac 
ihe would rather die then fall again into the Hands 
-of Ca/ar. The three hundred :Mtbtofians were 
well armed, and marched in very good order, 
followed as well by thofe who were come into 
xhe Queen, as thofe whom EteocUs had gaind, 
which were above five hundredCitizens in Arms, 
of whom ihe had empbyed cwo hundred to carry 
the Faggots and Ladders. . Thtfir Forces incrcafcd 
.through a Report chac was fpread about the City^ 
chac the Children of Queen Cieopatra were to be 
put to Death : And the .;wo Princes, with the 
Queen, were gotten into the head of above eight 
hundred Men, aud advancing towards the Caffle, 
when pafling through a fpacious Place, they dii^ 
covered a Party of Soldiers about a Charioc ^ up- 
on which the Queen having asked a Man that 
came before biccerJy yirceping, and whofe Coun- 
tenance ihe imagined ihe knew, who choie Per- 
ibns were wliom Ihe faw appear ^ the Mao, who 
was Briton, the faithful Governo.ur of Pompeys 
Son^ told her, chey were carrying the valiant }ir- 
taban^ by Order from the Emperor, to the old 
Caftle. The Queen was noc a little glad at the 
Aaident, and turning to Alexander y ' Wc have 

* {/aid jhe to him) the happieft Opportunity in 

* the World, both to rcfcuc (o a great Man,- aud 

* CO make Advantage of bis Aififtance, which wc 
' axe to prefer before thac of a Legion. 

^ The 
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The fuddenncfs of the occaHon permitted no 
long difcourfe 5 fo that Alexander approving the 
Queen's defign, (enc away Ptehmy and Eteoc/es 
with half their Forces towards the Cadic, to cad 
in the Faggots, and fill up the Moat, and with the 
reft advanced to the rehef of Artaban, Thofc 
Who guarded him grew pale at the fight of that 
tclief, f nd Alexander had no fooner fet upoo the 
Guard, hwi Vdrus^ who was in the Chariot with 
'Artaban, leaps, our, either to fight witH hisMeo, 
or get away in thedifordcr, in cafe be was worfled. 
Artaban fatisfied they fought to refcue him, would 
he^ds Contribute to his own deliverance, and being 
no longer kept in by the Guard, who befoxe fur* 
rounded the Chariot, and theif rather roinaed 
their own Defence than their Prifoncr, leaps out, 
and having taken away his Sword from one of 
the frightned Soldiers, he made others give him 
vtiy by the blows he dealt, and forad a paflage 
to thole who fought for his refcue. He prefcntTy 
Ypies Alexander and Briton in the head of them, 
^nd perceived at no great diQance the gallaac 
Queen with fbme JEtbiopians, who were to 
guard her Perfon 5 and thereupon perceiving whom 
%e was obliged to for his Liberty, he would 
neverthelefs in fome meafure derive it from his 
own Valour, and Co rufhing in among his Ene- 
mies, with more terror than an African Lion, 
by the ridance he made of the mod forward, 
he foon put the reft into difordcr. Alexander 
Seconded him with admirable Valour, and the 
jEtbiopians who were well armed, and fuch as 
Xlafario had drawn out as the moft Valiant of 
the Nation, fighting with much refolution, their 
.Enemies, afer a weble refinance, turned their 
'BacJ^s, a'nij fought their. fafety out of the Engage- 
ment. Geminius received a great Wound from 
VoivVIII. R Che 
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%he hand of Artabatty and Varus made a ihift 
CO dcare in rbe Tumult. However Artabam 
inighc be Incenfcd, he thought noc fit to purfuc 
fhe defeated, bat making liis acknowledgments 
to the Qiieen and Prince Alexander iR>c thdr 
iAffifbnces, he in few Words undcrftood from 
rhehn, whac neecflicy there i^as that the Caftk 
^oc!d be forced, to fave the Xiv«s of C^Jarh 
tind CoftotAfius, It was no fmall fatisfadlion to 
-Aftaban^ (6 fuddenly to meet with an opporm- 
nity to render the Qiiecn what he bw'd her, (b 
that inflaming him feU into a frefh ficrccnefs npon 
fe noble an occafion, * Let's go, Alexander {Jaid 

* i^e U the fripce) let's go, and either die or 

* 'relieve fhofe two gallant Princes *, there cannoc 

* be an Adventure more glorious, or more wor- 

* rhy oUr Courage. 

Wtrh chofe Words, Iraving, upon the intreaties 
6f' Alexander, taken the command upon him, he 
ailiguVl a Guard about the Queen's Perfon, who 
ivould nor by any means leave tliemt and oovertog 
'hfs Head and Arms with the Cafque and Backkc 
bf an jBftiopianthsLt^^d been killed, he marched 
tb theC^Ale with as much cotifidence, as if be 
had been cetmin not to meet with any refiftanoe. 
1*hOfe #hO folio w'd him, deriving Courage from 
their Leader, made the Streets ring with the Name 
df Artaban $ upon which divers Alexandrians, 
whoTn fear deterred from expreTIing them (elves* 
re-StfTuhiing new Courage from the Kepusation of 
iueh a Chief, made a confiderable fupply to the 
Torces they already had. By that time ArtMbam 
pLttd Alexander were come to the Catlle, Ptokmgf 
^sid^Bttocles (^ad ca(l in abundance of FaggOB 
'!tm> the Moat^ and very fortunately got to the 
G^^y^twSemproniuSy PetroniuSf and Aguilius^ 
were come to execute the cruel Order of the £m- 

pcror. 
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(wrpr. Eie^lesy who kiiew ji^uUius co be ^he 
ume 9erfoii who^had difcovcfcd and take&C^W«, 
fitrioafly funs opon ihkn, oiid befi>re foe could re- 
tfeoc, nms bim thtougli the Bod^. P^oigmf 
gave iS^m^^^ifini ftidi a 1)low over his Head, at 
<iiiridcii k into «wo mms 5 «»d tlie frigkwnedi 
^tr^mttfi wifih^ikofe tkat^Uowed hmi) fav«4- 
themfllvos by^Fliglu. 

After tbts £z«eiition, P44imy and 2t€4^€s pur- 
Cued tbtic ^filitng up rite Moac with faggots, ^ni,

•tbie Coanter^rp: Buochs^ >to whom the Vak>uc 
oC-iiiir/tf^tfff was known, no fodber pereeiyed him^ 
but animating his Men with a g^at Shout, <hc 
put them on in iiicb -a mannec, chat in a diocc 
tkoc chejrbad made one place in the Moat, whidi 
was balF'filkd with old Ruins, fit to plant the 
I^dess in. Augufltts fearing nothing leis thaa 
dttch ag accident, had put but ^w into the Caftle* 
do that LevsnitSy extrcamly futpriEcd at the fud- 
lieniMls'Of'Che a^ult, >ha?jiiig len about the Princes 
jfuch as weK Bocefiary to guard them, and hindec 
•them vfrom doing aught in order to their ovm 
tflifaeny, found 'the •nua>bcr femaining too vrcsi/: 
tto moke good the Wails. ^However, he^edthem

prevciu the further .pjcogrefs thereof. :. He Jiad in 
the iirft place uudcxftood bow 'the CiUeen:.of 
Ethiopia got one of the Palace, and Had notice 
of it jufl as he was fending to her Lodgings to 
fecuce her^ then it. was told him, , bow with 
Alexander and Vt^lomy^ (he bad perfwaded &uroc of 
the Citizens of Alexandria cd an Infurre^Uon ^ 
and laftly, bow with:, the aflfi^nce of .hei: ^f^/o- 
.pianSf Ibe had refcued v^r/^^^nout ofchebandis 
of his Guards, andlmarehed with Kim rand the 
Sons of Cleopatra towards the Cadle. Thefe 
tidings put him into fuch a Fury, as. made him 
do many things mif^becoming his Dignity ^ and 
though be ^as fari^fTedv that the worft conld hap- 
pen, was the delivery of ^che Princes he would put 
to death, yet was be! infinitely troubled thereat : 

* What [cries he) in one pf my Cities, at a time 

* when all is in abfolute Peace, a Woman and 

< one Man, and be a Prifoner, {hall arm mj 

< People againft me, and dt^y a Power that hath

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:' But 'what '{long htm moft in this Adventure, 
was, that 'being a deep Peace, he had bronght 
with him to Alexandria only thoCc Forces whi<rh| 
ndially^ atretkled his Perfon, which were the Prar-' 
ci>rian Bands» and (bme Horfe. They were in* 
deed fuflffcient to deal with more powecful Enemies 
than thofe who weic then in Arms, but would 
have been too weak to reduce the City of xilex»* 
dndria\ in ^afe there fhould have been a general 
Riling Cor t ho Ghildten o^Cieopatra, Befides,' 
thoing^ 'Aigkfitis had done gttat things,- yet had' 
they been ptrfotmcd fot- the moft part by his 
Lieutenants ; and he found himfelf then deprived 
of the aififlancesof the mo(l Valiant among them, 
•by reafon of Agrippd's' being Sick, and Tiberius 
Wounded. Add'fothis, that. from the prefcncc* 
d^ib-^naily Princes as chtn- were- in hi^ Courty 
heidetivM more Cbnfufioli than Advantage j and 
hpOlrtl^g- there were few among them who dif* ' 
ap|)t^*d n6t • his 'Pfo^eedt^gs, ne durft ncirher- 
lw>pe,i H^c' indeed Bcffre any artiftance from thcn*^ 
in that Emergency . 

^a^itig beftovred fome time in theft conGdera^' 
tidiis, and "afterwards Jearnt by the return of Pe^ 
ft(ff0iust'thzt Sempronitis zad-Ai^ufiius had been^ 
kill'd, and that /iW^^W Was:ftbrming theCaftleV^ 
be iffiied out Arehet^ to prevent that Accident,; 
fertt Officers to get togethef, and bring to the 
PaUce i^e Praetorian Bands that were lodg'd in 
the Suburbs, and others to call in the Cavalfy, 
which was Quartered • op ^and down the next 
Villages ; and at the fame time fcnt fcvcral Per- 
fons of the moft condderable of thofe that were 
about him, im6 the fevcral Qittrters ^f the City, to 
keep the principal Inhabitants from Riling, and 
to reduce the reft to their Duty, by iatreaties or' 
menaces. He would' have gone abroaS to that' 
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purpofe bimfelf, buc thoCe siboui him , would not 
iufler k, bix reprefcntcd to him, That.puc of » 
confideracioB of hi$ Dignity «• he ihould not b*' 
xard himlclf atnooe an exafperated Pofulacc;

A complied with (his Advice^ di(^mblki|^ 
out of Prudenae> fomepafttof his Fiffy, aniiibe 
other Padions chat ftrugled wirhia him, tk<Mi€h 
he had withal the AAi^on to iee that £e 
greated parcof the Prinoesaad lUuftrions Perfoiw^. 
Romans that were in Ahximdrimt (eemU to fide 
with him, but fuch as were Siraoacrs cxtreamlf 
indifiierent, not exprefliug the teiil defire of ac- 
oiufing Gk>rx tipon thae oecafioH) as no^ dotte 
cley woald have been earneft lo d» upon any 
other. The Kine oi Midiih ^i^H^ 9f> Enemy 
to AfMban, pro^r'd his Service in' any thiii^ he 
jhouid dcfire; and the King of PttMu and C#- 
magina^ who had received their Crowss fjoaft 
him,' lAiough vircuDoa PriiM^, (eem-'d to com^ 
with his £(iK9y chough not without (bine i»- 
pof^Hince; Bat che King of Armnrhi the Vimno^ 
of Cr7/c/#, and Kmg 9t Caffa^^cU y had freeljr 
toM him^ that they would fight and die iti hi» 
Sctvice, if need^weren d»ber- againft the fedkiour 
MuI(irAide, or * anf other Enemies mig^c rife 
ag^d him, but intreated him not to SEiahetheni 
Xndruments in the Ececiftcion of Princes* whofe 
Virtne had raifcd a Love, and whole Dcfiiny « 
Compaffion in ihem, fuch as they ftould defend 
againft any bm himfelf to the hSk drop qf MmxI*. 
But King /f/tu/fm««ev inAead of costing in to him,, 
was gone to the Qtieen of Par thiols LocSgings^ 
whence he had fern him Words That it was ^ 
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great AfBidiou to bim he bad not been able^ wijji 
all his iutreatie$» to^ divert him from the xcfob^* 
tipo he had taken, ,to deftroy Princes wbQ urete ' 
tvorthy the Love aod Refpe^ of all the Worlds 
and chat it was amck greater to him» that he w^ 
npt in a^ conditiou to i^Iic ve tl^ip* Ai^gu&ni ha4 
ye( this funbec difladsfadioi^, to feq, that eyea 
among the Romans^ the ipoft confiderabb, fuch. 
as "pomtiHSy a Servant to one of C/n/pa^OrS , 
S^ers^' Cr^jfus and Leninlus,^ particular Fciends 
to the Hon(e o( 4»fi$nyy coqld qot fcrve hinii. 
upon that oipcafion, nor he well truft cheni. iS^ot-* 
witHftaiiding his difpleafure, he had diflembled 
fome of his rcncirnqocs, and difcovecedothecs %iclp.

In the mean time^ tbeCafUe ka4 been ftorinedt 
Drich a miraculous Eagerneis^ and jirtabajn get- 
ting firft ppon the LaJ^er he had .planted, had 
feen the Bi;otbers oi Cleofatta by a generoi\s 
£mula;ion following bis £xamptc> and coming 
up at n9 great diftance from hij;n, uppn Ladders 
which they had planted with a Refotaaou little 
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inftrior to his. Queen Candacey ^ho from the 
Windows of one of the next Houfcs, where the 
Prince had difpofcd of her, looked on that terri- 
ble Aflault, animated her JBthiof'tam as much' as 
lay in her PoWcr, and was many times frighcncd 
at the Danger which fuch gallant Men were ex- 
p6(ed td in fo hazardous a kind of Engagement. 
The Prifoncts had not the fame advantage, their 
Chamfers being fo as they had not the %ht of 
that Adion, though they heard the noifc of 
fighting, and Marcellus had been acquainted by 
the Guards with. iT^e caufc of it. On how did 
the Princefs Cleopatra make her frequent Ad- 
drcflis to Heaven on the behalf of thofe Valiant 
Pcrfbns who fought for the fafecy of Coriolanus ! 
and how deiightful.did (he entertain fomc hopes 
of a Life that was fo dear to her ! Marcellus and 
Drufus unrcfblvcd what they flrould do upon 
that occafioh, joined their Vows to thbfc of 
Cfeopntra 'y and the Prince o£ Mauritania (eemed 
the mod undiflurbed and mofl unconcerned 
of any. In another Chamber was the Son of 
Cafar, not knowing what he fliould either fear 
or hope, but expecting the I flue of it, with the 
fame Courage he had exprefled in all the Adions 
of his Life. ' 

Artaban^ notwithftanding the Darts and Stones 
ihower*d down upon him, being at laft gotten 
up to the top of the Ladder, was taking hold with 
his left hand of one of the Battlements, when £f» 
vinus running to the place where he faw him ap- 
pear, as that where his refiftanoe was moft neccf- 
lary, gave him a How ovet the Head, which 
no doubt had forced him into the Moat, had he 
not faftened to the Battlement he had' taken hold" 
of, and would have fcconded Iz, if th? VaKant 
Son of Pomfejy whom the former blow had no^ 
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much difordcrcd, had not prevented him by ont 
oF^htiown, which coming fom a more puvvcr- 
fill Arnr, forced him to fall among hi? Men 
deeply wou:>ded. This performed, Artaban 
geuing up upon the Wall, reached his hand co 
young Ptol^njy who was noc far from him i and 
not long aifer Alexander was alfb gotten up. 
Eieoclesy Srtton^ and the Mthtofians followed 
ibcm with much Courage, and Icfs Difficulty j and 
tArtak^in and the two Sons of Anthony were 
hardty gotten upon the WalK but Levinus's 
Soldiers left him in diforder, difcouraged both by 
thcprcfcnce of fuch Enemies, and the fall of their 
chief Commander. The Princes wouldoiot fuffcr 
thofc frightncd Wretch w to be put to .Death, 
^ough they had much ado to keep in the fihrious 
'JEtbhf ions (rom falling upon them, and only 
commanded them to lay down their Arms, opeh 
ihe Caftle Gate, and let down the Draw -bridge 
to let in Queen Caneface^ and "the reft of the 
JEtbiopians^ with thofe others of their Party that 
ihould be defirous to come in, not doubting but 
that Cefar would foon either bring or {tv^^ 
forces s^ainfl them, and that thole wha wefe 
found-without) would' be cut to pieces. TRc 
-Gate was opened, ^t M^hich entered firft Quee'ti 
' Candacif and after -her the reft of the JSthiop^nris^ 
;aDid..tke Citizens who hari taken ^<q{^ -Arrhs% 
. (wlio were not above three hundred M^Q, t{ie 
reft havings either been killed i|^ the Afl^^ult or 
<run away). As foon as- all were got in,: andthac 
■ Levinus's Soldiers were (cm out of ihe Caftle, 
. Btchmyr with Brttan and Rteoeies^ placed SqI- 
, Biers for.the defence of,the Place, as they thought 
' fcquifitc, csxpefking to be foon fer upon ; and in 
t the interim, the uir Queen, conduced by Ar-^ 
: tsbatf and AUxandtnr we4U co: fin^ out ber 
. . B. 5 C^faria.. 
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C^fario. She cook not che pains go ^ up to hit 
Chamber, for thofe # ho guarded rbe Ptinces, fee* 
lug the CaiUe forced, had caft |hem(e]ve9^ at theic 
Feet, and begged their Lives, by bringing chctn 
the Tidings of their Liberty} fotbac the Qoeeit 
and Artaisn met them altogether at the Stair* 
loot, coming towards their Valiant Delivertn. 
C^ndMCt no (boner cad her Eye on C£fartP, bat 
the violence of her Affedioo forcing her to ne« 
gledl the Civijicics might be due to the reft, ike 
runs CO him wtrh her Arms fpread, and emhnn 
dug htm jufl as he would have cad him at het 
Eeec, bathed his Countenance with Tears, whidi 
Love and Grjef forced from her. Their motual 
Traofportation was fuch as for a while tied no 
their Toi^ues, infomoch, that befote they had 
the time to fpeak, C^ndgct found her- (elf to the 
embraces oiCUopstra^ who by the eanscftnefs of 
her carefCs, adured her of the greatnefs of her 
AfiedioD. The Queen returned ber the Hke» and 
both diicovered upon that occafion, that their 
Friend ikip was as folid as if tc had been of many

rhey mutoaUy conceived one Tor the orhcr, had 
they not rcfkded on what they ow*d both to 
the Adidancc and'Perfon of the great Artaban. 
Ceriolanus hzA feen him arnft'd> and uiiderdood 
at Tyridates*^ Houfe the initials o£his Adventures, 
under the Name of Brtioharusy but had fince 
learn'd, that be was that Famous Artaban whofe 
Fame had fiird the Univcrft, i\\6. who had been 
acknowlcdo'd a Prince, defoendcd from Arfaces^ 
and defigii'd for the Crovrn of Partbia j fo that 
feeing him en^a^'d in that oecafion, and looking 
on him as the Valiant Defender of his Life, ta 
allure him both of his refentment and efleetn,' 
ke did all couH be expeded from the moft ge- 
nerous and moft acknowledging Perfon in the 
World. ^ Artaban anfwer'd' to both, the moff 
Nobly imaginable, and thereupon fhe three 
Princes looked on the other with equal admira* 
tion,* and certainly it was with much Juftice, afl 
the Earth being not able to afford any thing 
worthy ic-fo much, though Fortune might have 
been more favourable to fome others, either of 
their time or before it. Alexander and Ptolomy 
receiv*d from the Lover of their Sifler what he 
Ow*d the Blood x^^Cleopntray theexceilency of their 
Perfbns, ahd the Setvke they had done him; 
Thefe civilities pafled, Marcellus and Drufvs^ 
who would not interrupt the fitft Rallies of 
Love and FriendiKip, coming up to them, re- 
ceived from that Uluftrious Company, what with 
reafbn they could not deny them \ and befides 
what might be due not only to a Nephew of 
C4Bfar\ and Son of Livta, but to two Princes 
of admirable Virtue, there was (b much Gal- 
lantry id their late Action, and it was fo high- 
ly celebrated by the grateful Son of ^tt^^f , that 
^l chofe great Perfons look'd on them- witk 
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Love and VciicraticMi, and by. a certain Emulaci-, 
on gave xhciv Gcneroifity'ihe Comlne^dat/ohs due' 
thereto. In altProbibility the meeting of Co many, 
extraordinary Pcrfons, and upon (b rare an occar 
fion, might oblige them to a longer Converfation,' 
bar they had not the Leifure, and they jvcre but 
beginning to exprefs therofclvcs oik to another," 
when Eteocles (whomCi^/flr/ohad rcceiv'd not asf 
his Cover nour but his Father) came co give them 
Noticethat there were fome Forces in fight, whicK 
in all appearance would aflaulc the Place. Thf$ 
Difcourle rais'd a Joy in fo many valiant Meniin- 
ftead of affrighting them, and that martial Heat 
tvhich was predominant in them above all other 
Paflfions, was inflamed into is greareft FicrccncH. 
Coriolanus^ haviiig been taken arm'd, his Arms 
were in the Cafflc, whither Ejfiiiius had alfb 
brought the- Head-piece he had caft awaj; when 
he fought with Tiiferius.. Thofe who had taken 
Cdffario had brought thither his fumptuous Arms 
alfoy and delivec*d themtoLev/»i», and had been 
found in the Caftle by his Squire ; Artaban anc! 
the two Sons of Anthony had nee any \ bat there 
were in the Caftle not only for them, but a con- 
iiderable Nuhiber of Men, hay, fome of that MagN. 
oificence, that they had ferved the. Kings of £^;//>/, 
and put Alexander and ftolomy in mind orthcir 
Prcdeccflbrs. The Princes made choice ofthofe 
chat urete nioft fit for them, and diftributed among 
the Soldiers as they flood in need" of. There wai 
a great number of Darts j fot being the Fortress of 
Alexandriay it was alfp the Magazine of Arms'. 
The Princes dcfirous-to fhift offine Command to 
one another, yet being all forced it, by the Refu- 
sal which every one made of it, .put all things in 
order with a miratulous Diligence ^ and having a 
greatct number of Men than was cequifite for the 
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Defence of the Came, they employ *d fomc pan to 
maintain a <}cad Wall which might, have heea 
aflaulced, and kept the reft to relieve thecn, of 
to be commanded as Occafion fhould tcquirc. 
Aiarcelltif and Drufus were forced, upon the In« 
treaties pf Carhianus and Cleopatra^ not to e^pi- 
gage th^ Day, ic being not jqft chey fhould ap« 
pear in Arms before CWJifi who was cocnitig 
againdchcmi and upon WaII$ where there was no 
Employment for their Valour^ though they n^ighc 
>vith reafbn have done ic: So that with CUof^trA 
and Candaeethty retit*d into th^ Dungeon to thofe 
Lodgitip;s where Cleopatra, had pafTed gway the 
Night, though with a certain Shame and Confufi* 
on J and having fenc to find out Levinnsy who 
V^as noc dead, uorwichftanding the Wound he ba4 
received from Artaban, they caufed 'him to he 
brought into a Chamber to receive the Afli(l^pces 
he wa« capable of. 

Mean time," the other Princes were no (oooec 
upon the Walls, but they were fet upon of aB 
fides, and the Emperor in the Head of thp Pr^cgh? 
rians, ^ Body of above ten thoul^pd Men» a{i4 
having about him the Kings oi M^df^^ Paptt^f 
^nd Comagenes^ P^trontus^ Flaminh^$ Vellu^^ 
Fuhu(ts, McJJilay FlaccHSy Cinaat C^fio^ Varus^ 
fJorhanust and divers other illuurious Romsmp 
was giving out his Orders, and caufed th^ AfTault 
to be carried on in bis Prefeuce, with a Yiolepc^ 
proportioqable to that of his Indignation. Thf 
faggots and ladders vrhich the Befirgcd .ha4 
brought} xand were (till in th^ Moat ag^uofl tHe 
WalB, were empjpycd ag^inft them j ^t ^4^'' 
caufed to b^^brpught from ptbpr PU'ccs gr(?at niwPr 
lets, as hic well might, the City being quiet, an^ 
(he Inhabitants iittk ificli^ed (P follpw their "Eiff 
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amj^c whom the fight of Ctindaa^ ancf t&< two 
Sofls of C/ecf0tra h^ drawn tnco their Parejr. 

The old Ca(Ue» (eated at the lUtretnicy of the 
City, was on one fide beaten by the Waves of Ac 
MediterranttiH $ea, aod on (he other enoompafled 
with a dry Moat, which the Walls that had bocn 
built about it had filkd in many plaoes, through 
the Negligence of the Govemours, who forbore 
the repairing of tbo(e Raines, by reafon of the lit* 
lie NeociEty there was of it in the Time of Peaee \ 
Co that from the Coun:ef(carp it was eafy to gee 
down into the Moat at any Place> and according. 
ly neither the former Afiailants, nor the latter^ 
had been much troubled to get in there. But /lu^ 
guftus caufing it to be filled up almoft in all placef , 
through the great Number employed about ir, 
found it no hard matter to plant againft the Walls 
fuch a great Number of Ladders, that there was 
hardly any diftaiioe between them j and notwith- 
ftanding the Darts that were ihowred upon them 
of all fides> there were many Clill getting, up, where- 
of (bme were beaten off the firft Rounds, others 
mitcarried in the midft of their Eiitetprjze, and 
thoie who held, ont till they came to the Battle* 
snents» ventured to certain Death, either from the 
Hands of their Enemies* or by a fall, (bmuch th« 
j»ore dangeatous the higher the Place was'whero 
they kHi But the number of the Al&ibuus being 
too great for the (mail Place they ftorm'd at, which . 
was bur half the Circuit of the Caftlc, the othec 
Uflg compafied by the Sea« the number of the 
Jead, and tho(e that were beaten down, was in^ 
jBfidiacely Applied by thoie that were put into 
theic Places, and the Afiaulc was carried on with* 
■out any Intetraaffion, and with an Eaineftnels 
-chat cod many Men their Lives, and fuch as 
jniglht have railed i^iotcoar and ^iuf^ in P«rfo4< 
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who ihould- wuhoni PaCnon (uve looked on chac 
Spcdacle. The Princes walked along the Wall 
between the Bul\»tarks, and having their Eyes in 
aiJ places, ran where cheir AHiiAance was requifice, 
dealing terrible Blows on thofe who made a ihifc 
CO get lip CO the cop of the Ladder?, and cum** 
bihig chem upon their Companions with honoora- > 
ble Wounds about them. And indeed that was the 
greateft Satisfaction thofe unfortunate Wrttches 
had, whom Auguftus facrificed to his Pleafure, and 
among them (bm6 Perfons of Quality of the Ro» 
tnans^ fuch a«s F/tft^/wf , Eiius^PefuSy Calvtfius, 
and Rutiliui^ having with mach Courage got up 
to cheBaclements, had the Glory ^o lofe their Lives 
by the Hands of C^farU^ Artaban^ and the^King 
of Mauritania, 

AvgufluSy whom Fury and the Refenrment of 
the Affront he that Day received, more confident 
than in other Engagements where he had been in 
Fcrfon, animated his Men, from a Plaee where 
he was not (ecure from the Enemies Dares, and 
appeared upon a little Place which was before the 
CaQle, whence by feveral Streets that abutted there* 
on, he canfcd his Forces to advance as NeccfTity 
required, but fuch as, by reafon of the Stsaicnefs 
of ir, admitced not the Engagement of an^iconfi- 
derable number, if CWtfr fhouki beobkged rhererow 
Coriolanui and Cajario took Notice of hinti-i^t 
.chat Poflare, and were upon Thoughts of the fame 
Defign, though wirh different Intentions^ The 
Son of Cafar ezafpcrated againfl hitn who had 
that Dajr, though no way injured, pafled the Sen* 
tcnce of^ Death upon him, was exrreamly defirom, 
if poflible, ro revenge the Injury upon the Authoc 
pf.it, and: could i not look on him in theConditW 
oo he: was in, witliouti being tranfponed wklrfo- 
tyy and thinking iof fame aifcemptupoiL his l^^e;; 
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and the Son ofjubay impatient ro connnue in a 
Place where he could not fofficienrly excrclfc hf«* 
Valoiir, and cohfidering that though they kept off* 
the Enemy, they mafl: ftarvc for want of Proviff- 
ons. if I hey found not fome means to open their 
Paflage, and force the Bcfiegers further from their' 
Gates and Works, if it were poffible, there hciDg^ 
iiot, either in the Place that was, or any drhef ' 
that might be affaulted, occation to employ half] 
their^en, herefolved to make a Sally ; and hav-/ 
iog communicated his Defign to Aitabnn and' 
C^farhy and fatisfied them of the Importance an tf 
Ncceflicy thereof, Cdfaria would go with him, 
followed by young Ptphmyy and Artaban, upon 
their lntreaties> continued in thcCaftle, where the 
Pfe(ence of one of thoft great Perfons was necef-" 
(ary, Akxander flaying with Mm. Sd that with . 
three hundred Men, whereofone half were. ^/i!r/a-' 
fians^ the other Egyptians^ well armed', and anr**- 
mated by Example, and the defpair of Pardon, * 
they went out of the Gate, ' caufed the Bridge to be* 
let down, and marched out as thitjc as the Place 
would permit. Ptofomy^ with frftry Men, advan- 
ced as tar as the end of the ftone Bridge, which * 
from the Countcf fcarp reached to the midft of- 
the Moac, tO'kcep the Paffjgc free for the ferirrh* 
of his Companions j aiid the undaunted Prince of 
Mauritania^ and ihe v»lianc Son of Cstfar vrcnt 
into the Moiit with the reft of their Men, who 
by great Shouts fsnt Terror to thofe Places where 
they were foon after to be the Meflfenger.s of Death, 
The two PritKCS were in their fumptuous Ar*- 
itiour, but being to fi^ht On Foot, they made ufe 
only of the Cafque, the Ciiirafs and ^he Buckler,- 
and with greater Freedom of Arm, than if it hadi 
been loadcn with Iron, they ply *d their Enemfes 
with the dazling and mortal Sword.

and (be VaJour of the two Coiefs- might well be 
reckoiied for a confidcrahle Pacry. 

The Ramans^ oo the other. fide« wete &> forpri- 
Xed at this unexpcfted Tempefl, that they couJd 
hardly put thetnfelvQS into a Poftufc to make any 
KdmAoos i aod by that Time they were- (at up oo» 
all wasia difoider. Blood andDearh am€H]|; them* 
Never had the terribk Affrku» Priacr, nof the 
Qodaunted $00 of Ckofaihray beta animiwed by a. 
Fory comparable ta tha;c which made (hem fi^hc 
that Day». oor ever with chetr own Hands fpiic fa 
much Blood upon any one Qccafion. Nay, thry 
(ccm*d in foiae MeaaWje to have loft cbeic co«i-. 
paiScsmtc Utciinacipns^ efpocially the S^i) ^f C#-: 
fmr, who wkh a certain, S4lisf4^iQU) (acirifapd.thft 
Soldkfs of Augiifiuk (Q hi^ |uA lt^cftmaM.in« Tfa« 
^tkJ^fUinst ajod Mgy/^tumt iecondfd them wiih 
muck Valanr» and. ruttaiag .irux> (Kb lA^m \^h. 
a. miraculoiu £ag;(tai«(&, ovevacned Ae Ladde^^ 
with the Men that; weiii u^^om them, G> ihai alj^ 
they Game sear peieilhed eiiihai^ falb, tK the in^ 
ejorahle Sword : All Places \^es€ full ^f W«^ 
aad the princes fo cov^ed thpr^wiibi^ that x\if 
could not be difterne^i froip otber^^ bqt \»/, their 
iffcfiftiblc Blows that fell from tbeo^^ Arisftkm»% 
wbo looked on them from the Rampa^tc* w^^nU 
have enxicd the Glory they acquired by fUch tfau-> 
(cendent Efieds of Valour, had he not by 6> ma* 
ny memorable Actions already rai&d himfclf to 
a fame uobk enou^. . However, eyen from thei 
Place where he was, he did ihem ennfidetabla. 
Service ^ and perceiving; xh^C^tp^r coi>naiuly fup* 
ply'd the Moat with*frc(b Men, x^ relieve (hoTe. 
who were either dead or rivi^ away> and that hit 
own had U9 further wprk with thofe who before^ 
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fcaled the Ladders^ he ordccol them to be pecpc- 
ti^y caifting at theCoiimei£acp» smdhy ihowerr 
of Oarts hindriiig ibe £tieiiiieftAixe& » tJicMaar,' 
he facilicaced the Vi^cjr of his two lUuftrioiis' 
fxiends. 

Nor was young P/^/siii^r vithoocEmpbymenry 
or Occadoo u> cxerdie his Vakwr ; focCir/&fr» de- 
firoas to pcevenc the Rctorji of his:£ociiiies, oanC^ 
ed the young PriiKe to be aflanlttd upoo thr 
Bridge he was to keep> and jE^asrehim.occifioo t» 
do things Co Noble, that if che two other P^iti* 
CCS had that Day in Tome Meafnre oixyy'd what* 
ever was celebtated as mud <bead&l hj Antic{oi^ 

2r, he rais*d in tho(e who &w him an Appscheo^ 
on Utde di£Eeceot from that of the Hunan R^^ 
num^ who maintaining of a Badge againdb the 
Af mies of Hiiruri»y made his Name knowv, att: 
cnrer the WorkL The finail Niiinhee of Men aP 
£ga'd hiflo, were eaoagh. far the Dsfence of thr 
Puce he was to koep, and he woald hate wiiw- 
cd Room to employ any morr. TJiey were 
weary of afiaiikine ham, by rea£ba of the Dongtc 
they were e^pofed tO} and he haii half lifbd w^ 
the Vizor of his Cafiiae, to take a Itttk Air afitr 
the Pains he had beca at, when a Maa fiiaipiii- 
ooily aimcd» tail» aad of a fierce Deportauart 
advances cowards hta, wkb. his Sword tn the 
right Hand, and hi$ left eovecrd with a Buckkt ^ 
PUiomy iccing him coming Ott> goes ^warda 
Um, and gave him a hearty Blow, which here« 
ceivcd upon his Buckler. The ^ung Prince vez-^ 
cd he had fpenc his BJow ta vaio, was hfciag up 
his Arms to iecoad it, wfa«» che unkaown Pcr« 
foa recreating, * Hold Ptolomy^ (f^id kt tp him)' 

* and be notthcDcath.of ihy Brother^ who comer 

* to fufier h from the Hands.of thy £iiemies, and 

* not from chine. And with chofi: Wordsi hftini^ 

up 
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•. up hig Vifor of hts Head piece, he cfifcoverc^ 
*. himielf to hz^ Julius An$9pius^ and' rbereupoh^ 

* going ovet to him, he turned agftiaflf his £n^' 

* inies, and (et himfelf in a Pofture of lighrmg. 
In the meantime, Coriolanus zxi^ C^firh ha<l 

no more Enemies to deal 'withal iii ttie Moat, 
Death bt flighc having not kft them -any thing' 
to employ: I heit Vabisc up<in $ aN^ the Ladderf 
wese puUcd Howoj andimonr-bro^n,' and. among 
the .Faggots, Scones, ahdocher things wherewith 
the. Moat bad. been filled^ mighit be'teen Screams' 
of Blood, and Heaps of Carkkfl^s, enough lo 
ratfc Hot roc aad Compaflion. TXst two Princes 
finding tbemfclves ftiU followed by the bed Part 
of their Men, purfaed the defeated out ' of the 
Moat,, up .to |hc Couiwc^carp, with a Defign 
to gain a Qtiartec near the. Cadle kncKvb to C^j^ 
Jkrit^- '. w hereby, .they W4Va!d dmvc had a free Pa^- ' 
fage to tile iea, to embark thek llkiflrious Oom^ 
panjr in-.ihe jE/tbiopian Ships j and'ha:Vi4ig ptit 
the Romans, to the Rout, Vidlory attended upon 
the Councecicarp as it had done in the Trench, 
and with che Points of. theiv Swords ,chey made

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was, .wkii a^Fnry whiclnaiothii^ \^s Mexo ter 
f\i^'9/nd making Hits Sword bis Guide through 
the frif;htned Enemy, he made aihifc to com^ 
up fo him, \xk}itAttguftftSy whom his own Peo- 
ple forfoojk, and who wa& in fome diforder upon 
that unfqceieen Danger, could chink of a retreat* 
rili ic was coo lace. Tigrvnej had been laid along 
.09 the Ground, by- a Blow hdhad recdt^d-frpm 
the Hand of C^r'winnus ; Mithridates was employ^ 
ed. elTew^ero with .the. chiefed toF the Romansy 
who were adVanciug fuppiies y at>d Polemon hav* 
Ing been knock'd ^own by C/efariOy Auguflus 
.flood fairly befotc him, dcpUvcd of the Relief 
jQf Co many, Men, viho/n Fear or other Enrpby- 
imencs had forced cofomediCbinoe&om.him. The 
^jous Son of C^fafi runs.io: him With his Sword 
ilifrpd i|p, and to execOte many Revenges at once, 
'.was going to, lee it fail on htiti <wich. a Force and 
.Weight chat would have eruihed whatever it had 
mec wioh, when the dreadful Blow was received 
\yj a Grange Buckler, held ouc by an Arm from 
which. < he had. little feared that Oppofition, or 
:Augufius hoped thac Ailiftanee. Cgfario mroing 
to him- wi^o had prevented his Revenge, knew 
!him C9 be the Ktog( of Mnurituma; who (etting 
himfelf furtber between: them^ Hold, C^far-sS»»y 
• {faidibe to bim] and if thou wik nqt fpare thy 
*• Father's Blood, fpare the Father of Marcellus 
I* who is to dye with thee. 

Though che Examples of Virtue were familiac 
jto the Sou of Cleopatra f jtt he was furprized at 
xhis i and fmochering- his iCercncmenc to comply 
with che,'Gcneroiity of his Friend^ and theRefpe^ 
<he had for Marc^fktt he turned his Sword ano* 
jtber way, %hing, whileC-f/ir, whom the Sight 
.of that Danger had eztreamly frighcned, made a 
ihifc to get among his own People, after he had 

well 
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well obfeffod the Adton, <boi]gh he kxsew not 
the fierfons, noriiad diftmtfy kward the Wocds 
of CfinUimms. 

, The Prkxes ipere upon tlioiigh» of profecnc- 

in^ cheir DsfigDv when at two eoracR of the 

Plaice wbeicaf they wcce afasftdy bceeme M afters, 

ihcf pereeiv'fl i»o ^cetc Bodies advaiiGing, led 

"by fe$f9WMS and Lk'miut^ aud cbe £inpe£or> re- 

xoveccd cMt of his tFti^c, ki the Head of them, 

moce terrtUc than before. That (ight convinced 

xhem, ic was impoffiblc to maintain rhe Place any 

•ionfler^ fo that having called coi^heir "Men, to 

mife lowatdstheiBridge, they came ou lad them- 

ieivMy and had no more "yme than needed, PetrO" 

4^01 and Lkimms tnakiDg all thchafte they coald 

after (htm. Csjigr fiuv in the \Rear of his retreat- 

uig Enemies, chofe two Men, whereof one had 

pot him to fuch a Ffight, and the other fo gene- 

toufly jKhcvfd him, who ever and anon facing 

about, CO facilitate cheiecreac of their Men, were 

uo fmall Tenor to thofe who put fued them ^ and 

it's not impoifible but that (igbt raffing in htm a 

lUAediou on the Danger m had been in, he 

CfHMxiyed xithec a ceriain Amazement or Rtfpe^^ 

"which hindced bim 'from piir<ain|; them wich 

that Vtoieiice whtcb he had -expr^fl^d at 'thebe- 

f^mning of the Eagagemem. In -fine, thePfincdi 

got iip sbetr Men, .and fcctii^ Ftsot lad on the 

' Draw-bridge, they caufed .it to be raided opon 

them, and went into tbeCadle, leaving Auguflui 

at>d his ^cn ik> lefs aflonifhed at iheir admira- 

bile Valottr, than troubled at the b(s they had re- 

feitcd. 

AugufiMs was ex rcamly croubkd to fee his Men 
xlead, and dying in the Moat,: the Ladders t>ra- 
Jien, and how they had been beaten off the (cv 
coad Ailauk % and wat ^much perplexed in his 

Thoughts 
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Thooghcs wiuc Re(blution he Aiould Take to be 
fuddeiily revenged for die Injuries be received^ 
when Petronius coming up to hifn, * 'My Lord* 

* {faid be to bim ) ^ hac are you fo much trou* 

* bkd at, and what Affiiiaion do you out youtfclf 
•to, forthc Redudlioa of Enemies who mnft to 

* morrow fall into your Hands wiehouc fo mudi 

* as the lofs of a Man ? I mufl pitv thofb vou 
'* havte without any neceffiry alreacfy loft, and no 
"^ doubt it was your Fury that Minded you, fo 
^ that you con(idered not what you Aid. Here 
•* art fomc {cvntinued he^ Jhi'wing'bim ibofeSoU 
■• diers c/Levinus tubo wefc come out of tbt 

* Caftle) who can tell you chat in theCadle there 
•* are not Provifions for the great Number now 
" in it, not for the remainder of this Day i and 
"* that tevinus who furnifhed himfclf every Day 
^ from the City, and was not prepared for a SiegCt 
' had not maae any Provifion. Let your Enemies 
^ be blocked up ou all fides, (b as it may be im* 

* poffible for them toefcape, and let Hunger do the 

* red, a more cruel Enemy than thofeyoQ would 
' employ againft them . 

Auguflus much liked the Adviee ofTetronrur^ 

and wondrcd the Ihipetuofity of his Fury Ihould fo 

far blind him as to put him upon reducing that by 

'Force which he might have had with (b much eafe* 

Tis true, he coofmered that Marcellus would be 

exposed to Hunger as well as the reft, but faw he 

would be no Icls to the other Dangers » that he 

(hould find fome means to deliver him from, hf 

•the Authority oi Ofiavia^ and Loyc o^ Julia^ 

which he would ctpploy to that Pttrpo(e*, and 

whatever might be the IfTue of it, his Refenc- 

ments ovcr-maftered all Coniidcrations of "Friend- 

(hip, and smade him refblve rather to lofe what 

'be lovcdi if Ncceflity would have ii fo, than -par* 
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^on what he hated, and chat fo much the moie 
by reafon of the late Affront he had teccived. 

Havii)^ thusirefolvcd, he fct all Things in order 
' for the Execution, and caufed all the Avenues of 
the CaQle to be blocked op with (Irong Guards, 
afligping a confiderablc Number of Men for every 
Place, left they .ihould be forced } and de{iroQs 
to bcfiege it alfo by Sea, be drew out of the 
Port all .the Ships ot War, and di(j)o(ed them in 
the Channel about the Caftle at luch ' Di (lances 
as deprived the bcfieged of all manner of Com- 
munication, and all Hope of Relief. Having taken 
.this Order, with more Judgment than he had 
cxprcflcd all the Day before, he was more calm 
thin he had been, and having left the Command 
.tp wards the City, to Petronius and Licinius, 
and towards the Sea to Pulvius, he retired to the 
Palace, to reft hitpfelfi after the Trouble he had 
been in.. 

He was no fooner come thither, but he had all 
the Princefles at his Feet, O^avia and Julia de- 
manded Marcellus j Agrippina and Antonia^ with 
hdarcellus^ defircd of him the Children o^ Anthony 
their Brothers i^. a*id .ii Ahtonta durft not openly 
\dcfv:c Dru/usj ye^.niight it be feen, that all her 
.Wiihcs were not for h^r Brothers. Artemifa fol- 
^iciced for 4Ux under ^ Marcia for Ptohmy^ and 
except Z/v/tf, who what AfFc6lion foevcr Ihe mighc 
have for Drufust fccmcd only to mind the Intc- 
. refts of the Emperor, there were few Princefles 
.and. Ladies pf Quality m Augujius Court, who 
jnediatcd not for .the Illuftrious Befieged. EUfa^ 
■ the Queen her Mother, whom the late Adven- 
tures of Artal^an had put into new Trouble for 
hiim, intreated not the Emperor as to*him, ima- 
gining fuch Intrcaties frniilcfs, and it below their 
Dignity to become Petitioners to a Perfon who 

be- 
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behavtd hiinfelf with (b much Infolencc cowards 
them, but fought out other way$ to get him ioto 
theit Power, than by Submiflions, ycc all proved 
ioefFe^^aU s^nd befides that the £mperor*s Senti- 
ment was (uch as made all SuppUcacions fruitlefs, 
he had Anfwers foccious enough to rid himfelf of 
thofe who befougot him on the behalf of C^riW/f- 
nus or CdfartQ. ^ Why do you fbllictte me for 
' MarciUuSf (faid be to Odavia) have you ob- 

* fecved he was Icfs dear to me than to yourfelf^ 

* Aud do you imagine that i^ he perilhes angratd- 

* ful as he is, my Grief will be lefs than yours ? 

* Ufe your SoUiciiation rather to him to get him 
' oat of the Danger into which he halh wilfully 

* ca(k himfelf, and afliire yourfe2f» that, notwith- 

* ftaudtnghis Ingratitude I ihall fpread my Arms 

* to him as my Son, whenever he ihall return 
*• to us.' He faid the fame thing in a mangier to 
tho(e who fpokefor the Son o( Antbohy^ Special- 
ly for Julius Antenius^ who being, . as he faid» 
infinitely obliged co him, had that Day in the heat 
of the Engagement forfbok his Party, to cafl him- 
felf into that of the Enemy. 

Having thus IhufHcd on the Ferfon\that moft 
importuned him, he withdrew, -but with fuch a 
Refeniment againfl all the Kings, Princes, and 
others among the Romans^ who had not followed 
him that Day, that he would not fee any one of 
them, though he (aw that ^r/^^^rz/f ly^/, and Phi' 
ladeipb^ upoti the kindnefs they had reaived from 
Artaban^ and the Alliance they had already engag- 
ed chemfelves in with the Children 9f Anthony^ 
as alfo Archelausy Domhiusy Crajfus, Lentu/us^ 
and fome orhers, either upon that Coiiftdcration, 
or that of an ancienc Friendlhip there was between 
them and the Ho\i(k of Ansbofty^ had much reafbn 
to be excufed-. Foe the King of Scytbia, he quar* 
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rclkd modi at his proceeding, but knew netbovl 
to behave hMBfcIf cowards him, thinking k oi 
the one fide very draage, and not to b£ endured* 
that in his own Court he Ihould declare for 
£oemies,^ and on the other, not conceiving 
any reafbn Ihovld iuclioe Jbiiii to give any Difcon*| 
true 10 one of the greateft Kings in <he WotU 
one rhar, not upon any Account obliged cbereca 
was conw to vifit him, contrary to all ehe ordiiist- 
f y Ceremonies u(ed by Monarchs, who bad oo j 
JDependeoxc on the Empirey and who ocherwiie 1 
was fuch, bodi for the Vaftnefs of bis Territories, \ 
and the Grcauiefs of his Perron, as was not to be ' 
injured without Thoughts «f a War, whereof the 
Event might prove ancertain, elpecially if bis* 
t'orces ihould be joined to rhofe of the Parihians, . 
as it might happen, through the Friendlhip which 
that King had contradied with Artaban\ and the ' 
Queen and Princels of PartbU. That which gra- 
velled him moft in thefe intricate Con^unAnrcs 
was, that Agrippay whoft Arm and Advice were 
his fureft Refuge, not only was not in a Capacity 
to (crve him, either in the one kind or in the other, 
|}ut was jiot to be accjuaimed with what pafled, 
out of a Fear chat if he were, he might di&pprove 
of it, and oppofe it with all the Ihrered he had 
in him. M^cenas gave him that Advice which his 
ViT(6c infpired him with, and confcquenrly not 
-much confonant to the Intentions which Cif/2rr was 
then in *, but he wanted the Courage and Authoriry 
•of jigrippa to prefs it home. Auguftus bad in- 
deed taken panicular Notice of what Corio/anus 
had done on his behalf, but had attributed it to 
IdareeiluSy as having not, in the Diforder he was 
in, obferved the Arms oijubA^s Son, and being 
iUpt to believe that among Perfons whom he per- 
secuted with fomuchCciicIty, there could be only 

Mar- 
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Idarcellus chat fhould have that Tendcrncfs for 
ibis Life. He would have admired that Adion ia 
CoriofanuSf could he have t>elieved k donebyhim^ 
and acttibured it to a Generodty more than ordi- 
nary i but he edecmed it the lefs in Marcellus^ 
iFrom whom he might have expeded greater things', 
'and thought himlelf lefs obUgcd' to* him for that 
Relief, than he thought he fhould be incens- 
ed againft him for the AlBftance he bad afforded 
Kis Eiiemies, fighting againd his Men at a Place 
where be him(elf \r«is inPerfon: Yet could he not 
fvithout fome Teixor ccflcd on the Danger he had 
been in, nor chink on the terrible Pofture of C^e- 
fario^ wichout making his Acknowledgments to 
Heaven for the AlGftance he had received in fo 

freat an Extremity. He faw only Agrippa rhac 
lights and having (laid a ihort Time with him, 
retired, with Thoughts divided between the Grief 
hs. felt for the Injuries he conaived done him, an4 
the Joy he imagined to himrelf from the Revenge 
^hich nothing ihould be able to divert. 

In the mean time, the Princes vifere gotten into 
the Cadle, wbere they had bee^ received not on- 
ly by their valiaiic Companions, buCrtheir beloved 
Princcflcs, who with the |oy they conceived to 
fee them efcape {9 great a Danger, went to me^ 
them with Marceflus and prufus, CUppatrf 
and Can4aQe ,iaid to their Lovers, whatever ^n 
Affedlion they bad'for them, they would not lon- 
ger fmother, though they took ill their expoling 
chemfelves to fuch eminent Danger, and h;^zard- 
ing their Lives fo unadvifedly, upon an Account 
jo difFerenc from that of fp many Noble Vi^a- 
xies as they had gained. The two Princes ex* 
fvfti tbemfelves ifpon the Necefficy that forcei 
them thereio ^ but after Cieopatra had entertained 
'f^rhUnMS witli her firft Cacefles and Dififourfe, ihe 
^ Si was 
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wasalitdc aftoniihcd lo^i^A Julius Ant oni us \eii\i 
hku, and to bear from Ptotomy after whac man- 
ner, aiid with what Gcnerofity he caxnfe into their 
Party. Cleofatra kindly embraced him, and after 
flic had affured him of all the AfFeaion which 
out of Refpcjas of Blood» the knowledge of his. 
worth, and upon that laft Obligation, Sic might 
conceive foe him: « Ah! Brother, {faid Jhe to 
» him) why come you to aggravate our Grief by 

* augmenting the Number of thofe that arc to 
« die? And why will you put a Period to rhc 

* Houfc of Anthony^ when all the Hones of its 
« Continuance are only in you ? Thofe ,f crfons 

* who arc fo ready to dyt^ {replies Antonius) are 

* (b Illuftrious for their Quality, that there is more 
» Glory than Danger to participate of their For- 

* tunes } and you nave conceived a very bad Opi- 

* nionofme, if you thought that^ as things ftand 

* now, I had any other Reiolution to take, than that 
« of endeavouring to fcrvc you and my Brothers. 

With thefe Words he embraced Alexander^ who 
received him into his Arms, and whofe EzpoHu- 
lation with him was much like that of Cleopatra, 
Marcellus and Dru/usy though troubled at his com- 
ing to fliare in the Glory which they only might 
hope from their own Gencrofity, embracing him 
with much Affedtion, Cdfario looked on him noc 
oiily as a Brother to his Brethren, but as his own ; 
and Artaban confidered him as a Prince as wonhy 
his Efteem and Friendfhip,' as he was of the Blood 
he was defcepded of, and the Name he bore. 
But the King of AJauritaniaCtdnfr in him that 
Brother of Cleopatra loft for fo many Years, whoni 
he had loved as the wo^hy Brother of his Princefs, 
and by whom he had beeji (b gallantly (ecdnded 
aginil thoie who would have carried her away,' 
the Day he had fought mihTilferiuSf and fallen 

^ -' into 
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into the Hands of Avgujius^ thought himfclf ob- 
liged more pariicularly chau all othets, to affure 
him of his AfFedion and Refentment, and wa% 
not wanting to acquit himfelf thereof, though ie 
trouWcd him above any to (ec fo many Pcrfons 
chat were dear to him call them felves. into a Mif- 
forrune, which he conceived none ftould be en-' 
gaged in but himfelf. 

Having taken all ncec(Iary order for the Defence 
of the Caftle, the two PriiTceflcs would have the 
Princes put ofF their Armour to take a little reft,, 
which '\i\ obedience to their Commands they did, 
and went all together with them to the Chamber 
where they had ftaid during the Aflault. There 
it was thac C^farh took occa(ion to acquaint that 
lltudrious Company w»h what Coriolanus had 
done for the Re(cue of Auguflus^ and that crav- 
ivxQMarcellus's pardon for the Intention he had 
to DQ the Death of his Uncle, he rcpre(?iKcd to him 
the pcvv Obligation piit upon him by his Friend. 
All prefent admired the Adlion of the King of 
Mauritania,^ and the Son of Ofiavia embracing 
him with a Tranfportation greater than what pro- 
ceeds from Friendihipj * It is certainly yourDc- 

* figif [f aid he fo him) that this finglc Adliou 

* ihould eclipfe all the Dcmonflrations I can give 
*' you of my Fiicndlhip, and reduce me to aCon- 

* dition to die ungrateml, though Idie with you.

To thcfc Words of Marceltus the Aflcmbly act 

jed their Celebrations of the Gcncrofity of O^Ho^ 
ktnus; bathe was bat little fenfible thereof ac that 
Time, sb being cztreamly caft down at the >7ews 
broaghc him, that there were no Pro?i(ions in- 
the Cadle, and that there was hardly to HifEfe 
the Perfbns that were in it for the Remainder of 
that Day. He faw by this Account of their Con- 
<Htton, chat the Place was no longer to be main^ 
tained hf Valour, that there \lras- no way buc co 
perilh ; and that though the Princes might have 
the Conftancy to tndure Hunger to the ucmoft Ex- 
rremiry, the Soldiers who had no Heroick Souls, 
would not be fo fatisfied, but the next Day, if 
that Misfortune came to their knowledge, d^ 
liver both them and the Caftle into the Hands of 
jittguftus. The Refle^ion^e made thereon were 
ds. fo many Thorns in his Breaft, and knowing it 
was thtoagh his means that thofe he {b deair?y 
loved were all ezpofed to the (aine Extremity, his 
Conftancy, how great focvtr, could not buc give 
i;^ay upon his" Thoughts of it. Whereupon Death 
prefciiring it fclf to bis imagination, not fuch as 
he had often defied in Combats, where ic could 
never daunt him, buc under the moft horrid (hape 
it could afliimcj by hazarding the Lives of C/(W- 
fatra and Marcellus^ made him tremble, and pat 
hifh iino a Condition much more deplorable than 
if he had been at that very inftant to lay his Head 
down to the cruel Infttumcnrs of Auguflus's Re- 
venge; Cleopatra and Marcellus obferving in his 
Counccttance rhc Difturbancc he was in, would 
have comforted him 5 but their Prefcnce, inftead 
of producing that EflFcd rather aggravated his Af- 

ffi^ioo^ 
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flid^k^n, nor could he> but wkli-EyesoVrokft with 
» fatal Cloudincfs, look ^ thofe bdoved Perfofl? 
who Co refttlily embraced Death upon kis Ac«euiit. 
In the mean time, Cdfarh^ bating hdd rhe Op- 
pot tuniry of Come Difcoarfe with ArfMbany bad^ 
exprcfs'd CO him the Joy he coneeiyed at his hap- 
py acknowledgment of being a Prince defcended 
tcotk Arfitcet^ affiiring him that News bad not any 
way furpttat'd him, andthathehadevet confides- 
ed him as a PerCbn fa excellent in all things, that 
he codid not ^ perfwadcd but he was of Noble 
Birth* Bttt the Son of Pi^mpey^ who had not, 
with theDifcovery of his Original, re-aflum'd the 
mi jail A vet (ion which he derived from Nature 
agatnil thc>Son oi Julius Cdfar^ and called to 
mind that geneeous Confidence of CufariOy apoi> 
which the Very Day they had been reoondled, he 
woukl hate diCcdirered hi^ Birth to him in a Place 
where fuch ii Difcovery might hive prov*d dange*" 
RDtts, ht tf>ncbded it wa^ net from him he had 
Rceited Ehfa*% Commands to eoticeal his ownv 
ind chat the Prtneefs would not be difTacisfied thac 
be (hoold make that remrn to the Getierofity of (b ' 
great a Prince. To which end, takickg him afide 
to a Wmdow whence they could not be oter- 
hea/rd ^ Mt is not ju(V, f4id he 9$ himt I (hould 
^ atifwer that noble Freedom you expitefi toward 

* me, by a Refertedne(s which I am command- 
^ rd to obferve towards others } and fince you, 

* out of a Confidence wonhy your Courage, 
*" would have, difcovered to me that you were 
' the Son of CafaVj I, out of a like, am to lee 

* you know, that I am the Son of Pompej : By 
*• this Acknowledgment, I clear Nature of the 
^ Averfion (he had given me againft you, but 

* Ihould not vindicate my own reafon, if it had 
^ not overcome it> upon my knowledge of ycuc 
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fidmirable Virtue. I am co tell you further, duu> 
with (he difbovcry of my being^ Pomfey*s Soo> 
my Love co che Son of Cafar hach nor only re- 
ceived no Remiflion, but that I ihould not hate 
Cf/tfr himfclf, were he Iiviug,.fince he carried 
on che War againfl P^mpey, for Fame and the 
Empire, and had no hand in rhe Bafenefi of 
Ptohn^y againfl whom 1 fliould turn all Re- 
venge, iiCuJar himfelf had not done ic« I am 
accordingly inclined co hope, that you will not 
hare me for being Son toPomfej, uncecheMiA 
fortunes of Pompey leave not C/tfar him (elf 
any Ground co hate him, and that you are Maficr 
of too great a Soul to wiih thofe ill who court 
your Fricndfhip. 
Cafariohsid with much Adonilhment hearkned 
to the Di(cour(e of ?^;77p^y*s Sonj and when he 
had given over fpeaking, rejoicing thereto with 
an Adiou wherein might be feen that' that Dif- 
covery wrought no change of Sentiments in him i 
You furprize me not, (/aid he to bim) by the 
Account you give me of yourfclfj it was but 
neceflary that a Pcrfon who can Co well abate 
che Infolenceof Kings, ihould bedefcended from 
a Man who had (een fo many Kings at his Feet. 
I am infinitely obhged to you, that after this 
Difcovery you will continue your Friendihip 
towards me; nay, thougii I am fatisfied, that 
neither defar nor Queen Cleopatra had any 
hand in che lafl Misfortunes of pompey ^ and that 
it is not unlikely Cafar would h^ve been mo- 
derate in the Advantages of his Fortune, if chat 
of Pompey would have permi'ccd it , yet I en- 
tertain the ProfFeryou make me of your Friend- 
ihip as a pure EfkiSl of your Vircues ^ and am 
coaOureyou, that next to che Obligations I have 
(o Cavdacet tbcro»is not any thing I more value.* 

Where- 
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Whereupon embracing one another, upon the 
new Confirmation of their Friendlhip, Artaban 
gave C^fario a ihort Account of the Particular; 
of his Birth, and the AfTu ranees he had of it, as 
he had Tcccived them from Briton^ 

By this Time, Night was drawing on, and the 
Princes, having cauied a Diflribucion to be made 
of what' Provifions there were in the Ca{lle» 
"foClhd, much to their Grief, there was hardly to 
afFprd a hght repaft for fo many Pcrfons, and that 
the next Day iney' muft either be miraculoufly 
fupply'd from Heaven, or fuffer through Hunger 
what they had avoided by the Sword. The Prm- 
cedes and Princes made that poor Meal with much 
Conftancyj neither Cleofatra nor Candace dif- 
covefing anything ofWeakncfs upon fo ftrangca 
Misfortune. Coriotanus and C^fario feem*d the oa- 
!y Pcrfons troubled, asrefleding it was upon thcic 
Account that their Princelfcs and Friends wcrefal- 
len into that Extremity 5 and the Grief which {ccm- 
ed to be legible in the Countenances of ArtaJbufip 
Drufus and Alex under y proceeded from their. R»^- 
mcmbrances of Etifa^ Antonia^ and Artemijat, 
rather than the Danger that threatned.them. Drw 
fus and Alexander diGsovered fo much the lel$> 
- becaufc tb^y had left their Princefles fafe among 
thek Friends, and feared not any thing inight hap- 
pen to thism *, but Artaban was much in Diftur- 
bance, and though he were refblved, out of a Con- 
fideration of Honour to perifli with his Friends, 
if be could not avoid it, and had a Courage greac 
enough to face Death without any trouble, yet 
could he not reflcd^ that Elrfd was in the Power 
of Augufiusy and that to be revenged for the In- 
jury he had that Day received, ne might force 
' her to marry Agrippa, without an Affliftion that 
' proved cxtreamly a Torment to him.

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Ht was upon the Rack of thoft ConfiderationSf 
When Corioianus and Csfario came to communi- 
tare their Grief to him, and ask his Advice in rhe 
Sxeremity rhcy were reduced co^ and aU the Prinoes 
being called to deliberate together what Re(bludoo 
ihould be taken, it was without any Contradi^on^ 
refolvcd, that when the Night vHras a little advanc- 
ed, they fhbuld endeavour to force their way 
through the Guards, and, with the Princefles^ 
and ail the Men that were in the Caflle, endea- 
vour to break through the Enemy on that fide- 
which led to the Aitkiopian Ships ^ not but that 
the Execution of this Enterprize would prove diffi- 
cult and dangerous, yet was it to be embraced 
before the Dcarh they wereaflurcd of in theCaftle, 
being of that kind whi^h was moft unwor- 
thy their Courage. This Refblution taken, about 
an Hour after they (ee things in order for the Ex- 
ecution of it 'y and the Princes^ having fatisfied the 
Soldiery of the Ntceffity there was they ihould 
ocbavethemftlvcs gallantly, CoriolanuSy ArPaban^ 
and Cdfarh led tncm on, and ordered the twO' 
PrinceUcs, with thcir^ Women, to come behind, 
cbudu^ed by MarcelluSy Drufus^ and the three: 
^otisoS Anthony* That lUuftrious Company, con- 
fining of what was moft great in tlie World,, ei- 
ther as to Valour or Beauty, weiit in that pof- 
ture out of the Caftle, with a Courage, no le& 
remarkable in the Princefles than the Princes ^ 
and the three Chief, who had feverally command- 
ed fo great Armies, and were now all reduced 
to the Command of fo fmall a Number^ fell in. 
with fuch Fury upon, a Guard placed almoft at 
the End of the Bridge, and immediately forced it 
with fuchSuccefs, that, having cut fome to pieces, 
the reft fled in diforder to the next Poft. This, 
not only encouraged the Soldiers, but put their 

yaJianc 
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valiant Commanders into fome hope } bac whcn» 
turning their Faces towards the Sea, they would 
charge thofe that kept the Paflage that way, they 
found thdr attempts would ptove inefTe^bual, the 
Ways being made up with Barricadoes and great- 
Beams, and maintained by above two thousand 
Soldiers, commanded by valiant Men. So that 
having (ct upon them very defperatcly, but to 
little purpofe, and perceiving it impofUble to gee 
through, and that upon the iofs of Tome of theic 
Men, the red; were unwilling to advance upon a 
Defigti abfblutely defpcrate, chey were forced ta 
make what hade they could towards the Caftle» 
having out of a prudent Forefight, left^W/6;» and 
Eteocies at the end of the Bridge with fifty MeD» 
to prevent the Enemy from gctring into it during 
-the Engagement ; and accordingly Marceilus^ Dirw^ 
fus^ and the Sons oi Anthony conduced the Prin- 
'CcfHs thither, while Artaba^tyC^fario, and C^r/^ 
- /anas made their Retreat fo as lo keep the Encm)r 
•io play tilhhey came to the CaftleGate, iiRo which- 
they were the laft that entred. 

Upon this iaft A61 of Misfonune was it, that 

'Grief and Exafperation wrought their faddeft Ef- 

■fedsia the two Princes, whofaw Kb many lllut- 

*criou5 Perfotts that were de^r to them, eitpofed lo 

kcrtaiu Death upon their Accoutit. Citfarh fcU 

ai the Feet oiCafidace^ to divert her from the Dc- 

'(ign Ihe had to die with him, and intreated his 

Brothers to leave him in an Extremity wherein he 

could make no Advantage of their Gcnerofity^ Fie 

pfcffid the fame thing to the great 4rtaban^ put- 

' ring him in mind of his Obligations to Etifa, and 

feprefentingtohiin, that he Aould flight all things 

for the Scfvice of that Princcfs. But the Soti of 

Juba was tranfportcd in fuch manner, as would 

have railtd cOmpaffion in thamofl infen£ble hearts ;. 

and 
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and betraying what might be thought the Ef&ds 
of Weakne(s in hiqi, had he been reduced there- 
to out of any Rerpe6l to himlelf, he endeavoured, 
both by Words and Tears, to prevail wick cho(e 
Pcrfons in whom the Expedation of fudden Death 
produced no fuch EfFed, to leave him to his ovro 
Misfortunes. He lay proflrate at the Feet of CU(h 
fa tray washing them with Tears, and with much 
ado recovering the Freedom of Speech, * If ever 
* (faU be to her ) Love begat Companion in any 
^oui, and if you would have me/ at the Period 
of Life flatter myfclf with the Glory of liaving 
been loved by my Princels, my adored Princcfs; 
by that Love which I ihall inviolably preserve 
in the other Life •, by aH you acknowledge (acred, 
and in Submidion to thoCe Deities whom you 
have ever reverenced, and now incenfe by the 
Injuftice you do me, force me not to die the 
Qiofl terrible kind of Death my Enemies couM 
have invented for me ^ and think it enough, that 
after the Example of the Queen your Mother^ 
'^ou have farisficd the World how eafily you can 
(light Death for his fake whom ^ou love, with- 
out cxercidng to the utmoft this ftrange kind 
of Cruelty upon me. For, in fine, imagine not 
that whea 1 die, I (hall quarrel 9X Augufius; 
all he can do is to put me to an ordinary Death, 
a thing 1 have often defied in Occafions hazard- 
ous enough \ but you would make it fuch to mc 
by your hital Refolution, as no Courage can en- 
dure without falling into the worft of Defpaix. 
Coufidcr, that to the Injuries you do mc, you 
add an irreparable Ofience againft Heaven, and 
that all Nature is concerned in youi Cruelty, 
when you deClroy what the Gods and flie had 
made mod beautiful in the Univetic j that Heaven^ 
Eanh} alINationS| all Ages, will blame me for 
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the inj^yl do them, and that, choufands fuch 
Lives as miue ought not to be prcleryed with 
the leaft danger of yours. And thou cruel 
Friend, (added be^ iurning to Marcellus) choa 
who confirmed her in this fatal refolution by 
the cruel Example thou ^avcft her, werzthou not 
fatisfied with the Miseries which 1 would at 
my Deacb derive from the confiderations of 
my Love, but mud aggravare them by jtbe 
efiedls of an unfortunate Friendlhip 3 or is ic 
not to heighten the Cruelty oi Auguftiisy rather 
than to aUure me of thy Friendlhip, that thou 
art gnilcy of this Barbanfm towards me \ Exam- 
ple of Inhumanity I what wouidd thou reduce 
me to ? What is there in the lofs of this wretched 
Life that can in any degree recofnpenfe the World 
for what I depriv.e it of, when it is that which was 
mod precious in it ? Wouldd thou not give me 
a dearer and more noble demonflration of thy 
Friendlhip, in diverjtijig Cleopatra from her fcatal 
defign, and in living to fetve and comfort her in 
the misfortunes whereto fhe may be reduced, than 
in tormenting my Eyes, jud when they are to be 
clofed to eternal Darknefs, with the dreadful fpec- 
cac|e of the Death of Q/eopatra and Marcellus? 
To thefe Expodulations the exafperated'^on of 
yuba added a many others, which his Afflidlion 
furniihed his Tongue withal ^ but if thofe to 
whom he addrefled them were moved therear, 
it was witii fomethiflg contrary to what he woujd 
have had tHqm produce, and the fair Cleopatra 
looking -on him with Eyes drier than his 
own, though not whoHy free from Tears: 

* Trifle not zw^y^ Coriolanus, (fald fioe to him) 

* in complainrs and fruiclcls reftu rncnts the fmall 

* remainder of our Lives, and it it be any fatif- 

* fadlion to thee to be afllircd that Cleopatra 

. ' ' ' ' * loves 
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loves thee, enjoy it to the laft gafp, without 
troabling her as thou doft, by a Torment thou 
CO no purpofe inflidleft, on thy felf. Confider, 
that thou art unjud and cruel to thy (elf ia 
thy defircs } and if thou believed I really love 
thee, nay, Co vrcU as to die with thee, tcQe^ 
what my Life would fignify to me, after the 
lofs of chine. Or to what wouldeft thou expofe . 
me, when thou dedreft I fliould continue it afrer 
thy Death ? Shall I live to forget thee > ihall 1 
live to marry Tiberius ? can that hope comfort 
thee ? or if after thy Death, I prove conftanc 
in the AflFcdlion I have for thee, ihall I live to 
bewail thy lofs to my Grave T or doft thou think 
that condition happier for me than the Death I 
would fufFer with thee ? Consider, Ceriolanus^ 
that Grief diftra^s thee, and that thou canft 
not defire 1 fhould furvive thee, without doin^ 
me an injury, in imagining me either capable 
of comfort, or that I c^n' fot$et thee, or, which 
is worfc, make me too unfortunate by cou- 
demning me to Eternal degrees. Forbear there- 
fore to prcfs mc any further, who, with, 
the confcnt of my Brother^ that hear us, 
have not given thee the Name of Husband, but 
with a retbhition never to forfake thee : But en- 
deavour to prevail with Munetlus^ whofc 
Fortunes Ifioiild be ha'ppy, if with time he 
may overcome tne grief he may conceive at 
the lofs of his Friend.' He hiath not the fande 
reafens which I have to alledge to thee, and 
hath lib doubt thofe obligations to futta whith 
I have not. to any, 1 ftiall !>caVe in the World 
behind me. Reprefent to Drufus what' may. 
be expeifted from him by Jntonia \ to AU^f* 
antler ^ what from him, by Artemifa^ to Pto^ 
lomji what from him, oy Mai'ciay and to 

' Julius^ 
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Julius Antonius what from him, in order ta- 
the continuance of an IlluClrious Blood whereof 
he is the firCt. As to what Julia may expert 
from me [faidr Marcclius interrupting be}) it 
cannot dirpei>(e wkh me, as to what 1 owe mj. 
Friend. The£e obligatiqiis are not incon(i(lent |. 
be(ides chat 1 can owe no lefs than my (elf, foe 
the reparation of an injury I have done ray 
felf, by perfecu'kig a too faithful^ and too' un- 
fortunate Friend : And I can owe no lefs thztt 
my feJf to the revenge of AuguflusJs Cruelty^ 
wnb will needs lacrince his Life whom he loves 
as his Son, to his unjuft refentments and cruel 
Maxims. . For my part ((ays Drufuj) I am 
not any way to be pitied, fince I am Son and 
Brother to rho(e who are the occaflons of your 
Ruin, and than by this A<f^ion I afTure Jntonia 
qIF what all the precedent of my Life could nevee 
perfwadc her to. And for us, [^added Frince 
Alexander, [peaking for bimje/f and Violotay) 
we cannot expedl any acknowledgment for ouc 
contempt of Death ; for, befides tlut we could 
not with honour but engage out (elves inthecoa- 
cerntnents of a Brother' and Sifter, whom the 
Perfecutor pf our Houfe would put to Deatti 
with fo much Crueky, he had ordered us alfo 
ro be (ecured, haply with the (ame intentioti. 
So that ic is dedgned then [cries out tbe defpe" 
rate Coriolanus) all ihould periib, and that 
my misfortune muCl drag both Cleopatra and 
Marcellus^ and Drujhsy and all the Houfe of 
Anthony, tp inevitable JDeath/ He ftuck % little 
at char condderation, and at laft afTuming 
ihe Di(cour(e with an Adion more doleful, 
* Whac [added he), (hall Cieopatra and M^trctl" 
^ lusy and fo many lUuftripus Perfons die through 
^ my meauSi and Hull fo many excellenc Lives 

* be 
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* be facrificed to one fo wretched as mine ? No^ 

* no, Cleopatra^ no Idarctllus^ you iliall uevec 

* fee me expofed to the misformuc you threaten 

* me with, and I will prevent it> though all the 
' Earth fhould contribute to my unhappinefs. I 

* will never fee the fair Eyes oi Cleopatra clofci 

* up by Death, nor (hall I expedl, till that hor^ 

* rid Enemy, againft whom «our Valour avails 

* us nothing, bach wrought any change in her 

* Countenance. I defpair nor yet, with the 

* affiftanccs of Heaven, and my o-^n Courage, 

* to fecure what Love and Friendlhip make fo 
' dear to me, fince I cannot imagine I lliall want 

* thenr in fo juft a dcfign. 

With thofe Words he walked up and down, 
one while in the Chamber, another' in a Gallery 
adjoining to it, and in that manner tormeiued 
himfclf till it was day, not entertaining the leaft 
tomfort from the difcourles of cither Cleopatra 
or Marcelluu C^fario was in a condition not 
much different through the grief he was in for 
CanJacci and Artaban^ though loath to for- 
fake fuch lUuftrious Friends, was ncverthelefs re- 
vived to force his way through Ten Thoufand 
Swords, or receive his Death from the Points of 
them, bjut he would find out Elifa^ and deliver 
her oijt of the Hands of Augttflus\ id fpighc of 
all the Force of the Emperor. 

If the Caftlc were thus all in Grief, there was 
but little Joy in the Palace, and bcfidcs the cffcdls 
which Sorrow produced in the Perfons moft con- 
cern*d, fuch as fi/if/Ii, 7«/i<», Antonia, Artemir 
fa^ VSiftvia^ and the Sifters of Marcellus^ and 
iwhat a gcneroiis Compaffion wrought- in Alca^ 
tnenes^ Arwbarzttnesy Phiietdelphy Armitiius^ 
Arcbelnusy and their fair Princeflcs, even thole 
who expelled to make their advantages of others 

unhap- 
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ufihappinefs, could noc reficdl thereon wichotu 
nioch didurbance. Livla^ however fhe might 
diflemble before AuguftuSy was excreamly trou- 
bled foe DrufuSy aud according cp the greatnefs 
of her Affedion cowards him, perplexed to find 
cue a way co gee him out of the danger whereto' 
he was expofed) without favtng Cgrhlanus^oz 
ruining the Pretenfions of Ftberius. Nay» Ihe 
law fo little hope to make Tiberius happy, by- 
the enjoyment of Cleopatra^ though it were in* 
her Power to beftow her on hin>, that (he heartily 
wiihed to fee him quit all inclinations for her, 
as thinking nothing more ruinous, as to bis. For- 
tunes, nor the defign ihe ever had of rai(ing her 
Children, if poffible, to the highcft Dignity. 
Tiber ifis himfelf could find no fatisfadiun in what 
was done to that end, and befides the remor(e it 
was to him« to fee perfecuied with (b much 
Cruelty, a Perfbn, who fome Days before had 
(o ^eneroudy given him •his Life, yet without 
prefliing bis advantage (b far, as to make him 
disclaim all hopes of Cleopatray he conceived fuch 
a Gfief at the Princefs*s avcrfion for him, and 
was by her late carriage (b fatisfied of the Love 
ihc had for his Rival, that he wiihed with all 
bis Heart he could difcngage himfelf of that 
which he had for her, as not able, by reafon of 
the violence of his AfFcdion, to think on the 
Refblution ihe had to die vfitliCoriolanusy with- 
out dying almoft himfelf out of the fear he was in 
for her, but rcfolvcd to fuffer any thing before he 
fhould fuflEcr her to put her dcHgn in Execution. 
'He was that Night vidted by the Emprefs, who 
law him feveral times in the Day, and while ihe 
was fat down on the Bed (idc by him, and dif- 
courfing wi h him, Thrafyltus the Aftrologcr, 
who came to him every Day, aiid whom he gave 

much 
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iftuch Credit to, en ers the Room ;■ and wherher 
he were (blliciced to that porpofc by} Drufus, or 
that a confidenee of the troth obh'gcd him there- 
to, he rakes Tiberi»r by the hand, and wringing 
ie with much earncftncfs; * My Lord, (fatd be' 

* t$ him) if you have hitherto found any Truth 

* in the things I hate rofd you, let me intreac 
*' you to give abfohitc Credit to what 1 am now 

* to acc|Uaintyotf with, and fapon that dii'coverr, 
' crideaTotrr to fiibdue a Pamou, which is tnc 

* main Obftacfc 6f your Grcatnefs. I know, 

* without the afttftance of my Art, the Love 

* you have for Clevpaira j and 1 know by it, 

* that you will come to the Empire, I forcfce it 

* ft) inevitably, that I durfl: engage my Life upon 
^ the confidence I have of tt \ bat I can withal 

* give it you for a thing infallible, that he whcr 

* ihall have the Enjoyment of C/eepatra^ wilf 
*• never be Maflcr of the Ettipire, and am c6n* 
•^ tern you cut off my Mead, if Time confirms not. 
« the Truth of my P'rediaion.' Thi difeoutfe of 
"Ibrnfylks prevailed frruch with T/^fritfj", wha 
had experienced the Truth of his Predidions j. 
but ii wrought ftrangely on Livtit, in whofn 
Ambition was the predominatK PafHon, and^ 
having caufcd Tirefyltus to cxprefs bimfelf taore 
clearly, as to that particular, he acquainted then! 
more at large, how he, by infallible Obfervatious^ 
forefaw that he who married j^ulia ftiould Suc- 
ceed Augufius, that it Ihould not be Marcellus ^ 
and that by all the Rules of his Science, it could 
be no other than Tiberius j but that he would 
venture his Life that Cleopatra lliould never be 
Wife to the Emperor. Livia was much pleafcd 
with this Difcourfe, and raifed in Tiberius a 
liking of it as much as lay in her Power j and he 
beings no icfs Ambitious than^ Amorous, thofe 

kemouK 
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Kemouftrances, (though not able co cure him of 
Ms Love) obliged him to make fome reflcdions 
on the Obftacic he met with therein by the avcr- 
fion of Cleopatra^ and the refolution {he harl 
taken to die rather than be his, and forCake his 
Rival, and upon thbfc rcflcdions heightened his 
Courage to endeavour his recovery. 

No better was the condition of ^grippa^ 
tliough not £b much indifpofed in Body as he 
had been fome days before, the Fever having m 
a manner left him. He kilew nothing of what 
pafFed, but imagined there was fomething extra- 
ordinary in agitation, and fiifpeded from the 
Difcourfes of the Emperor, and the referyed car- 
riage of his own Servants; when he enquired af- 
ter her, that Blifa might receive fome unhahd- 
fome Treatment upon his account. The Emperor, 
upon pretence of the importunity of Vifits to % 
Perfbn in his condition, had ordered that the 
Princes and othtt Pcrfons, from whomhcmighr 
have underdood how things went, ihould not 
be admitted to him \ but that Night, after tho 
Emperor had left his Chamber, one oftheQueen> 
of Psrtbiit's Women came to the Door to fpeak. 
with him $ and Agrippa having heard fome of 
his People fpcaking to her, commanded them ta 
tell him what the matter was. He had no fooner 
heard ity but he ordered her to be brought in, 
and was very angry (he had waited fo long. 
The Woman coming to the Bed- fide, prefcnted 
him with a Letter from the Princefs of Partbia. 
The Amorous Agrippa charw^ed colour upon the 
liearing of that Name, and after he had, not with- 
out trembling received the Letter, he caufed 
Torches to be brought, and ha^«ing opened it, 
found therein thefe Words«

* find, after fuch a Crime committed, any Re-

Jgrippa read the Letter over two or three fc- 
veral times with an adonifhment, which could 
not be compared to any thing but the grief that 
attended it, and he was at fuch a lofs through 
both, that of a long time he coyld not recover the 
Treedom of Speech. At laft, cafting his Eyes off 
the Letter, and turning them one while on the 
Woman who had brought it, with aa Adiiou 
difcovcring the greatnefs of his Grief, and ano- 
ther on uich of his Men as were about him, 
with looks full of Fury j he fcemed by the one 
aud the other to exprefs how much he was 

dif- 
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dilpleafeci with thtm, and how ready to vindicate 
■him (elf to her. 

In fiiWy his aftonifhmcnf giving way to the dc» 
(ire he had to clear his innocence, and to remedy 
the inconveniences he was the occafion of, he 
-called the moft confiderabic of his Servants, and 
laid his abfoiure Commands upon him to give 
him a faithful account of what paded, and whac 
he was kept in ignorance of. Whereupon, wil- 
ling to fatisfy his Mafler's defire, though with 
fomc hazard of Cip/^r*sdirpleafarc, he entertained 
him with a long Relation of what had been kept 
fccret from him, as well concerning the Arrival 
of the Queen of Partbiay the Death of Pbraates^ 
<hc ac4cnowledgment oi Artaban to' be a Prince 
of the Blood oi Arfaca^ as the Imprifonment of 
Artaban^ the Emperor's Orders for the Death of 
C&rhlanus and C^fariOy the taking of the CaQlie 
by Artaban and the Sons ofAntbony^ the Adtion 
of Cleopntray Mareeilus and Drufus^ their rcfo- 
^UTJon to die with the two Princes, the Sally 
made by the befiegcd, and th^ afliirance which 
the Emperor had of the want of Provifions in the 
Cadle, upon which he had rcfolved either to 
ftatvc tho(e llluftrious Perfons, or have them ail * 
.at his Mercy to receive fuch punilhment as he 
Ihbuld think fit. In a Word, he omitted no- 
thing which he thought was not come to the 
knowledge of Jgripfa ; and when he came to 
thofe pafiages which he would reprefent more 
favourably, out of a fear of the Emperor*s di(^ 
pleafure, Elifas Woman, who was prcfent at 
the Di(courle, difcovcred the whole truth without 
any palliation ^ (b that fiomthe Relations of botb^ 
he under(lood alLthings, as well at Icafl as the 
Peii^ns from ivhom he received that account 
^ could inform him. The adonilhmcnc it put him

Having difpatchcd the Meflcnger with this an- 
fwer, and commanded all that were about him

to leave the Room, with difcaveries of a difpJea- 
iute which it was above his moderation to dif\ 
lemble, he fell into the moil cruel didurbances 
his SqoI had ever (Irugled wirh -, and refleding 
yvith much difTatisfa^on on the ftraiige accouttC 
•be had received, he concluded that £uch great 
miseries required great repaiacious, and that, 
having been the occafion of all the indignities 
idone to fuch a Prinoefc as £///«, and Cuch a 
i4au as Analmny and the d;inger whereto they 
svere ezpofcd, if fome Hidden expedient wer6 not 
/ound our, he thought itl^utjuft, that a padion 
which had produced fucb deplorable effe^, 
ihould be fubdued by a rc&mmeut proportiona- 
ble co«he mifchiefs it liad caofed, and that he 
4N^ht by fome Ad ion, fuch as might fpeak the 
:tranfccndency of his Virtue, fct himielf right ki 
the (cntiments of £///^ and Artahan^ prevent 
C^far from drawing on himielf a War, and 
:the hatred of Nations, and ftifle the memory of 
a misfortune, whereby his own good Name 
might receive a blemifh among Men. It further 
came into his thoughts, that Eiifas condition 

• was fuch, by the Death of her Father, after the 
difcovery the had made of her inclinations, with 
the conieent of her Mother, and fuirably to the 
Retires of the Parthiansj and the acknowledg- 

• ments ofJrtaban's being defcended from Arfaces^ 
that he could not any longer continue his pre-" 
ten(ions to her, and thought it better to <]uit them 
out of a certain civility, and by an effed^ of 
his great Cdurage, than «o be forced to it by 
neoeAity. 

This then was his defign, but the difficulty 
^as in the Execution of it \ and to that end did 
he fommon all his Courage to his aflfidance, and 
£)ught in his Virtue what might redu^ a PaiCoit 

that 
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that rebelled againft bim with thofe Forces which 
ic would be no olCj matter co defeat. He. was 
in this Temped of refledions, andfpentthe whole 
Night therein^ while the Emperor having fought 
reft in fleep, had much ado to find it, by leafon 
of a Dream which troubled him. He was fallen 
ailcep, after he ^ad paHed away- fome pare of the 
Night in thoughts of the affront he had received 
in one of his own Cities, by an iuconfiderabk 
numbet of Men, (he whom nothing ihould.op* 
pole, and co whom the whole World in a manner 
was fubjed) and the revenge he intended, when 
not long before Day, aiid about the time thic 
Dreams make an imprefCon in Mens Minds 
with icfs difordec and more truth, according co 
the common opinion, there (lands before bim 
i:he Ghod of the Great Ju/ius Cafar^ not only 
with ail the Majedy, , which, while Living, at- 
tended the greatnefs of his Perfon and Anions, 
but with (bmething Greater, more Auguft^ and 
Conformable to chat Divine State into which the 
Romans had railed him. The Emperor looked 
on him with^'a Veneration fuch as was due only 
to the Gods, and found his Eyes fpatkling witn 
Anger, and all his Countenance fuch as di(co- 
vercd the greatnefs of his indignation; andez- 
peding what might be the ifTue of it, not with- 
out fome fear, he thought the great Didator with 
a menacing Adion, and darting Lightning ia« 
(lead of Looks, fpake thus to him : * O^aviuSf 

* {faiii he to bim) for thou art not worthy the 

* Name o^C^far^ nor that of my Son, is it thus 

* thou cxercifcft the Dignity whereto I had un- 

* juftTy raifcd ihce? And have I, of the Son of 
' OEiav'tusy made thee the greacell Man, and in 

* a mauucr Mafter of the Univerfe, only to em* 
' ploy the greatnefs I have given thee, ro the 

^ ihamc 
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f lltame of the Name chotii beareft, and the Ruia 
^ of Qiv Poftcricy ? What is remaining of it 
^ among Men in the Perfon of a Prince, who 

* would better become the Rank that's due to him, 

* and in which I have unfotmiiately placed thee^ 

* after he iiad (ought fecurity among the Sun^ 
^ burnt Nations,- againft the firft difcoveries of 

* thy Cruclcy, is (till expofed thereto, and e^pedts 

* the ftroke of that inhuman Sword which thoii 

* haft lifted over his Head. He dilputes not any 
' thing with thee, though be lawfully might all, 
< and yet thou thinkeft much co let him Jive in 

* the Extremities of the Earth, .where he had, by 
■* the aflifjances of Heaven found Refuge. Thoii 

* wert the Death of bis Mother, a Perfon I dearly 

' loved, as alio that of Anthony my faithful < 

* Friend. Their Daughter, the Mirade and 

* Ornament of her Times, finds in thee a crud 
' PerfecuEor^ and a Prince, the Glory of hi$ 
' Age, one I loved in bis Infancy, and promi(ed 

* the Kingdoms of his Fatber, which I had 
' added to thy Dominions, after he hath (etled 
' it by: his Valour, uay after he hath faved 

* thy Life .in the greatcfl danger thou .wert ever 

* ex poled to, expeds from chy unmerciful hand 

* the Period .of his Noble Life. Men were in a 
^ difpofltion 10. forget thy horrid prefaiptioos 
' upon thy perCbnated change, but thou returnefl: 

* to thy former humour, and thinkefl it a ttou-

what had been moft dear tb «hee, Ihcm &Jt 
leave thy Place, ooatrary to thy present inten- 
tion^ to what thou raifdl for the deftrudioo 
of mankind, and tdfiich Succedbrsas ifaall be 
the bur^n and hatred of the Earth. 
To this efled was the Difcourfe of the great 
vC£fary which he concluded wRh a look infianicd 
with tttdigimtion Ufon his Sticoeflbri who was 
fo finanly moved'thereat, that making a fuddeti 
aoterrfiptioa in his deep, the impieffioti left of it 
in hifa was (b fhotig>, chat he thought at his 
waking, he faw diiappear the reirarenced Ihack 
of his iHuftrious Pnedeceiror. Certain it is, this 
ilream, whidi feeaCd to portend fomething ex* 
araordinary, mov^ him in inch a manner, and 
/aften^ on his thoughts with €o much appearance 
of truth, that it was a long time ere he cduld 
'Well di(cem whethtc it were a Dream, or a real 
Apparitioti. Ic made him refle^l on whatever 
he had heard (aid ^ Vifions, whecher real ot 
imaginary , aud among other diings call to miud 

hat 
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tiiac of thie evil Genius of Brutus^ which prefenc-t 
€4 ic fclf CO him before the Battle of PbUippi, 
After {Ul ihefe confidcracions, concluding ic wa^ 
<Hlly in a Dream chat C^tfar |iad appeared co him» 
fiacc he had (een him only in his Sleep, he be^aa 
ro cefle^ on the hiniacas and reproaches chac 
fdl from him* H9 ms well enough facisfied as 
to the lauer, but . found much ob&iiricy in the 
fprmer, thongb hy that which W4s oiadc to him 
of the lofs qf his degceft hope$« A^edion, nacu«> 
rati/ gailtf of a crrtoio umiaity» made himima^ 
gine \t might relate to the Death ofM^rcelhs.

With which Words 
he got out of his Bed, cndeavouriog fo diien- 
gage his Thoughts of thofe importunate Ideas 
that diftttibed him, yet could he not do it Co- 
wcU, but that thofe who were waiting his'gettiug 
up, ob(ervcd in his countenance, (bmewhatmoce 
than ordinary of Penfivehefs, which they attri- 
buted to the Actions of the . preceding Day, 
whereby he bad been moved to (eTcral Paflions» 
which had wrought (bme change in his difpofkion. 
His Court was but fmall that Morning, or if 
it were great, it was by reafon of the number, and 
not the digniy of the Perfons aboac him i for of 
all the Kings, Princes, and oclxr cohfiderable 
Perfons that were in AlexandrU^ there came 
only YiivigTigranesy and the King ofComagems^ 
with (uch o^ the Romans as he had cad particular '

deipby who fen Able of their Obligations to /tr^ 
tabatiy and concerned in the IntertA of Alexander ^ 
by reafon of that of Artemifa^ would run any" 
hazard ere they would fuffer them to be loft, 
told them, he was very much fatisiicd co find
